ANDERSON, John,^-was, on the 24th of February 
1693, appointed captain of the Harwke firefhip, 
one of the veffels fent in that vear, under the command 
of fir Francis Wheeler, to the Weft Indies. He was very 
foon afterwards removed into the Quaker Ketch. Having 
never, during the reign of king William, attained any 
higher command than that of a fmall frigate, in which he haa 
no opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf, it is by no means 
wonderful that there is not any mention made of him 
till after the acceflion of queen Anne, when we find him 
captain of the Referye, a fourth rate, loft off Yarmouth, 
in the Great Storm, November the 27th, 1703. Captain 
Anderfon and near fifty of her people, the poor remains 
of two hundred and twenty, were happily faved. We 
hear nothing more of this gentleman till we find him, in 
1706, commanding the Briftol, a fourth rate, employ* 
ed on the Jamaica ftation under fir William Whet- 
ftone, with whom captain Anderfon went out in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Information being received, from the commander of 
the Montague, of ftxty guns, that he had juft before .met 
at fea two French Qiipsaf war, one, obnimiiig forty-eight 

Aa the 
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the other thirty-fix guns, and had very fpiritedly refolvcd to 
encounter them; fcut that both unhappily efcaped, as well 
from the want of conduct asof proper difcipline in his officers 
and men : it was refolved, by fir William, to endeavour 
at repairing this misfortune by fending the Briitol and 
Folkftone, two fourth rates, in queft of the above-men- 
tioned energy*. The Englifti fhips very fqon. overtook 
thofe they were in purfuit- of, anA with them a- number 
of merchant-ftiips under their convoy. Thefe captain 
Anderfon is faid to have been much more eager to fecure, 
than he was thofe who efcorted them : five or fix of the 
former were taken, while the (hips of war, which were 
the principal objeS of hi§ purfuit, efcaped. On his re- 
turn to Jamaica he was immediately put under an arreft 
by fir William, and foon afterwards tried by a court- 
martial for this mifconduS. ' ije was fentenced to be 
difmiffed from his comrftajjd, arid*is faid, by fome, to have 
Jt>een declared incapable of farther fervice. 
. This fentence was, however, not rigidly carried into 
execution, for, on the 12th of April 1707, he had half- 
pay granted him, as a fuperannuated captain of a fourth 
yate. This penfion he enjoyed till his death, which hap-r 
pened on the 15th of April 17^4, 

ATHY, Richard, — wa6 appointed commander of th$ x 
Canterbury, by fome balled a llpop of war, but mod pro^ 
bably a ftore-ffoip, on the 31ft of May 1693. He was 
promoted to this command i>y fir Francis^ Wheeler, hav- 
ing gone out under that admiral to the Weft Indies a»s 
fecond lieutenant of the Advice, of forty-two guns, be- 
longing to his.fcjuadronf Returning from this flat ion in 
the enitiing autumn, he was, not long after his arrival in 
.England, promoted 'to the command of the Mermaid 
frigate. We find this veflel to \\q\e been eniployed as a ' 
'cruifer during tie whole of the ye.ar 1695. Thefe par- 
ticulars, fcanty a?- they are, arc all we have been able to 
folleS relative to this gentleman, except that he was un- 
happily killed, fome little time after this, in a duel, fought

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at one of the ifles of Scilly. The caufe, as well as the 
precife time When it took place, are not known. At the 
time of his death he commanded the Chefter. 

ATKINS, James, — was made firtt lieutenant of thte 
Reftoration, of Jeventy guns, in the year 1692. On the 
f nth 'of December 1692, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Greyh.ouna. In this veflel he continued till 
the month of May or June 1695, when he was removed 
into the Katherine ftorefhip. He afterwards returned 
back to his old fhip the Greyhound, which he commanded 
during •the > year 169$* Nothing farther relative to hirn 

.has. come to our knowledge, nor have we even been able 
to difcover the time of his death. 

AUP'LEY', Robert, — was appointed lieutenant of tl'ie 

. Greenwich, by lord Dartmouth, on the 30th of 'October 

. 1688. On the 29th of November following he was re- 
moved to the fame flation on board the Tyger, by com- 
million, granted alfoby lord Dartmouth. We find nothing 
more of him till he was promoted, on the nth of No- 
vember 1693, to be made commander of the Lightening 
firefhip. Thefe are the only particulars concerning hirn 
known to us, except that he unhappily fell in a duel on 
the 28th of February 1696. 

BLAKE, Thomas,— 1 the fon of captain John Blake, an 
old commander in the firft Dutch war, was appointed 
captain of the Canterbury ftorefhip on the 14th of De- 

. cember 1693. It is a very lingular circumftance, and 
highly deferving remark, that we have every reafon to 
believe this gentleman continued in the fame veflel dur- 
ing his life, a period of ten years. He was unhappily 

. loft in this (hip, at Briftol, during that tremendous hurri- 
cane generally known by the name of the .Great Storm, 
on the 27 th of November 1703. He was much efteemed 
by fir Richard Haddock ; and it is certainly no .(lender 
proof of a man's real worth, to have been countenanced 
by fo good an officer, and fo intelligent a man. Sir 

"Richard, in a letter -to his fon Richard, then a captain in 

- the navy, laments the unhappy fate of this gentleman in 
the following familiar, artlefs, and fimply pathetic man- 
ner — " Poor Tom Blah was drowned, at Briftol, in the 

A3 Canter- 
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Canterbury ftorelhip. A moj-e fincere, and, perhaps, more 
juft eulogium than the moft elegant and well-turned pane* 
gyric from thepeh of the hiftorian. 

BREHOLT, George, — was, on the 22d of May 
1693, appointed commander of the Grenada bomb-ketch. 
On the 25th of September following he was promoted io 
the Pearl, a frigate of thirty guns; from the latter of 
which dates only, he took rank as a captain in the navy. 
We have no other intelligence relative to him till the 
month of March 1763-4; at which time he commanded 
. the Charlotte yacht, which veffel was then employed on 
the Dublin Ration, aiid it appears for the exprefs purpofe 
, of* attending the lord lieutenant. We fuppofe captain 
Brgholt to have continued in the fame command as long 
as he remained in fervite, as we do not find any farther 
mention made of him, except that he is faid, in resfr- 
admiral Hardy's lift of the navy, to have died on the 24th 
of June 1741*, in Greenwich-hofpital. Admitting this 
intelligence to be true, we have to obferve by the way that 
he was hot there with the rank of captain; 

BUTLER, Thomas, — ferved in the beginning of the 
year 1693 as fecond lieutenant of the London, "fir John 
Afliby-s flag -(hip. From this ftation he was promoted, 
on the 3d of October in the fame year, to tire command 
or the St. Julian Prize. In 1696 he was captain of the 
Dunkirk, of fixty guns, one of the (hips belonging to the 
main fleet ; and continued in commiflion, as commander 
of a two-decked ihip, during the peace, which took place 
not long afterwards. On the acceffion of queen Anne he 
was appointed to the Worcefter. This fhip, ifrhich was 
a third rate, was, as we bfelieve, wholly employed as a 
cruifer, in the Channel, and round the Britifh coaft. In 
this occupation captain Butler appears to have been par- 
ticularly dfligent, aftive, and fortunate *, having captured 

leveral 



" * The following account of a little* enterprise, commanded by cap* 
tain Butter, if extracted from. the Annals of queen Anne, Vol* 3d. 
If not fo completely fucce&ful as he himfelf could have wiflied, no 
^perfon can deny, but that every thing was effected whlcfc the (everal 
circuoulances attending it would permit* 
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feveral very valuable prizes, and fome privateers of cop- 
fiderable force, which had done much previous mifchief 
to the Britifli commerce *. About the vear 1706, he was 
again appointed to command his old fliip the Dunkirk, , 
and fent to the Mediterranean not long afterwards. While 
employed on this ftation he had, in 1708, a fignal oppor- 
tunity of difttnguiftiing himfelf, which he appears to have 
very eagerly embraced. 

Being detached, by fir Edward Whitaker, to batter fort 
Fornelle, on the ifland of Minorca, in company with 
captain Fairborne, who at that time commanded the Cen- 
turion, he behaved, as well as his brave aflbciate, with 
fo much fpirit and gallantry, that the fort was, after a very 
obftinate refinance, compelled to furrender. A footing 
was by this fuccefs fir ft eftablifhed on the ifland, and the 
landing of the troops and fafe anchorage of the tranfpoxts 
fecured, circumftances which led to the complete reduc- 
tion of the whole country immediately afterwards. He 
continued to command the fame fhip till the year 1711, 
when he was appointed to fail, under the command of fir 
- -- ■ * ■ 

"An cxprefs came to Whitehall, from commodore Butler, captain 
of her majefty's (hip the Worceftcr, dated in the bay of Cherbourg 
the 8th of April, with an account, that having received advice, that 
about thirty-five fail were come out of St. Malo, he ftood over with hit 
own (hip, and her majefty's (hip* the Dunwichand Maidftone, to Cape 
Cartwnght, and got fight of them. The Maidftone, being jForemoft, 
chafed twenty-one fail of them into Cherbourg, with two finall fliip* 
of war, their convoys, one of twenty and the other of twenty-two 
guns. Captain Butler then made a ugnal to the Dunwich to ftand 
in to the fouthward of Grandance bay, while the commodore himfelf 
flood in to the north end of it, and chafed the French commodore, a 
(hip of twenty- two guns, and another frigate of fourteen, with eight 
fail of merchant-men, which were all deftroyed, the commodore and 
two more being burnt, and the reft funk. Some Guernfcy privateers, 
who were with commodore Butler, carried off two prizes. A privateer 
of eight guns, was taken afterwards by the Maidftone, between Mone- 
yille and Cherbourg. Commodore Butler foon after took a fmall 
ketch; and, with hex majefty's Jbipi above-named, came to anchor 
before this place, and faw the twenty-three fail before-mentioned 
hauled in clofe under the caftle." 

This account was taken by Mr. Boyer, the editor, almoft verbatim 
from the official one publifiied in the Gazette, No* 4009.

Hbvendcn Walker, on the expedition againft Qiiebec arid 
the province of Canada.. During the paffage of the faua- 
dron to Bofton, unluckily for captain Butler, it fell in 
with a fmall fliip, to. which he immediately gave chace; 
and, after having ran out of fight of his companions, 
captured ; but did not again rejoin the fleet till its arrival 
at Nantafket. This conduct was, however, a moft fla- 
grant violation of his admiral's orders, by which be was 
enjoined never to chace without a fignal, and in no cafe 
whatever to hazard lofing fight of the fleet. This breach 
of ttuty was rendered the more reprehenfible, by captain 
Butler being one of the commanders appointed, by the flag, 
ttrrepcat ail figuals, for the purpofe or keeping the trans- 
ports better together. 

Sir Hovenden Walker, immediately on his arrival at 
Bofton, convened a court-martial, by which captain Butler 
, being found guilty of having " amufed himfelf in taking 
.^the laid fmall veflel, and preferving her for his private in- 
tcre{t, contrary to the common good of the expedition, 
and in direct opposition to all order and naval regulations ;" 
was confequently fentenced to be difcharged, and dif- 
mifled from his command. He never appears to have 
been reinftated in the fervice; and as we rind ourfelves 
totally incapable of defending, or even palliating fo> violent 
a breach of difcipllne, we can only lament that an old 
officer, who had on every former occafion acquitted him- 
felf fo honourably to his own reputation, and fuccefsfully 
to the fervice 7 of his country, flipirld be fo far forgetful of 
both, as to lofe, as it were in an inftant, the juftly earned 
honours attendant on a faithful fervice of fo many years 
. continuance.- He furvived this event many years, not 
dying till the 24-th of July 1727. 

CARTER, William, — Was appointed, by fir Francis 
Wheeler, to be commander of the Owners Love fire (hip, 
on September 18, 1693*. We know nothing farther

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of- this gentleman than what will be found in the note in- 
ferted beaeath, and that he commanded the JBIaft bomb* 
ketch in the year 1695. After the acceflion of queen 
-Anne he Was promoted to the Newcaftle, a fourth rate. 
He unhappily peri (bed iu the Great Storm on the 27th of 
November! 703, this fliip being loft at Spithead, and with 
her the greateft part of her crew. 

CLEMENTS, John,— was the fonof the captain John 
Clements of whom we have given a fhort account, vol. u 
p. 279. We are happy in being able to feize this oppor- 
tunity of correding an error, or rather fuppfying an 
omiffion made in it. The death of captain Clements the 
elder is there faid to be unknown as to the time when it 
happened, as alfo that no particulars of his life could be 
collected later than the year 1698; by fubfequent infor- 
mation we are now enabled to fupply this deficiency — he 
was appointed lieutenant-governor of Greenwich-hofpital 
in the year 1704, and died during the following year in 
this honourable ftation. \ 

John Clements, his fon, ferved,, in the year 1693, as 
firft lieutenant of the Britannia, the fliip which bore the 
flag. of the joint commanders-in-chief. He was on the 
13th of July, in the above year, promoted to the command 
of the Portfmouth frigate, which was afterwards wholly 
ftationed as a cruifer in the Channel. He was employed 
jn this fpecies of fervice, and in the fame vefTel, till the 
month of July 1694, when, being at that time in com- 
pany with the Canterbury, he fell in with a large French 
(hip mounting thirty-fix guns, bound from St. Maloe's to 
Marfcillcs, with a valuable cargo, confiding principally 
of fugar. The enemy endeavoured to efcape ; and the 
better to effecl it, fired their ftern-chace guns, without 
intermiflion, at the purfuers. The Portfmouth, being 
the headmoft, had very nearly got up with them, 
when, as it were as a laft effort, they fired all their after- 
raoft guns that bore, accompanied by a volley of finall 
(hot, one of which unhappily took place and occafioned 
the inftant death of captain Clements, he being the only 

Tented to the houfc of commons by order, on the 2d of Feb. 1698-9, 
-we find his name infer ted as then commanding a (hip of the line, and 
taking rank from the £th of December 1692. 

perfon 
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perfon who fell, or was even wounded in this petty en- 
counter. The enemy immediately afterwards furren- 
oered. 

CROW, Leonard,— the brother of captain Jofiah Crow 
of whom we have already given fome account *, was ap- 
pointed commander of the Machine firefliip on the nth 
of January 1693. This veflel was one of thofe belong* 
ing, during the enfuing fummer, to the main fleet. No 
farther mention is made of him till after the acceflion of 
queen Anne; and it is, from many circumftances, to 
be concluded, he never attained the command of any fhip 
of confequence till that time; however, in 1702, he was 
promoted to the Shrewsbury, of eighty guns. In the 
month of July following he was one of the members of 
the court-martial aflfembled for the purpofe of trying fir 
John Munden, and in a fhort time afterwards accompa- 
nied fir Cloudefley Shovel, who was fent out with a rein- 
forcement to the fleet under fir George Rooke, which had, 
juft before the arrival of this additional ftrength, attacked 
and taken Vigo. 

In 1703 he attended his former commander on the 
expedition to the Mediterranean, undertaken, as it was 
faid, for the relief of the Cevenois. In the following 
year, (till remaining in the fame (hip, he very confpicu- 
oufly diftinguilhed himfelf at the battle off Malaga. Sir 
George having taken notice, in his Journal of the a&ion, 
that, "' owing to feveral (hips of the different divifions 
being obliged to quit the line for want of (hot, the weight 
of the action fell on his own fhip, the Royal Katherine, 
the St. George, the Shrewsbury, and Eagle. Indeed, the 
lofs of men t fuftained by thofe (hips, in this great en- 
counter, fully proves the truth of (ir George's aflertion. 
After the return of the fleet into port, captain Crow was 
removed into the Portland, and (ent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 9th of September 1705. 

Some people have aflerted he was difmifled the fervice 
in the year 1703, he then commanding the Dartmouth*

The fame error has been continued through feveral MS. 
papers and lifts of the fame defcription ; to what accident 
this tniftake has been owing we cannot pretend to decide. 
It is fufficient for us to point out that it is one. 

DAWES, Philip *, — was, in 1692, appointed lieute- 
* nant of the-Falcon, of thirty-fix guns, one of the fqaadron 
fent, under the command of fir Francis Wheeler, to the 
Weft'lndies; and, on the firft of July 1693, was appointed 
to command the Tame veffel as fucceffor to his captain, 
Nathaniel Brown, who died a few days before : but we 
hive fome, although not pofitive, reafon to believe his 
rank, as a captain, was not confirmed till the 13th of Sep- 
tember 1695. In the early part of this year he com- 
manded the Machine firefhip, and was, not long after- 
wards, promoted to the command of a fhip of the line,, 
whofe nanicor ftation we are not acquainted with : it was, 
however, put out of commiflion at the enfiikig peace : and 
no'farther mention is made of this gentleman, but that he 
was difmifled the fervice, at Jamaica, by the fentence of 
a court-martial, held there on the 27th of June 1710. 
His particular offence does not appear : all that is trans- 
mitted to us is, that he had been guilty of fome mifde- 
tneahours'ahd irregularities. At the time of his difcharge 
he commanded the Crown. 

DESBOKOUGH, Charles,— having, in 1693, been 
'appointed ; firft lieutenant of the Dover, at that time com* 
manded by captain Crofs, behaved with much fpirit in 
an aiftion with a French privateer, taken by that (hip off 
Cape Clear in the month of June. He was, N as a very 
proper reward for that conduft, appointed, on the 7th of 
July, commarlder of the (hip he had been fo inftrumental 
to the capture of. It is moft probable he never either

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attained the command of 3riy powerful" fhip, of was ever* 
.employed in any fervice where he had an opportunity ©f 
diftinguifhing htmfelf, his name never occurring after this 
time, even in any line of brattle where the names of the 
.feveral commanders are given* No farther mention. Is 
made of hirn> except that he commanded the Fubbs yacht, 
at the time of his. death, On the 8th of March 17*22. 

DOVE, Francis, — was, on the 7th of January 1693, 
made captain of the Pearl prize, a fmall frigate of eigh- 
teen guns, ftationed, during the enfuijig fummer, to pro- 
, left the fifliery off Yarmouth* How long he continued 
in this veliel is not known, but before the conclufion of 
the war he was advanced to the command of a fhip of the 
lirie* Being put out of commiflion after the peace, 
. which was concluded at Ryfwic, he had no other 
. appointment till. the year i'6^9, when he was made captain 
. of the Carlifle. This fhip was unfortunately blown up 
in the Downs, by fome unknown accident, on the 19th 
of September 1700, all the crew then on board unhappily 
peri thing : butcaptain Dove himfelf efcaped this fatal ftroke 
being on fhore art the time. He was, not long after the 
. acceifion of queen Anne, made captain of the Naffau, of 
feventy giuis, one of the (hips fent to Vigo with fir Clou- 
defley Shovel, whom he alfo accompanied in theibllowing 
. year to the Mediterranean, on his expedition to the relief 
of the Cevenois. 

In 1704 he ftill continued commander of the NaiTau, 
and was engaged, under fir George Rooke, both in the 
attack of Gibraltar and the engagement with the French 
fleet off Malaga. In the latter encounter he was one of 
the commanders compelled to quit the line merely for want 
of (hot to continue the a&ion. This being an often- 
iible breach of duty, a court-martial was ordered to be 
convened for the trial of captain Dove, and fuch' other 
brave men as were unfortunately in the fame predicament 
with him. The enquiry ended, as in the conduct of a gallant 
man it always muft, much to his honour. Fully, and in the 
ftri&eft fenfe of the word, acquitted of every part of the 
charge, which appears to have been preferred only for 
form fake, and for the better prefervation of the rules and 
difcipline of the navy, he continued in that fervice, 
from which he could never be faid to have been fufpended, 

and 
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and was principally, if not wholly employed on the Me- 
diterranean ftation. We find frequent . mention of his 
name as being in that part of the world, although, from 
the general poverty of events which attended the naval ope* 
rations in that part of the world after the memorable en- 
gagement juft mentioned, we have nothing to relate but the- 
bare circumftance of his having been thus occupied. 

Retiring from the line of active fervice, he was, in* 
17 1 6, appointed commiflioner of the navy, refident at 
Plymouth, an office he continued to enjoy till his death, 
which happened on the 12th February 1726. 

FOGG, Chriftopher,— was, on the 24th of January 
1693, appointed to command the Mariana Prize, a veflel 
employed oniy to attend the mufter-mafter of the fleet. 
Captain Fogg is, indeed, faid to have taken rank, as a 
naval commander, from the 8th of- September 1692; but 
if fo, we have been totally unable to find out what particular 
lhip he commanded. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till the- year 1695, when we find him captain of the 
Oxford, and employed in convoying the trade bound from 
Newfoundland to Spain. He was, almoft immediately 
afterwards, promoted to the Northumberland, of feventy 
guns, one of the (hips belonging to the main fleet. After 
the peace at Ryfwic he was, for a confiderable time, out 
of comrniilion: but. on its being deemed neceflary, in 
1701, to fend a (lout fquadron to the Weft Indies, under 
the command of vice-admiral Benbow, captain Fogg was 
appointed to command the Bredah, on board which (hip 
the commander-in-chief hoifted his flag. The feveral 
previous events which led to, and took place during the 
engagement with the French chef d'efcadre, Du Gaffe, 
having been already given at 'length in the life of Mr, 
Benbow *, it is needlefs to enter a fecond time into any 
detail even of fuch. part of tl e encounter as Mr. Fogg was 
rndre materially connected with. 

On reviewing that account it will appear very evident 
that the captain behaved with the uttnoft coolnefs and true 
/pint during that long encounter, which was rendered 
.partially defperate by the infamous defer! ion of thofe 
comnaandeis whofe adherence, in any degree to their duty,

would 
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would have rendered vi£bory certain and decifive. The 
captain did not, however, wholly efcape centime, al- . 
though he appears to have been little deferving of it, ex- 
cept on the ground that no confideratian whatever ought to . 
influence the mind of a private commander, even for afingk 
-moment f tofwervefrom thatjiricl line of duty whuh alone com 
render him refpeclabk> both in the eyes of his fellow-countrymen 
end all the reft of the world. From the conduft of many 
of the commanders engaged in that bufmefs little corope^ 
ration of any kind, except in flight, could be expe&ed 
from them. They were hardy enough to deliver their 
fcntiments openly agaihft continuing the engagement, in 
fomething like a council of war, called t?y the admiral on 
the occafion : and thofe who continued true to their tmft, 
of which number captain Fogg was one, were fearful left 
fhould they not appear to coincide with the delinquents 
in opinion, thefe might not be content with ading 
timidly only, but, converting their cowardice into treafon* 
decidedly join that enemy whom they hitherto had only 
fcefitated to oppofe. 

It was, however, thought neceflary, by vice-adtnira! 
Benbow,. who, while he extremely loved and valued his 
captain, was alfo highly jealous of his country's honour, 
that his conduft in formally figning a paper in which he 
declared againft a continuance of the encounter, fhould 
undergo the enquiry and legal inveftigation of a court* 
martial. The admiral himfelf bore the moft honourable 
teftimony to his great courage and gallantry; and the 
plea, as above Aated, ufed by him in juftification of this 
•Hedged breach of duty, were together held fo exculpatory 
that, although he was fentenced to be fufpended from the 
fervice, it was, as a kind of palliative to this decifion, 
added, that fuch fufpenfion mould not take place till. 

Jrince George, then lord high admiral, fhould have made 
nown his pleafure as to its-being carried into execution. 
We have every reafdn to believe this punifhment which, 
although among the flighted in the whole code, muft be 
a grievous mortification to a brave and honourable man, 
was wholly remitted. No farther mention is made of 
captain Fogg, except that lie died commander of the 
Rupe rt on the Qjjh o£ November, xsofi. 

HAMILTON, 
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HAMILTON, Lord Archibald,— wasthe fevemh and 
youngeft fon of William and Anne, duke and duchefs of 
Hamilton. Having entered very e^rly in life into th^ 
iiavy, and pafled through thofe neceffary fub ordinate fla- 
ttens which it is neceffary all men, however high their 
rank, mould progreffively fill before they attain a com- 
mand, he was, in the beginning of the year 1693, appointed 
firft lieutenant of the Duke, the (hip on board which 
rear-admiral Mitchell had hoifted his flag. He was from 
thence promoted, oh the 17th of September following, to 
be commander of the Sheernefs. In this veflel he had 
little or no opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf ; but in 
the latter end of the following year, being promoted to 
the Litchfield, as no man met with greater opportunities 
of diftinguifhing himfelf in the petite guerre, fo did no 
one ever exert himfelf more to improve them. He was 
not, however, exempt from encountering thofe occafional 
ftrokes of misfortune which have chequered the lives of 
the braveft, and mod fuccefsful commanders. The mod 
material of thefe befel him in the month of Augufi 
1695* he having, at different times between the 17th 
and 21ft, chaced four large privateers; all of which, 
through the intervention of fome unforefeen and irreme- 
diable accident, efcaped him *. 

In the month of January following, fortune made him 
fome amends, he having captured a very large privateer 
belonging to St. Maloe's, called the Tyger, mounting 
twenty-four guns, and feveral other prizes of inferior 
note. In the month of April, being ordered to 
cruife off the coaft of France, he fell in with a fleet of 
fixty merchant mips off Cherbourg. He captured five of 
them, and drove feveral others on fhore. We find no- 
thing material relative to him between this time and the 
peace at Ryfwic ; after which, his fhip being put out of 
commiffion, he does not appear to have been appointed to 
any other till after the acceflion of <jueen Anne, when he 
was made captain of the Boyne, of eighty guns, one of the

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fhips Tent, under fir George Rooke, on the expedition 
ggainft Cadiz, Npthing material occurs during the 
time he held this command. 

On fhe return of the fleet to England he was removed 
into the Eagle, of feventy guns, and accompanied fir C# 
Shovel to the Mediterranean in the following year, where* 
of the little that was done by that fleet, his lordfhip was 
among thofe who held the raoft confpicuous (hare *. In 
the year 1704, failing again for the Mediterranean 
under fir George Rooket, he bore a very diftinguifhed 
part both in the aflault of Gibraltar, and the memorable 
battle off" Malaga, His great expenditure of ihot on the 
former occafion, compelled him to quit the line towards 
the end of the latter action, merely for want of the means 
of any longer annoying the enemy. Sir George Rooke, 
in his private journal J, mentions the Eagle as one of the 
ihips which fullained the heavicft part of the a£Hon till twp 
hours before night, when it was obliged to be towed oJF. 
In this defperate conflict the Eagle had fi^ty r five men killed 
aiid wounded. But though fir George was, as we havq 
already noticed, very ready to pay every poffible private 
tribute to his lordfhip's gallantry, and he alfo was per- 
fectly well convinced of theneceih'ty of the meafure, the 
yule of the fervicc rendered it indifpenfibly neceflary that 
his conduct, as well as that of the reft of the comrnanders 
who were, we can hardly fay unhappily, in the, fame pre- 
dicament, fhould undergo the regular inveftigation of a 
court-martial. It is almoft needle fs to add, they were 
moft honourably acquitted, Lord Archibald continued ii> 
conftant fervice \ but owing to the poverty of events which 
followed through the war, after the defeat of the count 
De Thouloufe, without having it ever in his power to 
diftinguifh himfelf in the manner his former conduct gave>

The only cl rcu'm fiance >vorth* relating is; that in the 
Vear 1707 he was left commander-in-chief at Spithead and 
rortfmouth, by fir John Leake* who had ftmckhis flag foe 
a fhort time. In Ang; 8, 1710* he retired altoge- 
ther from the naval fervice,' being appointed governor of 
Jamaica. Returning in 17 14 to England, he appeared 
Ho mote in public Kfe riH the year 1729, when he was 
appointed one of the commiffioneffc fdr executing the 
brhce of lbrd high admiral. This he continued to hold 
till the 13th of March 1738 ; after Which timti he had no 
appointment of any kind till the 25th of March 1746, 
when he was made governor of Greenwich-hofpital, ajs 
fucceflbr to the unfortunate fir John Bakhen; In tms 
very honourable ftation he died* on the 5th of April

He married lady Jane Hamilton, daughter of Jamesj 
earl of Abercorn; By her he had three fons, two of whom 
furvived him ; ana" 4 daughter; named Elizabeth*- married 
to Francis, lord Brooke, afterwards earl bf Warwick. 

HARDY, Sir fhbmas,— wa$ a native of the ifland of 
Guernfey. His firft entrance into the navy was under 
the patronage of admiral Churchill* ib whom he is faid to 
have been clerk, and who afterwards procured him to bp 
'appointed a lieutenant. . We can find nd other particu- 
lars relative to this gentleman prior to his being promoted, 
on the 6th bf January 1693 > to beeommancler of tfye Charles 
firefhip. He did not long remain captain of this veflej, 
being, in the month of May following removed into-the 
Swallow Prize* a fmall t frigate' bf eighteeii feuns, ftationed 
to protect the trade of Guernfey from. the depredations of 
the French privateers. . 

The early part of this gentleman's life is Angularly 
barren of jriciderit. Wd find hot the' fmalleft mention 
. made of him, notwithstanding we are Well perfuaded he 
attained to the command of a (hip of the line very fdon after 
his entrance into the fervice, and never appears to have beqxi 
unemployed. The only occupation we have ariy certain

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Orders from the king, to give fir Cloiidefley all the informa- 
tion in his power*. He itiet with no very memorable 
occurrence, during tlie continuance of the fleet in the Med- 
iterranean, or oft its paflage thither. The only circurii'- • 
cumftance which occurs, beyond, the ordinary routine of 
'fiuty and fervice i$^ that he nad the.£ood fortune to cap- 
ture a valuable fliip'from St'. Domingo, laden with fugar. 
•When the fleet was about to return to England, it being 
then the latter end of ©Sober, fir Thomas was detached 
"With the Bedford, Sbmerfet, and Lizard, to Tangier, 
Hivhere, having executed his inftru&ibhs, which were only 
ko carry thither fome papers relative to the treaty at that 
-time negociating with tht emperor of Morocco ; he rd- 
turned to England, and anchored in Plymouth found on the 
tiath of November, a few days before the arrival of fir 
Cloudefley with the remainder of the fleet. 

He continued in the fame (hip during the following 
year, and accompanied fir George Rooke on the ever 
memorable expedition to the Mediterranean, his fhip* be- 
ing one of the dlvifion under the command of fear-admiral 
JDilkes. Sir George Rooke, .who failed, with. a part of 
'the fleet only, in the month of January, having refitted hjs 
{hips, failed from the Tagus, on a cruife, the beginning 
-of March.. Rear-admiral Dilkes's divifion formed a part 
of his force; and advice being received, by a Dutch pri- 
vateer, that three Spaniflrlhips were feen to the fouth- 
ward the night before, the rear-admiral was ordered to 
proceed in fearch of them, with the Kent, Bedford, and 
three other fhips of the line. On the 12th they got fight 
trf the enemy, who were all capjtured after fome tefiftance : 
'but fir Thomas does not appear to have been perfonalljr 
engaged in this encounter, a& there is great reafon to fup r > 
bofe the enemy had furrendered. before either himfelf or 
Mr- Dilkes could get up. He alfo was not concerned in 
the attack of Gibraltar, but was eminently fo at "the battle

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off Malaga, which prefently fucceeded it, having had 
feventy-four men killed and wounded. 

During the fucceeding year no particular mention is 
tnade of him; but we believe him to have returned to the 
Mediterranean, in the Bedford, under the command of 
fir Thomas Dilkes, who was difpatched, in the month of 
February, with a reinforcement of five (hips of the line . 
for the fquadron on that ftation, then under the command 
of fir John Leake. He was removed into the Kent at \ 
the end of the year, and returned to England with fir C. •. 
Shovel. In the early part of the year 1706, he was ap- 
pointed to ferve under fir Stafford Fairborne, whom he 
attended in his expedition to the river Charente, and after- ' 
wards in that more fuccefsful one againft Oftend*. At 
the latter end of the year he was appointed to command,., 
with the rank of commodore only, a fmall fquadron ordered 
to cruife in Soundings, as well for the proteftion of trade 
as in the hope of intercepting fome of the enemy's cruifmg 
frigates and privateersr, which had for fome time part done 
cbnfiderable mifchief^ He met with but fmall fuccefs 
while employed in this fervice. The moft confequentiaV 
and, indeed, only inftance we find related of it is, his hav- 
ing, in about ten days after he failed, captured a French, 
letter of marque, mounting twenty guns, which proved, 
not only a very valuable prize to himfelf, and thofe under 
him, but was of con fide r able advantage to the nation, as it. 
was a remarkable faft failer, and had done confiderable 
injury to the Britifh commerce, having taken two prizes, 
but a very few dayf before, 

% The reft of the operations of this fquadron were con- 
fined merely to the duties of keeping out as much on his 
ftation as the feather, his flock of water and provifions 
would permit, and in occafionally convoying to England 
fuch fleets as had put into Ireland, afraid to enter the 
BritiuH Channel without a confiderable efcort. He con- 
tinued uninterruptedly occupied in this kind of fervice till 
the beginning of the month of July, when he was ordered 
to efcort," to a certain latitude, and under given reftric- 
tions, the outward-bound Lifbon fleet.

one hundred an4 twenty leagues beyond the Land's End. He was 
then to detach with them fome men of war, under the command ot 
captain Kirktown: and he himfelf, with the reft of the. mips under his 
command, to craire. in fuch ftation or (rations as fhould be thought, 
upon advifing with the fcveral captain* wiik him, the mod proper for 
laceting with and proteding tie homeward bound Liibon trade.

he is required, on fight of any fhips* of the enemy, to detach captain: 
Kirktown, with the Gore-Imps, victuallers, #c. bound for'Lifbon, 
but with the reft of the fhips under his command to give chafe to, and v 
life his utmoft endeavours to come up with, and to take and deftroy 
the enemy.' ' 

" The court having ftri&ly examined into the matter, it appeared 
hy evidence/upouoath, of the officers and other? of feyeral of thcfliips 
then in company of fir T. Hardy, that foon after their feeing the fhips 
aforefaid, he did make the fignal for the fhips that were to continue 
With him to chafe, and then the fignal for captain Kirktown, and the 
trade with him, to purfue their voyage;; and that he with his fauadron 
cbntinued to chafe till near feven in the evening 5 at which time t 
finding that they did not gain any thing upon them, the faid fhips be- 
ing then about nine miles diftant from him in the wind's eye', and 
night coming on, he called a confutation of the captains, \yhere it 
was agreed tp be mod for the fervice to proceed in company of cap- 
tain Kirktown, and the trade with him, 120 leagues, as his inftru&ons 
direct, rather than continue an uncertain chafe, which might give thq 
etoemy an opportunity of getting by, and falling in with the trade after 
Reparation. The court having fully confidered his whole proceedings 
therein, are of opinion tha.t fir Thomas Hardy hath complied with his 
royal highnefs, the lord high admiral's orders, both with regard tq 
chafing the enemy as alfo protecting the trade; and, accordingly, 
the court doth acquit the faid fir Thomas Hardy from the charge laicj

•" All this not fatisfying fomc gentlemen of the city, tile papers re-t 
lating to fir Thomas Hardy's trial were laid before toe hotrte of com* 
tnons ; but when they were read before the committee, thofe very gen- 
tlemen who had called for them, finding fir Thomas Hardy fo clearly 
juftified therein, would not purine the bufinefs as they had defigned. 

" Afterwards, upon a complaint, so the houfe of lords, made by the 
matter of a Canary fliip, that fir T. Hardy bad refufed to convoy, him 
from Plymouth to Portfmouth, their lordfhips ordered fir Thomas t& 
attend the houfe, which direcled him to attend the committee. The 
latter took occafion to examine like wife the papers relating to his 
trial : and after they had read them on the 9th or February 1707-8, 
-fir Thomas Hardy, with two merchants and the matter of tne Canary 
(hip were called in before their lordftiips. Sir Thomas having fhewed 
his orders to warrant his refufal of convoy, he was ordered to with- 
draw; and foon after captain Philips, deputy-ufher of the black rod, 
came put to fir Thomas, and told him that their lordfhips found 
lie had fully juftified himfelf, and done his duty in every reipeft, and' 
therefore that he was difcharged from any farther attendance upon tbafc 
£ommittee f 't 

The editor of fir John Leake's life, who certainly is rather biafTed. 
in fir Thomas Hardy's disfavour, has, neverthelefs, candour enough 
to make the following remark on thisoccafion. 

" It naturally occurs upon this trial to obferve, how vexatious and 
froublefome the merchants have frequently been, and may be to the 
officers of the navy ; for when their ends of gain are not fully an f we red, 
fhen follow heavy complaints, and, right or wrong, fome perfon mull 
fuflfer to appeafe them. If the admiralty caufe tne ftricleft inquiry, 
and it does not fuit them, then to be fure they favour their own officers* 
if a court-martial acquits, they are ceftfured as favouring one another 5 
Jaftly, if they are difappointed in what they wojald have, if no perfon eon 
be conviBed legally, theyfiy to parliament t to be at leafi as vexatious 
as poffibUi and, after making a great buttle, it all comes to nothing, 
which- has been the cafe of mo/I of our merchants complaints againfi the 
officers of the na*uy, the fault being generally found to be in themfelve* 
or the mailers they employ. This is a bad return to thofe brave o£» 
ificers, wtip freely expofe their lives in time of war, for an uncertain 
reward,' that thefe traders may in the mean time enjoy wealth and 
peace at home.? 1 

' Campbell, who has given the above caie almoft verbatim, as hit 
account of the foregoing affair concludes very properly. 
l * **. There never. was, perhaps, a more juft fentence than this, or pro- 
nounced upon fuller evidence, and yet fir Thomas Hardy had his con- 
duel canvafled afterwards in everyplace where it was poffible to call it 
|n queftion, which in fpite of all me prejudices that prevailed at that 
time, turned very much to his advantage, for he not only efcaped all 
sen fure, but continued to be employed, and acquired greater honour

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fatisfJed both of the propriety of his Conduft on the fbrtnet 
occafion, and his ability to undertake the truft he hfaid f$ 
haw foliciud on the prcfent, would, certainly, in that fair, 

2cri, and manly (Me, which ever marked his conduft, 
ve renumftfated againft the injury of obtruding upoa 
Jrim for fo high ftatipn, fo intimately conne&ed with hid 
jown, a perfon qf whom he entertained an ill opinion, an<$ 
jrho, of courfe, couH not be entitled to his confidence. 

As K* captain Stephen Martin, to whom, according tot 
Mr. Leake, fir Thomas was injurioufly preferred, though 
no man poffefljed an higher charaftcr, which, he always 
uiaintaiiied ; yet, at the time alluded tp, he was, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the fervice, a much lefs likely 
perfoa to he appointed to fo high a ftation, in rank equal 
to a rear-ddmiral, than fir Thomas. The date of the 
fetter gentleman's firft commHEon, as a captain in the 
fiwy> we have already given. Captain Martin did flat 
attain the feme rank tiuthe month of March 1702, up- 
war^3 of nine years after him ; fo that the compliment 

ftid to ^captain Martip, for fubnutting to ferve under fit 
^ homas, is too far ftrained, to do that gentleman, whom 
it is intended to honour, any credit. 

The moft probaMe ftate of the cafe is, that fir John 
Leake, freing well acquainted with fir Thomas's fufficienl 
abilities jtq undertake fo high a truft, either actually did 
toake choice of him on this occafion, or, at worft, mtft 
eordjajly acfuiefced in the recommendation faid to have 
Jbeen exerted in his. favour. The event fully eftabllfhe* 
the truth of this fuppofition, the mod cordial confidence 
appearing to have always flibfifted between them; a coiw 
ndence that could not have arifen, had their mutual friend- 
ikip been cooled, in the fmaHeft degree, by the interven- 
tion of a compuTfive connexion, or a private preference 
gven to any other perfbtr as fitter to hold the ftatioBt 
alluded to. .•..-». 

Sir Thomas did not officially take upon him the duties 
of hi* Ration till the fleet arrived at Lifbon. The cir- 
Cumftances which prevented him were fuch as, in our 
opinion, refleft on hi'njrthe higheft honour, notwithftand- 
ing Mr. JLeake expreffes himtelf of a very different opU 
won/ Having, as may naturally be fuppofed, much 
priyaje bufineFs to arrange and' feme, previous to his un- 

. dertaking 
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dertaking a diftant voyage, it was agreed between fir J; 
f.eake and himfelf, that he fhould join him fr9m Ply*- 
mouth. Sir Thomas having concluded his private con- 
cerns, was on his way thither, when he received informa- 
tion that fir John, and the fleet, had proceeded down 
Channel the day before. In this dilemma he prudently 
and inftantly determined to remedy his former delay as 
much as poffible. The Burfbrd was then laying in the. 
Sound under orders to join fir John ; and fir Thomas 
going on board failed immediately for Lifbon, to which 
port he fuppofed fir John had proceeded. He arrived 
there feveral days before the admiral, and on their junction* 
firft found, to his utter aftonifhment, his foriqer infonpa-.. 
tion falfe. 

The fleet having taken on board, at Lifbon,* fuch ne- 
Ceflaries,as were immediately needed, it was refolved, in* 
a council of war, to proceed without delay for Vadq, in* 
order to convoy from thence a large body of cavalry de- 
fined for the fervice of the enfuing campaign in Catalog 
iia. Sir John, foon after his arrival, difpatched fir Thomas 
|o wait on the confort of the arch-dulte Charles, at that 
time contending for the crown of Spain, to learn her 
pleafure relative to the embarkation of herfelf and fuite, 
which it was refolved fhould be convoyed to Spain by the 
Britifh fleet. He returned from his embafly on the 9th 
of June, with her majefty's refolution to embark, in ten or 
twelve days, juft without the city of Genoa, which fhe. 
determined not to enter, becaufe the republic had refufed ta 
frcknowlege her as queen of Spayn 

Sir Thomas was appointed to receive her majefty ;. and 
fir John having, on this occafion, removed his flag from 
the Albemarle to the Cornwall, ordered him to take under 
his command the Albemarle, with four other fhips of the 
line, and a yacht for that purpofe. The queen having 
embarked on the 2d of July, the admiral re-hoifted his. 
(lag on board the Albemarle, and foon afterwards failed 
for Barcelona, where fir Thomas had the honour of re- 
ceiving a valuable diamond ring as a prefent from her 
majefty, the then queen of Spain, in teftimony of her high 
efteem and approbation of the care, attention, and refpeft 
he had fhewn her : during her fhort voyage. Nothing 
tn^terial occurs relative to fir Thomas during bi* 
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continuance in the Mediterranean with the major .part, of 
the fleet, with which he returned to England in the month 
of O&ober. * '"."'. 

We find no mention made of fif Thomas after this 
time till the. beginning of January 171 b-ij,. when he was 
promoted to be rear-admiral of the blue^ • We have no 
other way of accounting for this non-employment,' which 
we believe to'have been the cafe, but from fir John Leaked 
"having himfeif been in the fame predicament, Mr. 
Leake's account confirms us in the propriety, of this fug- 
geftion, for he quaintly, and feemingly forgetful of his 
fevere animadverfion on fir Thomas's fpr'mer appoint ment> 
fayg, that "when that admiral (fir John Leake) was on 
the 26th of January 1 7 1 o- 1 1 , nominated admiral-in-chief » 
of her majefty's fleet for the .third time, he. made choice 
of his brQther-in-law, captain Step. Martin, to be his firffc 
captain in the room ofjir Thomas Hardy , who had lately been 
made rear-admiral of the blue?' 

The firft command fir Thomas was invefted with, after 
his promotion, was of a fqiiadron of four fmall flilpsof 
the line, and! as many Ifrigates, deftined/or the blockade 
«f Dunkirk. Having hoifted his flag on board the Can r 
terbury, of fixty guns, he arrived off, {be above port on the 
2ift of May, and immediately ordefvig three of his light 
Ihips into Flemifh road, they drove into the harbour two 
privateers of twenty guns each, and a dogger of eighty 
"which, with fome difficulty, eftecled their efcape, covered 
by a very heavy fire, which the enemy opened from the 

!uer heads, on their purfuers. 1 There were at this time 
bur (hips of fixty guns each, and two frigates, laying in 
the harbour difmantled, befides a frnall fquadron whicljL 
fir Thomas Toon after received information was fitting for 
lea. To intercept this, as .well as a convoy that was 
daily expected from Bretagne, now became his principal 
objects. .Both, however, efcaped his vigilance ; not 
from any want of * activity or diligence in himfeif, 
but from a ftrong foutherly and fouth-weft wind, which 
obliged him to quit his ftation and put into Yarmouth 
roads. Here he was hying on the* 8th of Auguft, when 
%6 received oriidrs to convoy the outward-bound Ruffia 
Sect to the* northward, affair &s the Orkneys, and theji 
xcturn with the titbbft expedition into the Downs, advice 
r * being 
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being received at home that the French naval partizafiy 
De Saus, was ready to put to fea from Dunkirk, with oi>e 
two-decked (hip and three frigates. Sir Thomas having 
executed the firft part of his orders, by convoying the 
Ruffia fleet as far as the Shetland iflands, and then making 
a detachment fufficient to protedl them to their dcftinecf 
port, returned with the remainder to the Downs, from 
vhence he was immediately afterwards ordered to fail to 
the weftward, in fearch pf Du Caffe. Here he was agaia 
Sis unfuccefsful as he had been when employed before 
Dunkirk, the enemy efcaping; and the fmall fqua- 
dron, commanded by De Saus, taking the opportunity of 
his abfence, flipped put and fell in with the Virginia fleet* 
Capturing fixteen out of twenty-two fliips, which com** 
j>ofed it. 

No part, however, of this misfortune was imputed either 
to the mifconduft or negligence of fir Thomas *, who puk 
Into Plymouth, with his fquadron, for the winter, on the 
23d of O&oben In the following vear he was continued 
in the lame command, and failed from Plymouth on thf 
$th of January, with a fquadron of fix (hips. He at firft 
met with nothing either very memorable or fuccefsful^ 
his good fortune being confined to the capture of three of 
four inconfiderablf*prizes in the month of February* 
The moft remarkiEne event tyhich marked this cruit^ 
fvas the fecond efcape both of Du Cade and Trouin, » 
whofe fquadrons he was principally flattened to intercept, 
but which were happy enough to elude his utmoft vigilance > 
tteverthejefs, it is but juftice to him, tq declare ne ufecj 
every effort that ability and aftivitv could poffibly fuggeA ; 
and, as Campbell very fairly obferves, continued to aft 
effectually, and take all the care in his power to diftrefa 
the enemy in their naval concerns, till his diligence in thip 
jefoeft was fuperceded by the conclusion of the peace. 

The month of Auguft produced a fcene foroewhat more 
eotifequential : he fell in with fix fhips and a Tartan, tp 
which he immediately gave chace. The largeft of thefe 
Voided a broad white pendant, and threw out a fignal fojr

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jrtiereft to form a line, on the fuppofition, as they afterwards 
confefled, that their purfuers,Were four flushing privateers* 
and two, prizes. On a nearer approach, finding their mtf- 
take, they hawted clofe to the' wind, and crouded gH the fall 
chey could, hoping to efcape. Their .uttnoft efforts -to 
,effe& this purpofe Were in vain,, for about five o'clock (ir 
Thomas was clofe up with the commanding flwp, catieB 
;tfce Griffin, a veflel of ,fbrty*four guns. She lhadbeea \u 
"the king's fe evict;, tut was at the . prefent time Jerrt,ty 
"him, to the merchants, ana 1 was bound to Vera jCrue with 
a very valuable cargo of hale goods, "The ^hevaftier 
D'Aire, r a knight of the orcfer df St. Louis, 'her wrfc- 
mander, immediately brought to, and Terit 'his'boat, wSh 
the firft lieutenant and other officers, on aboard the fhfL 
to inform' fir Thomas, that, before be failed fjrom fBreft* 
he had received an account frdrn Paris, Jjpurpetfthjjj, *tityt 
mi a few days the queen of England's pafs would "be^feht 
'him; but that the wind becoming 'fudderity fair, he was 
advifed hot to iofe 'fo good an opportunity df proceedtfife 
well on his voyage, .to .wait for what could only, in'tne 
fituation of affairs at that time, be coriftderefl as a mere 
matter of fornix 

SirThdmas, however^witb mucfrjuffic^, told the FrewJh 
officer, that as the' Griffin had no pafs, 4 hecertairdyihouM 
jcdnfider her as a legal prize, ;and accordingly fenrrnVfirft 
"lieutenant to take poffeffion ; he himfelf, with the;r,eft $f 
'his ftjuadron, continuing the chace. This he*dtd*wfiJi 
"fuch fuccefs, that 0ut of the' remainder/Hireciyere cap- 
tured, and one blown' up jnil as her commander had given 
' orders to ftrike. One 6f the' fiirps captured producing 
^he queen's pafs,, was immediately * releafed. The -re- 
mainder were brought into port ; but fuch w.as the com- 
plaifarice of the ,Britifh mirfifters of that ' titpe, ^that .fir 
'Thomas, arid the*, captors, -after a long and expenfive ; fui; 
to obtain the. condemnation of the veffelsjtrff^mentione^, 
' were obliged to compromrfe the matter by . accepting, *m 
lieu of their juft prizes, a'fum of money far inferior to 
; their value, /An ill compenfation to thott brave men w}k> 
' had taken jthehi ; and an aft of ridiculous tendernefs-to an 
\enemy Who had, putti jig the * want 6f 4he pafs totally out 
* 6f the ' qtieftion, fufficieiitly 1 (hewn* by their conduct *4n 
*1honntflg1ail and drawing into alineythat, ^though-to 
> . 4 f ' a fuperior 
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a fuperior force they were ready to plead an ignorance of 
iioftiiities, yet they were at the fame time perfeftly readjf 
to a& ofFenfively againft thofe whom they thought them* 
,felves able to cope with* 

The peace at Ryfwic taking place immediately aftef 
the foregoing event, fir Thomas ftruck his flag and had 
jao other appointment during the reign of queen Anne, 
At the acceffion of George the Firii he ftill continued 
rear-admiral or the blue, and was in fo high an eftima- 
tion, hoth for political integrity and profeiiional ability, 
that, at that dangerous and critical time when none but 
men x whofe.principIes and general conduct were thoroughly 
underftood, and placed far beyond the reach of fufpicion 
'or epvious malice, could expeft to be fingled out for a 
command, this gentleman, who has been fo much afperfed 
-by Mr. Leake, was inverted with that at Plymouth, in order 
to forward the equipment of a fquadron, left France, 
-or any other foreign power, fhould attempt fome thing in 
favour of the pretender. 

In the year 1715, it iv%s judged neceflary to fend £ 
powerful fleet into the Baltic, under the command of fir 
John Norris*: fir Thomas was appointed at the fame 
time his fecond in command. The events of this expedi- 
tion were totally uninterefting ; but fuch as they were 
they will be found related in the life of the commander- 
in r chief. No mention whatever is made of fir Thomas* 
who is faid, in a variety of MS, minutes relative to the* 
tranfa&ions of the navy, to have been, in the following 
year, difmijfed the fervice. If the above information is 
really true, we profefs ourfelves totally at a lofs to account 
for this treatment. His former conduft never appeared 
to have deferved it ; and his continuance in fervice under 
the new fovereign fufficiently prove him to have been 
thought not to have merited it, even by thofe who were moft 
•likely to have examined the former cojiduft of thofe they 
employed with a fufpicious and wary eye* During the 
laft expedition in which he appears to have been employed, 
there is not the fmalleft trait of any part of his behaviour 
that could, in any degree, render warrantable fo harfli 
. and violent a meafure : . neverthelefs, from the muU

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tiplicity of concurrent teffi monies, we believe it to haVe 
been adopted. From the fame kind of information a* 
that on which we formed our foregoing opinion, we Hke- 
wife learn that he was afterwards reftored to his rank, 
and promoted to be vice-admiral of the red, mod probably 
by the fame capricious party that deprived him oh thfe 
former occa'fion. He does not, however, appear to have 
ever been, after this time, called into a&ive (ervke> 
but to have died^ in retirement, in the month of All* 
guft 173a. 

We have only to obferve (hortly on the life of this gen- 
tleman, that few men appear to have ferved mor* repu- 
tably, to hare wafted for promotion with lefs impatience, 
or to have been longer before he received it. 

KILSL^Y, Francis,— was, on the 3d of January 
1693, made captain of the Phoenhc firemip. He was 
very foon afterwards removed into the Owner's Love, alfo 
9 fireihip; in which veffel he died on the ad of May fol- 
lowing* 

HOCKADAY, William,— from beings hi 1693, tfcmf 
Keutenant of the Britannia, 6n board which (hip the jtfini 
admirals- in-chief, Killegrew, Ofelaval, and Shovel hoifted 
their flag, was promoted, on the 20th of September, to b# 
commander of the Vulcan firefltip. No other mentioti 
is, on any occafion, made of him,except that we have fe*n £ 
MS. note rdativeto his death, which is faid to have hap* 
pened on the 23d of Oftober 1724* 

HORNE,orHERNE; John,— from being Id lieutenant 
Of the Oxford, a fourth rate, was promoted* oh July* 21* 
1693, to the command of ,the Hunter firefhip. He nevei* 
attained the command of a (hip of the line till forae con* 
fiderable time after the acceflion of queen Anne*, nor is th^ 
{xnaileft mention ever made of him $ a cireurriftance, c6n- 
fidering his rank in the (ervice at that time, little to be? 
wondered at. In 1704 we find him captain of the Cen- 
turion, of fifty guns, one of the (hips, under fir G. Rooke» 
at the oattte off Malaga, in which he bore a diftingui%d 
pan, riotwithftanding he commanded a (hip little calcu- 
lated, from its inferior fize, to (land the (hock of fo rude 
an encounter.

1 HUNTINGTON, John,— havingj in 1693, fervei 
as firft lieutenant of the St. Michael of ninety guns, at 
that time commanded by fir John Miinden* was, on thd 
1 2th of December in the fame year; prompted to be cap* 
tain of the St. Vincent fireftiip. We believfe heconti^ 
pued in this veffei many years, as we havfc no proof of 
his having held any other command ; and We know hint 
to have continued in coinmlflion, at leaft, till the end of 
the war. Nothing is faid of him after this time, either irt 
hiftory or any of thofe documents #c Vgre been able Uf 
jh»cure. 

JULIUS, Willi^m^was, on the iofli of June 1693* 
appointed commander of the €hefter; of forty-two guns/ 
at that time in the Weft Indies^ under the commahd of 
fir Francis Wheeler. He continued on the fatpe ftation 
after the principal part of the fleet had returned to Eng- 
fartd with thef admiral* bfeing left behhid," together with 
fome of the fmaller fliips, for the better prote&ion of 
commerce. In the month of April 1694, being crofting 
off Dominica, he fell in with* and drove on fliorey a large 
French privateer* mounting eighteeri guns. The veflel, 
almoft immediately afterwards, took fire, and blew up; 
he* crew Unhappily perifliing* except a very fmall number, 
which were faved by the Chefter's boats. €aptain Julius 
had, in a fliprt tifne after this, the good fortune to take 
feveral valuable prizes; and frith this ibeeds returned ta 
England about the clofe of the fame year; 

Early in the following fpring* (till remaining in the. 
(Abetter, he was employed to cruife in the Channel, under" 
the orders of fir Cloudeftey Shovel ; bjut does not appear 
to have met with an J opportunity of dfitmgniflring hhn- 
felf worth recounting; In 1696 he was promoted to the 
Colchefter, a large foutth rate#aad agpin lent to the Wefb 
Indies under the ccrmmanrf of thje admirals/ Neville and 
Mees. He was concerned in all tte little laftd entcrprifes, 
under Mr. Mar*, which totfk places aftd were rather 
numerous, during this expedition^ Remaining behind 

• Set *ol. & p. a&u 
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in the Colchefter, after the reft of the fleet returned to 
England, he unhappily fell a vi&im, in the following year* 
to the climate, which had, in the preceding one, been fo 
remarkably fatal to fuch a number of his cotemporaries. 
His body was brought back to England and interred ia 
Weftminfter-abbey # . 

KI DWELL, John. — Nothing is known to us, rela- 
tive to this gentleman, but that he was appointed com* 
mander of the Julian Prize, a fmall frigate, on the 10th of 
June 1693. *^° mention is made even of the time of hit 
death. 

KIRKTOWN, or KlftKTAINE, Roberta-was, on 
the 23d of November 1693, made commander of die 
Roebuck firefliip. He was quickly promoted to fom* 
Unp of fuperior confluence $ but in which he had no 
opportunity of diftinguiihing himfelf, In 1695 we find 
him captain of the Roebuck, a fourth rate, then employed 
to cruiie in foundings. He had confiderable fuccefs in 
this kind of fervice, having captured fome privateers, 
which, notwithftanding they were not formidable inpoinf 
of force, had done much mifchief to the Britifh Com* 
merce. Towards the elofe of the Year he was fent to th* 
Mediterranean, finder commodore Moody, to convoy the 
outward-bound Turkey fleet. He continued in the Me- 
diterranean as a cruifer after his return from this fervice 4 
and, in the month of Auguft following, made prize of 9 
very valuable {hip, outward-bound, from Marfeilles to 
Martinico, mounting twenty guns. On his return to 
England, and his original occupation as a » cruifer in 
foundings, he had the good fortune, in the month of Sep- 
tember 1697, to capture a French frigate of twenty-four 
guns. The peace atRyfwic taking place immediately 
after this time, the Rochefterwasput out of commiflion; ■ 
and he had no other appointment till after the acceffion of 
queen Anne.

LAWRENCE, LAWNCE, or LANCE, James,— 
Was; on the rath of January 1693, appointed cortirnander 
of the Charl.es firefhip. After the return of ffir G. Rboke's 
fquadron from the Mediterranean he was promoted t<j the 
Sheernefe, a frigate ftationed as a cruifer inthti Irifh tea, 
in company with the St. Alban's and Virgin's Prize, com- 
manded by the captains Gillam and Hales*, whofe me* 
lancTtbly fate lie beheld but 'could not prevent. Inthfe 
beginning bf the month of January 1693-4, he performed 
a piece of fervice too memorable* and gallant to be paflfeH 
over in fileiice. H* fell" iri with" twoTFrencb^privateeri,

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1692-?, appointed captain of the Swift Pjrize, a final! fri- 
gate CT twenty-four guns. We hear nothing more of 
this gentleman till the beginning of the year 1095, when 
he commanded the Portland, of forty-eight guns, one of 
the fliips employed, under fir Clouotfley Shovel, in the 
Channel iervice. He was removed foon after this into 
the Bonadventure, of fifty guns, in which fhJp he was 
employed to cruife, for the prote&ion of trade, in the- 
German Ocean, tie met with focne fuccefs, principally 
in capturing the fmall French privateers who infefteq that 
fea. He very foon afterwards returned back to his old 
ihtp, the Portland ; in which he was fent, in the enfuing 
fummer, to Newfoundland ; and from thence failed, to- 
wards the clofe of the year, with thofe veffels that were de-*^ 
ftined for the Mediterranean. Having efcorted them to 
their feveral ports in fafety, he prepared to return to Eng* 
land with fuch (hips as yrere ready to accompany him. 
In his paflage down towards the weights he put into 
Algiers, where he was received with the higheft refpeft* 
After a very fhort ftay at this port he repaired to Cadiz, 
and from thence to England, where he arrived the begin- 
ning of May. 

In the month of January 1698-9, he was ordered to the 
Eaft Indies, under the command of commodore George 
Warren, who was fent thither to fupprefs a very formid- 
able band of pirates, who had fettled on the ifland of 
Madagafcar, and had long infefted thofe feas. The com- 
modore dying not long after his arrival on the ftation, the 
command devolved on captain Littleton, whofe foirit and 
activity, in deftroying feveral of their principal imps and 
vefiels, laid the fim foundation of their fuppreffion, which 
a ^proclamation of pardon, very timely lflued, to fuch 
offenders as fhould voluntarily furrender, by totally di£» 
upiting and noaking each man jealous of his fellow, quickly 
afterwards completed. This bufinefs being happily con- 
cluded he returned to Europe : and, on the commence- 
ment of the war with France, ia 1702, was appointed

In the month of Auguft he 
was ordered to cruife in Soundings, together with the 
Chatham and Worcefter, both of them fifty gun (hips, 
commanded by the captains, Bokenham and cutler. The 
Chatham being a-head, fell in with two French fliips of 
war, called the Jafon and the Auguft, about two o'clock 
in the^morning of the 28th, and engaged them both very 
tlofe for a ihort time, till the day broke, when the enemy 
feeing the other (hips coming up, bore away and endea* 
voured to efcape. The Chatham and her companion* 
gave chace. An interrupted action of fome length took 

Slace, and the enemy' at lad furrendered, as foon as the 
ledway was able to get up and engage alfo ». In the 
month of September he brought into rlymouth two large 
privateers belonging to St. Maloe's, one mounting eigh- 
teen, the other twenty guns, which he had taken at the 
entrance of the Channel; and in the fame month, a few 
days, as it is believed, before the above-related fuccefs, 
captured a French frigate mounting twenty-eight guns. 

Wo mention is made of this gentleman, relative to the 
fiation on which he was employed, during the year 1704, 
moft probably it was in the Channel. We find but little no* 
tice taken of him after this time till the year 1710, when he 
was appointed commodore of the Weft India fquadron, 
He was, notwithstanding this filence relative tp him, com* 
ftantly employed in adive fervice, principally, if not 
wholly in the Mediterranean, where the torpid mode of 
carrying on a naval war, induced by the conduit of the 
enemy in the fame part of the world, may well account 



* Lediard, who it the only htftorian that bat giveo any account of 
this tranfadion, has dated thete (hips as forming a part of the fleet under 
fir Cloudefley Shovel, who had before this time arrived in the Medi* 
terranean.

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£pf OUf not being able to defcend more into particular*. 
Tl$& moft material and interefting circumftance wc hav* 
\pcn able to difcover is, that in 1 706 he was appointed 
colonel-commandant of a battalion of fcamen, formed, by

In the month of Auguft 17x0, he was appointed to 
command, as commodore, a fmall fquadron, coniiftingof 
two fourth rates and a frigate, intended to be fent to the 
Weft Indies for the better proteftion of that part of the 
wbrld. He failed from St. Helen's on the a4.th.0f Aueuft* 
and arrived at Jamaica on the ad of November, without 
Wing met with any- remarkable occurrence. * during 
h'is paflage. Campbell beftows the following juft enco- 
mium on this appointment " This gentleman was ex* 
ceedingly well qualified for that- ftatiort ; he had all the 
abilities ana 1 experience that could: be wifhed for. in a_fea- 
officer, and yet was as ready to afk and receive advice as if 
he hadi neither, " The commodore^ firit ftep, after he had 
provided, for the fecurity of trade, by appointing: fuoh 
convoy as was requifife for the fhips that were then laden 
for Europe, was to fend the Roebuck- and -Non fuch, two 
fhips which he* found in the Weft Indies, to reconnoitre 
the port of Carthaeena, where, as it was reported^ a.fqua* 
dron of fix fhips of the line had ajsriveda Abort time before. 
This, intelligence was quickly difcovered. to be falfe. 
Captain Hardy, the; fenior officer of the fhips juft men- 
tioned, ha^l italfo in orders from, the commodore, to ufe 
every poftible means, of gaining fame intelligence relative 
to.the.galleqns, as well as to their intended time of failing* 
a? to the efcort which was to accompany them. But, 
»ot withstanding every endeavour was ufed to fulfil thefa 
inftrutUons, no other informauoai.couM b« procured* but 
that, the galleons had no efcort. 

The interval between this period and the month of May

had either actually arrived at Carthagena, or was on hit 
j»0age thither, and hourly expeSed. inftantly, on his 
receiving this information* ha difpatchfed a fmall veffel to 
captain Hsfdy, who ftill continued at fea, cruifmg though* 
ineffe&ually , off the Spanifh coaft, and ordered him to re- 
turn* without delay, to Jamaica, that he might concentre 
his force, and attack, if it were poffible, the French fqua- 
droa and the galleons under their convoy. 

On the 23d of May, a prize, taken by captain Vernon; 
of the Jerfey, afforded more accurate intelligence of the 
motions and force of the enemy* This veflel had failed from 
Fort Louis on the 20th, in. company with Du Caffe, who 
had proceeded, with three fhips of two decks, and twa 
frigates, for Carthagena, where two French fhips, one 
of fifty and another of forty-four guns, had arrived about 
ten days before, all of them intended to efcort to the 
Jfevannah, and from thence to Cadiz, the commodore'** 
hoped-for prize. The Jerfey was immediately re-drf- 
gatched to fea to gain fome farther intelligence, and to look, 
if poffible, into the harbour of Carthagena. Capt. Vernoa 
cjfe&ed this fervice on tho*28th of June; and returning to • 
Jamaica on the 4th of July, brought the commodore ad* 
vi^e that there were twelve fhips and five fmall floops in 
the harbour of Carthagena ; that of the former there were 
only fix rigged and in a condition for failing, and two other* 
-which he believed to be fitting for fea. Thofe which. 
were equipped were, the St. Michael of feventy-four, the. 
Hercules of fi*ty> the Griffin of fifty, the Spanifh vice* 
admiral of the galleons, which mounted fixty guns, afl" 
tpafs* and two fmall frigates, 

The commodore, in confequenee of this information, 
put to fea on the 15th with five two-decked (hips, and' a' 
fioop of war> He arrived off the coaft of New Spain on 
the 26th, and on that very day ch&ced fere large-fhips clofer 1

tended^to put in^ ffe Havanaah, he deter mi ned tocruife- 
at fmall diftante to leeward of Point Pedro ihoals, as the 
moft likely place to intercept him. His ftrft care, how- 
ewer, was to difpatch to. England, under a proper efcort* 
all the merchant*fhips that were laden and ready to faiU 
Thefe he fent 'off about the beginning of Augufl, under 
toavoy of the Nonfucli % and returned, at the latter end of 
, the 
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the fame month, to his cruifing ftatiori. He had -not long 
"been at fea before he received information, from the 
captain of the Medwav's Prize, that the mafter of a trad- 
ing veflel ha£ juft before depofed, on dath, before lord 
Archibald Hamilton, at that time governor of Jamaica, 
that a French fleet, confiding of eighteen (hips of war, 
with a number of tranfports, full of troops, under their 
convoy, had juft before arrived at Martinico, intended, as 
it was generally fuppofed, to attack the Weft India iflands. 

Induced by this information, which was afterwards 
Amnd to be totally falfe, Mr. Littleton prudently deter- 
mined to return to Jamaica, for the better defence of that 
ifland ; and monf. Du Cafle, in this unhappy interval, for- 
tunately for him, got into the Havannah, an efcape it 
would have been impoflible for him to have effe&ed* 
without an aftion, had not the Britifli fquadron beea 
thus feduced, to quit its ftation. This difappoint- 
ment, grievous as it muft have been to the commodore, 
did not entirely blaft his hopes of ftill ruining the French 
armament : he accordingly returned, and cruifed for a 
confiderable time off the Havannah, but without obtain* 
ingthat happy reward his bravery, indefatigable induftry, 
and a&ivity, juftly merited. 

Althougn the commodore had thus failed in the grand 
objed of nis hopes and wiflies, the (hips under his com- 
mand had feldom been fo fortunate under any former 
officer in the fame part of the world. Nothing at all 
memorable took place after this tinie during his conti- 
nuance on the fame ftation. He was relieved, in the 
month of July, by fir Hovenden Walker, and a force much 
fuperior to that which he himfelf had commanded. Soon 
after fir Hovenden's arrival he failed for England in the 
Defiance, the (hip on board which he had carried his pen- 
dant during his preceding command ; this was in the month 
of Auguft 1712; a large fleet of merchant-fhips returning 
with him, under his convoy, which he conducted to Eng- . 
land in the greateft fafety. It is but juftice to Mr. -Lit- 
tleton to add, in this place, the remarks made by Dr„ , 
Campbell, on his conduct during the time he remained 
on the ftation before-mentioned *. After his return to

' In i?*4 nc was appointed commlflloner of tfic .navy 
^efident at Chatham^ an office he continued to hold till His 
dBeath, notwithstanding his promotion to a nag hot fong 
ifter this time This is a circumftance not only highly 
ifattfual-i. but then totally unprecedented, and never fince 
f urfuecL It is more worthy of remark* as nothing coiilc^ 
lave been a flronger indication of the high opinion en- 
tertained, by the fovereign and his minifters, of Mr. Lit- 
tfetcwi's worth, than fuch fpecies of indulgence* 

On the I ft of February 1 716, being not long after the' 
sfcceffioii of king George the Firft, he was promoted to* 
Be rear-admiral of the red, on the removal of fir Thomas 
Hardy* and appointed to ferve in that ftatrori on board the. 
feet fent to the Baltic in 171 7, under the chief command 
df fir George Byng* The feveral circumftances attending 
tfhis expedition being remarkably trivial, little notice was 
taken of it even in the life of fir George *, fo that it is 
tfertalry unneceflary to enter into any farther detail on this^ 
eccafion +. On the 1 5th of March 1 7 i 7, he was advanced* 
to be vice admiral of the blue; as he was, on the 7th of^ 
March in the enfuing year, to be vice-admiral of the 
white* He does not appear, however, to have ever gone 
to feat. In the year 1719 he was appointed firft captain 
©r captain of the fleet to earl Berkeley, who had an^ 
extraordinary commiflion from the king to hoift the lord

commodore Littleton, with a fmall fquadron, protecting the trade and 
annoying the enemy as' much as hisjlrtngtk would permit.'?

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high ^dnjiral's flag, and confequpntly had three t&ptaiji* 
under him, an extraordinary privilege attached to that 
high office, whi^h the fpeciai warrant the earl had ob- 
tained, brought him as near, in point of honour and 
power, as he poffibly could be, without "being a&ualljr 
inverted with it. This fleet, however, in confequence o£ 
the fp.eedy termination of the war with Spain, never pufc 
to fea. Mr. Littleton did not long furvive, dying oh the 
5th of February 1722-3, and leaving behind achara&ey, 
which, in point of intrinfic merit, few, although higher 
in popular opinion, have even equalled, and none excejlsd* 
LOAPEo, Edmund,— from being fecond lieutenant of 
jhe Britannia, the admiral's flag fhip, in the y^ar 1693, was, ' 
on the 1 2th of July, promoted to the commanjd of thd 
Saucjadoes frigate. We hear npthing of hirn after this 
time till we find him, in 1695, commanding. the Rompey^ 
a fourth rate, in the Mediterranean, under admiral Rufl&f; 
this DCing a (hip of that clafs befl: Anted for cojwqying 
vi&ualfer$ and veflels laden with neceffaries for, thp flee?, 
captain Loades appears to have been principally empjoyei 
in this kind of fervice. Ife rcmaineq oji the fain?, uatioqj 
as a crjiifer, aftaer the ret'ii/n of the fleet to .England, ana 
met with considerable fuccefr. " In the month of Marc!* 
1695-6, he captured, a larg£ French privateer frigate, 
called the Phoenix, mounting thirty guns. And, in'th* 
month of July, being then in company with the Canter^ 
bury, he made prize' of a valuable fhip from Marfeille^ 
mounting (eighteen guns. He was on his return to Eng- 
land, in the month of Auguft, when he fell in with, off 
the coaft of Portugal, a very large two- decked private 
(hip of Var, belonging to Baypnhe, carrying fiftyrfowf 

funs and three hundred men. Captain Loade?, althojuglji 
f much inferior force, hefitated.npt a moment to engage 
her : but the a&ion taking place near the (hor^, after it 
had continued with gpod fpirit for two hours, the ejiemy 
fleicl and got under the guns of a Portuguefe . fort, where ? 
by the law of nations, fhe was ftcure. . The difparity of 
thfc ldfs evidently marks the great judgement with. which 
captain Loades conduced th$ aftion on his part, th* 
«nemy having had forty men killed and upwaras of fifty 
woynckd, her main an4 mizen-raafls alio falling foon 
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after (he came to an anchor ; while the Romney had only 
jeven then killed &nd eight or nine wounded. 

No other mention is made of captain Loades* nor does 
he appear to have held any commiflion, till the vear 1701, 
when he was appointed Commodore of a very fmall fqua- 
tfron, confiding of three frigates, fent to Cadiz to bring 
from thence a large quantity of naval (lores, that had been 
left there at the conclufion of the preceding war, toge- 
ther with the effe&s of fuch Englifh merchants as were 
fettled there, whofe property, it was feared, the Spaniards 
might be induced to feize in cafe of a rupture between 
that country and England. 1 1 required much j udgenient,. 
|fctience, and affiduity, to fulfil this commiflion; and 
captain Loades by no means proved himfelf deficient in 
tithed He was ordered on no account to put any thing 
to the hazard, but to cruife with his little fquadron off 
Cape Spartel, ready to receive on board fuch property as 
the merchants fhould find it convenient, from time to 
time, to fend off. He was inftrudted alfo to caufe fuch 
ftores, as were capable of being moved with convenience, 
to be (hipped on board proper veffels, and the remainder 
deftroyed or difpofed of to the Spaniards on the beft terms 
be could make. 

From this outline of the buBnefs that was intruded tq 
him it may eafily be admitted, that thofe requifites which 
we have juft dated, as neceflary in fo delicate a commif- 
lion, have been by no means multiplied beyond what the 
nature of the cafe actually demanded. This extraordi* 
nary care on the part of government was, in the higheft 
degree, commendable; and not only the mercantile part,, 
but the nation at large, appeared fully fenfible of it. But 
although the commodore paid the higheft attention to the 
qplle&ion of as much private property as the feveral 
owners were able and willing to remove, he only brought 
home about fixty thoufand pieces of eight ; ana this was 
chiefly on account of the two Eaft India companies, for 
private perfons were not able, at that time, to convert 
their property Into money, from the great fcarcity.of 
fpecie which prevailed at Cadiz, and was likely to con* 
tmue till the arrival of the flota. 

As to the public effefts, every thing Doflible was" done 
that could afford any benefit to the nation, or caufe the 

Spaniards 
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Spaniards to reap *s Tittle advantage as poflible from d* 
toeceffity of this Ibdden removal. Such (lores, indeed, at 
touldnot betaken away were of courfe difpofed of ao 
them, and at a jprice confidently under their real valoej 
this, thoogh it might eafily have been fbrefeen, could o^ 
considering all the circuraftances, poflibly be avoided* 

The commodore having proceeded thus far in his com- 
taiffion, lent, as a conclunve (broke* a Veflfel, into the fcar*< 
hour of Qulix,for tbeporpofe of bringing out two En^ifi 
liutks which had been tiled, during the preceding war, 
for heaving down fuch (hips as flood in need of k» A$ 
it was impofGble to navigate veffek of that defcripnoa 
lack to England, they were towed out to a confidence 
tliftance and there funk, to nrevent a future enemy from 
deriving any affiftance of the fame nature from them* 
Wfaile the EnglHh (hips lay at anchor in the Bay of Bulls, 
where the commodore was obliged, by a ftrdng wefferly 
wind to pi|t in, a French fquadron, which was driven lm 
by the fame inconvenience, appeared very anxious to felz* 
the firft poflible opportunity ot (hewing ferine extravagant 
infutt tb Mr, Loaded and his final! force ; this he prudently 
tbok care to prevent by putting to fe*$ chufing rather 
to brave the inclemency ot the weather* than riuc being 
charged as tke firft caufe of a war, by (laying to receive 
that affront which would unavoidably involve his country 
in one. 

Soon after die acceflion of queen Anne, captain Loade* 
was appointed to die Warfpigtit, of feventy guns, one of 
the (hips tent, towards the end of the year tjo2, under 
fir Cioudefley Shovel, to reinforce fir George Rooke. 
He ferved under the ftmfc Admiral, during the following 
year, on his expeditidit to the Mediterranean ; and when 
the fleet was on its return to England, he aflifted the 
captains j Nprris and lord Dudley, in capturing the 
Hazard; a French (hip of war mounting fifty-two guns *. 
In the following year he again failed for the Mediterra- 
nean; tinder the command of fir Oeorge Rooke. He was 
{rationed to lead the van of fir Cioudefley Shovel's divl- 
fion, who appears to have very juftly conceived an high 
bpinion of him; At the battle off Malaga he behaved

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with the mod diftinguifhed gallantry*, and i$ particularly 
marked by fir Cfloudefley, in a private letter written by 
him, giving an account of the a&ion. Captain Loaded 
appears to nave been always, after this time, employed ip 
the Mediterranean, principally alfo in fuch divifions of 
the fleet as were under the immediate command of admiral 
Shovel, who was remarked for never forfaking the intereft, 
or waving the friendfhip of that man whofe behaviour he 
had once approved, arid taken notice of* 

From the poverty of events which attended the naval 
operations of this period we meet with nothing relative 
to this gentjeman worthy of recording, except that, in 
1705, he was fent to reduce the town of Denia, while the 
main body of the fleet was employed in the fiege of Baiy 
celona. 1 his fervice he effe&ualfy performed ; and was^ 
in 1706, pitched upon, by his friend fir Clouddley, fo 
command the Aflbciation, of ninety guns, {he fliip op 
ioard which he hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief of 
the Mediterranean fleet*. This was a fatal honour to 
captain Loades,he having experienced the fame melancholy 
end which attended his gallant patron. It is a4moft need- 
lefs to repeat, that the Aflbciation was loft, upon the ' 
r6cks of Scilly,on the 22d of O&ober 1707 ; not one of 
the crew furvivihg this melancholy difafter, which, fronp 
its magnitude and confequence, might be truly- called' a 
national calamity. '* 

LUMLEY, Henry,— was appointed captain, of the 
Fortune firefliijg on the 22d of March 1693. It is very 
lingular that no other mention is made of this gentleman, 
except that, in 1707, he was one of the members of the 
court-martial, held for the trial of fir Th6ma$ H*rdyj# 
Captain Lumley died fometime in the year 1720. 

LYTCOTT, or LYDCOTT, John,— was appointed 
to command the Rupert Prize, a frigate of twenty guiis, 
on the 23d fcf January 1693* This veffel was at firfc 
employed folely in attending the mufter-mafter of the 
fleet, but in the following year was converted into a cruiler t 
in this fervice captain Xytcott was very fuccefsfui. In 
the month of May he at one time brought in three veffel* 
laden with naval ftores for France. This a&ivity was

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leotarded, not long afterwards, by his promotion to the 
Sapphire, a frigate of thirty -two guns. In this veflel we. 
find hmi principally employed to- attend the ftriall (qua* 
dron, under lord Berkeley of Stratton, and fir Cloudefley 
Shovel, his name frequently occurring as the bearer of 
difpitches froijY thofe commanders *. Me wafc occafionally 
<fetadiedtmdiffefWferVice$ r though of little ndte, fuch a3 
thit of protefiing the fiflrery off the Dogger Bank, and 
others of the fame unenviable kind. 

ttis diligence and attention to thefe employments, where 
it was impoffible for him to acquire fame, wire riot neg- 
lected by thofe who were sit the head of the naval admi- 
niflraition, fo that, in the followingyefir/he was promoted 
to the commarid bf a Ihip of the line and fent to the Weft 
Indies, where he fell a victim to that almoft peftileutial 
difeafe, which, induced by die change of climate, proved 
fo tehwrkibly fatal, during this year, to fuch a number of 
brave commanders. He died on the 4th of June 1697, 
. MORGAN, Williaih^Tbe name df this gentlernafl 
ofcctrfs,' as having been appointed commander of the 
Julian Prize, a fmall frigate, on the 19th of March 1693 ; 
but no farther mention is ever made of him. 

PETT, Phineas. — The name of this gentleman is well 
known to the Afeyal world, his ancettors and relative* 
having been, fucceflively, builders of the royal navy for 
near a centurjr. Captain Pett's name is, we know not 
wfty, omitted in all the lifts of commanders we have been 
able to procure; and were it not from our learning, by a 
private memorandum, that he *was appointed a captain in 
die navy about the year 1693 1, we tbould have purfued

RIGBY, Edward,— was, on the 13th of January 1693, 
made captain .of the Mermaid firelhip.- We hear nothing 
f f him afterwards till the year* 169$, at which time he 
commanded the Dragoft of forty, guns, one of the fqua- 
tfron, under coifetnodqre Moody, appointed to efcort the 
outward r bptind Turkey fleeU ..While on his paflage up 
the Mediterranean he took Xwn ^valuable prizes. No 
^ther notice. t$ taken pf him tixtept, what we would .fan* 
fupprefs. Convicted, in the year 1699, of the moft deteft- 
ibjcof all crimes, he was, moft defervedly, fentenced 
fp the moft infaropus of all paniihments. Flying his na* 
frye covintrjr, which, might juttta difdain to acknowledge 
him for a. citizen, be tew into Trance,' where, if it were 
poflible for hivi'to fuperadd any thing to the black cata- 
logue of his crimes, he ertcreaied thqrt horrour anddetef- 
tation every .man muft feelag^inft fo atrocious a charac- 
ter, by entering into the enemy's fervke. The divine 
vengeance appeared to purfue him thither, for, in the year 
I71 1, he was taken, by the Hampton Court, afting at 
that time asfefond captain of the Thouloufe, a French 
fhip of war of fifty gjuns. 

The meafure.ot his offences was not yet complete; he 
found means to get on board a Genoefe mip byirtg in the 
harbour of Mahor*, whither he was carried as a priibner, 
jmd.efcaped, for thi* time, that juft punilhment his accu- 
mulated crimes deferved. Neverthelefs, 'divine juftice is 
fpiH jo have overtaken him at laft* infii&fid-by t h e ha n d s - 
of thofe to \yhom he fled for fuccour. The particulars 
relative to his miferable exit are known only by a not© 

every thing into-rreadtnefs to receive the enemy, (laid till they had

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inferred in Campbell, which we have fubjoined beneath-*. 
To what a ftate muft the naval fervicel of that country 
have been reduced, which, by any allurement of pro- 
feffional ability, or even the greateft public advantage 
to be derived from them, could deign to fofter crimes, 
which even the moft barbarous nations have ever held id 
the utmoft abhorrence. t 

RIPLEY, Lionel,-^was, on the *6th of January 1603, 
appointed to command the Humber, a new (hip of eirfity 
guns,' juft launched. We believe him, however, to havf 
been only an afting captain, and not to have taken'rank till a 
confiderable time afterwards, for his name is omitted in 
ah official lift, beating date in February 1699J of thofe 
•who had ever commanded Ihips of the line before that 
rime. We find no mention whatever made of tjys gentle- 
man, nor have we even been able to procure any account 
of the fhins he commari<$ed. It is moft probable, for 
lbfne reafori to us unknown/ he never had anv command 
after he quitted the Humber. He had a pennon granted 
him, bur in what year is not known, as captain of a 
thfiro 4 ratev* This he enjoyed till- his death, which hap- 
pened on the ift of Apr;! 1725. 

STAPLETON, Robert, — was, on the 13th of Janu- 
ary 1693, appointed commander of the St. Jofeph fireftrip. 
Jie is almoft in the fame piedicament as the gentleman 
laft mentioned^ nothing being known of him but that he 
commanded a two-decked (hip at fome unknown pdriod 
during the war. Abouf 'the year 1701 he was made cap- 
tain of the Jerfev ; in which lhip he died, at New York:, 
on the 20th of December 1702.

* The fecond captain of the Thouloufe^ras one Rigby, an Englifh- 
man, who had formerly bore command in our fleet. The admiral 
ordered him to be detained, although, it was faid, he was naturalized 
In France and became a Rbman Catholic ; but fome way or other he 
found means to eicape, and, it was believed, got on board a (hip bound 
for Genoa, which lay in the harbour of Mahon. He was preferred in 
France for his {kill in the marine, and might, after this misfortune, 
have paued his time with eafe at lcaft, if not reputation, but his ex- 
pence* were fo large*- that,** I have been -informed, he brought on -the 
jud reward of a life fo wickedly fpent; and is therefore a fit warning to 
all Tuch renegadoes, as prefer the encneafe of their private fortune J© 
the honour or welfare of tneir country. 

D? STEPNEY, 
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'STEPNEY, Thomas, — in 1692, commanded the 
.Goodwin Prize, and was, on the 27th of December 
1693, appointed captain of the Dolphin frigate. He 
continued to command this veflel during the yrhole of* the 
three fucceeding years, and wis principally ftationed as a 
cruifer in the Irifh fea, or occafionally employed in con- 
voying the trade from England to Kinfale and Dublin, in 
liich kind of fervice nothing very interefting could be ex- 
pefted to occur. Towards the latter end of the year 
,1 696 he was promoted to the Oxford, of fifty guns, and 
fent to Newfoundland with captain Whetftone, who com- 
manded the Dreadnought. When on their return from 
thence, in the month of November, with a number pf 
merchant- (hips wider their convoy, they encountered a 
dreadful florin, in which the two fhips were feparatetf, 
and the Oxford,' with fcveral of the convoy v/exefaidio 
have been compelled to bear away for Cadiz. We ap- 
prehended this information to be, in part, erroneous, and 
that the Oxford was a&ually ordered to make for that 
port inftead of returning dire£Uy for England.. Be this 
as it may, captain Stepney arrived fafe at Cadiz on the 
1 2th of December. 

Not long after his return to England he was removed 
into the South Sea Caftle frigate, and ordered, in the year 
1699, for Jamaica, in company with the Biddeford, com- 
manded by captain Searl. Thefe two veffels were both 
unfortunately loft on Point Bague, near the ille of Aft ; 
tut the officers and crew, or at lead the major part of 
them, were happily favedt. After his return to Eng- 
land, on the acceflion of queen Anne, he was appointed 
captain of the Hampfhire, of fifty guns, one of the fqua- 
ifron fent, under fit Cloodefley Shovel, to Vigo, towards 
the clofe of the year 1762 \ and to ttop Mediterranean,tinder 
the fame admiral, in the followiijg year. In 1 704, 9s 
well as 1705* he was employed to cruife in. the Charipel* 
We hear nothing of bina after this time, aotwithftaralLng 
we believe hrro to have been constantly in commiffion, and 
I moft probably employed in the Mediterranean, till the

month of Juty'i 710, when we are informed, by a M§, 
memorandum, that he was tried by a court-martial, held 
in Barcelona road, on the 4th. The offence urged 
againft him more refembles a misfortune to be compsrf- 
iionated, than an offence to be fmniflied. The particular; 
circ&mftances attending, the charge we are ignorant oT $ , 
knowing only, to fpeaK in general terms, that whatever 
it might have been, his c6ndu& was decided to have pro* 
ceedea merely frorri an error in judgemeht. Me was fedrv 
fenced to pay a fine eauivalenf to nine months pay; but fej 
ffill continued in the lervice, and in a few days afterwards 
Cgnaiifed htrnfelf in a way that would have totally objf-. 
terated any injury his character might be fupJ>ofedto have 1 
luftained on the former occafion, had that really been the* 
cafe. 

Sir John Norris, who then commanded in chiefin the 
Mediterranean, failed from Barcelona on the ipth of July |. 
and having put into the road of Hieres, found a very va- f 
luable French (hip laying there, from Scanderoon, mount* 
ing fifty guns. The enemy had, for better fecurity,* 
hawled the veffel clofe in fhore, where it was protedted by 
three very confiderable batteries. Thefe the admiral im- . 
mediately ordered' to be attacked by a detachment of^ 
SJnglifti and Dutch frigates, put under the command of 
captain Stepney. The aflault commenced,' and was con- , 
dtt&ed with fo much fpirit and vigour, that the enemy was, 
in, a very Ihort time, dri veri out both of the (hip itfelf and ' 
thfe lower of the three forts, by which it was more parti* » 
cularly defended. The boats of the aflailants inftantly 
rowed on board the (hip to take pofleffion ; this the enemy 
had forefeen, and provided for, by laying a train of powder 
to the magazine, with a piece of flow match at the end of it. 
It not being perceived by thofe who boarded the ruppofed '[ 
prize, the (hip blew up; very foon after they had entered ' 
1 1 ; by which accident thirty -five of the brave captors were " 
either' killed or wounded. No tncntkm is ever made of 
captain Swpifcy afteT this tinik ; and It is believed, tha(" 
after the return of the fleet to Ehglari^l ta retired from the 
fetvfce, on a fmall petition : this, however, is not fuf- 
ficiently eftattfified to warrant u* tn pofitively averting it. 
l^e lived many years after this, aet dying till fomeume 
10 the year 1740*

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WYAT, Richard, — was, in the year 1690, appointed 
firft lieutenant of the Mary, a third rate, at that time com- 
manded by Mr. Wright, who was fent to the Weft Indies 
as commodore of the fquadron employed on that ftatioa. 
On the death of this gentleman the temporary command of 
the fhip devolved on Mr. Wyat^ who was continued in 
the fame ftation by commodore Wrenn, who fucceeded 
him; . His conduct in an engagement with the Frerich 
fquadron, on the aift of February 1 691-2, proved him, in 
every refpect, to have merited this confidence and truft; 
for being attacked by four of the enemy's (hips, he de- 
fended hjntfelf againn thejr united efforts with fo much 
fpirit and gallantry*, as to afford; Mr. Wrenn fufficient 
time to bear down to his affiilance, and extricate him from 
thofe who already confidered him as a certain prey. Mr. 
Wyat returned to Europe in the month of Auguft follow- . 
ing, but does nofr appear to have ha<J any extraordinary 
notice beftowed on him, as we might naturally have ex- 
pected would have been, the cafe^frpa^ hi? former gallant 
behavioi^ till the 6th of March; t693^ when he. was ad-' 
vanned to the cwmand of the> Roebuck firefljip. la the 
month of November following <he was promoted to a. 
frigate; and from this vedei was* in the enfuing year, 
made captain of the Royal Oak of feventyfour gu&s, one 
of fir G. Shovel's ^vif 1011 to <he. r^ain fleet. After the

WAtfn 
that admiral returned to Ehgfctn* Witfca pfcrfof thfc fltefj' ? 
captain A&oh* wasrone ' of the' commanders ordered' ttT 
continue on the Spanifh Ration, under the orders of 
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fir John Leake. The circumflances attending this period 
. of naval fervice were, in general, very uninterefting. The 
confidence of his admiral, and his particular approbation 
of Mr. AAon's conduft, both which he acquired in the 
higheft degree, neceflarily form every thing we can fay 
concerning hiip; for otherwife nothing more materia) 
occurs, than. his fhip being one of the fleet fent to Cadiz* 
where fir John Leake hoped to have furprifed the galleons 
in that port, and his having been one of the hoftages ex- 
changed with the viceroy of Majorca,pending the arrange- 
ment of the terms on which that ifland was to be fur* 
rendered to the allies. 

Towards the end of the year 1706 the Grafton was 
found to be in fo bad a condition, that it was neceflary it 
fhould return to England for a repair ; which being com- 
pleted, captain A&on was ordered, under the command of 
commodore Wyld, in the Royal Oak, to convoy to a 
certain latitude, the fleet bound to Lifbon and the Weft 
Indies. They failed from the Downs on the ift of May, 
and had proceeded on their voyage no farther than Dun- 

fenefle, when on the following day they fell in with the 
)unkirk fquadron, under the count De Forbin, confiding 
of ten fhips of the line and four fmaller veflels. Againft 
tbefe very unequal odds captain A£ton, and his braye aflb- 
ciates, for a long time contended ; but being at lad un- 
happily killed, together with a very confiderable part of 
his crew, this noWe fhip was compelled to furrender to 
the enemy ; who, from the (battered ftate of their prizes 
and their own lofs, might be faid to have gained but little 
-advantage from their oonqueft, except the honour, if any 
yi&ory under the circumftances of the prefent, could be 
fuppofedto have conferred-one. 

ANDERSON, Kenneth,— in the year 1693, ferved^ai 
fecond lieutenant of the Duke, of ninety guns, at that 
time the flag^fhip of rearradmiral Mitchel : he was, on 
*the tQth of February 1694, promoted to the command of 
jhe Charles firefhip. Nothing farther is kpown of this 
gentleman but that he -was unhappily killed in the JEtna 
Irefhip, and the veflel taken on the 18th of April 1697. 
We can find no particulars: any where related concerning 
.jhisa&ion, or tfce : lofs of thf fhip itfelf ; were it not. for 
irfjc di^greeq^njof the dale?, we fhould fuppofe the fhip 
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to have been the Blaze firefliip captured on the 5th of Maj% 
as we have already related ia the memoirs of captain 
Symonds. 

ANt)REWS, Ifaac, — is a gentleman as little known 
in the fervice as the foregoing. He ferved in the year 

1693, as fecond lieutenant of the Sovereign, a firft rate, 
finder rear-admiral Aylmer. He was, on the 4th of De- 
cember 1694, appointed captain of the Rupert Prize, 
fife never appears to have attained any higher command 
than that of a frigate, of to have been employed in any 
fervice worth commemorating. At the commencement 
of the fecond war with France he was appointed to the 
Otter ; in which veffel he had the misfortune to be taken 
fey two French frigates, and died in France foon after- 
wards, on the 28th of July 1702. 

BELLWOOD, Roger,— was, on the 17th of January 

1694, appointed captain of the Pembroke. Very few 
particulars are known relative to this gentleman alfo. He 
appears to have been very highly efteemed both by admiral 
Rufiel and fir Cloudefley Shovel, but particularly the for- 
mer : for having been removed from his command on fome 
frivolous, and unknown account, Mr. RuffeT, in a private 
letter written by him to fir Cloudefley, dated the 15th of 
December 1696, highly laments the former treatment of 
captain Bellwood, and hopes, that as officers at that criti- 
<al time, when a French invafion was impending, were 
much wanted, his conftant forwardness to go on any fer- 
vice which he might be ordered to undertake, would, 
added to his, admiral Ruflel's endeavours, prove a fuffi- 
cient recommendation to procure him a r«inffatement in 
command. * 

The admiral, in this hope, defired him to repair 
to fir Cloudefley at Portfmouth ; nor was he deceived in 
it, for captain Bellwood was, immediatelv afterwards, ap- 
pointed captain of the Sunderland, and lent to the Weft 
Indies under the orders of commodore Mees. This com-* 
mand proved very unfortunate to him, as well as to many 
others of his worthy cotemporaries. Not I6ng after his 
arrival on his ftation he contracted a bilious fever, which 
at that time raged with a violence little inferior to a 
pcflilence; and had there been no other impediment to 
the operations of thisfquadron, woulij have totally prevented 

it 
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it'ftdm undertaking any enterprize'againft the enemy. 
He died on the nth of Auguft 1697. 

BOWLES, Edward, — was appointed captain of 
the Play Priie on* the 18th of O&ober 1694, and died in 
the command of the fame veflel, in the Weft Indies, on 
the 13th of January enfuing. 

BRYANT, Thomas, — a chara&er as little known as 
the former, was, on the 12th of February 1694, appointed 
commander of the Falcon, of thirty-fix guns, and died 
captain of this veflel on the ift of May following. 

CALDWELL, William.— The firft commiffipn, as 
far as we have been able to find, that this gentleman ever 
received, was, in the month of April 1693, to ^ *"* 
lieutenant of the Richmond frigate, which at that time 
was under orders to proceed for New York. f On thfe 
22d of January 1694, being almoft immediately after his 
return, he was promoted to the Command of the Lizard, 
a fixth rate, of twenty-four guns. No other mention is 
made of him till toward the* end of the year 1695, when 
we find him commanding the Anglefea, at that time em- 
ployed on the Irifli ftation. He continued captain of this 
fhip, and (fome trivial intervals excepted) in the fame 
quarter, till the conclufion of the war, having by his dili- 
gence and a&ivity captured many prizes, fome of them 
privateers of no inconfiderable force. 

This (hip being put out of commjflion at the oonclu* 
fion of the war, he does not appear to have been re-ap- 
pointed to any (hip till after the acceflion of queen 
Anne, when, on the return of the fleet from the expedU , 
lion againft Vigo, he yvas appointed to command the 
Torbay of eighty guns. He ferved in this (hip, on the 
Mediterranean ftation, during the two following years, 
firft under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel, and 
afterwards of fir G. Rooke. At the battle off Malaga he 
very eminently diftinguifhed himfelf as one of the feconds 
to rear-admiral Byng. It is no lefs Angular than true, 
that we find no mention whatever made of this gentle* 
man after the above-mentioned time. His having been 
employed, during the remainder of the war, principally 
if not entirely on the Mediterranean ftation, may, prcK 
tablv, account for this uninterefting interval. 

We 
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W^c find, in (hart, no notice taken of hhfl, after this 
time, till he was advanced to the rank of rear-admiral <tf 
the white, a promotion which took place on the iath of 
February 1716. In the month of March, in the follow- 
ing year, he was appointed fecond in command of a 
powerful fleet, at that time fitting for the Baltic, under 
the command of fir George Byng; and on this account 
was promoted to be rear-admiral of the red. The 
complexion of the times rendered it expedient to dis- 
patch iir George before the whole of his force was equip, 
-ped ; and it does not appear that Mr. Caldwell accompa- 
nied him, as was intended. He did not long, lurvive his 
•latter advancement, dying on the 17th of O&ober 171?. 

CHAN? 1 , Edward, — in 1693, commanded the Aid- 
iorough ketch, a veffel of ten guns, on the New York 
ftatioju He is faid, in two or three. MS. papers, to 
have taken rank, as a naval commander, from tfie aytjjt' 
of March 1691 ; but we can find no certain proof of his 
having lield any commiffion, entitling him to it,, till he 
was, on the 20th of January a 694, appointed commander 
of the Charles galley. W$ find nothing related of him, 
during the reign of king William, except that, in 1695, 
he commanded the Norwich, of fifty gun®, one of the 
ihips employed in the German Ocean, and un^er the or- 
ders of fir Cloudefley Shovel, in his feveral little expedi- 
tions -undertaken againft the French ports. During the. 
.peace he held no commiffion. After the acceffion of 
queen Anne, the firft information we have received relative 
to him is, that, in 1706, he was appointed to command th t e 
Kingfton, in which (hip he died, in the following year* 
at Jamaica. 

CLEASBY, Thomas, — ferved as firft lieutenant of (life 
Albemarle, of ninety guns, in the year 1693. On thp 
a6th of May, 1694, he was promoted 10 be commander 
of the Vulture firefhip. We hear nothing of him after 
this time till we find him captain of the Mary .galley, 
* fifth rate, one of the (hips fent, in 1697, under captain* 
afterwards fir John Norris, to Newfoundland ; but being 
detached on foroe particular fervice, was not one of that 
jamous council of war which. Out-voted by. the. land- 
officers, determined to wait the attack o£tt*Q French in thfc 
i&fbour of St. John's.* He never appears to have attained 

th$ 
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Sne command of any fliip ; f|Liperior to the Mary during^© 
,feignof king William ; nor is it fcnown what fliipjie/w^s 
captain of, or in what Service- he was employed, after the 
acceffion .of queen Anne. He retired from the ferviqe 
towards the clofe of that reign, and was appointed a cap* 
-tain i n <jreen wich-hofpital in the year 1 7 1 4 : havi ng hejd 
this appointment fpur years, he was promoted to be lieu- 
tenant-governor of the fame, an advancement he did not 
long live to enjoy, dying on the 23d of July in the famp 
•year, . , 

r CLEMENTS, George,--was appointed third lieute- 
nant of the Victory, a firft rate, in 1693. He was pror- 
jnoted, on the i$th of July 1694, to be captain of thj& 
Eflex prize. It was his misfortune to be employed on. 
- iuch .unprofitable fervices that no mention whatever is 
-madeeff him during. the reign of king William;, nor did 
, -he ever, for the fame period, command any (hip larger than, 
a fifth, rate.. We ate alfo perfe&ly. ki the dark both as to 
the veffeis he commanded and the fervices he was particu- 
larly engaged in, till we find him, in the beginning of 1 joy, 
xommander of the Hampton Court, pf feventy guns. Tfy* 
obvious remark, which we have already had too frequent 
occafion to make, we muft here again repeat, that it has 
■ -been ihe unhappy fate of a multitude of brave men, to fyt 
alffloft totally unnoticed, till the nation, inforrned of the 
various cireumftances which led to their deaths, then, fiift 
lamented the worth that had been, as it were difregarjled, 
•and condemned its own ingratitude for the innocent 
negle&. 

About the latter end of April, in the year juft men- 
tioned, captain Clements was ordered to put himfelf 
.under the command of captain Baron Wylde, of the 
Royal Oak, who was appointed commodore of the con- 
voy fent with the. outward-bound fleet to Portugal, and 
<the Weft Indies. The feyeral general cjreumftanpes 
preceding the fight, as well as thofe which happened after 
it had "commenced, have been already fufficiently related 
'in the lives of captain Wyld * and captain A&on ; but there 
is * ^material occurrence attending the death of captain 
•Clements too fingular, and curious to be omitted, J^e

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was tndrtally wounded by a (hot in the belly, which he 
received fome time after the engagement began; but, 
neverthelefs, in that dangerous and difabled (late conti- 
nued the fight with the utmoft refolution, till he himfelf 
was become fo faint with the anguifh of his wound and 
lofs of blood, as to be totally incapable of farther exer- 
tions* His (hip was by this time alfo, reduced to a mere 
wreck, and two hundred of the crew, among whom were 
the greate"ft part of the officers, killed or wounded, fo that 
the furrender was inevitable. Soon after the enemy had 
entered their newly-acquired and dearly-earned prize, a 
young midfhipman, whofe name we yery much lament 
our inability to recover, taking an opportunity . of the 
confufion which prevailed at that time, and the greater 
attention of the enemy to the plunder than the care of their 
prifoners, caufed his poor dying commander to be con- 
veyed through a port-hole into the longboat, which, hap- 
pened to be a-ftem. He himfelf followed,, with feven 
others of the cfew : they concealed themfelves under the 
thwarts, as well a? they could, till the Hampton Court, 
and the enemy's fquadron had drifted fo far with the flood 
as to render it fafe for them to take to their oars, when 
by a very happy, but almoft incredible exertion, they 
'reached Rye on the 3d of May, the day after the unfor- 
tunate encounter juft mentioned. Captain Clements 
died in the boat* 

CLEVELAND, William, — commanded the Dili- 
gence brig in the year 1693 : he was promoted from this 
veflel to be a captain in the navy, and appointed to the; 
Catherine ftore-ihip on the 13th of February 1694. In 
the following year we find him commanding die Medway, 
of fixty guns, and employed in the Channel fquadron, 
under the orders of lord Berkeley of Stratton, and fir 
Cloudefley Shovel. In the enfuing winter he went out 
to the Mediterranean under commodore Moody, who was 
fent to convoy the outward-bound Turkey and Streight's 
fleet totheir feveral places of deftination. On his return 
to England in the fummer, after this fcrvice was executed, 
he was ordered to cruife in the Channel, and met with 
confiderable fuccefs in capturing feveral of the enemy's 
privateers, btrth-on this and the Irifh ftation, whithex.he 
was foon- afterwards fent. He continued: on the Irifli. 
- r ftatioa 
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flation as long as the war continued ; and on the 30th of 
"April 1697, effefted a much more cohfequential fervice 
to his country than any we have hitherto feen him per- 
form. He fell in with a large French private Ihip of 
•war, about eighteen leagues to the north- weft of Scilly. 
This vefTel, which was of a force little inferior to a (hip 
of the line, mounted fifty carriage guns, and had more- 
over ten or twelve patararoes, with a chofen crew of near 
four hundred men. It was called the Pontchartrain, and 
being a remarkably faft failing veflel was not overtaken 
till after a very long chace. The Medway at laft getting 
up, began the a&ion about fix o'clock in the morning* 
with a very fpirited cannonade, which the enemy little 
relifhing, attempted to give a fudden turn to the conteft, 
by boarding captain Cleveland and attempting to decide 
the conteft hand to hand. The Frencn commander, 
notwithftanding the favourable opinion he had entertained 
of the vigour and prowefs of his crew, was difappointed 
in the hope he had formed on this occafion. He experi- 
enced fo determined a refiftance, that he was obliged to 
(beer off and decide the conteft in the ordinary manner. 

The engagement was maintained, at the diftance of 
mufket-ftiot, with the greateft fpirit and bravery on both 
(ides for near three hours, when the French feeling at laft 
their inferiority, attempted to efcape. This the Medway, 
who, comparatively fpeaking, had fuftained but little 
damage in the conteft, took care to prevent, and, after a 
/hort, but ineffectual laft effort, the enemy's fhip was con- 
tent to furrender about ten o'clock, having had near fifty 
of her crew killed, and almoft as many defperately 
wounded ; while 1 on the other hand the lofs of the Medway 
mounted only to five men killed, and ten or twelve 
wounded, few of them ,dangeroufly. The Medway was 
put out of commiflion foon after the peace at Ryfwic, 
and captain Cleveland had no other commiflbn till after 
the acceffion of queen Anne, when he was appointed to 
the Montague. In this (hip he accompanied fir Clou- 
defley Shovel to Vigo, and was afterwards appointed one 
of the convoy to the homeward-bound Oporto fleet. He 
returned to England with his charge about the latter end 
of January, and in the beginning of March following was 
ordered to accompany, to a certain latitude, vice-admiral

, Captain Cleveland^ who led the Van of the Engllffi 
iquadron, yerj fpiritedly began the aft ion by engaging the 
fternmoft of the enemy's Ijne, but was alnioil immediate!^ 
balled ofFby fignal from Mr. Graydon, who* conceived 
liirn/elf precluded, by his orders, from hazarding any'ex- 
\raneous encounter *. This affair, has been already fully 
tiifcufled, and the particulars of the action related in the 
Yife of Mr. Qraydon f- Captain Cleveland having ful- 
filled his tn.ftru&ions by accompanying the vice-admijal to 
* t the proper latitude returned to Plymouth, where, he«ar- 
nyed in fafety about the latter end of April. As foon as 
Tie had taken on board a fufficient recruit of provifioqs 
and water, he was again ordered to fea, in company with 
the Orford, commanded by captain Norris, vvith whom he 
r iyas to cruife in foundings for.a few days, till the fleet, then 
^ordered for the Mediterranean, under the command of fir 
"Cloudefley Shovel fhould be ready to fail. Both thefe 
brave men were fuccefsful, captain Norris in a very 
fhort time after, he left Falmouth having captured, in a 
very fihart "aclion, a French (hip of no mean force, and 
"captain Cleveland a fecond, of inferior confequenpe

In ( \ht month of May, being then cruifing off Meffina, 
under the command of vice-admiral Baker, ''he had thte 
jood fortune to capture a large French (hip of war, cal- 
led Le Galliard, pierced for fifty-fix guns, out mounting, 
when taken, only thirty-eight. This little fuccefs, trivial 
as it may appear when compared with thpfe more fpten- 
did a&ions which happened in other quarters of the world, 
made no mean figure where it took place, owing to that 
general want of lntereft which, after the year 1704, per- 
vaded all the operations of naval war, if they may be faid 
to deferve that name, on the ftation of which we are now 
fpeaking. After this time we are again ignorant as to any 
particulars of this gentleman's life till the yeari7i6, when 
ne accompanied fir J. Norris> who was fept with a fleet into 
the Baltic to chaftife the in (blent conduft of the Swedes. 
When fir John returned to England in the month of No- 
vember he left Mr. Cleveland commodore of a fquadrdn, 
confuting of feven (hips of war, with orders to a& in con-

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jun&ion with the Danes, who were equally concerned in 
the expe&ed rupture, and to render the proper protedtion 
to the trade and commerce of the allied nations. 

He went no more to fea after his return, but in the 
year 171 8 was appointed comptroller of the ftore-keeper 
of the navy's accounts ; an office, in which he continued 
till the year 1732 ; when he retired altogether from public 
life, on a peniion fuitable to his rank and fervice$. He 
4ied on the 9th of June 1735. 

. DOUGLAS, John, — having, in 1693, ferved as fourth 
lieutenant of the Duke, a fecond rate, on board which 
fhip Mr. Mitchell carried his flag as rear-admiral of the 
blue in the main fleet ; was afterwards promoted to be 
fecond lieutenant of the fame (hip ; and was from that 
ftation advanced, on the 21ft of December 1694, to be 
captain of the Phoenix firefhip. No farther notice is ever 
taken of him, but that he died in England on the i6th of 
November 1697, not holding, at that time, any command. 

EATON, or EYTON, William,— is faid to have 
been, in the early part of his life, a commander of much 
note in the merchant's fervice. He afterwards diftinguifh- 
cd himfelf very confpicuoufly as commander of a private fhip 
of war, employed, according to the cuftom of thbfe times, 
to cruife againft the Spaniards in the South Seas. This 
pra&ice, which indeed had nothing to recommend it but the 
paltry hope of enriching a few a&ive enterprifing indivi- 
duals, was not lone after abolifhed by the interference 
of government. While thus employed captain Eaton, as »' 
well as many other men of chara&er and virtue, his co- 
temporaries, though engaged in a fervice * not the 
mou honourable in the world, always ftri&Iy maintained 
the reputation of an honeftj and truly liberal, as well as 
gallant man. He at laft entered into the navy, and, after 
pafling through the neceflary fubordinate flations, became, 
in the year 1093, firft lieutenant of the Oflbry, of ninety 
guns. He was promoted from this ftation, on the 13th 
of February 1694, to be captain of the Jofeph firefhip. 



* The foregoing part of the account of this gentleman we dare not 
venture to pronounce authentic* although it is the bed we have been 
able to procure* and might fatisfy thofe who may not, perhaps, be ov^r-

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He had not, however, the fame opportunity and fuccefs : 
in making hi mfelf remarkable in the royal navy that he had 
while formerly employed in a more humble ftation. He * 
continued to command this veflel til) the month of Au- 
guft 1695, when he was removed, at his own recjueft^ * 
into fome other (hip ; the Jofeph, as it is ftated in an 
official report of the condition of the fleet, made by fir C f . 
Shovel, to the board of admiralty, not being fit to be con- 
tinued in commiflion. No farther mention whatever is 
made of him, except that he died in the Weft Indies 
eomrgander of the Saudadoes Prize, fome time in the 
month of November 1698. .. - 

GRANTHAM, Nathaniel,— was, in 1692, appointed, 
firft lieutenant of the Warfpight, of feventy guns, which ., 
(hip was, at that time, commanded by captain Caleb' 
Grantham, He continued to hold the fame ftation tili, 
the year 1694, when the Warfpight was obliged to be 
put out of commiffion, and taken into dock for a com-i t 
plete repair. This, perhaps, was rather a fortunate adt^ 
of neceffity for Mr. Grantham, who was promoted, on 
this occafion, by commiflion, bearing date the 13th of^ 
Auguft 1694, to be commander of the Seahorfe. No f 
farther .mention is made of him N during king' 
William's reign; nor. is this wonderful, as we alfo- 
find he never, in that. period, commanded any fliip of 
greater force than a fixth rate. On the re-commence- , 
ment of the war with France, after the acceffion of queen 
Anne, he was appointed to command the Bonadventure, • 
of fortv^eight guns, and fent to convoy an outward-bound 
fleet of merchant-lbips. This we are very forrv to fay is^ 
the only mention we ever find made of him; hence it is* 
mod probable that, either from infirmities or fome other 
caufe, which we have been unable to inveftigate, he re- r 
tired altogether from the fervice not long after this time. 
He is faid to have died in England oq the 17th of No- 
vember 1723. 

HOLYMAN, Robert,— in 1 693, was appointed firft . 
lieutenant of the captain, a third rate, commanded by . 
captain Francis Wyvill. He was promoted from thence, , 
on the ?th of February 1694, to be' commander of the 
Owner's kove firefhip. No notice is ever afterwards 
taken of him during the reign of king William.; but it is 

E 4 known' 
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kftown, indeed, he never obtained any confequentral cQth* 
jiland. Immediately after the acceffion of queen Atitie 
** we find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns. He wa* 
for fome time erhployed as a cruifer in the Channel, an 
ofceupatiori in which he met with much fuccefs. In the" 
rrionth of OSober he was detached, on fome trivial fer- 
vlce, from the fquadron under the command of fir Clou- .' 
defley Shovel, which had been difpatched to Vigo, arid Was 
nbw on its return from that port. He fell in fo6B after- 
wards With a French fhip of war, mounting upwards of*" 
ftvgnfy guns. Nbtwithftanding the great disparity of* 
force, captain Holyman prepared to defend himfelf with " 
afpirrt that deferved a better fate, and an ahtagonift. 
^WlofeTuperiority would not have defied conqueft. 

/ Fftfm what we have premifed, it mujl be obvious to all, 
tn'it the gr'eateft exertions, on the part of Captain Holyman 
ah& his people, were indifpenfibly neceffafy, t6 preferve 
tf>fem frOrh captivity : thefe were not wanting, arid cOfife- 
qj/ently produced tne defifed effeft. The enemy, how- 
eV£r„ was not repulfed but with the lofs of the brave 
ckmrrmftder and twenty- five of his crew,, who wero 
tilltd. 

« Tfte a&ion'topfc place on the 13th of O&ober. The 
lieutenant, whom we fuppofe to have been Mr. Fotherby, 
of whom We (iiatl have an account to give hereafter, con-' 
tinned the aflion for fome time aft£r the death of his 4 
brave commander, till the French were at laft content to 
decline any farther coriteft. 

HOLMES, Robert,— was appointed fecond lieutenant^ 
of the Burford, of feventy guns, in the year 1692. In* 
1693 he wasf promoted to be firft lieutenant of the York,* 
of fixty guns. ' On the 15th of Q&ober 1694, he Was 
promoted to the command of the' Pearl frigate, a veffel 
efnpldyed, during that, and the following year,on the Irifli. 
ffation, for the prote&ion of trade from the depredations 
of the fmall French privateers. He appears to have been 
ffhgularly aftive and attentive to the duties of thfs Very 
ufieriviable occupation, an occupation in which it Was im- 
pbffible to acauire renown, or even avoid calumny, except 
by the moft rigid attention. Capt. Holmes was very fucceilV 
ful in'protefting the coafling trade of Ireland, a lervice in 
wliichhe wa$ almclft cohftarijly employed, dr in attending' it' 
' '• m ' j from 
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from port to port ; he had moreover the good fortune to cap* 
tore fome of the enemy's i mall privateers, prizes, although* 
of no material corifeqiience to the event of a war, but 
jfcverthelefs afford very fiifficierir proof of a commander^ 
diligence.. We do not find much notice taken of Mar 
after the year* 169c : and it is very Angular, his name i# 
inferted in bne only of the lifts of naval commanders, 
«hich have been at different times colleded, and with thw 
grealeft care, from the official papers. In 1696 h* 
'accompanied commodore Mees to the Weft Indies, 
Where he died fometime in the month of May in the 
followingyeaf. 

JESSQN, James, — was appointed commander 6f ¥htf 
Winchelfea on the 7th of February 1694. No farther 
mention is made of him duringthe reign of king William, 
and we have every reafon to believe; he never, dicing tha$ 
period, commanded any other veflel. The wrceffion of 
queen Anne produced but little alteration, for we do not 
frnd any information concerning- him, except that he died 
atBarbadoes on the 27th of ftbruary 1707-8, being at 
that time commander either of the Portland, or the Green- 
wich. 

LAKE, or LEAKE, Thtenas,-^-was, on the 26th of 
September' 1694, appointed commander of the Speedwell. • 
We have not been able to procure anjn other information' 
relative to him, except what we derive 'from rear-admiral 
Hardy's lift of naval officers : from thy? we learn that 
this gentleman, on what account is not mentioned, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from queen Anne. Na 
notice is taken of the time of his death. 
• LINt>SEY, William, — was, on the 29th of May 
1694, appointed commander of the Hay Prize, and died 
in the command of the above veflel on the 16th of O&ober 
following. 

LLOYD, David, (2d) — was, on the 30th of O&obef 

1694, appointed commander of the Experiment -frigate. 

Others infift his firft commiflion, as captain of this veflel, 

does not bear date till the 15th of September in thefol-

mouth, and fent to the Weft Indies in the following year> 
under Mr. Benbow. Kidd, the pirate, became about. 
this timp very notorious, and a variety of fmall 
▼eflels were equipped to purfue him- One of thefe, a*. 
(loop, captain Lloyd voluntarily offered his fervice to*, 
command, but foon afterwards fell a vidim to his gallant, 
and enterprifing fpirit, being drowned on the 25th of July 
1699 : the particulars of this misfortune are not known. 

MIPDLETON, Henry,— ferved as fecond lieutenant 
of the St-. Andrew, a firft rate, of ninety -fix guns, in the 
year 1693. On the 13th of O&ober 16^4, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Falcon. Few are the par* 
ticulars we have been able to colleft concerning this 
gentleman, and thofe too, we are forry to fay, are very, 
twinterefting *. In 1697 he commanded the Rainbow, a 
fmall frig&te, principallyemplwed in convoying to and from 
Ireland the fmall coafting veflels. After the acceflion of 

Iueen Anne, he was promoted to the command of the 
,incoln, of fifty guns. This fhip foundered at fea on the. 
29th of June 1703 : and the captain with the greater part, 
of the crew^were unhappily .drowned, 

MIGHELLS, James jr— was the defcendant of an anci- 
ent and refpe&able family long fettled at Loweftoffe, in the 
county of Suffolk t. It appears from a pedigree of the 
Mighel's family, publifhed by Gillingwater, in his Hiftory 
of Loweftoffe, that this gentleman was, by marriage, 
nearly related to thofe great and well-known naval cha- 
racters, fir Thomas Allen, rear-admiral Utber, fir John 
Aihby> and fir Andrew Leake* Having entered early in 
life into the Navy, under the patronage of his uncle,, 
fir John Afhby, apd paffed through the feveral neceffary 
fubordinate ftations with much credit and reputation, he. 
was, in 1693, appointed firft lieutenant of the Vi&ory, a 
firft rate. On the 24th of Auguft 1694, he was promoted. 
to the command of the Owner's Love fireftiip, Jn the 
month of December he was ordered, together with the

Norwich, 
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Norwich and Prince of Orange, to convoy the outward- 
bound Virginia fleet to a certain latitude. Before the fleet 
had well cleared the Channel, captain Mighells's (hip 
fprung a leak; which compelled him to put back into 
port, which he happily reached, though not without much 
difficulty. He continued to command the Owner's Love 
till towards the end of the year 1696, when he was 
appointed to command a fhip of the line, which 
was unfortunately employed on fo undiftinguifhed a fer- 
vice, that we have been totally unable to difcover even 
its name. This want of information is by no means to 
be conftrued as difreputable to captain mighells, when 
we corifider that the raoft eminent of his cotemporaries 
were uniformly in the fame predicament. In the year 
1697 he accompanied captain, afterwards fir John Nor- 
ris to Newfoundland, where, to his credit be it fpoken, 
he was one of thofe fpirited commanders who coincided 
in opinion with the commodore, that it would be more 
advifeable to put to fea and attack the enemy, than coolly 
wait their aflault ♦. 

During the remainder of king William's reign, after 
the peace of Ryfwic, Mr. Mighells does not appear to 
have held any command; but, after theacceflion of queen 
Anne, was appointed to command the Monk, of fixty 
guns. He was employed during the abfence of the main 
fleet, under fir George Rooke, to cruife principally in the 
Channel, and continued in the fame line of fervice, after 
its return, till the month of July 1703, when he was fent, 
under rear-admiral Dilkes, to attack a French convoy 
which was reported to be laying in Cancalle Bay. A 
particular account of this tranfaftion has already been 
given in the life of that admiral t. 

In 1704 he failed for the Mediterranean under fir G, 
Rooke, and very Angularly diflinguiihed himfelf at the 
battle off Malaga. The count De Tholoufe, who com- 
manded the French fleet, had ordered monfieur Champa 
melin in the Serieux, to board the Monk. This, 
the Frenchman attempted three different times, and was 
as often repulfed, by the gallant behaviour and fteady cori-

fatigued aflailants. The enemy being at fength difpiritecf 
fcy ^efe repeated difcprnfitufes were CQnjenJt.to ijieer off: 
^u^ captain Mighells had the £a,tisfa<$tf.Qn pfpreferving \\\$ 
^ip r tnpugb with .the lofs of thirty-fix meq killed ; he 
kimfelf, together with his fecond fie^tena.nt,, boatfwain, 
and fifty-two of his people being wounded, many of them 
very defpejrately. The French, whp are remarkably 
^ lever at palliating their own difaftcrs, giye the following 
account of this tranfa<5Uon in their relation, of the' en- 
gagement. " As to the centre, thej;e { happened' a thing 
which, perhaps, was never known in a fight 'where ^ 
whole line has been engaged, and where the enemy has 
flhe weather-gage* which is, that a fliip in the van of ouf 
admiral's divifion/ commanded by monfieur Efe Champ- 
jnelin, thrice boarded one of the enemy '/> (hips which lay 
Jiext him, and left her the third time, feeing, her on fire in 
Jiveral places y hut bj.reufon of the great f moke could not tell what 
if came of her* He was afterwards fo difahlejd in the e& r 
^gagetnent, that he was obliged to quit the line \o refit.", 
No notice whatever is taken of captain Mighells after 
fius time till the year 1719, even by thofe yvf\p pight be 
ihouglit very likely .to ,b,e acquainted even with tjh.e mo|l 
irivial particulars .of his life. * In the laflt-mentionqJ 
year * he commanded the Centurion; and being on a 
,cruife in the Mediterranean, in company with captain, 
jEvans in the Defiance, they met two french.fhips c^f 
wax of equal force with themfelyes, between Almeriaand 
Malaga. An a£tion commenced at eight o'clock in the 
learning, and continued without intermiffion, moft fpi- 
Titef}ly. maintained pn both fides, till twelve at noon; fyy 
which tinie the Centurion had upwards of fixty of her 
.crew killed and wounded ; her rigging, mads, and yards 
.weise alfo fo much difabled as to incapacitate her from 
leaking .fail. The French (hips at this tinie declined 
.any farther conteft ; and having fuftained, as is generally 
jhe cafe, Jefs damage aloft, were enabled to make their

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elcap'e and ftiel tef fhernfelves in, Ae port of Malaga, 
although the Englifli pu'rfued with' all the alacrity in their 
power. . 

In tKc following year we find him captain of tlfc 
^ampto^^ourt, {till on the Mediterranean ftation, art! 
jthen under jhe command of fir John Jennings. 'Having, 
in the .mqrith of November, been detached, with four 
,©ther fhi|>s*, from the fleet, by that' admiral, to th« coaii 
pi Catalonia, foon after he himfelf had failed from Bar- 
celona for Yaxlo, with the king of Spain, who juft before 
had fucceede4> \Q the dignity of emperor ; he was oh his 
return to Port' Rftahon, the appointed rendezvous, whea 
"be fell in. witfxtwo French fliips of the line, the Count de 
Thoulbufe and the Trident. Captain ftlighells, who tyas 
confid'erably'a-hepd of his companions, came up wi*h the 
,formcr foon after feven o'clock in the evening, and'began 
Iriftaatly to engage. The Frenchman f defended 'himfelf 
with thegreaten gallantry, and the conteft was maintained, 
'with the liigheft fpirit on both fides, for upwards of two 
/hours ; when the Sterling Caftle drawing near, the Count 
'£e Thoulotife thought proper to furrender: the Trident 
'cfoaped, favoured by' the darknefs of the* night, trie ad- 
vantage 6C light breezes of wind., and the afliftance of 
her oars. Trie Hampton Court had received confider- 
$ble damage in the, encounter ; her imfts in Darti'cular 
'being rmich/ wounded, and the wind freftiening ibon' after 
the action, they all came by the board on the following 
r day,-fo that. fhe was. obliged to be towed into port by the, 
Sterling Caftle. t 

The peace at Utrecht being concluded foon after this 
\ event, we find no mention made of captain Mighells till 
'the. year 1717-18, when, he was, on the 18th of March, 
-'prooioted, very defervedly, to be rear-admiral of the T)lue* 
jDn the 28th of the fame month he was advanced to fee 
* rear-admiral of the white, and appointed fecond in.<:oip- 
•,'marid of the fyuadron, fent foon afterwards'to the^Baltic 
"under the command of fir John Norrist, , . "|

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On -the 17th of December 1718, almoft immediately 
on his return froin the fialtic, war was formally de- 
clared againft Spain; and the greateft apprehenfions being 
entertained foon afterwards that the enemy were at that 
time meditating an invafion of England, with the Pre- 
tender at their head, every poflible meafure was taken at 
home to counteract and defeat their defigns. Rear-ad- 
miral Mighells was, On the 5th of March, difpatchfed to 
Portfmouth that- he might forward the equipment of fuch 
fliips as were fitting out at that port : two days afterwards 
he was raifed to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue, and 
failed almoft immediately to the weftward fecond in com- 
mand of the fquadron fent out under the earl of Berkeley. 
He was difpatched for the coaft of Gallicia, by his lord- 
fliip, foon after they had cleared the Channel. His in- 
flrudions on this occafion being only to procure fome in- 
telligence of the enemy's motions, he had no greater force 
than the Windfor, Antelope, and Monmouth. Having 
learnt that the Spanifh fleet, crowded with foldiers, though 
miferably deficient in almoft every article of their neceflary 
appointments, had been difperfed by a violent ftorm which 
overtook them on their paflage from Cadiz to the Groyne, 
he returned into port with this information ; and the ter- 
rors which had been fuddenly excited, as fuddenly va- 
nifhed. 

It was immediately refolved, on the part of England, 
to retaliate this intended infult ; and at leaft repay, if not 
revenge it. A ftrong fquadron was accordingly equip- 
ped- and put under the command of the vice-admiral, who 
had with him a fleet of tranfports, on board which 
were embarked fix thoufand troops, with a proper train 
of artillery, and every other neceflary, under the command 
of lord vifcount Cobham. The deftined objeft of their 
attack was the important port of Vigo, on the coaft of 
Gallicia. This formidable armament put to fea, from 
St. Helen's,, on the 21ft of September, and, after a very 
profperous paflage, arrived on the coaft of Spain, off 
which the fleet cruifed for three days, in hopes of being 
-joined bycaptain Johnfon, who had been difpatched a 
few day* before, with two fourth-rates *nd a frigate, in 
•rdcr to procure intelligence. Not meeting with him, 
• , • • as 
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a; was expefted, and the feafon of the year being too far 

advanced' tp adinit of trifling on an hoftile coaft, or delay- 
ing any longer ofFenfive operations, it was determined to 
pufli on for Vigo, the harbour of which the fleet happily 
entered on the 29th of September, old ftile. The grena- 
diers of the army were immediately landed at the diftance 
of three miles from the town, without any other op por- 
tion than an irregular draggling fire from a body of pea- 
sants, who were alfo at too great a diftance to effeft any 
material execution. On the following day the neceflary 
ftores and provifions were landed, and proper meafures 
taken for the fpeedy commencement of offenfive opera- 
tions. 

On the 1 ft of Odober the army moved forward and 
encamped in a ftrong pofition near the place ; this th* 
enemy obferving, and being apprehenfive of an attack 
they felt themfelves unable to withftand with regard to 
the town itfelf, they immediately began to fpike up the 
cannon on the ramparts ; .and having burnt the carnage?, 
left ' it and its inhabitants to the care of the magi- 
ftrates, and withdrew all their regular troops into the 
citadel. The general being foon apprized of this move- 
ment fent them a fummons to furrender, a requi- 
iition which was immediately complied with ; and brigadier 
Honey wood was accordingly ordered, with ei^ht hundred 
men, to take_poft there, and in Fort St. Sebaftian*, which 
. was alfo abandoned by the enemy. On the 3d of Octo- 
ber ferious operations commenced againft the citadel 
itfelf, a ketch being fent in to bombard it, though with 
• little fuccefs, on account of the great diftance. The 
mortars, cohorns, and battering train were, however, 
landed on the fame evening, and the following day from 
the fleet 4 the neceflary preparations were alfo made for pro- 
secuting the intended fiege with the utmoft vigour. At 
this period the general, lord Cobhara, in compliance with 
the cuftoms of war, fent a formal fummons to the gover- 
nor, wjth a notification, that if he perfifted in not fur- 
rendering, till batteries were ere&ed, he rauft then ex- 
pert no quarter. 

, The governor himfelf had been wounded during the 
bombardment. The officer on whoprthe command ha'd 

devolved 
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tfevafvcd, after a little hefitation, contented to capitulated 
"The garrifon, amounting to near 'five hundred men f 
marched out on the 10th; and the place being taken poll 
feffion of by the Englifh, there were found in it a corrfi- 
derable quantity of arms and cannon, which, it was faid, 
"Jtfere landed from the very (hips that were, in the preced- 
ing fitting, deftihed to have covered the invafion df 
'Britain. As it was deemed impoflible to maintain a 
footing in an enemy's country, at fuch a diftance, with fa 
Imafl a land-force, it was judged expedient to embark, 
'witTiout delay, all the artillery, ftores, and other property 
twjrth removal; and to deftroy the reft. Before, hbwever, 
.thefe meafures were carried into execution, major-general 
r Wade was ordered, with a detachment of the army, and 
lome (hips of war, to fail up the harbour of Vigo and 
teduce Ponta Vedra, a town which lay •at a fmall diftance 

' Yrom thence. This fervice was effected without lofs, or, 
indeed, oppofition ; and although four mortars and twelve 
^pieces of heavy brafs cannon, together with feventy 
iron guns, two thoufand (land of arms, and a proportio- 
nate quantity of ammunition were found there, all thefe, 
except the twenty-four pounders, which were fdur m 
plumber, were embarked, and the detachment rejoined 
their companions, at Vigo, on the 23d; 
, On the 27th, eyery thing that was, valuable, or that 
could be in any degree ferviceable to the enemy, being 
".embarked, the vice-admiral with the fleet failed for 
'England, where he arrived, in fafety, oh the nth of 
November, having fcarcely'loft three hundred men during 
the whole expedition, by the joint ravages,- and caufes of 
^diminution, the fword, difeafe, ordefertion. This blow, 

'which was extremely humiliating to Spain, appears to 

"have been the laft fervice in which this gentleman was 
engaged. Having, as it is elfewhere obferved, arrived, with 

'the higheft defert, at an elevated rank in his profeffion; 
and being probably worn out with fatigue in the fervice 
of his country, he exchanged' the tumultuous fceties 6f 

"war 'for the more calm and undifturbed enjoyments of 
private life. In 1722 he refigned Jits rank as viti- 

rmdiniral, and wi| appointed comptroller *of the navy, an 

'office 
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c^Bce he held till the time of his dfeath*, whkh happened 4 
on the 23d of March 1 733-4- * 

MITCHEL, John, — we believe to have been, in 
1693, appointed firft lieutenant of the Afliftance, of forty* 
two guns, a (hip at that time commanded by captain Phi* 
neas Bowles, ahd ordered for Newfoundland. But the 
firft information we have relative to him that we dare aver 
to be authentic is, that on the 14th* of February 1694, he 
was appointed captain of the St. Paul firelhip. He con- 
tinued to command this veflel during the two following 
years, and during ftich a command little cari be expected 
worth relating, except on the moft extraordinary and 
generally kriown occasions. He never appears to have 
obtained any more confequential command during the 
reign of king William ; nor, indeed, do we in that of the 
fucceeding fovereign, find any mention whatever made of

Eo6ti*eoertaiuty,till 1712. He was tried by a court-martial; 
eld in the Downs, on the 4th of July in the following? 
year, for a very fingular offence, not only againft the rules 
of the fervice, but all decorum, as a gentleman. On 
fome trivial and infignifieant difpftte with his firft lieute- 
nant, he was imprudent, and violent enougl) to ftrike him: 
publickly on the quarter-deck, and was accordingly, not 
undefervedly, fentenced to be fufpendedfrom all command, 
and to pay a fine equal to three months pay. After hav- * 
ing continued under fufpenfion upwards of two years, 
thofe who were entrufted with the adminiftration of 
naval affairs at that time, in fome degree relaxed from 
their fevcrity, and he was put on the fuperannuated lift 
with a penfion of 123L 3 s. o,d. per ami. being a Aim 
equivalent to the half-pay of the captain of a third rate. 

MOSES, John,— in 1693, was appointed lieutenant of 
the Guernfey, a frigate of twenty-eight guns* at that time 
employed on the Weft India ftation under fir F v . Wheeler. 
Not long after his return from thence, he was, on the 5th 
of March 1694, promoted to the command of the Queen- 
borough frigate. He did not for fome years obtain any 
confequenti^l command, being principally captain, of fmali 
frigates or yachts, and employed in attending king Wil- 
liam to and from Holland., Towards the end of the war, 
however, he was advanced to the command of a (hip of 
the line, which being put out of cwmmiilion after the peace 
at Ryfwis, iie did not appear. again in the fervice till 
after the acceflion of queen Anne, when he was made 
commander of the Anglefea, of forty guns, and fent to 
the Weft Indies, where .he died on the 23d of October 

OWEN, Edward,— at ,thje latter end of the year 1692, 
was appointed firft lieutenant of the St.' Alban's, of fifty 
guns, a veflel at that time and during the following year 
employed as a cruifer under the command of captain 
Gillam. On the 7th of Aug. 1694, hewas appointed cap-

tain of the Roebuck firefliip. He never obtained the com- 
mand of any ihip larger than a fixth rate, or was employed 
on any memorable fervice during the reign of king Wil- 
liam ; but immediately after the acceilipn ofijueen Anne 
was promoted to the Rochefter, a fourth rate, one of the 
fhips ftationed as a cruifer in the Channel. While thus 
occupied he difplayed the greateft a&ivity, which was ac- 
cordingly rewarded with the higheft fuccefs, he having 
captured a confiderable number of French trading 
veirels of inferior note, together with' two or three ot 
thofe numerous privateers which at that time infefted the 
coaft, and a fmall frigate, new from the flocks, which 
was afterwards called the Rochefter's Pri2e. 

He continued to command the Rochefter, as well as to 
be aSively employed in the fame line of fervice, till the 
year* 1706, when fie was promoted to the Medway, a 
third rate. He was immediately afterwards fent to the 
Mediterranean, on which ftation he does apt appear K> 
have met with any thing worthy to be related. He re- 
turned to England at the latter end of the year 1*707 ; and 
in the month of June following we find him one of the 
captains under the orders of lord Durflev, who was com- 
mander of the fquadron in foundings, ftationed there for 
the prott&ion of the different homeward-bound fleets. 
We find, as the only cirenmftance worth relating, that 
captain Owen was diipatched by his lordfhip, in the month 
of July, to convoy the homeward-bound Eaft India fleet 
into Plymouth. v We rather apprehend he never went to

PAUL, Richard, — ferved as firft lieutenant of the

# he died commander of a fhip of war, in the Weft indies, 
.&n the 17th of March 1701 ; But neither the (hips, nor the 
.particular fervices on which he was in the intermediate 
time employed are known. . 

PAXlON, Wentworth, — is fuppofed to have been a 
native of .New England ; and entering into the royal navy, 
Was, on the 22d of January 1694", appointed commander 
of the Newport. He never obtained the command of any 
fhip larger than a fixth rate ; and retiring altogether from 
the fervice returned to New England, where he died fome- 
- time in theivear 17*36, or, as others fay, not till three 
years after tnat time. 

REDMAN, John, — was appointed a&ing commander 
of the Kitchen bomb-ketch either in the latter end of the 
year 1692, or early in the following fpring. On the 3d 
of October 1694, he was promoted to be captain of the - 
Loyalty. No other mention is ever made of this gentle- 
man, but that he was put on the fuperannuated lift, with 
-the half-pay of captain of a third rate, in the year 1707, 
and died on the 29th of February 1727. 

REEVES, William, — is reported to have been the fon 
of fir William Reeves*, a commander of the greateft 
eminence during jhe firftand fecond Dutch war. The 
, firft information, we have of this gentleman is, that he was 
appointed firft lieutenant qf the New Africa in 1693 : on 
' the 1 7th of Auguft in the following year, having been fent 
• to the Weft Indies, he was- there promoted to the com- 
mand of the Experiment, a frigate of thirty-two guns ; in 
4 ' wjiic.h fhip he aid-on the 29th of O&ober following. 
RlCj^JtDS, Charles,— was towards the latter end of 
the year 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Tyger, of 
A ibrty-two-guns, one of ^theWeft 1 India fquadrbn fent' out

long before the conclufion of the war, and was continued 
in conftant commiffion during the peacfc" which fuc'ceeded 
it. After the acceflion of queeh Annfe he Was appointed 
captain of the Burford, of feventy guns, as fucceffor t<* 
fir Hovenden Walker. Accompanying fir Geo. Rooke 
t6 the Mediterranean in the year ^04, he was prfcfent anq 
engaged both in the aflatflt of Gibraltar and the a£Hon off 
Malaga . In the latter fcncounter he led fir Thomas 
Dilkes's divifioh'; and although h6 was very warmly

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unfounded charge railed againjft the conduQ: of fir Thomas 
on that occafion, and by his fair and candid teftimony 
very honeftly contributed to the honourable acquittal of his 
much-injured adrhiral. 

Whether this honeft manly behaviour drew on him the 
refentment of men in power, and of thofe who were the 
enemy's of fir Thomas, we know not, but as we find rto 
mention made of him after this time in any comrnand»,we 
confequently believe him to have retired from the fervice, 
to which he does not appear to have again returned. He 
is faid by many, but very erroneouily, to have been ap- 
pointed lieutenant-governor of Greenwich-hofpital fome 
confiderable time before his deceafe, which happened on 
the nth of September 171 6. 

SMITH, J ohn, — ferved as fecohd lieutenant of th# 
Bredah, rear-admiral Hopfon's flag-fhip, in 1693, at ^ e 
time he accompanied fir ueorge Rooke, who went out to 
convoy the unfortunate Smyrna fleet. His diligent and 
proper behaviour in that ftation procured his promotion, 
on the 23d of January 1694, to be commander of the 
Mortar bomb-ketch. He was not long afterwards re* 
moved into the Hind ; and during the tirne he held the 
command of that veffel, a very Angular and unfortunate 
accident befel him: he was. unhappily afflified with an 
intermitting delirium, occafioned by a calenture, from the 
cffe&s of which he had not perfeflly recovered During 
one of thefe paroxyfms, if the term be allowed, he wan-, 
dered far from his {hip, which was then laying in the 
Downs, and behaved in other refpeSs in fo extraordinary 
s manner, that he was taken into cuftody by the peace- 
officers, and committed, by a neighbouring magiftrate, to. 
Canterbury bridewell, oir Cloudefley Shovel, under 
whofe command he had been, ibonas he was informed of 
this extraordinary circumstance, applied for, and obtained 
his releafe ; and having afterwards made a proper enquiry 
into the caufe as well as nature of his late di (tempered 
conduit, interested himfelf much with the lords of the 
admiralty, that captain Smith rnight be continued in the. 
fervice. In this truly meritorious, and benevolent appli- 
cation, the admiral was happily fuccefsful ; but the objeft 
of his patronage did not obtain any higher command, dur- 
ing king William's reign, than a fixth rate.

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- From the number of naval -commanders of the ftme 
name, we have not been able to di (criminate fo correal/ 
one from the other* as to warrant us in reporting even thtf 
little information we have collected relative to them : .itis, 
indeed, of a nature not very interesting, confiding nierelyr 
of dates when thofe gentlemen commanded different (hips.* 
The inoft material circumftance we find is, that the York, 
a fourth rate, loft at Harwich, in the Great Storm which 
happened in the month of November 1703, was com- 
manded by a captain Smith ; but we are .by no means 
authorifcd to alien, it was this very gentleman of whorri 
we are now fpeaking. Thus far, however, we are war- 
ranted in faying, that in the year 1718 he was appointed 
a captain in Greenwich-hofpital ; in which honourable 
retirement he died, on 15th of June 1722, 
• SMITH, William,^— was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant of the S6veieign, a firft rate, rear-admiral 
Aylmer's fla^-fhip during the enfuing fummer, and under 
whom Mr. Smith continued to ferve in the fame ftation; 
On the 25th of June 1694, he was promoted to the com* 
mand of the Portland : this fhip was one of the cruifrrs 
Rationed in the Channel, and off the coaft of Ireland, for 
the protection of trade. Captain Smith being very a&ive^ 
was alfo remarkably fuccefsful, having particularly, to* 
wards the end of the enfuing year, captured feveral verf 
valuable prizes. A fatal accident*. put a period to hit 
life and fervices. On the 31ft of December 1695/as he 
was paffing from Plymouth-dock to the town, in tht 
Weymouth's pinnace, accompanied by captain Jumper, 
who commanded the laft-mentioned fhip, and his lady, the 
boat overfet, and captain Smith, as well as Mrs. Jumper, 
were unforttinatelydrowned. 

STAPLETON, John,— was originally commander of 
a merchant-fhip in the Streight's trade, and diftinguilhed 
himfelf fo remarkably in an action with a French frigate, 
that, as a reward for his gallantry, he was immediately 
received into the king's fervice. The fhip he commanded 
was called the £onqueft, mounting only eight guns, and 
manned with a crew of -twenty men. He was bound 
home to England, from Seville in Spain, when he fell in,

dF the, rock of LHbon, -with a Flench frigate, carrying 
twenty-fix, guns and one hundred and eighty men* 
Captain Stapleton prepared to make the heft defence he 
Could againft fo unequal a force, being refolved not to 
filbmit tamely to the enemy. Having fomc fpare port* 
hi was enabled to bring over feven of his guns to the lido 
he prefented to his antagonift, whom he began to engage 
about one o'clock in the afternoon. H* maintained tho 
a&iqp with the greateft fpirit till feven at night, by wb|ch 
time he had only four fpare cartridges left, his boatfwaim 
his carpenter, and fix more of his people were killed; no* 
thing now remained but to fiirrender : his guns, however, 
being all loaded, he refolved, as a laft effort, to difcharge 
them at his enemies rather than yield, while he. had fu^h 
ready means of annoying them. His (hip took fire from 
the eiplofion of her own guns ; and falling immediately 
On board the frigate, had nearly fet her on fire alio. 
Captain Stapleton taking advantage of this general con- 
fufion, efcaped with his people in the boat, and happily 
reached Liflxm in £a£ety. The French afterward* 
owned to having had twelve men. killed and fifteen 
wounded, in this encounter which took place on the 14th 
pf January 1694, 

. Captain Stapleton waj, on the 96th of September 
I694, made commander of the Drake, a/ixth rate, and 
ibht to cruife off the coaft of Ireland, where he was un* 
happily (oft on. the 2o^h of December following, his (hip 
feeing caft away, hehirnfelf and all his crew periihiqg. 

STEVENS, ifcobe»t.— The firfl information we have 
telajtive to this gentleman is, th*t he was appointed cap-, 
tain of the Solehay on the 17th of Auguft 1694* In this 
vefTel, which was one of thd Channel cruifers, and in 
which he continued during nearly the whole war, he much 
^iftinguiflied \yamttW by his activity and diligence ; but in 
the month of March 1695, was wea k * R d rath enough to 

S refer a charge, fo totally unfounded againft captain 
terr, who was commodore of a fraall fiquadron, to which 
the Solebay belonged, that the reputation, which he had 
fcfore defewcdly acquired in the line of his profeffion, had 
icarcely fufficed to preferve him from that fpecies of 
^uW ig negle& wKirh xaj^ly fails, to o vertur n a^maoi's 
future fa.m& and fprtyw* He continued actively em- 
' * 4 ployed 
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ployed in the fam* vefljel till the year * 1697, when he waft 
promoted to a (hip of the. line, whofit |iame f doee not ap* 
peer, though capftatn Stephens continued to command it 
during the r*fn?iqdjpr of ltfi&g William's rtign. 

After the acceffion of queen Anne h* was appointed t* 
one of the (hips qf the line feat, i* the year 1703, to the 
^Veft Indies, where he died w the, 24th <tf February 4 
following, 

SQULE, Johrv^wss, at the Utle* end of the., yea* 
1692, appointed lievtenant of the Mary galley, a frigate 
qf thuty-four guns, which, in the enfutog fpriog* wajs 
fent to Portugal to convoy thither the out wankbound fleet; 
ya his return from this fervice, he was appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Britannia; sad from that ftation pro* 
glutted, on the 19th of O&ofcer 1694, to be commarjde* 
9f the Firehra^d ftrefbip. Early in the following year he 
was fent to the Weft Indies wider the command of com*, 
tnodore WitaQt, whp advanced Urn, foon aftei his arrival 
tjtare, to the commsuad of the Winchefter, a. fourth rate, 
i£ fixty gun?. The Jeveral events which took plaw 
during this very un^ortMnate expedition, k»ve bccnaliaady 
recapitulated in the life of the qoroaiodoret. The fqua* 
dron was on its return to England, after its failure, in a 
wretched ftate of equipment, which was rendered more 
<|iftreffing and farieus by a dreadful, reduction in the 
<pew& of the diflerejjt feips* occaftonixl by a difeafe tnci* 
dental to that climate, which at that time raged with at 
violence little lef$ thai* a plague* ♦ - 

In this, wretched, and diftrefled Salts tbey were ones* 
taken by a dorm not m?ny days after they had quitted 
Jamaica. The Winghpfter was loft oflf Cape Florid*; 
and captain Sou)e, in confequ^nee of the bodily fatigue 
ap^ mental vexation. he had undergone* died in A few days 
( afterwards, 01% thq tft of Oftober 1695. Colonel Lu*

account of the lofs of this fhrp, and- darkly to infmuase*

perance of the weather : but it is extremely illiberal to. 
aggravate misfortune by attributing to it a wrong caufe ; 
ind the grofs abfurdity of the imputation is a fufficient 
refutation of the calumny. - 

THOMPSON, Robert,— was appointed, in 1692, firft 
lieutenant of the punkirk, one of the (hips fent out to 
the Weft Indies foon afterwards, under fir F. Wheeler/ 
On the 9th of November 1694, he was promoted to the 
command of the Africa, hired (hip of war. No other 
mention is made of him, but that he commanded * (hip* 
of the line during the peace. We believe this vefle! to 
have been the Stafford, one of the Straight's fquadrori 
under commodore Munden, in the year 1699. In the 
year 1703 he retired from the feryice, being put on the 
Superannuated lift with aft annual penfion of 01 1. This 
he appears to have enjoyed till the time of his death, 
whicn did not happen till the 30th of January 1728-9. 
. TRENCHARD, George, — was the descendant of a 
very ancient and refoedable family fettled in the county 
of Dorfet. The firft information we have relative to' 
him, as a naval officer, is, that on the 14th of February 
1694, he was appointed commander of the Saudadoes : he 
was promoted not long afterwards to the Roebuck, one 
of the fliips under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel 
in the Channel. In this command he died, on the v 21 ft 
of April 1696. 

TUCKEY, John,— was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of the Sterling Caftle early in the year 1693 : he was from 
thence promoted, on the ift of January 1694, to be cap- 
tain of the Maidftone. He died, as we believe, in the 
Command of this fhip on the 24th of September 1696. 

W ATKINS, Robert. —The only circumftance we 
know in any degree relative to this gentleman is* that he 
was appointed commander of the Catharine ftorefhip on 
the 13th of February 1694*.

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„ WAVELL, David,— was, on the 15th ,of February 
16949 mad$ captain of the Speedwell, a fixth rate. He : 
never appears to have had any opportunity of diftinguifh- 
ing himfelf, and not to have obtamied any more coat-, 
quential command than a fmall frjgate, till after the ac- 
ceflion of queen Anne, when he was made commander-of 
Colchefter. This veffel unhappily foundered at fea oa 
the 1 6th of January 1703-4. The captain himfelf and 
the principal part of the crew pejiihed. . . 

WILICINS, Michael, — was, in the' year 1693, ap*, 
pointed commander, with the rank of lieutenant, of 3 
fmall floop mounting two guns only, called the German 1 
Spy* Although little fervtce could be expected from fo 
infignificant a veffel* Mr. Wilkins foon rendered himfelf 
very confpicuous in the line of his profefliorr, by captur- 
ing two or three privateers of much larger force thaa 
himfelf, and by talcing fome valuable merchant- ft) ips of 
confiderable burthen. This diligence and fjpirit was re* 
warded, on the 23d of February 1694, by his promotion 
to be captain of the Experiment ; in which fhip. he died 
©n the i6th of Auguft following. 

WOODEN, John,— was, on the firft of February 
1694, appointed captain of the Blaze firefliip. No other 
mention is made of him during the reign of king William ; 
but foon after the acceffion of queen Anne he wa& ap- 
pointed to the Deptford, in which ihip he died, at 'St, 
Jago, on the 2d of May 1704.

ADAMSON, Charles,— was, in 1693, appointed fe- 
cond lieutenant of the Royal Oak, of fixty-four guns; on 
board which (hip fir George Rooke immediately after-, 
wards hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief of the convoy 
fent out with the Smyrna fleet. On the ad of September 
1695, he was promoted to the command of the Suffolk

"< BENNET, John.— The firft information vc^c Rave of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed captain of tha 
Coronation, hired ihip of war, on the xft 01 May 1695^ 
No other notice is taken of this gentleman, bat that hd 
died on the 30th of January 1716, having for fome year* 
retired from the fervice. ' 

BOWLES, Valentine, — ferved as fecond lieutenant of 
the Neptune in the year 1693 ; but we know nothing 
more of him till we nnd him, on the 3d of April 1695, 
appointed commander of the Machine firefliip. He was, 
not long afterwards, proipotejhto the Prince George, an • 
biyed frigate of war ; »an<J fioa* thence was, almoft 
immediately removed into the Sheernefs. He was dif- 
mifled both from the command of this (hip and the fervice 
bytheftntence of a court-martial, held on the 27th of 
Odeber 1698. The particular nature of his offence is 
fxot mentioned, nor is trie time of his death known.

Terrible, a firefliip. No other mention is made of hioi^ 
either as to his command (which does not appear to hpve 
been consequential) or the ftation on which he ferved^tiU 
after the acceffion of queen Anne ; and we even then con* 
tinue for a confiderable time before we findhim employed 
in any fpecies of fervice worth remembering* He was, 
indeed, towards the latter end of the year 1702*, appointed 
commander of the Loo, and fent to Lifbon with an outwardr 
bound convoy, under capt. Cleveland in the Montague., 
Returning from thence with ftich fhips aft were ready 
to fail in the month of February 1703, the whole fleet was 
difperfed in a violent gale of wind, which happily, 
however, was productive of no other ill confequenco.

No other notice is taken of 
this gentleman, but that he died in the Weft Indies com- 
mander of the Referve, a fourth rate, on the 31ft of 
Oflober 1705. 

CULLIFORD, Richard.— The firft commiffion we 
have been able to difcover as borne by this gentleman, wa$ 
that appointing him captain of the Maidftone frigate, 
dated June the 9th 1695. He never obtained any more 
confequential command, or had any opportunity of dif- 
tinguifhinghimfelf till after the accefiion of queen Anne. 
On' the commencement of the war with France, in 1702,, 
lie was appointed to command the Haftings a fifth rate, 
of thirty- fonr guns, and principally employed during that* ' 
«nd part of the following year, in convoying the coafting 
trade from port to port. In 1704 we find him to have 
been promoted to the Leopard, of fifty guns, and fent t* 
the Mediterranean under the command of fir G. Rooke. 
He was not, however, perfonally concerned in either of 
the two great events which rendered that expedition me- 
morable, not having been ordered to afilft in the affault of 
Gibraltar, and being detached for Terceras, under the 
Dutch admiral Vanderduffen, a few days before the engage- 
ment off Malaga took place.

CUTTER, Vincent, — was appointed fecond lieute- 
nant of the Royal Catherine in the year 1693: on the 
1 15th of April 1695, he was promoted to the command of 
the Archangel hired (hip of war, one of the vefTels under 
the command of lord Berkeley and fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
eiripioyed, as well before, as after that time, in the attack 
of the fmaller French ports. He was foon afterwards 

Eromoted to the command of a fhip of the line, which 
eing put out of commiffion when the peace at Ryfwic 
was concluded, he does not appear to have had any re- 
appointment, or, at leaft, no mention is made* of one, till 
fome time after the commencement of the enfuing 
reign. 

We believe him to have been principally, if not entirely 
employed on the Mediterranean ftation, where, in the 
year 1706, we find him commanding the Newcaftle, of 
fifty guns ; but the only mention we find made of him, 
out of the ordinary routine of fervice, is, that he was fent, 
in the month of September, to Oneglfa, with a large fup- 
ply of powder for the ufe of the duke of Savoy's army ; 
and in the month of November following was ordered to 
Genoa, to carry from thence Mr, Methuen and fuite, who 
was juft before re-appointed envoy extraordinary from th$ 
queen of Great Britain to the court of Portugal. He 
was, not long after this time, removed into the Effex, in 
the cotptnand of which fhip he died, on the 10th of April 
1710. 

DAY, Thomas, — was, at the latter end of the year 
'I692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Dragon, of forty 
guns, one of the fquadron fent, early in the following year, 
to the Weft Indies, under the command of fir Francis 
Wheeler. On the 5th of Auguft 1&95, he was promoted 
to be captain of the Saudadoes. No other mention, Or 
•notice of Mm whatever, is taken during the reign of king 
iWillianu .but in the year 1702 we find him appointed 
captain of the Blackwall, a froall frigate; and in the 
following fpring fent, 'under vice-admiral Gray don, to the 
*■*' Weft 
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Weft Indies, where he was promoted, immediately on hi* 
arrival, to the Boyne, of eighty guns, as fucceffor to cap- 
tain Cranby, .who died in the month of December pre- 
ceding. Captain Day himfelf did not long furvive thii 
'advancement^ dying in his new command on the 2d of 
Auguft 1703. 

DELAVAL, George,—is faid, by foffle, though vefy 
crroneoufly, to have been the brother of fir Ralph Dela- 
val, knight, of whom we have already given an account** 
This gentleman was the defcendant of a different branch 
of the fame flouri fhing and ancient family; and having 
entered early in life into the navy, after rapidly palling 
with much credit through the feveral fubordinate.ftation§, 
was, on the 28th of O&ober 1695, appointed captain of 
the Oxford, a fourth rate, mounting fifty-four guns. No 
other mention is made of him during the reign of king 
William, a circumftance by no means extraordinary, wheji 
we confider how few opportunities of diftinguifhing them- 
selves thofe officers meet with, who have the command of 
fhips employed as cruifers at the conclufion of a wan la 
this line the Oxford appears to hare been conftantly em- 
ployed. After the ratification of the peace a^t Ryfwic* in 
1698, he was appointed to a frigate, and fent to the Me- 
diterranean, under the command of vice-admiral Aylmer. 
He appears to have been conftantly employed during 
the two following years which he continued on that fta- 
tion, in the very important office of commiffioner, or 
envoy to the feveral piratical ftates of Barbary and the 
emperor of Morocco. In the courfe of thefe delicate 
negociations he appears to have difplayed great adroitnef^ 
and ability, having not only arranged and fettled a treaty 
for the redemption of all the captives belonging to the 
Englifti government, that were then throughout ^ the 
whole Turkifli territory in Africa/ but alfo taken 
the proper meafures that it fhould be afterwards faithfully 
carried into execution. 

Returning to England in the month of May 1700, hfc 
was immediately promoted to the cornmand of the 
Tilbury, of fifty guns, and fent back to Barbary with a

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large mercharit-fhip, chartered for that purpofe, under his 
convoy, to receive the feverat unhappy prifonfers whofe 
liberty he had been the fortunate means of procuring. Hfc 
.returned fafe with his charge to the Downs, where he 
arrived on the 28th day of February 1701-2. He conti- 
nued to command the fame (hip till the year 1705, but 
without having any opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf 
worth recounting, till 1704, in which year he accompa- 
nied fir G. Rooke on his well-known expedition to the 
Mediterranean. Having held no part in the affault of 
Gibraltar, he made ample amends for his want of employ- 
ment on that occafion, by the remarkable manner in 
which he fignalifed himfelf at the battle off Malaga which 
immediately fucceeded it. The Tilbury, ^ which, as we 
have already obferved, was only a fifty gun fhip, was but 
little calculated to fu'flain the fhock of fo heavy an action ; 
neverthelefs, it is mentioned as one of thofe belonging to 
fir C. Shovel's fquadron which 'fuffered moft in that en- 
gagement. Captain Delaval does not, however, appear 
to have reaped any advantage from his exertions on this 
occafion, except the honour, for he was not promoted to 
any more Consequential command till a confiderable time 
afterwards* He continued to be wholly employed on the 
Mediterranean ftation, where there was very little, or, 
indeed, no opportunity of adding to his former laurels. 

In the year 1706 we find him difpatched, by the earl of 
Peterborough and fir John Leake, to bring home the im- 
portant hews, that the fiege of Barcelona was raifed ; and, 
as an additional compliment to him, his brother, Robert 
Delaval, was appointed to command the Falcon, the fri- 
gate on board which he himfelf was ordered to proceed,- 
as a paflenger, to England. On his return to the Medi- 
terranean he was again fent ambaffador to the emperor of 
Morocco ; but the fervices on which he was employed 
after this time were of a nature fo very uninterefting, 
that we find no mention whatever made of him till 
the 28th of March 171 8, when he was promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the white. In this ftatioh he accompanied 
fir George Byng, afterwards lord Torrington, to the 
Mediterranean, having hoifted his flag on board the Dor- 
fetfliire, a third rate. He bore a very diftinguifhed part 
in the celebrated aftlon ofFSyracufe, having finely engaged

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and captured one of the enemy's capital fhips, the Sanfta 
Ifabella. On the loth of March 1718-19, he was ad- 
vanced to be rear-admiral of the red, and after his return to 
England we do not find him to have again gone to fea. 
On the x6th of February 1722, he was, very defervedly, 
promoted to be vice-admiral of the white, an advancement 
ne did not long enjoy* being unhappily killed on the 22d 
of June 1723, by a fall from his horfe, while riding out 
for amufement as well as exercife, near his native place, 
Newcaftle-upon-Tyne, in the county of Northumber- 
land. 

DOYLEY, Edmund,— -appears, from the informatioa 
of fome, to have been the fon, but according; to the infcrip- 
tion on his grave-done, the grand-fon of fir W. D'Oyly, of 
Shottifham, in the county of Norfolk, baronet. His fa- 
mily was of great antiquity, and is faid, by Camden, to 
have been a younger branch of a moft ancient and honour- 
able ftock, bearing the fame name and long fettled in the 
county of Oxford. This divifion is faid to have taken 
place about the time of Henry the Third, when John, fon 
of Roger D'Oyly, married Rofe, daughter and one of the 
coheirs of fir William Danftone, of Stafford (hi re, knight, 
the defcendant of this gentleman having, in the reign of 
queen Elizabeth, married Anne, daughter of Edmund 
White, of Shottifliam, in the county of Norfolk, efq. 
He became poflefled of that eftate in confequence of the 
death of Edmund White, his brother-in-law, without 
ifTue. 

Captain Edmund D'Oytey having entered into the navy 
at a very early period of life, was, according to fome ac- 
counts, on the 15th of January 1695, appointed com- 
mander of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty guns ; but, 
from other information, which we believe to be the moft 
authentic, this commiffion does not bear date till the 6th 
of February. He foon after, obtained the command of a 
Ihip of the line, but was unfortunately employed in fome 
fervices and ftations fo little confequential, that no men- 
tion whatever is made of him after the peace at Ryfwic. 
His (hip being put out of commiflion, he was appointed 
page of honour to princie George of Denmark. On the 
profbeft of a fecond rupture with France, he was fent t« 
the Weft Indies, commander, as we believe, of the Col- 

chefter* 
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clwrfter. He there contracted a diforder which proved 
fatal to him almoft immediately after his arrival in Eng- 
land, whither he was obliged to return on account of his 
ill ftate of health*. 

DRAPER, John, — was, 'towards the end of the year 
1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Mordaunt, one 
of the (hips then on the Weft. India ftation. In the 
month of Auguft 1693, he was removed into fome other 
(hip, which was among thofe that returned to. Europe 
about that time under fir Francis Wheeler. On the 18th 
of June 1695, he was promoted to the command of the 
Haftings, a new frigate of thirty-four guns, and was, im- 
mediately afterwards, fent to the Weft Indies ; from 
whence he returned with a convoy of twelve merchant- 
fhips. He arrived in Ireland on the 31ft of December 
1695, after having -encountered a dreadful ftorm on his. 
paflage, which completely difperfed the veflels under his 
protection. After this time he continued to be employed 
in the command of the fame veflel as a cruifer off the cpaft 
of Ireland and at the entrance of the Englilh Channel. 
This fhip was at laft unhappily loft, off Waterfoid, on the 
loth of December 1697 > tne ca P^ m > as we ^ as all the 
crew perifhing. 

DARLE Y, Edward. — The firft account we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Charles firefhip on the 25th of April 1 695. No 
other mention is ever made of him after this time, 
except that he was, on the profpedt of a war with

France, in 1701, appointed to command one of the (hips 
fcnt out, under vice-admiral Benbow, to the Weft Indies, 
-where he died, on the 30th of July 1702. 

EDWARDS, John, — was appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Deptford, of fifty guns, in the month of November 
1692. He continued to ferve in the fame ftation during 
the following year; and after having afted in the fame 
capacity on board divers other fhips, was, on the 24th of 
April 1695, appointed to command the Flame firefhip. 
tie continued to hold the fame ftation during the enfuing 
fummer, and mod probably till the conclufion of the war, 
as we do not find any mention made of him, in any other 
line of fervice. He continued for many years totally un- 
noticed, for we have not been able to procure any infor-. 
mation concerning him till the year 1706, at which time 
he commanded the Naflau. He had the misfortune to 
tun this fliip a-ground, v/hich being imputed to his neg- 
lect, he was ordered to be tried by a court-martial, which 
was aflembled at Spithead on the 24th of December 
1706, and fentenced to pay a fine of 123 1. 3s, 90*. being 
equivalent to a year's pay, at 6 s. 9d. per diem. He 
was, however, n6t diftontinued from his command, as 
we find him fent out to Jamaica, in 1708, commanding 
officer of a fmall fquadron, confiding only of the Mon- 
mouth, a third rate, the Jerfey, a fourth, and the Roebuck, 
a fifth. Thefe (hips were ordered to join rear-admiral 
Wager, then commander-in-chief on thatftation, who 
•was, on his part, inftru&ed to fend home fuch veffels as 
were not in a proper condition for fervice, under the 
command of captain Edwards, who was to remove into 
the Expedition, which had been Mr. Wager's own ftip. 
We do not find any notice taken of him after his return, 
nor, indeed, any other mention made of him, except that 
he died, not having attained the rank of admiral, on the 
1 2th of February 17^6. 

ELKINS, or EKINS, Thomas.— The firft informa- 
tion we have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed 
commander of the Ruby Prrze on the 15th of April 1695. 
The different fervices and commands in which he was 
from time to time employee!, being very uninterefting, we 
do not find any other mention made of him till the year 
1704, at which time he commanded the Woolwich, of 

*• • * fifty- 
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fifty four guns. He was difmiffed from this (hip by the 
fentence of a court-martial, held on the nth of April in 
the above year, a charge being exhibited againft him of 
having taken a quantity of gold duft out of a Dutch 
Guineaman, which he accidentally met with at fea. 
Whether it was fuppofed the charge was not fufficiently 
proved, or that there were fome particular favourable cir- 
cumftances in his cafe, which appeared to leffen his delin- 
quency, we know not, but he was, after fome time, re- 
ceived again into the fervice, and appointed captain of the 
Aldborough, His fubfequent conduct, however, in fome 
meafure proved, by inference, hk former fentence not to 
have been too fevere, for falling again into fome improper 
conduct, which is not fpecially and particularly ftated, he 
was, a fecond time, and finally, difmiffed the fervice, by 
the fentence of a court-martial, held on the 26th of June 
1712. The time of his death is unknown. 

ELLIOT, Stephen. — We have a very remarkable and 

honourable account of this gentleman's firft entrance into 

the navy, as well as the caufe of it. He was, originally, 

matter of a fmall trading floop belonging to the illand of 

Jamaica, ,and being taken by a French frigate in the month 

j of Jupe 1694, was carried into Petit Guavas, in the ifland 

of Hifpaniola. He there learnt that the French were 

i projecting an attack on Jamaica, and raoft patriotically 

1 and fpiritedly refolved to make his efcape, and give the 

I necefiary intimation of the enemy's intention to fir WiU 

liam Beefton, the governor. He accordingly communi-

1 perilous voyage, reached Jamaica in perfect fafety. This 

extraordinary and' gallant enterprize being reported to 

king William, he not only immediately ordered a gold 

chain, of one hundred guineas value, and five hundred 

pounds in money to be given to captain Elliot, as well as 

fifty pounds to each of his brave companions, but alfo 

directed the board of admiralty to receive him into the; 

,navy, and give him at once the rank of captain, waving* 

On this occafion, that otherwife invariable rule of parting 

the feveral fubordinate ftations before he could regularly 

Jiaye obtained that honour.

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He was accordingly, on the 14th of January 1695% 
Appointed commander of the Maidftone frigate. He did 
not, however, long continue in this veflTel, being very foon 
afterwards removed into the Charles galley, Being 
ordered to cruife in the Englifli Channel, and off the 
coaft of France, in the month of November he diftin- 
guifhed himfelf very much in the attack of a French con- 
voy, of fifty fmall veflels, near Havre de Grace, and, not- 
withftanding they were pfote&ed by five private (hips of 
war of good force, he captured two, and was fo far fuccefs- 
ful as to drive a confiderable number of the remainder on 
fliore. In the month of May 1696, he had a fecond ren- 
counter of the fame nature, but not with fo much fuccefs* 
He was ordered to reconnoitre the port of Breft ; and be- 
ing clofe under the fhore fell in with two French fhips of 
war, one of them mounting forty-four, the other twenty- 
eight guns, having a number of coafters under their pro- 
te&ion. The two fhips of war immediately boredowr* 
to, and engaged the Charles galley, and had the gooa for- 
tune to prevent captain Elliot from capturing any of their 
charge, the merchant veflels having got fo far a-head as td 
be in fecurity. The enemy having accomplished their 
only motive for engaging, were content to leave their 
fingle antagonift with, at lead, the glory of having de- 
fended himfelf againft two fhips, the frhalleft of which 
was nearly his own force* He was, foon after this time, 
fent to convoy fome merchant-fhips to the Canaries, and 
back again from thence to England. After he had exe- 
cuted this fervice he was appointed to command a (hip of 
the line, but neither its name, nor ftation are mentioned, 
although he continued captain of the fame vedel during the 
whole of the peace. On the profpeft of a war with France, 
in 1 701, he was appointed to command one of the (hips (the 
Scarborough) fent out to the Weft I tidies under the 
command of vic« -admiral Benbow. He died at Jamaicat 

* As an additional proof of the high public ferifc entertained of 
his fervices on this occafion, his firft commiifion, although not made 
out and iflued, till the month of January 1695, was ante-dated on the 
24th 0/ June 1694 y a lingular and unprecedented compliment !'

FLETCHER, John, (26).— The firft information we 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed captain 
of the Hamplhire on the 24th of May 1695: in the be- 

S inning of the fpring 1697 *, he was lent to Hudfon's 
lay, where he was foon afterwards attacked by a French 
fquadron which defolated the coaft and fettlements on 
fhore, and deftroyed the Hampfhire as well as all the 
merchant-velTels that were found there. On this un- 
happy occafion captain Fletcher Ipft hfs life: the date 
given of this melancholy event is the 26th of Auguft 
1697. 

GROINGE, John, — was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Lyon, of fifty-two guns, one of the fhips 
fent, in the following year, to convoy the outward-bound 
Smyrna fleet. On the 27th of December 1695, he was 
appointed captain of the Seaford ; in the command of 
ivhich veflel he died, at fea, on the 14th of Auguft 1696. 
HADDOCK, Richard,— was the eldeft fon of the 
gallant and well-known fir Richard Haddock, who dif- 
tinguiflied himfelf fo much in the Dutch wars during the 
reign of ,king Charles the Second. We have already 
given fome account of fir Richard, as well as of his family 
and defcentt. Mr. Haddock purfuing the fteps of his 
worthy father, and having entered early in life into the 
navy, was, in the year 1692, appointed fifth lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond rate. lie was afterwards -advanced 
to an higher ftation in the fame rank of fervice', we be- 
lieve to be firft lieutenant of the London ; and on the 20th 
of September 1695, was promoted to the command of the 
Rye, a cruifing frigate in the Channel. While he held 
this ftation, which he continued to do till the conclufion 
of the war, he was very aftive and tolerably fuccefsfuU 
Being put out of commiflion after the peace at Ryfwic, 
"we hear nothing farther of him till the year 1704, at 
which time he commanded the Swallow, of fifty guns, one

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of the fleet fent to the Mediterranean under fir George 
Rooke *. At the battle off Malaga he was ordered, by 
the commander-in-chief, to lay, together with the Pan* 
ther, two frigates, and two firefliips, near a gun- (hot to 
windward of the Englifh line, that if the enemy (hould 
endeavour to break through with their firefhips and gallies^ 
they might aft as a referve, and be ready to repel them. 
His having been fo much farther removed from the fcene of 
danger than his companions, well accounts for his having 
had only one man killed and three wounded, in that me* 
morable engagement. 

We do not find any mention made of him, after this 
time, till the year 1707, when he was appointed to com- 
mand the convoy fent with the Ruflia fleet, which was, for 
greater fecurity, to be efcorted as far as the Orkneys 
by a ftrong fquadron, under fir William Whetftone. Th© 
misfortune which befel it t excited much clamour, and 
raifed, very undefervedly, no inconfiderable murmur both 
againjl fir William and captain Haddock J, but more 
particularly the former. We do not, however, find this 
gentleman ever noticed in the line of active fervice 
after this time. It is not improbable, that difguft at this 
very unmerited ill treatment might probably have occa-

acquaint them, that there were eleven fail in fight; but they, namely 
the mafters of the (hips that were taken, hearing no more of them for 
two days afterwards, and being within 100 leagues of Archangel, di<} 
truft to their failing, and made the bed of their way. Sometime 
after they fell into the enemy's hands they faw the three Engliih fliips

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fioned this retirement. It is certainly, however, no 
(lender proof how high this gentleman flood in the opinion 
of thofe who were at that time entrufted with the admini- 
ftration of naval affairs, that he was, in the year 1734, 
appointed comptroller of the navy, an office he continued 
to exercife for the fpace of fifteen years to the univerfal 
fatisfa&ion of all parties and defcriptions of men. Hav- 
ing attained a very advanced age, ill fuited to thc»ex edition 
of fo troublefome an office, he retired on a penfion of 
300 1. a year, in 1749, which he enjoyed till the time of 
his death, an event which took place in the month of 
April 1 75 1, at Mile-End. 

HERBERT, or HALBERT, Samuel—Nothing is 
known of this gentleman. The only circumftance that 
entitles him to a place here, is, that he is faid to have been 
appointed captain of the St. Alban's on the 23d of De- 
cember 1695. 

HICKMAN, John. — The firft intelligence we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Firebrand firefhip on the 14th of December 1695. 
He appears to have always continued in the fame line of 
unprofitable fervice, for* after having commanded the fhip 
above-mentioned during the remainder of the war, he was, 
on the profpefl: of a fecond rupture with France, in 1700, 
appointed to the Hawke firefhip, of which veflel he died 
captain on the 12th of June 1791. 

HODGSON, Thomas, or, as other accounts fay, 
Theophilus, — was, in 1693, appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Royal William, at that time commanded by the earl 
of Danby.* He was, on March 16, 1695, promoted to 
the command of the Queenborough frigate. In lefs than 
a week after this appointment he had the good fortune to 
capture a fmall privateer belonging to Calais, called the 
Efperance. This is the only mention we have found 
made of htm. The Queenborough was unfortunately 
loft; the captain and crew perifhing with the fhip on 
the 6th of May 1696. 

HOLMES, Robert, (2d)— after having ferved with 
very great reputation for a number of years as a lieutenant 
of different (hips, was, on the 2d of July 1695, appointed 
commander of the Henry Prize. He never attained any 
confequential command, as it appears he was put on the 
I fuper- 
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fupcrannuated lift in the year 171 1, with the half-pay of 
captain of a fifth rate only. The time of his death is 
uncertain. 

HOOPER, John, — was, in 1692, appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We hear no- 
thing of him afterwards, till he was, on the 16th of De- 
cember 1695, promoted to the command of the Penfance. 
He furvived this advancement but a very ftiort time, # for 
being foon afterwards removed into the Flamborough, he 
died captain of that fhip on the 1 6th of September fol- 
lowing. 

JACKSON, Richard, — was, on the 5th of February 
1695, appointed to command the Play Prize. In the 
command of this veflel we believe him to have been fuc- 
ceeded, on the following day, by captain Edm. Doyley. 
The name of the fhip into which he was afterwards re- 
moved does not appear ; he was fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 1 6th of Auguft following. 

JACKSON, John, — was, on the 3d of Auguft 1695, 
made commander of the Smyrna Fa&or. No mention 
is ever made of him in the iervice ; and it is believed he 
never obtained any more confequential command than that 
of a frigate. He was put on the fuperannuated lift in the 
year 1709, with a penfion equivalent to half-pay. He 
died on the 25th of December 1724, or, as others fay, 
1725. 

KENNEY, Thomas,-^was appointed fecond lieute- 
nant of the Hampfhire, a fourth rate, in the year 1693* 
On the 9th of Auguft 1695, he was promoted to the 
command of the Swan, a fmall frigate, in which he con- 
tinued during the war without having an opportunity of 
diftinguifhing himfelf. After the acceffion of queen Anne 
he was appointed to a fifth rate and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he was, in the year 1703, advanced to the command 
of the Falmouth, of forty-eight guns. This (hip was taken 
by two French Ihips of war, on the 4th of Auguft 1704* 
after a vigorous defence, in the courfe of which captain 
Kenney was killed. This circumftance has, however, 
been deemed of not fufficient confequence to be taken 
notice of by hiftorians! who have been filent as to thi* 
engagement,

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MOORE, Chriftopher, — was, on the 28th of June 
1695, appointed commander of the 'Mary galley, and 
unhappily died, before he had any opportunity of diftin- 
guifhing himferf, on the 29th of April in the following 
year, 

PASSENGER, William.— This brave and excellent 
commander was appointed third lieutenant of the Royal 
Catherine in the year 1692. After having ferved, with 
very diftingnifhed reputation, in the fame capacity on 
board different fhips, he was promoted, on the 20th of 
May 1695, to the command of the Vefuvius firefliip : he 
moft probably continued in the fame veffel during the war, 
as we do not find any mention made of him during the 
reign of king William. His advancement in the navy 
was extremely flow, a considerable number of years 
having elapfed before he had any opportunity either of 
diftinguifhing himfelf, or obtaining a command cohfe- 
quential enough to attract the notice of the public, by 
carrying any memorable enterprize into execution. On 
the acceflion of queen Anne he was appointed captain of 
the Shoreham, a frigate of thirty-two guns, and employed 
principally as a cruifer, or in occafionally convoying the 
coafting trade from port to port, and to and from Ireland. 

The firft information we have of him after this is, in 
the year 1706, at which time he commanded the Royal 
Anne, a firft rate, on board which {hip fir George Byng 
carried his flag as vice-admiral of the blue fquadron. He 
fignalifed himfelf in a moft remarkable .manner at the 
fiege of Alicant, m the month of July, where the land- 
force, that could be fpared from the main army, being 
found infufficient to the profecution of fo great an enter- 
prize, it was deemed neceflary to form a ftrong body of 
feamen, confiding of forty picked men from every fliip in 
the fleet, to be commanded by naval officers, appointed by 
the commander-in-chief; of thefe captain Paflenger was 
one. The land-forces deftined to co-operate in, and 
which were indeed to have led the attack, were com- 
manded by a very gallant officer of the name of Rapin, 
who was a major in lord Mohun's regiment. This gen- 
tleman puttied forward with the greateft expedition and 
fpirit, in hopes of having the honour of being the firft 
perfon who mould enter the breach. His men were a,t 
' firft 
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firft rcptilfcd ; and before he could rally them, the naval 
corps, with captain Paflenger at its head, fuperceded 
him in his glorious attempt; and the latter is by 
fome even faid to have been, hirhfelf, the firft man 
who mounted the breach. Thefe authors farther add, 
that five of his boat's crew, who aflifted him in climbing 
the breach, were killed and wounded ; but that with the 
remainder of his people, who fcarcely amounted to thirty, 
he kept the enemy at bay; and with very little other 
affiftance is faid to have put to flight a body of four or 
five hundred men, who had fuddenljr collected on the firft 
alarm, taking from them feveral pnfoners, among whom 
were two captains of horfe. Major Rap in entering the • 
town immediately afterwards, at the head of his grena- 
diers, the complete reduction of this important place wa* 
effected with the lofs of only feventeen men killed. 

This very fpijrited and fuccefsful undertaking is among 
thofe deferving the greater praife, as being made in a line 
of extraneous fervlce, which, to fay the leaft of it, a naval 
officer jnuft be totally unaccuftomed to the conduct of *• 
It is very extraordinary, although a cjrcumftance not al* 
together uncommon, that no mention is made of this 
gentleman after the above time, till the year 171 7, at 
which time, high as was his rank in the fervice, he had ria 
greater command than that of the Gloucefter, a fourth 
rate, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, during that fum- 
mei, to the Baltic, under the command of his former ad- 
miral, fir Geofge Byng. 

He does not appear to have ever gone to. fea, as a nayal 
coixynander, after this time ; but, on the 25th of Febru- 
ary 1719, retired on the very honourable appointment of 
commiflloner of the victualling-office, a ftation he re- 
tained andexercifed, with the higheft credit, till the tirjie 
of His death, which happened on- the 10th of March 
1728. 

* Such is the account given of this memorable tranfaclion, by 
JSoyer, on what authority does not appear. It differs materially 
from that, infer ted by Lcdiard, Campbell, Leake, and others ; but 
although the latter gentleman afcribes the honour of having firft cn-

ponton, 
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POULTON, or POLTON, Thomas, — was ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Kent, of feventy;guns, in 
the year 1692. He was afterwards promoted to be firft 
lieutenant of the Cambridge ; and from that ftation ad- 
vanced, on the 7th of February 1695*, to be captain of 
the Charles galley. We find him ftationed, during the 
courfe of this year, to protect the fiihery off the coaft of 
Suflex ; a fervice, in which he acquired all the reputation 
that could be gained in fuch an employment, by an un- 
wearied* exertion of the only faculty by which he could* 
in fuch a ftation, poflibly gain- credit, diligence- The 
moft remarkable incident, however, which particularly 
diftinguifhed him was, his capturing two privateers oft 
Rye, in the month of April, which had long reigned 
unmolefted, and had committed very confiderable depre- 
dations on that coaft. His laudable attention to the un- 
profitable duties of this command, procured him 16 be 
promoted, towards the clofe of the year, Jo the Gloucefter, 
a fourth rate; in which (hip he was afterwards fent, under 
commodore Moody, to convoy the outward-bound Tur« 
key fleet. In 1698 we find him captain Qf the Weymotith,. 
one of the Mediterranean fquadron, under the command 
of vice-admiral Aylmer ; but a time of peace can furnifll 
few or no incidents in the line of fervice that can profeflio- 
nally grace the life or character of a naval commander. 
Captain Poulton returned to England in the month of 
Jiuie 1699, but fcarcely furvived his arrival, as it is faid 
by fome, although it is much doubted by others, that he 
was killed in a duel, at Portfmomh, by Mr. Cavendi(b, 
On the 20th of the above-mentioned month. All agree 
in the time of this gentleman's death, notwithstanding 
they differ in the mode of it. 

REEVES, Daniel, — was, in 1692, appointed fectond 
lieutenant of the Dover ; and from thence promoted, id 
the following fpring, to the fame ftation on board the 
Victory ; in which feip he continued to ferve during the

following 
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following year. On the a8th of June 1695, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Deptford, a fourth rate* 
He did not long continue in this (hip, being appointed, 
on the 27th of November following, captain of the New* ' 
caftle. There are fome who imagine this gentleman to 1 
Jiave taken rank onlv from the latter appointment, but in 
this they are miftaken. During the time he held the 
command of the Deptford, he was employed as a cruizer 
under fir Cloudefley Shovel, who, for the principal part 
of the time alluded to, held the Channel command. 

This gentleman does not appear to have been fortunate 
enough to have met with any opportunity of diftinguifliing 
himfelf out of the common routine of ferVice ; but by a dili- 
gent attention to the feveral duties of it, both during this 
and all his fubfequent commands, he appears to have been 
cfteemed, oa all occafions, as a very deferving officer, 
having been retained in commiffion during the whole of 
the enfuing peace. He died commander of a fhip of the 
line, -but too foon after the recommencement of war with 
France and the acceflion of queen Anne, to have any op- 
portunity of being more fortunate. His death took place 
Ion the 513d of September 1702. 

RIPLEY, William. — The only particulars known 
relative to this gentleman are, that he was appointed cap- 
tain of the Royal Tranfport on the nth of December 
1695, and was unfortunately drowned at fea in the month 
*>f Auguft 1697, whether by the lofs of the fhip, or by 
what may be termed a private accident, does not appear. 

RVSS&L, William *.— We have no intelligence of this 
gentleman till we find him, on the 19th of Auguft 1695, 
appointed captain of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty- 
two guns. We do not find any other mention made of 
him, nor did he ever obtain, either during the reign of king 
William or afterwards, any hjgher command than that of 
a frigate. He died in the Weft Indies on the 30th of 
June 1703, being at that time qaptain of tjbe Experi- 
ment, a frigate of thirty-tvyo guns. 

SHEERM AN, Richard, — is a gentleman of whom as 
little is known as of the preceding. The firft intelli-

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gence we have of him is, that he was appointed captain of 
the Orford on the 26th of O&ober 1695 : and we have 
not been able to colleS any other information concerning 
him, except that he died in the Weft Indies on the 15th 
•f June 1099, being then commander of the Gloucefter. 

SWANTON, Thomas,— was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the St. Michael, of ninety guns, in the year . 
1692. He afterwards ferved in the fame ftation on board 
divers other fhips ; and was promoted to the command of 
the Queenborough frigate, on the '8th of May 1695. The 
early part of his fervice had nothing in it memorable 
enough to make its way into public notice ; and he never, 
during the reign of king William, obtained any com- 
mand fuperior to that of a frigate. On the recommence- 
ment of war with France, after the accefliQn of queen 
Anne, he was appointed captain of the Exeter, of fixty 
guns, and failed in that (hip for the Mediterranean, in the 
year 1703, under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel. 
That admiral, when on his return to England in the 
month of September, detached captain Swanton with a fmall 
fquadron*, of which he adted as commander or commo- 
dore, to Tunis and Tripoli, in order to renew the exifting 
treaties of peace with thofe troublefome ftates. He was 
alfo ordered, that when he fhould have executed this part 
of his commiflion, he fhould repair to Scanderoon to join 
captain Jumper, who had a little time before been fent 
thither with a convoy. 

He appears to have executed this truft with equal dili- 
gence, attention, and afliduity ; and afterwards, according 
to his inftructions, failed for the Levant, where he put him- 
felf under the command of commodore Jumper ; and, it is 
believed, returned with that gentleman to England in the 
month of December following. 

We fuppofe him after this time, except during the year 
1704, to have been generally, if not entirely, employed 
on the Mediterranean ftation : but no mention is made of 
him till the year 171 1 ,and even then in no other way than as 
having been commodore of the fquadron fent, with a 
reinforcement of troops fdr the army in Spain, from Vado 
bay to Barcelona. The peace at Utrecht being con-

eluded 
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eluded very fbon after this, it is not to be wondefed tfisit 
we do not find any mention made relative to him in the 
Kne of fervice. 

In the year 17 15 he Was appointed commlffioner of the 
navy, refident at Plymouth ; from which veiy honourable 
ftation he was, in the following year, advanced to be 
comptroller of the ftore-keepers of the navy accounts; and 
from thence promoted, in 171 8, to be comptroller of the 
Havy. This highly honourable office he continued to fill . 
till the time of his death, which happened on the 17th of 
January 1 722-3. 

SYMOw DS, Jqhn^— was appointed third lieutenant 
of the Elizabeth, of feventy guns, in 1692. We do not 
know what intervening c&mmiflions he held between this x 
time and the 7th of December 1695*, when he was ap- 
pointed captain of the Vulture firefhip. He was very * 
foon afterwards promoted to the command of a (hip of the 
line, and continued to be employed in that ftation during 
the enfuing peace. We do not find any other mention 
made of this gentleman , except that he died at Barbadoes 
on th«f 19th of January 1700, being at that time com- 
mander df the Jerfey* 

THATCHER, Thomas,— in the year 1693, ferved as 
firft lieutenant of the Oxford, of fifty- four guns.. We do 
not know any thing more of him trll the 19th of October 
1695, when he was promoted to the command of the 
Biddeford, He died in the Weft Indies on the 20thof 
Auguft 1697, in what particular (hip does not appear. 

TOLLETj Anthony*— This very brave, and, in fome 
fefpe&s, unfortunate man, was, at the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Forefight, of 
forty-two guns, a (hip employed, during the enfuing year, 
on the Virginia ftation, whither (he proceeded with a 
convoy. As this is the firft information we have rela- 
tive to this gentleman, fo alfo have we not been able tg 
learn any thing farther concerning him till we find him, 
on the 23d of March 1695, appointed captain of the Sea- 
horfe, a fmall frigate of twenty-four guns. He did not 
long remain in this veffel, having, hy his diligence and 
activity fo far recommended himfelf to the notice of men,

in power, that he was very.foon promoted to the com- 
mand of a (hip of the line; but neverthelefs does not 
appear to have had any opportunity of introducing him- 
felf more publicly into notice, by any of thofe brilliant 
atchievements which are, in general, indifpenfibly necef- 
fary to the acquifitioh of popular favour. He continued 
to command a fhip of the line nearly during the whole of 
the enfuing peace ; and we believe him, among other fer- 
vices, to have been employed, for a part or that time, 
on the Mediterranean ftation, under Mr. Aylmen 

As he had no diftinguifhable command for many years 
after the acceflion of queen Anne, but on the contrary 
appears to have been conftantly employed on fervices in 
which it was next to an impoflibility tor him to acquire 
renown, it is by ho means furprifing that we do not find 
any mention made of him by hiftorians. His principal 
employment appears to have been, that of convoying the 
coafting trade from port to port, or cruifing in the Chan- 
nel. The moft confequential fervice in which we find 
him engaged, during this uninterefting period, was, in the 
month of September 1705, at which time he was captain 
of the Kingsfilher, a fmall fourth rate. He then afted as 
commodore of a fmall* force, which was ordered to con- 
voy the homeward-bound Eaft India fleet; a duty he very 
diligently and fuccefsfully fulfilled. 

Sometime in the courie of the following year he was 
moft defervedly promoted to the command of the Aflurance, 
a third rate. He continued varioufly employed, and in no 
very memorable fervice, till the month of March 1708-9. 
He was at that time commodore of a fmall fquadron, hav-. 
in'g under their convoy a fleet of merchant -(hips, home- 
ward-bound from Ireland, when he unfortunately fell in 
with that well-known French commander, Du Guai 
Troiiin, who had under his command a force much fupe* 
rior to that of the E»gli(h. Captain Toilet's fquadron^ 
when he failed from Cork on the 25th of February, Con- 
fifted of the Aflurance of feventy guns, the Sunderland of 
fixty,;the Hampfhire arid Ahglefea of fifty guns each : he 
was afterwards joined by the Afliftance, alio of fifty guns, 
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. *" CoiaGQira, of the Kingsfi&er pf forty-fix guns, the Burlington of 
fifty, md the Dartmouth of forty. 
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from Kinfale, with the trade from that port bound* to 
England : but the Sunderland and Anglefea having loft 
company foon afterwards, he became much inferior to the 
French commodore, who had with him four (hips of two 
decks, his own mounting feventy-fix guns. Campbell 
has inferted an account of this aftjon, taken, as it is faid, 
from captain Toilet's own papers, but which is nothing 
more than a copy verbatim from the nanative of the 
action, given by Lediard in a note ; and which itfelf is 
nothing but a modification of the Gazette, No, 4521, with 
the terms and language fomewhat pofifhed and amend- 
ed. The letter itfelf giving the original account is dated 
on board. the AfTurance, in the Hamoze, March the 3d, 
1708-9, and is to the following effect : " On Sunday 
lair, failing from Ireland, the Anglefea and Sunderland 
loft company with us, and went away with fome part of 
our fleet. Ycfterday morning, about five o'clock, we faw* 
four fail ftanding after us, we fleering away E. by N„ 
the Lizard then bearing about N. N. E. diftant, by efti- 
mation, about eight leagues. About feven they came 
within random (hot and then brought to. We then made 
a fignal for the Hampfhiie and Affiftance to draw into & 
line, and another for the merchant-fhips to bear away, 
which they took no notice of. 

" About eight they bore down to us, having made the 
fignal for a line ; and when they came within mufket- 
fhot hoifted French colours. The commodore, who was 
in a fliip mounting feventy guns or upwards, came rang- 
ing along our larboard-fide, and fell on board us, fo that we 
engaged yard-arm and yard-arm for almoft the fpace of 
half an hour; during which he plied us fo warmly with 
fmall fhot, that he cut off moft of our marines and (earner* 
quartered upon deck : he after that, put off and felbfoor* 
after on board again on our lee-fide ; firft ranging on our 
bow, and 'then on our quarter. We fired upon him, with 
the utmoft vigour, our upper-deck and part of our lower- 
deck guns, fo that we obliged htm to. quit us once iribre > 
flandirig away a^head of us toSvards.the merchant-fMps \ 
then the three other fhips, of forty and fifty guns each,." . 
eame ra.nging alotag our fidefftrmg feveral broadfides into 
us, and after that bore away as the former. The damage 
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we feeeived was very great, having our fhijTs fide, in a 
great many places, (hot through and thrqugh, our (hrowds 
and back-ftays cut to pieces, as alfo our main and falfe-. 
4tay, (now called the preventer-ftay) which, if not timely 
feen, had occafioned the lofs of our maft ; our fore-fail 
and fore- top- fail were torn to pieces, the beft bower cut 
away by their (hot, one of the flukes of the fpare anchor 
ijiot off, and the imall bower by the enemy's boarding 
.driven through our (hip's bow. We endeavoured with 
what difpatch we could, to fix our rigging, which took up 
fome time, and berit a new fore-fail, and fore-top-fail ; 
after that, -We all bore down to fecure what merchant- 
{hips we cou]d, expe&ing likewife to engage the enemy 
.again, which they declined, .(landing away to cut off part 
of our convoy, which might, if they had regarded our 
fignal, have got in (hore and been fecure. » Some we 
brought in here, and, when engaged, faw others bear 
away for Falmouth, fo that we are not certain how many 
they took. The difpute lafted about two hours, in the 
beginning of which our captain was wounded upon deck, 
whither he was carried in a chair, having, for almofl: four. 
months, being fo ill as to be unable to go but of his 
cabin. 

" Our firft lieutenant was (hot in the leg, which he got 
dre fled. and returned to his charge on the deck : our fecond 
was killed, as were alfo feveral of the French (refugee) 
officers, that we brought with us from Ireland, and fome 
of them wounded. We are not certain how manv jof 
our own men were killed and wounded, not having been 
able to mufter the remainder ; but believe our lofs has 
been very great, the a&ipn having been fa fevere, and the 
(harpnefs.of the whole having lain upon our (hip, which 
makes us believe the Hampfhire and Afliftance have jnot 
received any material damage. 

" P. S. Captain Tudor, who commanded the Aflift- 
ance, is dead ot his wounds. This (hip (the Affurance) 
had twenty-five men killed, and fifty-three wounded, 
fome of them mortally. In the Hampfliire were two 
killed and eleven wounded; in the Affiffiance eight killed 
and twenty-one wounded. The FrencK officers who 
were on board greatly diftingyiflied themftlves, and by 
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their gallantry contributed very much to the prefemtkm 
ofthefliip*." 

Captain Toilet was, as appears by the foregoing ac- 
count, wounded in the a&ion, and is fuppofed by mod 
people to have died in confequeilce, very foon afterwards: 
this, however, we believe to be a miftake ; he certainly 
furvived and lived for fome years, although he does not 
appear to have returned to the fervice : and it is not im- 
probable, that the injuries he received on this occafion 
might ultimately caufe his death, the precife time of which 
is unknown. 

; URRY, William.— We find nothing faid of this gen- 
tleman till he was, on the. 5th of September 1605, ap- 
pointed captain of the Swallow, of fifty guns* He does 
not, however, appear t# have taken rank from this time, 
as captain of a fourth rate, his name being omitted in an 
official lift of commanders of that clafs, made out at the 
conclufion of the peace. He was appointed to fome (hip, 
the name of which does not appear, and unfortunately ac- 
quitted himfelf fo ill, that, according to the moft favour- 
able accounts, he was difmiiTed the tervice. Others treat 
this matter much more ferioufly, and infift he wasaftually 
condemned to fuffer death, but afterwards pardoned. The 
' particulars of the offence itfelf are no where pofitively 
mentioned; fome perfons affirming it was a mere negleft 
of duty only, otherwife a pofitive want of fpirit. 

WARD, John, (2d) — was, on the 27th of May 1695, 
appointed captain of the Lyme* No other mention is 
made of him till the year 1700, at which time he com- 
manded the Canterbury galley, one of the fmall fquadron 

* It appears that the French chef d'efcadre had but little reafon to 
boaft of his a drainage ; he loft a confide r able number of his men, hit 
{hips were all of them very roughly haodled and much damaged ; and 
to counterbalance thefe loffes, he took but five prizes, three of which 
only got into port, the remainder being wrecked on the coaft of Eng- 
land. Monfieur Du Guat himfelf, and the French journalifts, be- 
haved on this occafion with an unufual candour which rarely marked 
their conduit, particularly at this time. They commended, in tne kigheft 
terms, tne bravery of the Englifh, and were hqt afhamcd to confefs 
tbetr own lofs. They even acknowledged that their Chips were moft 
roughly treated,. infomuch, that had the force of their opponents been 
ever fo little ftronger, it would have been extscmery difficult for them 
to have cfcaped. 
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at that time ftationed in the -Streights under commodore 
Muriden. The moil, and indeed only remarkable cir- 
curaftance we have been able to meet with, relative to this 
gentleman's naval life is, that in the year above-men* 
tioned, be brought to England an envoy extraordinary 
from the Tripoline dates, with a prefent of Barbary horfes 
for king William. No mention is afterwards made of 
him in the fervice, nor do we believe him to have held 
any other com million. He retired altogether from adive 
life in the year 1705, with a penfion of 91I. 5.5. a year, 
being equivalent to the half pay of that day given to the 
commander of a fixth rate. He died on the 19th of Ja- 
nuary 171 7. 

WARELL, or WORRELL, John,— was appointed 
commander of the Adventure on the 9th of April 1695; 
but, according to another account, which we believe to be 
authentic, did not take rank as a captain in the navy till 
the 23d of December following, when he was appointed 
to the Chatham. He was retained in oommiflion we be- 
lieve during the whole* of the enfuiog peace, being .ap- 
pointed, in 1697, to command the Sorlings, of thirty-two 
Sins, and fent to Newfoundland in the following year, 
e failed from thence as convoy to the {hips bound for 
the Mediterranean, and conduced them with much at- 
tention to Leghorn, where he arrived in fafety towards 
the latter end of November. He continued inihe Medi- 
terranean for a confiderable time, but we have not been 
able to learn any thing fartherof htm during the remainder 
of king William '« reign,. 

Nor were the fervices m which he was employed, after 
the acceflion of queen Arrne ? in any degree more memor- 
able; for although we have reafon to believe he was cpn r 
ftantly in commiiEon, we find no other mention made of 
him, except that he died in the Weft Indies on the 16th of 
December 1706, being at that time commander of the 
Crown. 

WELBY, Jofeph, — was, on the 26th of February 
1695, appointed captain of the Lizard,, a fixth rate. He 
was immediately ordered out as a cruifer in the Irifh fea, 
where, by his diligence and adivity, he met with great 
fuccefs againft the enemy's privateers. He was for a' very 
jfliort time, in the month of May following, removed intg 
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the Jolly Prize, a fmall frigate taken not long before 
from the French ; but refumed his former command before 
the end of June ■*. He was fent to the Mediterranean 
early in the following year, and was unhappily loft, off 
Toulon, on the 31ft of May 1696, his whole crew pe* 
rifhing with him. 

WHITAJCER, Samuel,-~.is fuppofed to be the brother 
of the well-known fir Edward Whitaker. He entered 
very early in life into the navy ; but we have no informa- 
tion of his having received any commiffion till the latter 
end of the year 1092, when he was appointed fecond lieu*' 
tenant of the Eflex. On the 15th of June 1695, he was 

STomofed to the command of the kark. This (hip was, 
uringthe remainder of the year, attached to the fquadron, 
Commanded by fir Cloudefley Shovel, in the Channel ; 
and, in 1696, employed in the fame ftation as an attend- 
ant on the main fleet, under the command of the lord 
Berkeley of Stratton. Soon after this time he was pro- 
moted to a fmall (hip of the line, which he continued to 
command during nearly the whole of the enfuing peace. 
Not long after the acceffion of qiieen Anne he was made 
captain of the Nottingham, of fixty guns. Jn this (hip he 
accompanied fir George Rooke to the Mediterranean in

" On the 23d inftant we had an account from Tenby, that a pri- 
vateer (loop bad chaced a vcffel on more near the Town, and had tafcen 
another. Notice of this being fent to captain Welby, commander of 
his majefiy's fhip the Lizard, then in our harbour, lie failed immedi- 
ately, without flaying for the provifions he came hither to take on 
board, and went in purfuit of the privateer. About four in the after? 
noon he retook the prize, which was a vcffel of about forty tons bur* 
then, bound tQ Wexford. Being afterwards informed that the fame 
privateer had that afternoon chafed another fmall vefiel over the bar 
pf Berry, he followed him thither; but not thinking it fafe to go in 
With the king''* fhip, he got a fmall vefiel from Tenby, and putting on 
board her four of his. guns, and forty men, went himfelf to take the 
privateer, leaving the charge of the Lizard to his lieutenant. On the 
£5tb he got over Berry bar, (hewing but fix men on the deck till he 
Came to an anchor along-fide the privateer; who, after firing tenor 
twelve guns, yielded (without a man being hurt qn either fide) together 
tfithafinaJlveffcl | herprize. , . f ♦..-.,. r 
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*he year 1704. In this expedition he bore a very diftin- 
gqithed (hare, having (hewn the greateft gallantry both in 
the aflault of- Gibraltar, and the tattle off Malaga which 
$ook place foon after. The fervices on which he was, 
after this time, employed, were not confequential enough 
$0 ertfitle them to any particular relation, even were we 
snore accurately acquainted with their nature than we 
really are. His merit was, however, confpicuous enough, 
even in that quiet fphere of duty in which he moved, to 
attract the notice and attention of fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
who did him the honour, in the year 1706, to procure his 
^ppoiritrqent to be captain of the Aflbciation, of ninety 
guns ; on board which fhip he (the admiral) hoi (led his 
flag as commander-in-chief of the expedition to the Me- 
diterranean, principally deftined againft Toulon. This 
rooft honourable patronage was, however, in this prefent 
jnftance, an unfortunate one, captain Whitaker having 
experienced the fame unhappy fate which befel his admi- 
ral, upon the Scillyrocks, on the 23d pf O&ober 1707. 

WORTHINGTON, Samuel, — was, on the 28th of 
September 1695, appointed commander of the Virgin's 
Prize* His naval life was unhappily but of (hort duration, 
as he. was drowned, at Harwich, on the 16th of O&ober 
1697, being at *h*t ****** commander of the Poole,

ARRIS, Robert.^-The firft intelligence we meet with 
relative to this gentleman is, that he was appointed, at the 
latter end of the^year 1692, to be firft lieutenant of the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate. He continued to ferve with 
much reputation, and principally, we believe, on board the 
fame (hip, till the 28th of April 1696, when he was pro* 
moted to the command of the Mermaid. We belkve 
him not to have quitted this fhip till the conchifion of the 
war ; after which he moft probably continued unemployed 
till the re-commencement of hoftilities with Frajice, after 
the acceflion of queeji Anne. 

#4 He 
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He was, not long after that event took place, appointed 
to command the Pembroke, of fixty guns; and, in 1703* 
accompanied fir Cloudefley Shovel to the Mediterranean* 
He was difpatched by that admiral, together with the 
Tartar, commanded by captain Cooper, with a fupply of 
arms, ammunition, and money, to the relief of the 
Cevenois, and to concert meafures with their chiefs for 
their farther fupport^t a future time, Thefe fhips.quitted 
the fleet at Altea, and flood in to the gulph of Narbonne, 
having on board two French pilots, who were fuppofed to 
be extremely well acquainted with the cbaft, and three 
French refugee gentlemen, who went on board the fleet 
jurpofely to facilitate the communication between the 
nfurgents and the allied fleet. 

As the difappointment which took place in thisexpedi* 
tion was highly grievous to the nation, we cannot, per- 
haps, do a greater juftice to the chara&er of captain 
Arris, than by giving a fuccinft account of the whole 
tranfa&ion, from which it will very .evidently appear 
the failure was by no means owing to captain Arris, or'to 
the commander-in-chief himfelf, but to a train of mifma* 
riagement and delays at home, added to a treafonable in- 
telligence, through which the enemy had perfect know* 
ledge of the whole intended plan of operations. 

On the. 4th of September, -the Tartar and Pembroke, 
who. had parted from the fleet a few days before, took a 
Tartan,- near I vica, of about eighty tons burthen, laden 
with corn and other commodities. The mafter, who was 
by birth a Frenchman, and a nafive of Agde, a town fitu-. 
ated near the gulph of Narbonne, being brought on board 
the Pembroke, frankly told captain Arris, and his French 
paflengers, that he was perfectly well acquainted with the 
nature of their expedition ; and that when he was laft ^t 
Agde, which was not long before that time, the mar thai 
de Montreval* with feveral engineers, came to furyey that 
coaft; but not being able, on the fpur of the occafionj to 
raife fuch fortifications as were deemed neceflary for its 
defence, that general harf ordered all perfons, capable of 
bearing arms, to repair to certain rendezvous, which he 
afligned them, as foon as any alarm-guns fhould be fired 
from fort Brefcou. 
r <. ■"■ - 1 - - # The 
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The matter farther added, that all Lower Languedoc 
\vas in the greateft confternation, from an apprehenfion 
that the allied fleet would land a body of troops in that 
Country and relieve the Camifards. This account ex- 
ceedingly furprifed both' the Engliih commanders and 
the French meflengers ; they both began to doubt much 
the fuccefs of an expedition, of which it now appeared 
the French had long had notice, and had taken fufficient 
care to fecure themfelves from the confequences of an 
attack. On the nth of September the Pembroke and 
Tartar had the good fortune to capture three French 
Tartanes, and on the 15th of the fame month entered the 
gulph of Narbonne* 

The pilots which had been provided for them proved 
to intolerably unflcilful and ignorant, that the Englifh 
captains were obliged to commit, in a great decree, the 
charge of the (hips to their prifoners, particularly Trophy, 
the matter, ' whom they had firft taken : induced on the 
one fide .by promifes, and on the other by. threats, they 
proved very faithful to their truft, and were Angularly 
ufeful. On the 17th they naffed Narbonne, Vias, and 
Beziers; but as foon as the lhips came in fight of Agde, 
four guns were fired from fort Brefcou to alarm the inha- 
bitants, who immediately aiTembled, well armed and in 
very formidable numbers. When they arrived off the 
port of Cette, two French gallics made towards the Eng- 
lifh (hips, upon which captain Arris immediately flood off 
from the (hore, hoping to draw the enemy after him; but 
the French perceiving this feint, took to their oars and 
immediately made the beft of their way back to the port. 
On the fame day captain Arris held a council, at which 
captain Cooper, the three French gentlemen, and the 
pilots affifted, when the following resolution wa$ agreed 
on: 

" September 17, 1703, at nine in the morning, at a 
confujtation held on board her majefty's (hip the Tartar, 
in thq gulph of Narbonne, off Agde, it is refolved, that, 
as the wind is now W. S. W. it is beft for the fhips to 
anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, and if we believe 
purfelves not.near enough to make lignals from our Chips, 
- to fend our boats as near as poflible we can, to make them 

for us, in order to give our fricjads notice of our arrival. 
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This refult is agreed on by the perfons who- have here- 
unto fet our names,

The wind flufting foon afterward* to the fouth-weft, 
and falling almoft to a calm, the En^liftY (hips were un- 
able to reach their place of deftination that ni^ht; thp 
Tartar, therefore, was ordered to make (ail and ftand a$, 
clofe in towards the Ihore as poffible ; which that flup 
accordingly did, and the next day came to, in ten fathom 
water, as did the Pembroke in thirteen, being at that tjme 
about two miles diftant from the land : they there made 
the receflary fignals, as they were direded by their fecret 
inftruftioiu in the hand-writing <>f lord Nottingham.. 
The French emilfaries finding the fignals were not an- 
(wered, propofed to captain Arris, th*t they would them- 
(elves go clofe to the fhore to procure Intelligence, ff 
poffible, provided he would fumifh then! with a boat? 
m ell manned and armed for that purpofe. This fpirite<J 
offer being, eagerly accepted, the boat was ordered to be 
ready by break of day ; and the Tartar was alfo intended 
♦o be fent in, for their better proteflfion, as clofe to. the 
jhore as her draught of water would permit. When the 
appointed time arrived it unluckily fell dead calm ; and the 
two gallies, already mentioned, having got out of the 
mold, and laying on their oars ready to intercept any boat 
that fliouM attempt to aporoach the land, it was not 
thought advifeable to profecute the enterprise; and a 
fecond council, which was immediately convened on board 
the Pembroke, came to the following resolution : 
*' Dated on board the Pembroke, September the 18th, at 
twelve o'clock, dtftant 4 leagues N. W. from Cette. 
«' In purfuance of the refolution of the council held 
yefterday, in the morning, on board the Tartar, in which 
it was decided to anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, 
the neceffary meafures were taken to carry the fame into 
execution ; but the wind fhifting from the weft north- 
weft, to the fouth-weft, and falling almoft calm, the 
pilots did not think h adyifeable to anchor, as they could 
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not get the fhip near enough to the ftrore. At fix in the 
evening a frefli breeze at weft having fprung up, the 
Tartar was ordered to Stretch a-tiead, as was immedi- 
ately done, that (hip having flood into ten fathom water, 
the land by judgment about two miles diftant. The 
fignals were then made as dsre&ed in captain Arris's 
order, who himfelf repeated the fame in a fhort time after* 
No anfwer, however, was made from the (horej upon 
which the (hips flood off all night with little wind, blow- 
ing unfteadily from every different quarter in the com- 
pafs, as wjtnefs our hands." Signed as the laft. 

" At a confukatiori held on board her majefly's (hip 
Pembroke, this 18th day of September, it was the opinion 
of the pilots not to venture in (hore again for tear of 
the many alterations of the wind, which now take place, 
added to the fear of th*t tempeftuous weather ufual at 
this time of the year. This opinion being confirmed by 
the teftimony of the French prifoners, the captains, Arris 
and Cooper, having ad vi fed with the aforefaid French 
gentlemen, in relation to the aforefaid pilots opinion, 
have thought it neceffary to make the beft of their way 
to the general rendezvous, fince nothing more could be 
attempted. Witnefs our hands.' 1 See page 12,2. 
" In confequence of the foregoing refolution, the Pem- 
broke and Tartar failed for Leghorn, where they arrived 
on the 23d of September, after having encountered a vi- 
olent ftorm while working out of the gulph of Lyons. 
As foon as the Pembroke and Tartar joined the fleet, 
captain Arris made a report of the expedition to the 
gdmiral. Mr. Portales, and Mr. La Belliere alfo, who 
had been eye-witnefles of the captain's good conduct and 
2eal in that fervice, having afterwards waited on fit 
Ploudefley, he told them " he was very well fatisfie4 
with what they had done fince they had made that gulph, 
which was before looked upon as unapproachable, accef- 
fible and eafy for all undertakings. And though (added 
the admiral) you have not fucceeded in the defign of giv- 
ing relief to our friends, the Cevenois, yet they will fee 
We have been as good as our word. I am alfo the more 
gkd of your difcovery, becaufe it wilt be eafier in future 
to relieve- them that way, if we fend a ftjuadfon early into 
jthe gulph." Such was the $nd of an expedition, of 
1 , r J *" ' , which 
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Which the rnoft Janguine hopes and expectations had been 
formed in England ; but we certainly have feen that no 
pan of its failure can be imputed to captain Arris. 

He was foori after his return to the fleet, fent by the 
admiral, with commodore S wanton, to Tripoli and Tunis. 
Fioirf thence they afterwards proceeded to Scanderoon, 
according to their inftruftions, and joined captain Jumper, 
with whom they returned to England in the month of 
December. Captain Arris appears to have been after 
this time, except during the year 1704, principally em* 
ployed on the Mediterranean' uation, where the fame po- 
verty of events, which deprived fo many of his brave co- 
temporaries of any opportunity of diftinguifhing them- 
felves, extended the fame baneful influence to fpirited and 
eager gallantry in his cafe alfo. We hear nothing of 
him after this time till the year 171 1, when he commanded 
the Devonlhife of eighty guns, one of the (hips fent out 
under fir Hovenden Walker, on his unfortunate expedition 
againft Canada. When the fleet was about td enter the 
river St. Lawrence, captain Arris removed into the 
Windfor, which was only a fixty gun fl>ip; and the fol- 
lowing reafon is given by fir Hovenden for this meafure, 
which might otherwife appear extraordinary. 
. " It being the opinion of every body that the Humber 
and Devonihire were too big to venture up the river as 
far as Quebec, people generally reprefenting the naviga- 
tion of that river as very dangerous, I therefore ordered 
them home, and have hoifted my flag in the Edgar; and 
the genera) going on board the Windfor, captain Arris 
went to command her." 

Nothing could certainly have been a greater compli r 
nient to captain Arris than fuch a removal, when the 
caufe of it is properly confidered. He returned to Eng-< 
land with fir Hovenden in the month of September; and 
it is not at all neceflary to enter more into the account of 
that expedition, of which a full detail has already been 
given in the life of that admiral *• We do not believe 
this gentleman ever went to fea after his return to Eng- 
land ; and in 1714 he appears to have entirely quitted the 
line of a&ive fervice, being, on the 20th of December in

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that year, appointed a commiffioner of the viflualling 
office. This ftation he continued to hold till the time of his 
4eath r which happened on the 7th of January 1719. 

BROWN, Richard,— was, in the beginning of the 
year 1693, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Centurion, 
a fourth rate, at that time employed as a cruifer off* the 
coaft of Scotland. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till the fourth of May 1696, when he was promoted 
to the command of the Hawke fireihip. No other notice 
whatever js taken of him during the reign of king Wil- 
liam ; nor indeed do we find him, after the acceflion of 
queen Anne, commanding any very confequential (hip, or 
employed in a fervice memorable enough to be particularly 
recorded. He died on the 1 2th of Nov. 1706, being at that 
time commander of the Hazard, a fliip of war mounting 
fifty-two guns, taken a few years before from the 
French by captain, afterwards fir John Norris. 

CAVE, Clempfon, — was, in the year 1692, appointed 
Hrft lieutenant of the Tyger Prize, a fourth rate. After 
having ferved in the fame ftation on board one or two 
other (hips of the line, he was, on the 3d of OS. 1696, 
appointed captain of the Eflfex Prize. We do not find 
any other notice taken of him during the reign of king 
William, nor did he in that period ever obtain the com- 
mand of any (hip larger than a frigate. No mention 
whatever is, indeed, ever made of him after his firft ap- 
pointment to the rank of captain in the navy, not even tot 
communidate to us the time of his death. 

COOPER, John. — We know nothing of this gentle- 
man till he was, on the 29th of January 1696*, appointed 
captain of the Penfance. His rife in the fervice itfelf 
was remarkably flow, and the nature of his appointments 
perfe&ly unintereiting, for we do not find the ftflalleft 
mention ever made of him till the year 171 1 ; at which 
time he commanded the Swiftfure, one of the fquadron 
fent out, under Or Hovenden Walker, on the unfortunate 
expedition againft Canada. Before the fqiudron entered 
the river St. Lawrence, it was held neceflary to fend

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home the Humber and Devonfliire, two ftips of cightjr 
guns, which were thought too large to encounter the dif- 
ficulties of fo dangerous and intricate a navigation. Oo 
this occafion he removed from the Swiftfiire into the 
Devonfliire. Hoftilities being fufpended not long after 
this time, by the peace concluded at Utrecht, we hear 
nothing farther relative to captain Cooper till the yea* 
1720, ait which time he commanded the Suffolk, of fevsnty 
guns, one of the fleet then under orders for the Baltic. 
The leading particulars * of the expedition, as well as 
thofe political reafons which induced the equipment of this 
force, have been already given in the life of fir J. Norm*. 
We do not find captain Cooper to have ever gone^gain 
to fea after his return to England, where he died On the 
nth of September 1728. 

CRANJBY, John, — was, in 1692, .appointed third 
lieutenant of the Norfolk. After continuing feme years 
in the fame rank, and being promoted to be toft lieutenant 
of one of the flag- (hips in the year 1 695, he was advanced, 
on the 25th of September 1696, to be commander of the 
Humber firefhip. Early in the following year he was 
made captain of the Dunwich, and fent, under the com- 
mand of commodore Norris, to Newfoundland. He was, 
while on that ftation, one of the naval officers who, jointly 
with- thofe of the army, compofed the council of war, in 
which it was decided againft putting to fea and feektng to 
attack the French, Captain Cranby, however, appears 
to have been of a very different opinion, having voted 
againft that refolution, and feeming to have aded then, as 
well as on every other occafion, with the mod becoming 
fpirit. 

He Was^ fent home by the commodore in a few days 
afterwards J, with the account of his fituation, and early

It had juft before 
encountered a dreadful itorm, in which one of the prin- 
cipal ihips had foundered with an immenfe treafure on 
btoard, and the reft had been much feparated and reduced 
to die gfeateft diftrefs. Captain Cranfey exerted himfelf 
in the htgheft degree to relieve their wants, in as great an 
extent as prudence and attention to the prefervation of 
his ^Wft people would poflibly permit him ; and to his 
timely fiiccour the remainder of this valuable fleet was 
principally indebted for its fife arrival at Cadiz not long 
afterwards. 

Captain Cranby himfelf fcad the misfortune to be over- 
taken a few days after * by a violent gale of wind, 
which he was fortunate enough to weather; though not 
without fo much damage to his mafts and rigging, that 
he was obliged to put into Cadiz to refit, and was fortu- 
nate enough to reach that port on the 4th of June. Hav- 
ing re~equif>ped his fliip, he failed for the coaft of Bar- 
bary towards the latter end of the fame month ; but does r 
not appear to have met with any occurrence wor&y of 
being commemorated during the time he continued on that 
flat ion. He remained there in the fame, We cannot fay 
inaftive, but little memorable fervice, both this and the 
following year. We hear nothing of htm after his arri- 
val in England, whither he returned in the year 1700, 
except that, when the fleet was on its return from the

expedition againft Cadiz, in the year 1702, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Boyne, of eighty guns*, as 
fuccefibr to lord Archibald Hamilton, who was removed 
into the Eagle ; this was an honour he unfortunately did 
not long furvive, dying on the 19th of December in tha 
fame year. 

DRAKE, John,— During the years 169a and 1693, 
ferved as firft lieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two guns. 
He was, in 1 694, promoted to the fame ftation on board a fe- 
cond rate ; and was, on the 1 5th of January 1 696, appointed 
captain of the Seahorfe. In the following year he, as 
well as the gentleman of whom we lad gate an account, 
accompanied commodore, afterwards fir John Norris, to 
Newfoundland : but during the time he was thus employed, 
we do not find any thing in his conduit more worthy of 
remark, than that, at the council, to which we have 
alluded in our account of the lad-mentioned gentleman, 
he was totally of a different opinion from him, voting 
that the fleet fliould wait the enemy's attack, inftead of 
spiritedly feeking them at fea, as the commodore himfelf 
wifhed. Captain Drake did not long furvive this event, 
dying on the 22d of November 1697. 

DYER, Nicholas, — was, in the year 1693, appointed 
lieutenant of the Sapphire, a fifth rate, one of a fmajl 
fquadron ftationed, during that year, to follow the orders 
otthe lord lieutenant of Ireland. On the 10th of De- 
cember 1696, he was promoted to the command of the 
Dolphin ; and being in a fhort time after advanced to be 
captain of the Lincoln, died in that veffel at fea on th£ 
4th of June 1697. 

FISHER, Thomas, — is known only as having been 
appointed commander of the Truelove bomb-ketch in the 
year 160,5. He was promoted to be captain of the Mer- 
maid frigate on the nth of April 1690, and died in the 
Weft Indies on the 7th of March in the following year. 

HOPSON, Edward, — fuppofed to have been the bra- 
ther of vice-admiral fir Thomas Hopfon, of whom fome 
account has been already given t. The firft information 
we have concerning him is, that in the year 1693, he 

# And fent to the Weft Indies under commodore Walker* 
t Vol. II. p. $0. - 
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ftrved under that admiral as firft lieutenant of the Bredah, 
of fixty-two guns, during the time he accompanied fir 
George Rooke in convoying the outward-bound Smyrna 
fleet. It is not improbable he continued with his gallant 
jekftion ttfl he was promoted to the rank of captain, but 
of. this we have no proof to be pofitively relied on. On 
the 24th of July 1696, we find him promoted to the 
command of the Thunderbolt, a fmall frigate, employed 
during that and the following year, as a cruifer in the 
IrWh fea. No other mention is made of him during the 
reign of king William. On the accellion of queen Anne, 
and the re-commencement of war with France, he was 
appointed to command the Mary, a fourth rate, under 
rear-admiral Beaumont, who had hoifted his flag on 
board that fhip as commander of the fquadron fitted out 
to block up the port of Dunkirk. 

The melancholy fate of that worthy admiral, as well as 
of his {hip,, has been already related*: but captain 
Hopfon was not perfonally involved in that great and 
national misfortune, farther than the grief he muft natu- 
rally have felt at the Untimely lofs of fo many brave men,- 
a lofs ftill encreafed by that of his commander alfo, a 
man whom he, with the gfeateft juftice, both refpe£ted 
and revered. Captain Hopfon, together with the purfer, 
were both, happily for them, on fhore at the commence- 
ment of that tremendous hurricance, well known by the 
pre-eminent name of the Great Storm. And thus it was 
they efcaped experiencing its dreadful effects, which 
proved fatal to all the perfons who were on board the 
fhip, one man only excepted, who was, almoft tairaCu- 
loufly, preferred. 

During the remainder of the war captain Hopfon ap- 
pears to have been principally, if not wholly, Rationed 
in the Mediterranean. It is molt probable, that after the, 
late dreadful misfortune, a new fhip, called.the Mary, 
Was immediately built, and the command given to him, 
as a particular compliment, for, in the year 1706, we 
find him captain of a fhip of that name On the laft-men- 
tioned ftation, arid in which he continued during the re- 
mainder of the war. The ina&ive, fluggifh, and totally de- 
fenfive condud, on the part of the enemy, which they unU

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formly adopted in that quarter of the world, prevented 
captain Hopfon, in common with the reft of his brave 
cotemporaries, from eflfeding any fcrvice fufficiently 
memorable to deferve particular recital. This cir- 
etimftance, added to the peace, which was concluded at 
Utrecht In the beginning of the yfcar 171-3, prevents our 
faying ariy thing farther relative to him till the year 1715, 
when we find him captain of the Burford, of feventy guns, 
one of the fleet put under the command of fir John Nor- 
ris, for the Baltic. We meet with no information con- 
cerning him after this time, till the year 1719, when he 
was, on the 8th of May, very defcrvedly promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the blue. He hoifted his flag on board 
the Dorfetfhire in a few days afterwards, being appointed 
fecond in command of the fleet then under orders, like 
that in which he laft ferved, for the Baltic. No mention 
is made of admiral Hopfon in any account given of this 
very unintefefting expedition, nor is it even pofitively 
known whether he accompanied fir John Norris thither. 

In the following year, however, ftill having his flag on 
board the Dorfetfhire, he was again ordered for' the Bal- 
tic under the fame commander-in-chief: but the force 
deftined for that fervice being much more formidable 
than it had been in die preceding feafon, an additional 
flag-officer (R. A. Hozier) was appointed to a command 
in it, who being fenior to Mr. Hopfon, he confeqoendy 
became third in command. This fleet confided of twenty 
fhips of the line, and a proportionate number of frigates 
and fmall vcffels : but the events of this expedition were 
not, in any degree, more interesting thaft thofe of the laft 
had been. In 1721 he failed, for the third time, to the 
Baltic, in the fame ftation, and under the fame comman- 
ders; with whom he alfo experienced a naval campaign as 
dull and uninterefting as the fonjner. 

On the 16th of February 175&, Mr. Hopfon was pro- 
moted to be rear-admiral of the red ; but we do not believe 
him to have been again employed tjll the year 1726, when 
he was appointed to commaVid a fmall fqnadron, con- 
fiding only of four 01 five fhips, ordered for Gibraltar in 
order to fruftrate any fudden attempt that might be made 
by the Spaniards on that important place. On his 
paffage thitber he was overtaken by a violent gale, which 
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fluttered fome of his (hips in fo great a degree, that he 
was obliged to put into Lifbon to refit. He failed after 
this was effe&ed for the Straights where he joined, and v 
put himfelf under the orders of fir John Jennings, who 
had been fent out a fliort time before with a fquadron of 
nine (hips of the line ; and the appearance of lb formid- 
able a force, ready for the inftant commencement of 
hoftilities, had at leaft -the goodeffeft of inducing the Spa- 
niards to wifh avoiding them. 

On the return of fir John Jennings to England, Mr. 
Hopfon was left behind commander-in-chief on that fta* 
tion ; and on the 19th of April 1727, was advanced to be 
vice-admiral of the blue. The conduft of the Spaniards 
becoming, towards the end of this year, wonderfully 
equivocal, and bearing every appearance of menacing, if 
not actually intending hoftilities, fir Charles Wager was 
ordered for Gibraltar with a Tmiadron of fix (hips of the 
' line, where he was to take Mr. Hopfon *, and*his (hips 
under hi* command. A variety of events, although not 
of a very intercfting nature, took place, as we have already 
related in the life of fir Charles Wager. The difference 
was at lad put into a proper train of negociation ; but 
this was occafionally interrupted, by new and unforefeen 
objections almoft daily ftarted on the part of the Spaniards* 
To guard again ft any accident that might happen in cafe 
of a renewal of hoftilities, it was deemed prudent to order 
Mr. Hopfon to fail for the Weft Indies, a ftation which 
the death of fir Francis Holier* in the month of Auguft 
preceding, had left without an admiral. In purfuance of 
thefe inftrudions Mr. Htpfon* having his flag on bdard 
the Lion, failed from Gibraltar bay on the 17th of De* 
cemW, and arrived fafe at Jamaica on the 29th of Janu- 
ary. , During his paffage out, that is to fay on the 13th of 
the laft-mentioned month, a promotion of flag officers 
was declared at home, and Mr. Hopfon was advanced to* 
be vice-admiral of the white* 



. * He is it thittittie faid, by Campbell, Lediard, and other hiftot 
rians, to have be en a rear-admiral only ; but id this they are miftaken, 
his promotion having taken place according tg the date we have given 
above* 
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The fqtiadron he found in the Weft. Indies harihgb«tft> 
put, by the affiduity of N{r. St. Loe> the fenior captain on > 
that ftation, in the beft c condition for fcrvice, circumftancea r 
in that part of the world would, admit, the Yice-admirai 
haying fhifted his flag on board the Leopard, failed, on. 
the 4th of February, to cruife off the cpait of New Spain. 
The Spaniards being perfectly upon their, guards and; 
keeping their galleons and other rateable flripts in port;; 
the finglifh government on the other tend having iiluei; 
no order for the actual commencement of hoiiilities, the 
only memorable circumftance we have to,relate,-as having: 
taken place, is, the continuance of that dreadful mortality* 
of which we ihall have farther occaflon fo£jf>eak of in our ac- 
count of fir F. I^ofier, and on which we hare only to re- 
mark, in this place, that, to the eternal difgrace of #n irnpo-* 
feat, bafe, and cowardly adminiftration, the lires of four: 
thauiand of our belt feamen, of fifty lieutenant$,eight or ten 
captains, and two admirals, were moft miferably and dit- 
gracefully fac.rificed. This number was far greater thaftr 
r^ight have been ejtpe&ed to have fallen glorioufly by thfe' 
fword of the enemy in the raoft Woody conteft^and whofe fate i 
would then only have excitedthe companion , inftead of rotif- 
ing the indignation of that, generous nation which they were 
werejfent to defend with fheir fwords, not overwhelm 
with forrow and jnetirning, for the bloodlefs and ignoble 
lofs of fuch a multitude of brave men. The admiral him* 
felf fca-rcely fqrvived his arrival three months ; in the be- 
ginning of May he contracted a fever, the tiniverfal as weh! • 
as fatal diforder of the climate ; to the violence of which, 
the ftrength of his conftitutxon yielded after a (hort illnefe 
of five days* . • 

He died on board the Leopard, off the Grand Bra,, on/ 
t\\p coaft of New Spain, on the 8th of May 1728. 

HOSIER, Sir Francis.— *This gentleman was appointed 
fourth lieutenant of the Neptune, a fecond rate, in the 
year J 692. After a progrellive promotion through the 
different ftations in that rank, till he became, at lafl, firfi.. 
lieutenant of a flag-fhip, we believe the London, we find 
him, in 1 695, commanding a fmall veffel, called the Portf- 
motfth Prize; but he had not the permanent rank of cap- 
tain till the year 1696; when he was, bri the 27th of Ja- 
Hilary, appointed to the ^inchdka, a new frigate of 
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-Amy-two* guns. Tke war being near a conchrfion at 
this time, he had ijo opportunity eitht tf at ditlinguifhing 
himfel£f or eVen of obtaining any more confcquential 
command during the feign of king William. His ad- 
vancement in the navy was remarkably flow, fo.that many 
years elapfed before he attained the command even of a 
•fltip of the line. His fervice* being thus eonfrncd to the 
narrow limits of a cruiling frigate, or a vefiel of the fame 
rank, occafionally employed in either convoying from 
port to port, or on ihort foreign voyages, the fleets of 
merchant-veifels of the fecond or inferior clafs, it cannot 
be -expected we fhonld have much more to record during 
fo uqinterefting a period, even of t|ie moft exalted cha- 
racters, than the cold and feeble praife of diligence ami 
attention. 

In 1705 he commanded the Burlington, of fifty guns ; 
•and appears, during both this and the following year, to 
have beeft principally employed in the confequential ief- 
yice of convoying the Eait Jndia fleet from St. Helena K> 
Europe. Jn the firft of thofe years he was under the 
•command of captain Tpllet, in the Jtingsfifher ; in the 
latter the chief command of the convoy, which confided, 
indeed, only of his own fhip and the Dartmouth, captain 
Cock, was vefted \t\ himfelf, Towards the latter end of 
th« year 17^6, he was removed into the Salifbury, a ftiip 
qf the fame rate and force as the Burlington. No notice is 
taken of the particular fervice in which this (hip was em- 
ployed during the enfuirjg furnmer ; but it is moil probable 
it was either in the fame line, that, he had before com- 
manded was, or as a cruifing fhip. At the latter end 
of O&olier he had the melancholy honour of being dif- 

Eatched from England, for the Scilly iflands, to receive on 
oard the body of the brave and unfortunate fir C. Shovel, 
which had been taken up there. ^ After this time we are 

-agajn ignorant as to the Rations or fervices he was em- 
ployed, till the year 17x0^ when we find him ftill corri- 
manding the»§alifbtiry, %nd ordered to cruife off Cape 

'Clear, in company with the St. Allan's, a fhip of the fame 
force. * This was jn the month of March. They had 
the good fortune to meet with a French fhip, mounting 
#Jtfy gims, which they captured and carried fafe info

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Dublin bay, after a very (harp a&ion, in which the Salif* 
bury had the greateft (hare. 

This veffel, of whofe capture nd notice is taken hy any 
hiftorian, far as we have been able to difcover, was taken 
into the fervice and called the Salifbury Prize, Soon as this 
{hip, as well as her captors, were refitted, they were Cent 
to the Weft Indies as a reinforcement to commodore Lit- 
tleton. Not long after Mr. Hofier's arrival in that part of 
the world, he had a fecond opportunity of diftinguifhing 
himfelf, which he did no lefs memorably than on the former 
occafion. This circumftance has been, indeed, (hortly 
related in the account of Mr. Littleton ; but as Mr. Ho- 
sier was, perhaps, more materially concerned in it than 
even his commanding officer, it certainly will be by no 
means improper, to give a more enlarged detail of this 
tranfaSion here. 

The Salifbury,. and Salisbury's Prize, commanded by 
captain Robert Harland, were, in the month of July 1711, 
with other ftips of war, cruifmg, under the command of 
commodore Littleton, in expeftation of falling in with 
monfieur Du Cafle's fquadron^ which had the Spanifh gat* 
leons . under its convoy : on the 27th, at day break, 
they had fight of foiir larce (hips, to which they 
gave chace, but, owing to a light wind, it was near fix 
o'clock in the evening before the Salisbury's Prize, which 
was the headmoft of the Englifh (hips, could get up. with 
the fternmoft of the enemy. This fhip afterwards proved 
to be the vice-admiral of the Spanifh galleons, mounting 
fixty brafc guns. In a very fhort time aftef captain 
Harland began to engage, the Salifbury came in to his 
afliftancc ; and by their united and fpirited efforts, the 
enemy was fo completely fubdued, that he furrendered as 
foon as the commodore himfelf drew near, and before ho 
had fired a Jingle (hot. 

Mr. Burchet mentions a fecond prize taken at th$ fame 
time by thefe (hips, and attributes th$ capture of the 
Spanifh commodore principally to commodore Littleton ; 
but this is generally di (believed, and totally unnoticed by 
all other hiltorians, We do not find any mention matfe 
of captain Hozier after this time, till {he year 1719, when 
he was appointed fecond captain of the Dorfetfhire, the 
-flljp on board which the $arl of Berkeley hoifted his flag 
>mh a fpecial coiumiflipnj, under which he poflefled an 

authority 
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authority little inferior to that of a lord high admiral, he 
having under him vice-admiral Littleton, as captain of the 
fleet, and Mr. Hozier as fecond, or fir ft captain of the 
jhip, with the rank of rear-admiral for the time being. 

On the 8th of May following he was promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the white, and In the enfuing fpring 
hoifted his flag on board the Prince Frederic, of feventy 
gups, being appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
fent, under fir John Norris, to the Baltic. He again 
ferved in the fame ftation during the year 1721 ; but it is 
needlefs to fay any thing of the few occurrences which 
took place during the expedition, as, although of a very 
uninterefting nature, they have been already related in the 
account of the commander-in-chief. On his return from 
this fervice, if it could be faid to deferve that name, he 
was immediately appointed fecond in command of a 
fquadron ordered to be equipped for a fecret expedition, 
under fit Charles Wager. The immediate objeft of it 
appears to have been the chaltifement of the Portuguefe; 
who had behaved with much infolence, and even con- 
demned two Englifti gentlemen to fuffer death, by ail 
abfolute and almoft totally forgotten law, under pretence 
of their having been concerned in an illicit exportation 
of gold coin. 

The impending terrors of war had fufrlcient influence 
over the Portuguefe councils, to awe that impotent nation 
into complete fubmiffion, fo that the fquadron was dif- 
n\antled without ever putting to fea, and confequently 
without affording us any other circumftance relative to 
Mr. Hozier, than that he was promoted to be vice-admi- 
»ral of the blue on the 16th of February 1722-3, and ac* 
cordingly hoifted his flag at the fore-top-maft-head of the 
Bredah. The fleet being dlf mantled and laid up imme- 
diately afterwards* Mr. Hozier did not again appear as 
holding any naval employment till the year 1720. The 
reftlefs temper of the Spaniards, and their intrigues with 
the court of Peterfburgh, rendering it very apparent that 
the want of an opportunity of ftriking a blow was all thajt 
prevented them from openly breaking forth into immedi- 
ate hoftilities, the adminiftration of that time, pacifically 
a^ it was inclined, was afraid to temporize any longer.. 

I 4 £ number 
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A number of fquadrons were equipped and difpatehed 
to different parts of the world to be ready, ate well to repel 
any fudden infult, or attack, as to punifh any open breach, 
or violation of the treaty of peace then exifting. Thaft 
deftined for the Weft Indies, confifting of feven fhips of 
the line, was put under the command of vice-admiral 
Hozier.; he was to be joined by feveral fliips which were 
already in that part of the world; fo that his force, when 
.collected, ^ould have appeared truly formidable to aft 
enemy, even better prepared for war than the Spaniards 
at that time really were. They were probably more 
vulnerable in that quarter than in any other part of their 
pofleflions; whilf at the fame time the immenfe wealth and 
riches with which thofe colonies abounded, even to a profu^ 
fion, untravelled Europeans would fcarcely credit, ap- 
peared to hold them forth as a greater incentive for afiaiU 
ants to brave the dangers of an arduous enterprize, as well 
in the hope of more effe&ually diftreffing their country's 
enemies as of amply rewarding themfeives with their riches. 

The vice-admiral having hoifted his flag on board his 
old fhip, the Bredah, of fe'venty guns, failed from Ply* 
mouth on the 9th of April ; and after an indifferent paf- 
fage, during which, however, he met with no abfalut* 
difafter, arrived off the baftimento's, near Porto Pclle, 
on the 6th of June. His appearance was at once a^ 
©bje& both of terror and fuxprize. The governor, with* 
much apparent alarm, immediately difpatched an officer, 
to the vice-admiral, requefting to know the caufe of this 
very unexpe&ed vifit. The Tatter, with mych temper, 
faid he came to efcort the Royal George, a large fhif> 
belonging to the South Sea company, which was then in 
Porto Bello difpofmg of her cargo, which was very valu- 
able, for fpecie. The governor wifhing to be rid of 
gueits whofe prefence was extremely difagreeable, imme- 
diately took every poflible meafure to hailen her depar- 
ture, by enforcing a fpeedy payment of the debts due 
from the Spamih merchants, 6n account of their feveral 
purchafes. 

As fqon as all the different accqunte coyld be made up* 
and 'the money paid, the (hip in queftion was ordered out' 
of tl>e harbour to join the Brittfh. Gjuadrpn ; and a fccond 
jpaeflage was at the fame time kn\, defiring the vice-ad-

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mifftl, as 'his firft wifli had beer^ complied with *, tv 
withdraw from before the port. Mr. Hoxier coolly aa~ 
fwered, he ftppiki continue where he was, till farther 
orders. The better to convince the governor that he 
Was in earned he ordered a ftip of jhc Tine to lay within 
guji-£hot qf the caftlc of Porto Bello, and ftri£Uy examinee^ 
every veflej that went either^ in or out of tr\e Harboor. 
^his condifc& jir the admirarwas undoubtedly fpirjted in 
the higheft decree, and moft uncontrovertibly proved the 
paval fuperiority of his own country. Jt was not, hoyp-r 
*vcr, of the finalleft feryice, viewed in any other light, 
*nd fucb was the reftri&ive tenor of h js inftrpfiions, that 
he was prevented from following the natural irnpulfe of 
hi$ own gallantry, and applying the force itfelf inftead of . 
the terror of it, in the chaihftment of the enemy. 
. It has been eHewhere remarked, that to prevent the 
fcpanifli flota from returning to Old Spain, was the often- 
fible czufp .why thja powerful fquadfrpn lav fo long iq 
fnch an unwholefome climate, expofed to all the miferies 
pf tljfeafe, ftirraptmted by the iruoft dreadful and raging 
mortality. But this objeft, it is alfo at the fame time 
©bferveq, might have been as effe&ually accompli fhed by 
|ts continuing there three weeks only, as by its* being 
stationary for fix months, till yfhat had at firft been an 
gbjed of ^niverfal terror, became as general a theme of 
ridicule and contempt. ' 

' The vice-admiral retprped at laft to Jamaica on the 
f4th of December; but to fo diftreffed a (late was the. 
(quadron reduced, that there were fcarcely men enough 
left alive to navigate it into port. The vice-admiral 
immediately paid every poffible attention to his fick; and 
£y this humane exertion, added to the care and kind treat* 
merit of the inhabitants, a considerable number of thofe 
who lived to reach the (hore happily recovered. Fortu- 
nately for the fervice, there were at that time at Jamaica

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a confideraWe number of Teamen out of .employ, Which 
afforded fo well feafoned a recruit to the different fhlps, 
that by the time the convalescents were completely reco-i 
vered, and the veffels themfclves re-equipped, a bufinefs 
which was finifhed by the end of February, the vice^ad- 
snrral was enabled to put to ffca with a fquadron little de«, 
ficient in its proper compliment of men. 

He flood over to Carthagena, and continued cruifing in 
thofe feas till the middle of Augufty encountering the 
fame evils be had. before fo lamentably experienced, 
and without being able to render his country the fmaNeft 
of thtfe benefits, which, in the eyes of tome, appear 
to counterbalance misfortune. He had not in his fe-» 
coad cruife even that negative fatisfaQion of having terri- t 
ficd and overawed the enemy, which he was retrained 
from attacking ; for a veffel, with orders from Old Spain, 
arriving at thq Havannah on the 8th of Auguft, all tha 
property belonging to the Englifh merchants, that was in 
the power of the Spaniards, was immediately feized. At 
the Havannah and Vera Cruz alone, the Prince Frederic^ 
a very valuable fhip belonging to the South Sea company, 
a frigate ^nd four pacquet-boats, were detained and con- 
demned, under the ftale pretence of reprisal. 

Admiral Holier fpiritedly demanded their reftitution ; 
and the better to enforce compliance with his application;, 
went himfelf to Vera Cruz with four ihips of the line « 
but the Spaniards had in fome degree recovered from their 
Jirft panic, and noyr peremptorily refufed to do that aft of 
juftice, they flattered rjiemfelves the fmall force of the 
Englifh was unable to compel *, 

T hiefe repeated cruifes, diftinguifhable only for their 
compulfive inaftivity ; the reiterated affronts received from 
an infolent and prefumptuous enemy ; and the refle&ion

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of the iromenfe expence to which the nation had been put 
/or the armament under his command, without the fmaiieft 
advantage being derived from it, all tepded to overwhelm 
wit{i grief and defpair this brave and honeft man ; fo that 
h$ breathed his laft at fea, on the 23d of Auguft 1727, 
dying, as it is faid, of mere chagrin, at the wanton and 
wicked, deftruftiop of fo many brave men, whofe fate he 
could oply lament, and not >vert *. 

A few days before his death he was promoted to be 
yice-admiral of the white; and a commiffioh i§ fain alfo 
to have been made out, empowering the governor of Ja- 
maica to confer on him the honour of knighthood. His 
promotion bearing date on the 1 ith of Auguft, only twelve 
days before his deatfr, he consequently did not live to 
receive either that, or the honour that w^s intended him ; 
but which, had he fortunately furvived to have enjoyed, 
were certainly a roiferable recompense for Jus for^ne? 
anxiety and difappointment. The body of this brave and 
unfortunate man was embalmed, and buried in the balJaft 
<?f the (hip he commanded, in which it was afterwards 
brought to England for intqrpent. His misfortunes and 
merit furvived him longer than is wfually the cafe, either 
with the grea'teft or moft unhappy of mankind : ?nd it is 
bo flender teftimony of worth, wheq the, a^fence of pane- 
gyric is feelingly lupplied by compaffion-t - • 

LAMBERT, Tbonias,— vyas, at the latter $nd of the 
year 1692, appointed fourth lieutenant of the Royal 
Sovereign, lie was not advanced to th$ rank of captain 
in the navy till the 20th of Oclober J696, when he wqs 
appointed to the Betty, and was prefent in that ftation at 
the rather memorable engagement between commodore 
Harlow and. the French fquadron, of which we have 
already given an account t. He continued to command

• fortunate was he in the different ftatioqs allotted to hjrn, 
as never fo have had the fmalleft opportunity of dtftin- 
guifhing himfelf, fo as to acquire renown previous to^that 
which he ?t laft moft gallantly purchzifed with the lofs of 
his life. 

During the year 1710 he commanded the Bredah, of 
feventy guns, one of the Mediterranean fleet under ffr 
John Norris; and being detached by that admiral on a 
fcruife, in company with the Warfpight, captain Crow, 
had the fortune to meet with a French (hip of the line, 
called Le Maure. The Bredah poflfefling a great fuperir 
prity in failing oyer her companion, foon came up witty 
the enemy, when a yery fmart engagement took place ; h\ 
which, although of but lhort continuance, captain Long 
was unfortunately killed. Almoft immediately on this 
unhappy event's taking place, the "Warfpight came up, 
and the enemy furrendered. The a£tion took place dtydut 
forty leagues, from Cape Roxent.

In £695 be waa appointed a&mg com- 
maoder of the Du*wfch frigate ; in which ftatton he wa* 
fe unfortunate as to te guilty of an oflfcnce we are very 
unwilBog to record, but which biftorical truth forbids us 
t* ooweal ; of this beneath. On the 26th of November 
1696, he was promoted to be a captain in the navy with 
penna&cnt rank, and appointed to the Suffolk Hag boat. 
No mention is made, either of what Jhip # , if any; that he 
comrsaaded, or in what fcrvkes he was afterwards em- 
ployed, during *he reign of king William* 

After the acceifion of queen Anne we find him captain of. 
theGofport, a fhip employed on the New England Ration in 
the year 1704. : he was afterwands progpeffively promoted 
to feveral different (hips of the,U»e, particularly the Litch- 
field ; in which (hip he was di (patched for India, in 1706^ 
to> convoy thither a fleet of merchant (hips. He returned: 
from thence with a nrniiar charge in the following year, 
and arrived fafely at Kin&le on the 21ft of October. He 
vras next appointed to the Captain, and, after the peace: 
was concluded at Utrecht, to the Norfolk* We believer 
him to have been principally if not wholly employed on 
the Mediterranean ftation during the time he held the com> 
naand of the former (hip ; a circumftancc which may well 
account for our having, in that period,, fo little to relate? 
concerning him. On the 19th of September 1716, he- 
removed into the Jerfey; and in. the. following year ferved. 
in the fleet, under fir G. Byng, in the Baltic. 

It appears from the hittorical account of Greenwich 
hospital, he was appointed a captain on that noble eftabt-

STRICKLAND, Charles.— The advancement of thi* 
gentleman in the fervice was as remarkably rapid as that 
of feveral of his cotemporaries had been flow* In the 
year 1693 he had not obtained the rank even of lieute- 
nant ; and on the 7th of Auguft 1696, we find him ap- 
pointed captain of the Lark frigate. We find no mention 
made of htm during the fhort remainder of the war, after 
the conclufion of which he was appointed captain of the 
Seaford, and' fent to the Streights under vice-admiral 
Aylmer. .In 1699 he was employed to cruife, with a few 
other frigates, againft the Salletines, who had juft before 
violated the treaty of peace, and committed many petty- 
depredations on our commerce. But after this time we 
meet not with the fmalleft information concerning hiifi 
till the year 1707, at which time he was captain of the 
Naflau, of feventy guns. We find him early in the 
month of June fent commodore of a fquadron of five fail 
to intercept a French convoy, reported to be on its paflage 
from St. Maloc's to the eaft ward,. under the protection of 
five fhips of war. He was not, . however ; fuccefsful in 
this expedition ; but after an ineffe&ual cruife, for fame 
days, off Cape La Hogue, returned to Spithead, not having 
ever icen his enemy. He was one of the commanders fent, 
in the month of Auguft enfuing, under the orders of fir 
Thomas Hardy, to convoy the outward-bound fleet to 
Lifbon. By the manly and unbiafled teftimony he bore 
on this occafion to the conduQ: of his admiral, he contri- 
buted much to that honourable acquittal which was as 
pleafing.to all men of candour, as it probably was diftref- 
iing to all thofe of a different defcripti on. 
. After his retusn into port, and the conclufion of the 
trial above-mentioned, he was, in the month of December, 
appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron of Englifh and 
dutch fhips of war, fent to prote& a fleet of ftorefhips to 
Lifbon, and to convoythe emperor of Morocco's ambaf- 
fador to Tangier; JDuring the enfuing year, and not 
* improbably for the remainder of the war, he continued- 
ill the' Mediterranean, under different admirals ; and in 
conlxnon both with his fupepiors and equals in command,' 

experi- 
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7. experienced a. (erics of dull tininterefting cmifes and ex- 
peditions, where even diligence itfelf is hardly remarked, 
becaufe there was, perhaps, lefs opportunity of difplaytiig 
it, than any fimilar period of hostilities had ever rendered 
either poflible, or neceflary before or finoe. 

We find no particular mention again made of him till 
the year 1715, at which time he commanded the £fiex, 
one of the fleet fent to the Baltic under fir John Notris. 
We are again ignorant whether, or on what particular 
ftationshe was employed till the year 1718, when we find 
him commander of the Lenox, of feventy guns, one of fir 
George Byng's fleet ordered for the Mediterranean, to 
counteract the attack made by Spain on the territories of 1 
the emperor* In the memorable action with theSpanifh 
fleet in the month of Auguft, he was (tattooed as one of 
the feconds to the commander-in-chief *♦ After his re- 
turn from this ftation he was, in the tatter end of the 
year 17 21, appointed captain of the Yarmouth, a fourth 
rate, one of the fquadron ordered to be equipped, under 
the command of fir Charles Wager, for the chaftifemeoi 
of the Portuguefe. The apparently impending ftorm of 
War was averted by the prudent fubmiffion of the court of 
Portugal, even before the (hips were thoroughly colle&ed, 
fo that the fleet above-mentioned never even put to fea. 

About the latter end of January 1723 1> he was ad- 
vanced to be rear-admiral of the blue ; and from theitoe, 
on the 5th of February, to be vice-admiral.of the white, 
a promotion he did not long live to enjoy, dying on the 
1 1 th of November 1 724. 

STUDLEY, James,— was, at the latter end of the- 
year (69a, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Forefight, 
of forty-two guns, a (hip fent, foon after that time, to

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convoy to Virginia the outward-bound fleet. Wr know- 
no other particulars relative to thie gentleman till we find 
him, on the 23d of May 1696, appointed captain of ttftf 
Nearly a. frigate '0/ thirty gtm& He wail prefently ad- 
vanced to the command of the Pembroke, of fifty guns* 
and fent to Cadis, in the month of November, under the 
command of vice-admiral Neville. On his paflage thithef 
he was feparated from the fleet in a violent gale of windy 
which he had however the good fortune to weather in 
Jafety, and arrive at the above-mentioned port on the nth 
of December. Mr. Neville was ordered for the Weft 
Indies almoft irtfmediately after he reached the Streights, 
and captain Studley accompanying him thither, fcarcely 
furvived the honr of his arrival. Dying on the 28th of 
May 1697, he was among the firft of thofe brave and un- 
fortunate' men whom difeafe, infinitely more deftru&ive 
at thiJs time than all the other mifchiefs and horrors 
attendant on war in that climate, put a period to the! 
fcrvice of; without their even enjoying the fatisfa&ion 
of having feen and encountered their enemies. 

TREVANIpN, Sir Nicholas,— was, in all probabi- 
lity, a fon, or collateral defcendant of captain Richard 
Trevanion, the conftant and faithful, though mifguided 
adherent and attendant of James the Second*. We have 
no information as to his feveral naval appointments, till 
he was, on the. 25th of May 1696, appointed captain of 
the Dunwich. The war was then near a conclufion, 
and nothing but a moft Angular interference of good for- 
tune could have procured him at fuch a time, and in fucK 
a (hip, an opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf out of the 
ordinary line of fervice. Some little time after the 
ratification of the peace at Ryfwic, he was appointed cap- 
tain of th€ Lyme, a new frigate of thirty-two guns, and 
fent to the weights, in 1698, under the command of 
vice-admiral Aylmer. But we do not find him occupied " **.,. 
in any fervice worth commemorating, the fole intention 
of the equipment of the fleet t to which he belonged, be- .* 

ing accQtnplilhed by its prefence only. In the month of

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OAobet 1700, he was difpatchtid from Cadiz for tb* 
Canaries, from whence he immediately returned to Eng* 
land. Not long after his arrival he was appointed to the 
Dover erf fifty guns; in which (hip we find him at the 
recommencement of the war with France, after the ac* 
ceflion of queen Anne. 

He was at firft employed as a cruifei In the German 
Ocean y and there met with but trivial fuccefs, although 
he Was in every refpeft confidered as a very aftive and 
able commander. Towards the conclusion of the year 
he wa* fent to cfuife in the Irifli fea, aftd ordered to 
ftretch twenty leagues to the foUthward and weftward of 
Scilly . After this change of ftatlon he Was more fortu* 
natc, having, in the month of January 1702-3, fallen in 
with and captured a large privateer belonging to St. Maloe, 
called the count deThouioufc* This prize was rendered 
more consequential, and the conqueft more brilliant, from 
its having on board, at the time of the a£tion# three 
hundred regular troops, in the pav of the French king, 
exclusive of the ordinary crew belonging to the fhip # « 
The engagement was defperately maintained, on the part 
of the enemy, for fix hours, but with very little prejudice 
to captain Trevanion and his people, not one of whom 
were killed, and a very inconsiderable number wounded, 
fome of them only (lightly} while on the other hand 
upwards of 50 of the French ware killed and 20 wounded. 
Captain Trevanion's fuccefs did not end here ; the count 
de i houloufe had the day before the engagement captured 
a large fiiip from New England laden with naval (lores* 
and other valuable articles of commerce. But his prize 
fell again into the hands of the Englifli, being retaken by 
the Dover on the following day. 

After captain Trevanion had convoyed his prize, as well 
as the recapture to England, and repaired thofe trivial 
damages which he had fuftained in the preceding aflion, 
he was ordered to join the main fleet : and the fcene of 
naval operations being transferred from the Channel to 
the Mediterranean, he failed for that flat ion, under the 
.command of fir C. Shovel, on the 1 ft of July* Of the 
•operations of this armament never were greater expe&a-

the different commanders under whom he ferved, although 
fortune denied* htm any of thofe opportunities of raifing 
himfelf into public notice^ which me occafionally beftowed, 
♦With much liberality, on her greater favourites. On his 
return from the Mediterranean. he appears to have retired 
tfrom active fervice; and, after the acceffion of king George 
jfche firft, was always one of the perfons principally confulted 
.relative to the civil oeconomy and management of the navy. 
He alfo quickly became highly eftecmed. and carefled by 
•that fove reign, who beftowed.upon him the honour of 
knighthood -, and, in the year 1726, appointed him com- 
*miflioner of the navy refident at Plymouth. This office 
,he held -tirl his dedth, and executed with the greateft 
honour to himfelf, affording all the advantage that could 
:be derived by the country from a ftation of fuch truft, 
filled by a man of the higheft attention, integrity* and 
ability.

UNDERDOWN, John.— We know nothing of this

five, The night now approached and appealed to afford 
fome chance that courage, fo memorable, fhould be, a* 
leaft, rewarded by its prefervation from captivity. Fite* 
however, and with much apparent feverity, decreed it 
otherwife ; the Devonfhire fuddenly took fire, and,, almoft 
on the fame inftant, blew up; .two only> out of the re- 
mains of nine hundred men, who were on board at the 
commencement of the engagement, being faved. 

The merchants, whofe fliips efcaped this, wre'tched 
difafter, were honourable enough to attribute th,eir fafety 
principally to the noble defence made by this unfortu- 
nate; commander. We have already fitted, that .the 
engagement above alluded io took. place on the 10th of 
Oaober 1707. » '

Thefe, on 
their newly projected fcheme of war, were much more 
Ibccefsful than their more noble predeceflprsi and they thus 
meanly effe&ed conliderable injury to the property of 
thofe whom they were afraid, and, indeed, unable to 
tflault in any other way.

BALCHEN, Sir Tohn,— w^s born on the 2d of Fc~ , 
fcruary t66<j, and having made a very early choice of * 
naval, life, pafled regularly, and with the higheft reputa* 
tion* through' ev%y* fbb^jnatcflatidn, till he very de- 
fcrvejcHj attained to the higheft rank in the fervice. * Th6 
firfti^exjfiQh that we' find trAde of this brave and unfor- 
tunate man in the'naval world, is, that he was* appointed 
•captain of the Virgin, or * Virginia Prize, a frigate of 
thirty- two gijfns, on the 25th of July 1697; but we do

,t? the line haol reridpzyou fed. atSpithead, and fir John 
hoifted his flag as comihander-in-chief on.*, bewd the 
Vi&ory of one hundred* and ten guns, the largcft and fined 
fcip in the navy. She was manned with a chofen <*rew of 
1 1 00 men; and had,' 'befides, upwards of fifty ypung 
gentlemen on board, fome of them belonging to families 
of the firft diftindlion, who entered as volumeers r ambi- 
tious to ferve, and learn the fii-ft rudiments of naval taftics 
Tinder fp worthy and able a commander. On the 15th a

. came up to Spithfcad, undef the command of four admirals; 
and fir John having a fpecial comraiflion for that purpofe, 
affumed the command /of the whole*

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This fbrmidablc fleet * did not, however, leave Spitfieafl ' 
till the 7th of Augirft, when it proceeded for Portugal and 
the Mediterranean, with upwards of two hundred fail of 
nierchant-ihips under its cqnvoy. Encumbered as the 
admiral was with this very valuable and cxtenfive charge, 
and impeded alfo on his paflage by contrary wifkfs, he did 
not arrive off the rock pf trifbon till the £th of September, 
and fir Charles Hardy immediately joining him with his 
fquadron, and the ftorefhips which were with him, they 
both proceeded for Gibraltar, the reinforcement of which 
garrhfon, as well as to recruit its pfovifions and military 
{tores, had been the firft object of fir Charles's vpyage. 

The French admiral, on the firft information of the 
approach of this very formidable force, prudently refolved 
to retire and fecurc himfelf ill the harbour of Cadiz ; a 
refolution, haopily for him> he carried into effect before 
the arrival of the combined fleet. Gibraltar was therefore 
fuccoured and put in the bed pofture of defence without 
any tfppofitiorj on the part pf, or, indeed, even feeing the 
enemy.

/' Sir John Batches, knight, admiral of the white fquadron of hi* % 
majefty's fleet, whp, in the year 1744, being fent out commander-in* - 
chief of the combined fleets of England and Holland, to cruife on the 
enemy, was, on his return home, in his majeuVs ftip the Vi&ory, 
loft in the Channel by a violent ftorm; from which fad circumftanc* 
of bis death we may learn, that neither tbegreateftflkill, judgment, or 
experience, joined to the moft unfliaken resolution, can refift the far* * 
of the winds and Waves: and we are taught from the paflages of hot 
life, which were filled with great and gallant afiions, but accompanied 
with adverfe gales. of fortune, that the brave, the worthy, and the 
good man, meets not always his reward in this world. Fifty-eight 
years of faithful and painful fervice he had pafled, when, being juft 
retired to the government of Grcenwich*hofoital, to wear out the) 
remainder of his days, he was once more, and for the laft time, called 
out by his king and country, whofe intereft he ever preferred to his 
own ; and his unwearied zeal for their fervice ended only with hi* 
life, which weighty misfortune to his afflicted family became heightened 
by many aggravating circumftances attending it/ Yet, amtdtt their 
• grief, they had the mournful confolaolon to find his gracious and royal 
matter mixing his concern witji the general lamentations of the pubhek 
for the calamitous late of fo zealous, fo valiant, and fo able a com- 
mander; and, as a lading memorial of fincere love and afleclion borne 
by his widow, to a moft affectionate and worthy hufband, this hono> 
rary monument was eroded by her. 

" He was born February the fecond 1669. Married Atfeanah, the 
daughter of colonel Apreece, of Wafhingly, in the county of Hun- . 
tingdon. Died October the feventh 1744, leaving one fon and one 
daughter; the former of whom, George Baicben, furvived him but a * 
fliort time, for, being fent to the Well Indies, in 1745, commander 
of his majefty's (hip the. Pembroke, he died, at Ba r ba d o ea , in De- 
cember the fame year, aged twenty-eight, having walked in the flop*, 
and imitated the virtues and bravery of his good, but unfortunate 
fcther." 

BAQDEtf/ 
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BUGDfcN, or BRIDGEN, Edmund, — was, on th« 
loth of March 1697, appointed captain of the Jerfeyv 
He was dlfmifled in a (hort time after, from this (hip, by 
the fentence of a court-martial, for what particular offence 
does not appear, but it may be naturally concluded to have 
been of an heinous nature, for his judges were not con- 
tent, as in ordinary cafes, with (imply diimiffing him from 
his command, but condemned him to forfeit all his half- 
pay, which it had been cuftomary to allow officers dif- 
jftifTed the fcrvice on common occafions. 

COLE, Edward,: — was, on the 27th of January 1897, 
appointed to command .the Strombolo firefhip. He, 
fometime afterwards, unhappily fell under a derangement 
of mind, which ended not out with hfs life, and of necef- 
fity compelled him not only to quit the fervice, but alfo 
obliged his friends to put him in confinement. He died 
$n Bethlehem-ho(pital, but in what year is not known. 

COULSEA, Chriftopher,— was, at the latter end of 
the year 1692, appointed (econd lieutenant of the St^ 
Alban's, of fifty guns. Having ferved for fome years in 
that ftation on ooard different mips, he was, on the 10th 
of December 1697, made captain of the Speedwell, In 
the month of May 1698, he was Ordered for the Weft 
Indies, where he arrived in fafety pn the 27th of July. 
A dangerous and defperate confpiracy was formed on 
board his (hip while on its, paffage to Barbadoes, to fur- 
prize and murder the principal officers, and afterwards 
run away with the (hip, This villainous defign was 
happily, nowever, difcovered before the mifcreants con- 
cerned, thought their plot ripe enough to be carried into 
execution* The ringleader, one Jonathan Bear, a midfliip- 
man, and fpme others, who had been mod aftive in pro- 
moting the fcheme, were fecured and fent home to Eng- 
land, to be tried. Captain Coulfea unhappily did not 
long furvive his arrival at Barbadoes, dying there on the 
Jttftof September 1698-. 

GROFTS, Henry,— was, on the 1 ith of Auaift 1697, 
appointed to command the Hunter firefhip. He did not 
live to obtain any cbnfequential command, or to diftin* 
guifh himfelf in a way entitling him to public notice, 
dying on the 16th of ikcember 170a. 

• 1 2 ' DUNBAR, 
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DUNBAR, Robert, — towards the end of the yea* 
1692, was appointed 4th lieutenant of the Viftory, a 
firft rate. He was, after ferving in the fame rank on 
board feveral different fliips., .promoted, on the 28th of 
June 1697, to be captain of trie St. Paul firefhip. No 
other mention whatever is made of him. We have even 
been unable to difcover the time of his death. 
1 FOWLES, Henry,— early in the year 1693, was ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Hope. This fliip was, 
m the year 1695, unhappily captured by a very fuperior 
French force ; and in confequence of Mr. Fowles's very 
exemplary behaviour on that occafion, he was, on the 
*8th of Oftober 1697, which was very foon after his re- 
leafe from captivity, prohioted to command the Deal 
Caftle. Soon after the acceflion of quecfn Anne, he was 
appointed to the Scarborough, and fent to the Eaft Indies, 
Where he died captain of the fliip juft mentioned, on the 
24th of April 1704. ' 

GARDNER, Martin, — was, about the end of the 
•year 1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Rupert, of 
lixty-fix guns. We find no farther mention made of 
Mm till he was, on the 27th. of May 1697, promoted to 
the command of the Queenborough frigate. No other 
notice is taken of him, nor are we even acquainted with 
the time of his death. 

' HARRIS, farrow, — was, in the beginning of the year 
1 69 j, appointed 2d lieutenant of the Samuel and Henry, 
a ihip of forty-four guns hired from the merchants, and 
fent foon afterwards to New England under the Command 
pf captain, afterwards fir C. Wager. We hear nothing 
taore of him till he was, on the 13th of Auguft 1697, pro;* 
tnoted to the command of the Lightening firefhip. He is 
fuppofed to have been appointed to the Sapphire frigate 
foon after the peace, and to have 'continued m that fflipi 
principally on the Mediterranean ftation, during the re- 
mainder of king William's reign. We do not meet with 
any information relative to him after this time till theyjskt 
1706, in which, as well as during the two or three fuic- 
ceeding years, he commanded the Affiftance, of fifty guns* 
one Of the Weft India fquadron, which, during tne. firft 
part of captain Harris's comma/id, was under fir WiU

He difplayed great a&ivity and diligence in this 
employ, having captured feveral fmall privateers, which 
inferted thofe teas, from the port of Dunkirk, and were 
at that time reputed the beft tailing veflels in the enemy's 
(Service. Towards the latter end of this year he was pro* 
moted to the Winchefter, of fifty guns, and in 1703 ac- 
companied fir Cloudefley Shovel to the Mediterranean, 
where, owing to cairfes already explained, too tittle was 
cone by the whole fleet tp enable us to defcend to the 
particular fervices of each individual, and private com* 
mander. 

We have not been able to co9e£l any particulars rda- 
five to captain Hughes, from the time aoove-mentioned 
till the year 1708, when he commanded a fliip of the line, 
one of the fquadron Rationed in the Mediterranean under 
fit John Leake. He was 'appointed by that admiral 
cptnmodore of a fmaH fauadron ordered to crutfc; off the 
Strelghts mouth ; in which fcrvice he met with confider- 
able fuccefs, having, during the very ihort time he was 
tbusetoployed, taken and driven afliore two of the enemy's 
frigates and a fettee. 

; Although we do hot meet with T any other mention made 
of him, *#e believe him to havebeen principally employed ' 
cm, the fame ftation during die remainder of the war. In 
t&evear 17 15 he Was appointed to command the Plymouth^ 
of flxty gtins, one of the (hips fen* in that year, Under fir 
John Norris, to the Mediterranean. We believe him to 
nave cominued tp ferve on the fame ftation, as well as in 
the fame (hip, during the enfiiing year, and to have been 
appointed, itv*7 l 7> to command the Devonlhire, of eighty 
guns; but we have* not -been able to make out the laft 
appointment perfectly to our (atisfadioh. We do not 
find any farther mention made of this gentleman till the 
year 1726, when he commanded the Hampton Court, e>Y 
feventy guhs, one of fir (Shirks Wagers fleet in the Baltic! 
On.the aift of April 1727, lie was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the blue ; and having hoifted his flag on board 
the very ftup he had juft before commanded ai a. private 
captajja^XaUeditoWcdiately afterwards for the Baltic, third 
in command of the fleet fent thither under fur J. Norris. 
$pO0 aftcx his return to England, that is to fay, on the 
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4th of January 1727, he was advanced to be rear-admiral 
of the white, as he waa on the 29th of July following to 
be rear-admiral of the red. This promotion he did not long 
enjov, dying on the 14th of March 1728-9. 

JOHNSON, William,— was, on the 29th of March 
1697, appointed captain of the Lizard frigate. This 
veffel was put out of commiflion after the conclufion of 
the peace at Utrecht, and captain Johnfon did not live to 
obtain any re-appointment. He died on the 31ft of Aug* 

KELLING, Jonathan,— entered into the navy to-, 
wards the end of the laft Dutch war. He attained the 
rank of lieutenant foon after the revolution; and, in 
1693, was appointed firft lieutenant of the Rochefter, a* 
fourth rate of forty-eight guns. We are ignorant of any' 
other particulars relative to him, till we find hifa, on die 

Sof March 1697, promoted to the command of the* 
aidflonc. He was loon after fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 20th of Oftober 1698. 

LAPTHORN, John.— Nothing farther is known of ' 
this gentleman, than that he ferveaas firft lieutenant of 
the Crown, a fourth rate, in 1693 ; and was promoted, 
on the 5th of May 1697, to be captain of the Lizard. 
We have even been unable to difcover the time of bis 
death. 

LONG, Richard, — was, on the 4th of December' 
1697, appointed captain of the Rupert Prize. After the 
acceflion of queen Anne he was made mafter-attendant 
and captain of the Lewis Hulk at Jamaica ; from thefe 
ftations he was, -on the 12th of September 1 705, difmifled 
by fir William Whetftone, who then had the chief com* ' 
mand there. The particulars of his offence are no where ' 
mentioned. He is faid to have died fometime in the year' 
1717. * ; 

MARTIN, Samuel,— was, on the 18th of G&o&r 
1697, appointed captain of the Biddeford. ' We know 
nothing farther relating to this gentleman till fome little' 
time after the acceflion of queen Anne, when he was ap-t 
pointed to the Black wall, and employed for a long tidie akj 
a cruifer, in which fervice he had tolerable fuccefs. He was 
fent, in Sept. 1705, with two other fmaH fhips of w*r, tri 
convoy the fleet bound to the Baltic, arid was on his return 
from ffrence with the fame (hips of war, having under

in croifing off the Weftern iflands for the Brazil fleet. 

We do not, lingular as it may appear, find any men- 
tion made of him after this time till the year 1723, when .* 
lie was appointed, in the month of April, to command the l 
Sandwich, a fecond rate* of ninety-fix guns, one of a* 
number of (hips ordered to be immediately equipped, but . 
on what particular occafioto was a fecret, and which being 
known only to the adminiftration of that time, will now, 
confequtntly,. ever remain fo ; for it never was made pub- 
lic, but died, like' mod other abortive expeditions, with 
thofe who contrived* it. 

In 1726 we find him captain of the Naflau, of Teventy 
ns, one of the fleet fent'ia that year, under fir Charles - 
'ager, to the' Baltic, and appointed to command, -with 
the rank of commodore, the third divifion of the fleet* 
Nothing memorable enough to merit relation took place 
daring this expedition. But in the following fpnng a 
fqnadron being again ordered to the fame part of the 
wtorld, under fir John*Norris, captain Morris was, on 
* the 21 ft of April, juft before fir John was ready to put to 
fea, adyaijced to be rear-admiral of the White, yet he waa x 
jiot appointed to any command in that fleet, nor> as w$ 
believe, was he again employed: he, nevertheless, partook 
regularly of the progrefli ve promotions # which tooJk place 
ito the navy from this time till the year 1732; an honour- 
able compliment, if it is not a mifapptication of the terns 
to- call it fo, which his long fervice and highly efteemed 
character juftly entitled him to, and which it would have

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been tn high aft of public injustice to have withheld from 
him. In the month of March 1733-4, worn out with 
age, infirmities, and long fcrvice, he retired on a penfion 
01 450 1. a year, which he enjoyed till his death, which 
happened on the 27th, of March 1741. 

NOBLE, Mark-— The firft information we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was fecond lieutenant of the 
DutcneGs, a fecond rate, in the month of June 1696 ; 
how long before this he obtained the above rank we can* 
not precifely fay, but we believe a fhort time only, as we 
have reafon to fuppofe }iis promotion in the navy was re- 
markably rapid. On the 12th of July 1697, he was ap- 
pointed captain of the St. Vincent, a firefhip, which had 
been formerly a fmall frigate taken from the French. He 
was in a very fhort time after promoted to the Dunwich, 
and fent, in the month of February 1698, to Cadiz and the 
Mediterranean. He died, commander of the fbip juft 
mentioned, on the 22d of March 170X. 

Rear-admiral Hardy, in his lift of naval commanders, 
adds, as a remark, that he was difmifled the fervice from 
the Dulwicb. Of this circumftance we find no mention 
made in any other place \ and fuppofe the alteration of 
the Ihip's name to have been merely an errour of the prefs, 
there not being any fuch fhip as the Dulwich in the 
fervice. . . 

ORMEROD, Charles, — is entitled to. a place here, 
only from having been, on the 15th of February 1697, 
appointed captain of the Lightening firefhip. 

SEARLE, Henry,— is nearly in the fame predicament ; 
we know only he was .appointed fifth lieutenant of the. - 
Sandwich, a fecond rate, in 1695 ; arid being afterwards 
removed into fome fhip fent to the Weft Indies, was thert 
promoted, on the 5th of June 1697, to be captain of the 
Flame firefliip. This vefTel unhappily foundered at fea 
on the 22d or Auguft following, being then on its paflag* 
home to England : the captain and the whole crew pe- 
rifhed with her. 

SPANN, Jonathan. — We do not find any mention 
made of this gentleman previous to his appointment, on 
jhe 25th of February 1097, to be captain of the Virgin 
'Prize. The peace at Ryfwic taking place foon after this 
time, he had rjo opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf fo

TREVOR, Tvidor,— is Very re#o#a% fupj^fed, from 
his name, to'h^ve, been a de^nd^iii-oiTope of tlie yxxmnr, 
branches of the yery ancient family of Trevor*.

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1697, appointed commander of the Dunwich, in which 
(hip he continued, though unnoticed, during, at leaft^ 
considerable part, if not the whole remainder of king 
William's reign. On the acceffion of queen Anne he 
was promoted to the Trkon of fifty guns, and during the 
years 1702 and 3, was employed at home as a cruifer. 
He was laying in Yarmouth road during the great ftorm, 
which happened on the 26th and 27th of November in 
the latter year/ and though in fo expofed a fituation hap- 
pily weathered it without experiencing the fmalleft injury, 
infomuch that, as foon as the temped abated, he was dis- 
patched to fea in fearch and fuccour of any (hips that w£r* 
unfortunate enough to be difmafted and furvive # the hurri- 
cane, with that, or any other partial and remediable 
difafter. * 

In the following year he accompanied fir Cloudefley 
Shovel tq Liflbon, who was Tent thither with a ftrong re- 
inforcement to the fquadron which had failed fometime be- 
fore under fir George Rooke. He behaved with Angular 
gallantry at the battle off Malaga, which took place Tome 
time after the jundion of their. force, and had the good 
fortune to efcape with a lofs comparatively trivial to what 
might have been expe&ed in fo long and defperate an 
encounter, having had only five men killed and his. firft 
lieutenant and twenty*one men wounded. His condu& oa 
this memorable occafion fo highly recommended him to 
the notice and favour of fir George, the commander-in- 
chief, that he had the honour of being made the meffenger 
of the vi&ory. We hear nothing of him after this time 
till we find him, in 1706, captain of the Windfor, of fixty 
guns, one of the fquadron fent to the Weft Indies in that 
year, under commodore Kerr. Some mention was made 
of this gentleman in the petition presented to the houfe of 
lords, by Mr. T.Wood, againft the commodore ; the par- 
ticulars of which charge have been already noticed in the 
life of that gentleman*. But\ve have to remark, in juftice 
to Mr. Trevor, that, notwithstanding the accufation might 
be juft againft Mr. Kerr, as principal, not the flighted 
part of it could be, in any degree, attached to Mr. Trevor 
as agent ; the part he bore in the bufinefs alluded to being,

into execution. We are confirmed in this idea oy find* 
ing, oil the re-commencement pf a fecond treaty between 
the abqve-meJrtioaed4>arties,<that the fluure captain Trevfor 
4*as formerly tahave borpe in it was now confined to other 
|ands, namely, captain Bowler, of the Experiment. 

He continued to command the Windfor under fir C. 
Wager, who fucceeded the commodore ; and we find him 2d 
captain in rank on the court-martial convened, at Jamaica, 
for the trials of -the-captaios, Bridges and Windfor, on the 
23d of July 170&. In the month of September he wai 
promoted to the Monmouth, a third rate of fevehty guns, 
Bewly arrived from Europe, his old fhip, the Windfori 
being ordered home as unfit for farther fervice, without a 
thorough repair. Rear-admiral Wager himfelf returned 
to KnMnd in the month of O&ober 17 10, leaving cap- 
tain Trevor commander-in-chief on that ftation pro 
tempore. He was relie ve<j by commodore Spann, and re> 
turned to Europe in the following fpring. 

We do not find any mention made of captain Trevor 
^fter this time till t}ie : year 171 7, when we believe him to 
have commanded the Exeter, of fixty guns, one of the fleet 
defigned for the Baltic under fir George Byog, as he did, 
in 1721, the Medway, of the fame force, ordered on the 
fame fervice as the former, in the fleet commanded by 
fix John Norris. In 1726 he was appointed to the Eli* 
zabeth> of feventy guns, ia which he failed, for the third 
time, to the Baltic, under the orders of fir Charles 
Wager, being Rationed in tjie Ike as one of the feconds 
to fir George Walton,, the fecond in command. This' 
expedition was equally uninterefiing with thofe which 
Kad preceded it \ and we have t\q reafon to fuppofe that, 
after the conclufion of it, capt .Trevor ever itf eht again to fea« - 
In. 1736 he retired altogether from the fervice, on being, 
appointed a captain in Gieenwich-hefpitaL la the foi-- 
lowing year he was promoted, upon the death of Mr* 

6 SOMMty 
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Soanes, to be the lieutenant-governor of the fame, but 
unhappily did hot long enjoy this honourable advance* 
* dent, dying on th$ 28th of January 1739-40. 

WAl/TONj Sir George,— was a man who, from 
fome particular circiimftances, we believe to have been of 
pbfcure origin* an homely truth, which ipuft caufe him 
to rife with additional fplendor in the public efteem, as 
from thence we mult be convinced he owed his attain-? 
tnentof the highcft degree of popular favour, as well as 
that rank he fo defervedly reached in the fervice, merely 
to his own merit, unalloyed by intereft, or what is vtflgu- 
larly called connexion, and minifterial favour. We find 
Jiim tto have been appointed, in the year 1692, firft lieu- 
tenant of the Devonfhire, of eighty guns. He in all 
probability had attained the rank of lieutenant fome years 
before, but the particulars of his appointments have not 
come to our knowledge. In 1695 he was firft lieutenant 
of the Reftoration, of feventy guns, one of fir Cloudefley 
Shovel's divifion in the main fleet : but it can fcarcely be 
expeded, we fhould in this early part of his life, have 
it in our power to do more, than barely record thefc 
.biographical points, trivial and infignificant as they are f 
.On the 19th of January 1697, he was promoted to the 
command of the Seaford frigate. This (hip being put out 
of commiffion, and taken into dock for repair, after 
the conclufion of the peace at Ryfwic, we believe 
captain Walton to have accepted of the command of a^ 
Smyrna (hip, called the Delaware; in which he continued 
.for one voyage, or, at moft, two. In the year 1699, ^° 
was captain of the Seahorfe, a fmall frigate on the Me- 
diterranean Station, but where he met with no occur- 
rence worth recording. 

The reiilefs temper of Louis the Fourteenth rendering 
it more than probable it would be impoflible to keep 
, terms with him longer than while his inability to do mil- 
chief prevented his natural genius and turn of mind from 
difplaying itfelf, a fleet was ordered to be eqi^pped for 
the Weft Indies towards the end of the year 1701, and 
put under the comtgand of vice-admiral Benbow, as has. 
been already ftated in the account of that gentleman *. 
Captain Walton, who was juft before promoted to the

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command of the Ruby, a foorth rate of fbrty-eight gWIS* 
was one of the officers who accompanied hitn ; afed wa* 
a,lfo one of thofe few brave men, to whofe gallantry tfcfe 
admiral was, in the memorable a&iori withuu Gaffe, in- 
debted for his prefervation, in aH probability, from cap- 
tivity*. His condufl: on that trying occafton renders the 
fiigheft praife and panegyric too feeble to do it proper 
juftice: to every difcouragi rig cirCumftance, to etffcry ftu- 
idied caufe of depreffion, that the malignant hearts df 
fcveral of his comrades could im^nt and contrive, hi* 
tftagnaniinity and honourable fotrit rofe fopertdi\ PftAet- 
pally through his aififtance* the tratterous intentions <jf 
the captains Krrkby> and others, were nM only ff tiftrated> 
tut the French chef de fifcadre tornfe^ w*is ha^py » 
retire with the bare ignominy of a defeat, comptele ift 
every refpeft except that df his not becoming the prifbiier 
of the Britifh flag. 

On his return from the Weft Indies, In 1704., he wfcs 
promoted to the Canterbury, of frxty gUtts*, attd fettt to 
the Mediterranean in the following year, tinder fir Cl 
Shovel and the earl of Peterborough, who* by a ftrangfc 
Hapricioufnefs and turn of mind in minifters, was ap^ 
pointed with the former, joint-admiral and cofoftiander- 
m-chief of the fleet. In the month of ©Sober lie wa* 
difoattched for England before the fleet, and brought thfc 
$rft confirmation of the furrender of Barcelona* H& 
continued to command the Canterbury feveral year* ; and, 
in ^07, we find him one df the captains in ifr Tftftrnas 
Hardy's fquadron, at the time that gentleman was fart to 
convoy the outward-bound Lifbon fleet. His fiur afttf 
Iipnourable teftimorry of the comrivatider-'iti-ehief s gal- 
lantry and good conduft in that affair, whicfh drew ofc 
hitn 10. much unmerited obloquy^ not only tended to pro- 
duce his legal acquittal, but alfo contributed exceedingly 
to reftore him to that degree of papular favour, which, ta 
Speak cahdidly, he never deferred to have forfeited.

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corntflahd of the Canterbury. The firft fpeciflc mention 
we find faade of him is in the ytzt 171 1, at which time 
he aHftmamded the Montague, of fixty guns, one of fir 
HoVenden Walker's fquadron, employed on the unfortu- 
nate expedition againft Quebec ; but in which, if he was 
unable to acquire fame, he had at leaft the negative fatis- 
fa<5tion of efcaping all cenfure. We are again totally unable 
to give any account of captain Walton during a long, 
though, far as relates to naval affairs, a very uninterefting 
interval ; for we do not find any mention made of him till 
the year 1718, when he again commanded his old (hip, 
the Canteroury, and was fent, under the command of fir 
George Byng, to the Mediterranean. His very gallant 
behaviour in the memorable engagement with the Spanifli 
fleet off Sicily is altnoft too well known to render any 
account of it neceffary : it may admit of fome difpute', 
whether this gentleman derivea a greater degree 01 po- 
pular favour from the gallantry his conduct itfelf dis- 
played, or the very Angular account he # rendered of it to 
his commander-in-chief, and the world. It became an 
universal topic of generous mirth, which applauded with 
* gratitude as unbounded, as the caufe itfelf, taken altoge- 
ther, was, perhaps, unprecedented. 
. However notorious this particular piece of naval hiftory 
IJiay be, it would certainly be an aft of injuftice not to 

five a concife detail of it. On the nth of Auguft the 
tritiih fleet, which had, during the. preceding day and 
night, been in clofe pnrfuit of the Spaniards, having fo 
eonfiderably neared them as to render an engagement

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unavoidable, the marquis de Mari, one of their rear-a<i* 
mirals, feparated from the body of the fleet and ran in for' 
the Sicilian fhore, with fix (hips of war, and all the gallies* 
ftorefhips, bombketches, and firefhips. Captain Walton 
was immediately detached after them with fix (hips of the 
line, by the commander-m-chief, who himfelf purfued 
the remainder, and foon began to attack* The Argyle, 
which was , the headmdft fhip of captain Walton's detach- 
ment, having got nearly clafe up with one of the, Spanifh 
fhips of war, fired a mot across her, as is cuftomary, to 
bring her to. The enemy taking no notice of it, the 
Argyle fired a fecond, which was equally ineffectual : and 
the Canterbury, who was now approached very near, 
firing a third, the engagement commenced in earneft 
immediately, by the Spanifti (hip returning the fire of the 
Canterbury with her ftern chace. 

The relult is not only well known, but was, what was 
fo concifely ftated in captain Walton's difpQtch. His 
prizes, and the feveral operations previous to their cap. 
tare, would, as it is remarked by Campbell, " have fur- v 
nilhed matter for fome pages in a French relation," for 
from his marginal lift referred to, it appeared he had cap* 
tured four Spanifh fhips of war, one of them mounting 
iixty guns, commanded by rear-admiral Mari himfelf, 
one of fifty-four, one of forty, and one of twenty-four 
guns, with a bomb veffel and a ihip laden with arms; and 
had burnt one fhip of war mounting fifty-four guns, two 
of forty, aiid one of thirty, a firefhip and a bomb-ketch. 

His behaviour on this occafion procured him the ho* 
nour of knighthood immediately on his return ; and fome, 
among the reft Mr. Corbet, have mentioned his promo- 
tion to oe .rear-admiral of the blue, which dfid not take 
place till the 16th of February 1722-3, as beftowed on 
him for the fame reafon : but however fir George, as w6 
miift now call him, might juftly merit it, it is not to be 
reckoned among the lift of his rewards, he having been 
advanced to be a flag-officer in conformity to the general 
cuftomof the fervice, and not till he, confide red as a man 
of irreproachable charafter, would have been unjuftly 
treated, had he not received h, even fuppofing he had not 
been prefent at the afiion off Cape Paifaro. Sir George 
had no appointment in a£tual ferrice, as a flag officer* tilt 
.3 «hc 
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the year 1726, when, having hoifted his flag on board the 
Cumberland, he was made fecond in command of the 
fleet, fent to the Baltic under fir C. Wager ; the caufe and 
particulars of which expedition are to be found in that admi- 
ral's life *. On April 2 1 , 1 7 27 , he was advanced to be rear- 
admiral of the red, and fent out, in the month of O&ober, 
with a reinforcement of four fhjps t of the line, to fir C, 
Wager, whe then commanded a fquadrop ftation^d at 
Gibraltar to cover that important place, and watch the 
motions of the Spaniards. 

The rear-admiral was immediately fent out to pruife " 
off cape St. Vincent's, with a fqiiadron of feven (hips of 
the line befides frigates. Sir George returned to England 
after a very uriinterefting expedition, 3,nd arrived in Port- 
land road on the $5th of January 1727-?, 'having been » 
few days before advanced to be vfce-admiralof the blue. 
News of the de?th of vice-admiral Hopfon arriving in. 
England in the month of July, fir Geprge was, on the 
19th, advanced to be vice-admiral of the whitp. In, 
1729 he was appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
under his old colleague, fir Charles Wager; but this 
armament, which was intended merfely as proyifional^. 
having by its equipment only fufficiently kept the Spa- 
niards in awe, we do not believe it ever even put to tea. 
In 1 731 fir George was again called into adlive fervice, 
and hoifted his flag in confequence on board the Sunder- 
land, of fixty guns, at Spithead ? but it appears alfo on 
this occafion, as well as the former, that hp did not put, 
to fea. On the 29th of June 1732, he was farther ad- 
vanced to be vice-admiral of the red ; as he was, on the 
96th of February 1733-4, to be admiral of the blue. In 
the month of June following he commanded a fquadron of 
thirteen fhjps* of war at the Nore, which appears to have : 
been the laft appointment he ever held, for, in 1735, he, 
rptired altogether from the line of aftive fervice on a penfion 
of 600). a year. He died fometimein the year 1740, and

. BELVIN; Robert, — although regularly appointed 
captain of a (hip of war, is fcarcely entitled to a place 
here, except on account of the very extraordinary anec- 
dote that attends his promotion, and which, not to fpeak 
paradoxically, is the very reafon why he has a lefs claim 
to the rank of a naval commander. After having regu- 
larly ferved as a lieutenant, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Trident on the 27th of January 1698, but 
never took out his commiffion, having, in lieu of it, ac- 
cepted of a purfer's warrant for a firft rate ! ! ! The time 
of his death is unknown. 

BRISCOE, Edward, — is known only as having been 
Appointed captain of the Sun Prize, a frigate of twenty- 
four guns, on the 8th of November 1698. No mention, 
is made even of the time of his death. 

DAMPIER, William. — The name of this gentleman, 
as a navigator, is too generally known to make it necef- 
fary for us to expatiate on his merit in that particular 
line. His celebrity recommended him, through the 
right honourable Mr. Montague, prefident of the royal 
fociety, to the notice of the earl of Orford *, at that time

firft 
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firft qoniroiffioner of the. admiralty, and through his inte- 
rcft he was* on the 2$th of July 1698, appointed com* 
mender of the Roebuck) a frhall frigate then equipping 
fpjr a voyage of difcevery. But it is neceflary we ihould 
fijft make fome mention of his life and former voyages, 
wfrjch wer* the c?ufe of his being entitled to a place here, 
fie was horn in the year 1652, being defcended from a 
sefp*£taM<? family in the county of Somerfet ; and conceived 
3& **rly «Jifpofiti°n for adventure, efpeciglly that parti- 
cular fpecits Connected with maritime difcovery and travel. 
JI$ informs us he was not originally intended by his father 
?od r^other for the fea, but that upon their death his 
guardians removed hini from fchool, where he had been 
placed by his parents ; and after having caufed him to be 
proferly inftru&ed in iuch branches of knowledge as were 
^aJcHkfe^ to reader him fervice i n fuch a ftati on, bound him 
apprentice te the mailer of a veffel belonging to Weymouth* 
A|f . Dpinpier very fairly exonerates thofe who had the 
fame of hirn from any blame that rnight be thrown on them 
for this apparent defeat of his parents intentions, by con- 
ferring, that in adopting the above meafure they only 
eenrolied with a very egrly inclination he had of feeing the 
worh}. He firft began by making a fhort voyage to 
France, and afterwards one to Newfoundland, ^t which 
tio?e he was only eighteen years old. He tells us that he 
Jbflfrred fo much from the feverity of the cold at the laft 
place, that he for a time gave up ail thoughts of purfuing 
9 naval life ; neyertbekfs, as if fate had pre-ordained his 
celebrity as a navigator, he relaxed from this refolution 
on hearing of an Eaft India (hip th*t was, then ready to 
fail, |ie entered on board as a foremaft-man, and conti- 
nued in that ftation during the whole voyage. He was 
not abfent from England much longer than twelve 
months: ^pd the fecond Dut^ch war breaking out foon 
jtftsr his return, he continued ^t home during the re-# 
mainder of that year, living with his brother, who appears 
fo haye been a man of fome property and eftate in the 
County of Somerfet. In the enfuing faring he grew 
weary of fo indolent a life, ai*d entered on board the 
Jloyal Prince, the (hip which carried the flag of fir Ed* 
ward &ragge,

He was prefer* at both tlj.e firft and fecond aftion*' 
which took place with the Dutch fleet in this year ; but 
being taken Very fuddenly ill only a day or two before the : 
third happened, was put on bofcrd an hofpital (hip, in 
which he was conveyed to Harwich, with a number of 
other fick and wounded men. The war nearly concluding 
with the battle above-alluded to, and havirtg continued 
fbmetitne in the hofpital in a very weak andianguifhing 
condition, he went home to his brother, where^ from 
better care and attention being paid him, he quickly 
recovered. The nation being' at peace, and his, 
health perfcSly re-eftablifhed, he agreed ' to go tQ 
Jamaica, on art offer made him by a colonel Hillier^ 
6f Eaft Coker, in Someffetftiire, his native parifh, 
to be his agent of fteward in that ifland, under a Mr, 
Whalley. He continued with that gentleman for fix 
months, and then entered into an employ in the fame line 
under a captain Hemmings. This^ howevter, ill-fuiting 
his genius, and, perhaps, ability, he fhipt himfelf with £ 
captain'Hudfel, who was bound to the bay of Gampeachy. 
to load logwood. 

They failed from Port Royal about the beginning of 
Aug. 1675, and met with no very extraordinary occurrence 
during the voyage. This (hip returning to Jamaica, and 
the crew being difchafged, Mr. Dampier engaged, in the 
month of February 1675-6, with a Mr. Johnfon, of New 
England, who was bound to the bay on ah errand 
fimilar to the former. This voyage was much longer 
than the preceding ; and he did not return to Jamaica till th$ 
month o( April 1678. He failed from thence for Eng-i 
land, whence he again prepared to return to the bav of 
Campeachy, having embarked, early in the year 1079, 
as a paflenger on board the Loyal Merchant, a trading 
fhip bound for Jamaica. When he reached that ifland hd 
changed his former refolution, and having difpofedof fuch 
commodities as he brought with him from England, for 
the purpofe of trade, was about to return to his native 
country, when he was prevailed to alter his plan a fecond 
time, and accompany a Mr. Hobby to the Mufqiiito 
ftore. 

They had proceeded no farther on their yoyage thaa 
the' weft end of Jamaica, when all the men, himfelf ex- 
cepted, deferted his patron to go on q buccaneering expe. 
* * • s • f • i Hit ion 
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/dition to the Spanifh main. After a few days Mr. Dam-r 
pier, who was thus left alone with Mr. Hobby , was prevailed 
pn to accompany them alfo. Their firft expedition was 
^gainft Portobeilo, which haying fucceeded, they fet forth f 
on the 5th of April 1680, to march acrofs the ifthmus of 
Parien ; and, when they reached tlie South Seas, embarked 
}n fuch canoes and veffels as the Indians furnifhed them 
with. By the 23d of April they reached Panama, and after 
having in vain attacked Puebla Nova, in which aflault they 
loft captain Sawkings, who, till then, a&ed as their, 
commander, fleered their courfe to the fouthward for 
reru. They continued in the South Seas, varioufly oc* 
jcupied in cruifing, though with indifferent fuccefs, againft 
fhe enemy, and quarrelling among themfelves, till the 
month of April i68i« A reparation then took place 
jbetween the two contending parties; the moft formidable 
of thefe continued with a captain Sharp, who had been 
chofen commander, though not unanimoufly, being 
thought, by Mr. Dampier and others, ill-qualified for 
fuch a ftation ; while that gentlemen with the remainder* 
amounting to about fifty perfons, embarked to feek their 
fortune, furnifhed only with a large boat, or launch, and 
one or two canoes : thefe being far inadequate to the 
. purpofe ? they took the firft opportunity of bettering their 
condition, by feizing a bark laden with timber for 
Guiaquil. 

After efcaping a multitude of dangers from the Spanifli 
guarda coftas, Mr. Dampier and his people agreed at laft f ' 
to run their veflel on lhore, and return back over th£ 
ffthmus to the Gulph of Mexico. , They began their 
march on the ift of May 1681, and, after a tedious and 
dangerous journey of twenty-three days, got on board a 
buccaneer, laying near the mouth of the river Conception, 
commanded by captain Triftram, a Frenchman. This 
veflel, with feveral others, manned with crews of the 
fame profeflion, continued cruifing, with moderate fuccefs, 
till the month of July 1682, When they put into Virginia- 
A new band of adventurers was here formed in the fol- 
lowing year, confiding of feveral from among thofe who 
came from the South Seas with Mr. Dampier, recruited 
py fome newly entered men, fo as to make tip a crew of 
ieventy perfons.

Their veflfel* which was* called thpCygiKt, tos weE 
equipped for the intended (mice, naming; eighteen, 
guns* and wejf ftored with every thing nece|&r,}{ for *. 
cruife in the South Sea** whither it was determined tcx 
proceed. They failed from Virginia, on. their intendedy 
voyage, on the 23d of Auguft 1683* having cboien a Mr .. 
Cook, who had come with theirt from the south Seas, a* 
their commander^ They paflcd through the ftrejgfits i«. 
Make and iwnd Terra del F«ego, fa that fhey did not 
reach the iflandof Jtiart Ferrjaades, in. the $wnh Se$s, till 
Mareb 22, $684 V but during their whole voyage they m*t 
with no occurrence worth relating,, except their having 
met a fhip in the South Seas, fern from JUmdan cm the, 
lame errand with thernfelves, and commanded by a cap- 
tain Eaton, with whom they all agreed to aifcei^te, and 
join company. 

Having refrefbed their people^ they (ailed from tha 
above-mentioned ifland, after a flay of fixteen days* and 
cruifed in the South Seas with very good frcc*fs, being 
afterwards joined by feveral celebrated adventiirers in *he 
lame line. They made feme valuable prizes.; but their 
principal hope and purfUit ws*9 the capture, or at leafe 
attack of the Spanifb ieet, bound from tiroa to Panama., 
Thev waited with much impatience for this expected 
object, which they at length got fight of and chaced, on, 
the 28th of May 1685, but by a dextrotis maneuyre weret 
thrown to leeward % the Spaniard;, who,, during the 
enfuing night, fent one of their fmall yeflcls, with a light, 
to decoy the English, and by that means enable them to 
gain the weather gage. AU their hopes pf conqtieft ipere 
vanifbed with the dawn ; and the promifed pleafuves of 
acquired wealth were totally fuperceded by the anxiety of 
felf-prefervation : the Spaniards, who were to windward 
lind far exceeding the buccaneers both in ftrerigth and 
numbers, became themfelves the aflailants ; and had they: 
not wanted courage to pursue their advantage properly, 
would, in all probability, have captured the greater part 
of the buccaneers. After this gnevous difappointment 
they flood farther to the northward, and were, by turns, 
unfortunate and fuccefsful in a variety of petty enterprife* 
-which they undertook ; the moft memorable of which was, 
the furprize of the city of Leon, which wa$ facked ana 

' r burnt, 
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fcurnt, . They continued afterwanfe to cruife on the coaff 
of Mexico, where they met with ver,y indifferent fortune*, 
till the 31ft tf March 1686, when, having parted com- 
pany with all their for per companions, and being now 
reduced to a company of one hundred and fifty perfon* 
on board pne (hip and a tender, they took their departure 
from Cape Corieqtes, tn the coaft of California, for the 
Eaft Indies. 

They made the ifland of Guam on the 30th of May* 
and in good time, their provifions being nearly all ex- 
pended. A friendly iutercqurfe was foon eftablifted, and 
continued to be kept up between the {hips and the Spaniflt 

Sovernor, notwithftanding tlie latter was well apprifed of 
le profeflion of his vifitprs, Ncverthelefs, a* he wa* 
neither able to wi^hfond an attack, nor the (hips inclined 
to make one, which, though it proved Aiccefsfii), they 
well knew would not repay them for the trouble and lofa 
they might probably fuftain, it appeared, as if mutually 
agreed, that hostilities fliould be confined to tfce # wealthy 
coafts of Peru, or to fuch encounters as would repay the 
courage of tjie vigors, and that in every other part of the 
world, Spaniards apd buccaneers fhould meet as apparent 
friends. On the ad of June they failed from Guam for 
Mindanoa^pneof the Philipine iflands, which they reached 
in fafet y on . the 2id of the fame month. They continued 
at this place till the N middle of January 1687, when they 
. left the river of Mindanao!, intending to ?ruife off Manila, 
• On 

* For which Mr. Dampier afigns the following renfoa. 

" We came on this coaft (fays be) fall of expe&aijons, Cor bcfidca 
the richnefc of the country, and the probability of finding foroe fea» 
ports worth vising, we perfuaded ourfelvet that there muft need* bo 
{hipping and trade here, and that Acapulcq and La Vera Cruz were 
to the kingdom of Mcxjco, what Panama and Pottobcl- are to that o£ 
Peru, viz. marts for carrying 00 a content commerce between the

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On this Ration they took two prizes of frriall value, one 
of them of fo little confequence, that it was immediately 
Tekafed. They continued thus occupied, though with 
*ery indifferent fuccefs, till the month of May 1688, 
The repeated feuds and difturbances that prevailed ?mong 
the crew, their irregular riotous mode of condufting them- 
felves, and above all, the difreputable occupation itfelf, all 
tended, at this time, to induce Mr. Dampier to quit them* 
After a little altercation, and fubduing a few difficulties, 
lie was at length put a fl>or£ on the ifle of Nicholas, with 
a Mr. Hall, and a man of the name of Ambrofe. After 
rfcaping many dangers he at laft arrived at Bencoolen, 
where he was well received and appointed mafter-gunner 
erf the fort there. Still, however, he continued uneafy, 
anxioufty waiting for an opportunity to return to Eng-^ 
fend, which at laft he happily effe&ed, though much f 
againft the will of the governor, by creeping through on$ y 
el the port-holes of the fort; and getting on board the 
Defence^ a fliip belonging to the Engfifh Eaft India 
company, on the 2d of January 1691. 

Tne dangers and difficulties he had fo long encountered 
<fid not, however ceafe after this ftroke of gqod fortune, 
a dreadful fcurvy broke out among the flups company, 
occafioned by the unwholefome water that was impru- 
dently taken on board at Bencoolen, added to the condi- 
tion of their provifions, whiqh were almoft fpoiled, the 
fliip having teen out three years. Such, however, were • 



Captain Swan, the commander, bad been induced, by the perfoafjon 
ef this chief, to bring his (hip into the river for convenience an<) 
fafety ; bat it had not Tain there long before the above -mentioned in* 
convenience was discovered, and the fheatbing ripped off, to be re? 
placed by new work. The general was prefent at this operation, 
and was very much difcontented and diflatished when he raw thei 
jrianking, adding, that he never knew a (hip have two bottoms before. 
The reafon of this ill temper was, the Mindaynsyan thought that the? 
fhip mud be in a fhort time rendered unfit for fea, and hoped, wheni 
that became the cafe, he fhould get her guns, as he had thofe of a 
Butch fhip not long before, and by the fame dextrous maneuvre, 
Not long before the (hip's departure a violent difagreement took place 
between captain Swan' and the crew; in confequence of which he 
bimfelf, and about thirty-fix of his people, were left behind, the (hip 
proceeding Vp fea with the remainder, under a new cjunm^ndcr chofen. 
by them, 
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the exertions of captain Heath,- the commander, that, in 
ipite of thefe diftrefles, the fliip was brought fafe into the 
Cape in the month of April, The lick being tolerably 
Well recovered, and the place of thofc who had unhappily 
died in fomc meafure fupplied by Dutch men, entered at 
the Cape by ftealth, they failed from thence on the 
23d of May, and after touching at St. Helena, arrived in 
the Downs without meeting with any remarkable occur- 
rence on the 16th of September 1691* 
^ Mr. Dampier had brought with him to England an 
Indian chief curioufly tatowed, or, as he (tiles it, painted* 
This perfon he had bought in India, in conjunction 
with a Mr. Moody, and he was for fome time (hewn for 
a fight ; but Mr. Dampier being in rather diftrefled cir- 
cumftances, was obliged to difpofe of a part of this Grange 
property, and by degrees, afterwards of the whole. He 
does not make any mention in his voyages how he was 
employed for eight years after the time of his arrival in 
England, fo that we prefume him to have continued 
principally at home till he became commander of the 
Roebuck, as already dated. In this veffel, which 
mounted only twelve guns, he failed from the Downs, on a 
voyage of difcovery, with a fair wind, on the 14th of 
January 1698-9. Being victualled and equipped for a 
voyage of twenty months, he proceeded by T eneriffe and 
Brazil to the Cape of Good Hope, and from thence to 
New Holland ; in the difcovery of which he made coafi- 
derable progrefs. He would have purfued his inten- 
tions, and indeed initru&ions, of acquiring a (till more 
perfeft knowledge of that country, had he not been com* 
pelled, after failing up that exten live coaft for five weeks, 
to bear away for the ifland of Timor, in confequence of 
his people being terribly affii&ed with the fcurvy, princi- 
cipaUy occafioned by. the water they had taken on board 
from that coaft, which, though brackiih, was the bed they 
could at that time meet .with. 

Captain Dampier, his people, having in fome meafure 
recovered their health and ftrength, again failed from T| T 
mor, on the 12th of December 1699, and arrived off the 
coaft of New Guinea on the ift of January 1700. Here 
he made a.confide&ble number of new difcoveries, par* 
licularly of a large iUaad which he cajled New Britain, 

having 
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having coafted round it, and found out a parage, Whktt 
has ever fince borne his name. Th* time of the eaftertl 
monfoon approaching, he refolved to fleer for Batavia* 
where he arrived the beginning of July. He continue 
in that port till the 17th of Odober, and met with no- 
thing very remarkable afterwards, during his psflage id 
the ifland of Afcenfion, which he got fight of on the lift 
of February. Between eight and nine o'clock in tfcte 
morning of the 22d the (hip fprung a dangerous teak 
which quickly encreafed in fo violent a degree, that the' 
chain-pump could not keep the fhip clear*- Every pdf*. 
fible method was tried to remedy this di&fter, at laft, by 
the affiftance of the hancUpump the fhip was freed frottt 
water; and by continuing thofe exertions it was kepi 
under. Early on the following morning captain Dampfer 
flood for the bay and anchored there, at the diftance of 
two miles from the fliore, about nine o^leck,- Every 
meafure prudence or ingenuity could fuggeft or contrive, 
to remedy or leffen their difafter, was immediately carried 
into execution. Thefe were unhappily all firuitlefs, for, 
after clearing the part of the fbip where the defe& was, 
in order to get at it within board, the plank wasdifebveftd 
to be fo rotten, that, to ufe Mr. Dampier's own words, it 
broke away like dirt.- 

( Nothing remained for Mr. Dampier to do in this <Kf* 
treflfed fituation, but to endeavour, if poffiUe, to fave th* 
lives of his people* The boats were hoifted tut although 
it was then dark, that the people might preferve them-* 
feh/es in cafe the fhip Should appear likely to founder at 
her anchor. As foon as day broke they got up their 
anchor and endeavoured to run in fhore, but thie land- 
breeze prevented them from effe&ing this intention fo 
well as they wifhed, and expefltfcd. In the afternoon, on 
thefpring'ing up of the fea-breeze, they ran intofeven 
fathom water, and afterwards warped the veffel, by car* 
rying out a fmall anchor a-head, mto three and an half,/ 
where they fecured her. The greateft exertions were 
now made to fave fuch articles as were more immediately 
aeceftary for thfeir future exifteooe and pre&f vation ; all the 
fcamen's chefts and bedding were got fafe to land, upon 
a raft, by eight o'clock at flighty and the next morning 
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oil the faifc were uribent and carrwd on (bore for the pur- 
pofe of being converted into tents* 

It was a Confidence relief to their misfortunes that 
this Mand abounded with turtle ; and, to add fttll farther 
Jo their fo&fadion, they difC0wed iti a few days after- 
wards a fpfing of excellent water, though their joy "was 
Jbmowbat daiAptd from its being teight toile* diftant from 
the b*y 'wbetoe 'they landed* attd where the major part <f 
.then* were obliged tot»ntmue> for the purpofe of making 
. their diftrafs known to the firft vefifels that Aeutd put m 
there. To men* however, who have no other employ 
saca* than that of firitsfying the necetiities of nature* difr 
«iR^o£tlififctiidg^d^ After 

xotitimfcing on this ifland, therefore, in a ftat* by no means 
to ttaoOcafarteble aa that experienced by many other uh- 
nappy voyagers, the captain and his people were relieved 
from their anxiety by the arrival of tteee Engiiih men of 
war*, and the Canterbury Eaft India fhip> on die 3d of 
ApriL Captain Danopier immediately went on board the 
Anglefey with the greater part of bis people, die remainder 
-being dHperfed into the other (hips. 

Mr. iJatnpierand fooie of his officers afterwards re- 
booted into 'the Canterbury for the purpofe of getting 
^xpc di t i txifljy to isngiand, as the (hips of war* having mi£ 
fed the tuand of St. Jago, were obliged to bear away for 
Barbadoes to procure water. Notwithstanding, it was 
uacaodid* and, indeed, ungenerous in the higheft degree, 
•to affix any thing Wee Maine, on this gentleman, betaufe 
^of the aheacfy related accident and misfortune; yet we 
find there were not wanting thofe, who were by no means 
thrifty of theirceniufe: of this captain Dampter feelingly 
complains in his dedication to the earl of Pembroke t* 
of the third vohfcrae of fits voyages. " The world (fays 
he) is apt to judge of every thing by the fuccefs ; and who- 
ever has ill fortune will hardly be allowed a good name. 
This, my lord, was my unhappinefs in my late expedition 
in the Rocbvck, which foundered through perfe& age near 
the ifland of Afcenfion. I fuflfered extremely in my

cation/* 

AH the lifts of naval officers^ as well thofe it? mantf* 
fcript as that publifhed by rear-adrfciraf Hardy, have 
uniformly erred in their account of this gentleman 
According to thefe he perifhed at the time the R6et>uck . 
was loft, on the 24th of February 1700. What could 
have led them into fo grofs a miftake we cannot pretend 
to fa)% for ft is not only contradi&ed by the dedication 
above quoted, in which he fays, " as the particular fer"* 
▼ice I have now undertaken hinders me 7 from Sniffing 
this volume, fo I hope it will give me an opportunity of 
paying my refpe&s to ybur lordlhip in a new one." but 
m the Gazette, No.* 3906, is the following notification.' 
•' St. James's, April 18, Captain William Dampier 
being prepared to depart on another voyage to the Weft! 
Indies, had the honour to kifs her majefty's hand on 
Friday laft, being introduced by his royal nighnefs the 
lord high admiral*'* It appears, however, that hedid not 
Jail on this expedition till the year 1704: in the courfe 
of it he took the town of Puna, in the "South Seas ; but 
putting into Batavia on his return, was there imprifoned' 
by the Dutch, who ieized on all his efFe&s. He returned 
to England after his releafe, but does not appear to have 
ever afterwards been employed in the royal navy. There 
is indeed a report, that he was drfmrfted, or fofpended 
from the fervice by the fentence of a court-martial for 
. misbehaviour and ill-treatment of his officers and people* 
but this circumftance is by no means fufficrently eftab- 
iiihed to warrant our pofitively affertmg it. He after- 
awards accompanied the celebrated captain Woodes Rogers! 
in his voyage round the world, in the capacity of mafter $ 
and returned with him to England, where he arrived on 
the 1 ft of O&ober 1711. : No particulars arc known 
xelative to him after this time* The hiftory of his voyages, 
particularly his firft round the world, has been tranflated 
into moil European languages, while his afliduity, and un- 
remitted perfeverance, has entitled him to a rank among 
the ableft navigators* 

HUNTER, 
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HUNTER, Colin. — It is very apparent, , from his 
frame, this, gentleman was of Scotch extraction. We 
heat nothing of him till he was, on the 24th of June* 
1698, appointed commander of the Dolphin : he was dif- 
mifled from this (hip, and from the fervice altogether, on 
the 7th of Atiguft 1700^ btit oti what particular account 
does not appear. 

iVfOSES, William, — the brother of captain John 
Mofes, of whom a fhort account has been already given t, 
was appointed captain of the Winchelfea on the 13th of 
December 1698. He never was fortunate enough to 
obtain any command fo consequential as to afford him an 
opportunity of diftinguifbing himfelf out of the ordinary 
fci>d unnoticed line of fervice* This might, and we be- 
lieve was, entirely owing to an infirm ftate of health, 
under which he laboured, for a great number of- years 
previous to his death. In confequence. of this natural 
and truly pitiable incapacity, he retired with a penfion as 
a Superannuated captain. He enjoyed this many years, 
it the term, may be thought applicable to any per fort in 
the ftate above-defcrioed. He died on the 3d of February 
£740* having then attained his eighty-firft year. A plain- 
Undecorated {lone, affording us the above information, is 
laid over his remains in Deptford church-yard, where it 
^Ifo appears the remainder of his family was interred. 

OAkE, John,— was, on the 9th or November i6'9$„ 
appointed captain of the Queenborough fiigate, and died! 
on the 13th of January following^ , . ,* 

SMITH, George,— was advanced to the rank of lieu* 
tenant in the navy foon after the, revolution. He wa$ 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Deptford, of fifty guns^ 
in 1692; and after having feryed in the fame ftatlon oi\ 
board .divers other {hips, was, on the 21ft of November 
1698, promoted to the command of the Coventry. Aftei; 
the acceffion of queen Anne he was advanced to be captain 
of the Warwick, of fifty guns, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where her died on the 2d of November 1704.

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. ALLEN, Bcnnet, — had the honour of being brought 
into the navy under the fpecial countenance and protec- 
tion of fir Cloudefly Shovel, a patronage which we ar* 
forry to fay his fubfequent conduct proved him to have 
been by no means worthy of. He was fpecially recom- 
mended by the worthy admiral juft mentioned, to be pro-, 
moted to the rank of lieutenant, in the month of Janu- 
ary 1695-6; and, through the fame intereft, after having 
on all occafions deported himfelf highly to the fatisfa&ion 
of thofe under whom he ferved, was advanced, on th« 
27th of February 1699, to be captain of the Maidftone. 
After the acceflion of queen Anne he was promoted to the 
Lark ; from which (hip he was.difmifled for mifcondu&, 
by the fentence of a court-martial, on the 5th of Auguft 
1703. Others, with much greater appearance of truth 
on their fide, affert, that he was only fined three months 
pay. We adopt > the latter as the mod probable ftate of 
his fentence, for we find him not long afterwards captain 
of the Montague. His former cenfure had not the good 
effeft of amending his conduct, for, in the year 1700, he 
was difmifled from the laft mentioned (hip in the Welt 
Indies for miftehaviour, by the fpecial order of the prihet 
of Denmark, at that time lord high admiral. The parti- 
cular caufe of this order is no where given, except the 
general one of mifcondu£l on the reprefcntatioii of go- 
vernor Handafide. He furvived many years, living, as wt 
believe, totally in retirement till the time of his deaths 
which happened not till the month of September 1 750. 

BILLINGSLEY, Rupert.— The firft information 
we have of this gentleman is, that he was, on ther 
*ath of January 1698, appointed commander of the 
Queenborough frigate. We hear nothing of him 
after this time till the beginning of the year 1704, 
when he was promoted to the command of the Litchfield, of 
•fcftyguns, and employed as a cruifer during that year, 

princi* 
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jtoincipally in the German ocean, where he had the good 
fortune to make many prizes; the greater part of them, 
indeed, were of little confequence, the largeft a frigate of 
twenty-two gun?, called the Sun Prize. We do not 
hear any mention of this gentleman during the year 1705 ; 
but in the enfuing fummer we find him commanding a 
fhip of the line in the Mediterranean, under fir J. Leake, 
who appointed him to aft as lieutenant-colonel of the 
regiment of volunteer feamen, raifed for the purpofe of 
affifting in the redu&ion of Alicant. We have not been 
able to colleft arjy other particulars relative to this gentle* 
man, except the date of his death, which happened on tho 
15th of December i7?o. 

BOKENHAM, Robert*,— we dp not find mentioned 
any where till the. time of his appointment, on the 6th of 
,May 1699, to be captain of the Coventry frigate. Prty* 
vious to the acceflion of queen Anne, and tne recommence 
mentof war with France, he was appointed to command 
the Chatham t; of fifty guns, and ordered on a cruife, off 
the coaft of France^ He difplayed confiderable a&ivity 
jathis employment after the rupture had taken j?]ace » 
but, neverthelefs, was not happy enough to effect 
any fervice mpre memorable, during fome monjth^ 
-than that of capturing a frnall (loop of war, mounting 
eight gun*. In the month of Aiiguft, however, he 
was more fuccefsful, having had the good fortune, ill 
company with fome other (hips of war, to fall in witf* 
the Jafon and Augufte, two French fhips of the line \ tfye

He /was twice afterwards re-* 
appointed to the f fame *efiel, .firft cfn the 9th :of Jul* 
l^oto, and again on the 20th of May. 1701, After, the 
acceflion,of queen Anne he was removed into < the 'Lyme* 
and 'Rationed to ccuife in the Channel* a fervicse in which: 
he rqet with ' confide^We fuccfefs, having, taken maay 
prizes. He continued in the .fame line of employment 
till the. time of his death, which happened on the loth of 
Jan* ,1703*4, in an a&ion with a large French ^priVateier, 
off the ©ea^nan. The enemy's feip -mounted forty-fix 
guns, the Lyme thirty-two only ; but, after a defperatc en^» 
gagemeryt of three houjrs, the former was content to yield 
the {honour at ka(l> of victory, to her very inferior an* 
tggojiift, who was too much disabled to prevent her flight. 
Captain Letch mere was fo defperately wounded in this 
encounter, that he died the next-morning. l^hirty-fiKof 
the crew were killed and wotfoded. 

MJTCHEL, Thomas, —.was, on the *5th of July, 
1699, appointed captain of the Falmouth of fifty guns. 
We do not find any other mention made of this gentle- 
man, except that he was. put on the fuperanmmtcd KnV 

.N.J -. ..with. 
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with a penfion, of 91I. 5$. per aim. by order dated July 
the 9th, 1708, and that he died on the 04th of February 

1714. 

RUMSEY, Edward. — We believe this gentlemair to 
kave been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolu- 
tion, but have no certain information concerning him 
till the year 1695, w ^en ^ e f crve d as & r & lieutenant of the 
Dutchefs, of ninety guns, commanded by captain, Ley, 
and employed during that year in the main fleet, being 
(rationed in the line as one of the feconds to fir Cloudefley 
Shovel, He was afterwards appointed a&tng commander 
of a floop of war of ten guns, called the Jolly Prize. On 
the 1 ft of September 1699, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Lizard frigate. After which time he ex- 
perienced, in commtn with a number of other brave and dif- 
tiriguifhed chara&ers, the misfortune of being totally 
unknown and unnoticed, till we arrive at that fatal period 
which, while on one hand, it leads us to commiferate his 
fate, on the other entitles him to the higheft pofthumous 
praife and veneration. 

. In the year 17 10, being then captain of the Pembroke, 
ef fix ty-four guns, one of the fleet under fir J. Notris, in the 
Mediterranean, and ordered on a cruife, in company with 
the Falcon frigate, commanded bjr captain Conftable* 
they fell in with three French (hips of war, one of 
feventy, a fecond of fixty, and a third of fifty-four guns. 
Againft thi* very unequal force the Engliih (hips for a 
long time contended, with a valour meriting a much better 
fate : the Pembroke and Falcon wer$ at laft both corn- 

Jelled to furrender ; but this did dot take place till captain 
Lumfey was unhappily killed, and an hundred and forty 
©f thecTew killed or wounded. The (hip itfelf was alfo 
<iompletely di fabled, her mizen-maft being (hot by the 
board, and her rigging almoft totally deftroyed. The 
above defperate encounter took place on the, 29th of 
December 1 710. 

• SCALLY, William,-— was, on the 26th of June 1699, 
appointed commander of the Gloucerter^ and was re* 
commiflioned to the fame (hip on the 10th of July 1700. 
After the return of the fleet from Cadiz and Vigo, under 
the command of fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, he was. 
removed on the aad of January into the Kinfale, and foon 
afterwards promoted to the Ranelagh, of 80 guns, the (h ip on 

board 
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board which rear-admiral Byng hoifted his flag as com- 
mander of a divifion of the fleet, fent under fir C. Shovel; 
to the Mediterranean. He died at Leghorn during this 
expedition, on the 26th of September 1793.

CLEMENTS, Bartholomew, — is known only ' as 
having been appointed to command the Kinfale on the 
13th of Jund 1700. Even the time of his death is no. 
where given, far as we have been able to difcover. 

MARTIN, George, — is fuppofed by fome to have 
been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolution, and 
to have ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Royal William 
during the years 1692 and 3, This circumflance does 
not however appear to be very clearly eftablifhed : and 
the firft information that we can ftri&ly depend upon.con-* 
cerning him is, that he was, on the 8th of July 1700^ 
appointed commander of the Lizard frigate. We have 
not been able to meet with the fmalleft occurrence worth 
reciting relative to this gentleman, till the year 1 710, 
when we find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns* 
and appointed commodore of a fmall expedition deftined 
for the attack of Nova Scotia. The naval force fent 
from England on this occafion confifted only of the 
Dragon, above-mentioned, and the Falmouth of the fame 
force,, commanded by captain Walter Ryddel. Thefe 
had under their convoy eighteen merchant (hips, the Star 
bomb- (hip, and a tender, together with feveral tranfports-* 
having on board a number of Britifh officers, a quantity of 
{lores and provisions, and a regiment of marines, under 
colonel Francis Nicholfon, who was appointed coipci- 
mander- in -chief of the land forces. This little fleet*

Sined by the Loweftoffe and F«ver(ham frigates from 
ew York, as he wasfome time afterwards by the Chefter, 
a fourth rate, commanded by captain T. Mathews. The ne- 
ceflary levies of recruits, the colle&ion of tranfports, (lores, 
and provifions were immediately entered upon with much 
fpirit and diligence by colonel Nicholfon, whofe laudable^ 
exertions were extremely well feconded by the governors 
and inhabitants of the refpe&iveprovinces of Manachufet'a 
Bay, Conne&icut, New Hampmire, and Rhode I (land. 

The fleet, however, was not ready for fea till the mid- 
dle of September, by which time two thoufarid land-forces 
fceing, with all the n^ceflary (lores and artillery, embarked 
on board thirty-one tranfports, die commodore proceeded 
to fea, from rJantaflcet road, on the 18th of September.

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Berkeley, (b created by Charles the Second in the year 
1^679. This George was the lineal defcendant, in the 
twelfth generation, from Maurice Fitzharding, otherwife 
Berkeley, the fon #f Robert Fitzharding, who died in the 
year 11 70, in the 17th of Henry II. and from whom are 
defcended many noble and great perfonages who have, 
in different ages, diftingmlhed themfelves, both as ftatef- 
men and warriors*. 

James, of whom we are now to fpeak, haying earty 
tnanifefted an inclination for a naval life, and paffed 
through the neceflary gradations of fervfce, was> on the 
2d of April 1 701, appointed captain of the Sortings. Not 
. long after the acceflion of queen Anne, he was promoted 
teethe Litchfield, of fifty guns;, and being detached from 
the main fleet, under fir George Rooke, to cruife in 
foundings, he fell in with and captured 1 , after a firart. 
aftion, a French fhip of war mounting thirty-fix gun^t* 
and a large veffel, homeward-bound, from Martinico ? 
carrying twenty guns, valued, according to fome authors* 
*t forty thoufand pounds, both thefe veflels he brought 
into Spithead. 

He afterwards acconapaifiedfifr Cloudeltey Shovel on 
his expedition to the Mediterranean, for the propofed re- 
lief and fuccour of the Cevenois; and on his return from 
thence affifted captain, afterwards fir John Norris, in 
capturing the Hazard, a> French fliip of, war mounting 

* The following (bqrt account of the origin of this, family may* 
perhaps, not be thought unentertaining. 

" According to the cuflom of thole times, when the Englifb, in 
imitation of the Normans, begin to affume their furnantes from the 
place of their reiidence, this of Berkeley was then given to one Roger 
de Berkley, in the time of William the Conqueror, whofe defcendant* 
did enjoy the fame for fome time; but the male line of that noble 
family ceafin^, we are to obferve that Robert Fitz Harding (a power- 
ful man in his time) obtaining a grant of the caflle and honour of the 
Berkeley from Henry, fpn of Maud the Emprefs, poflefled himfelf 
thereof; whereupon nis defcendants afTuraed the furname, which, to«» 
fether with the caflle and barony, continues to them in the male lin# 
to this, day j of which Robert, I am to take notice, that his Cather iV 
fatd to have been the youngeft fon to one of the kings of Denmark,

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fifty-four guns* In the beginning of the year 1704, he 
was promoted to the command of the Boyne, of eighty 
guns. On the 7th of March, in the fame year, he was 
called up to the houfe of lords, by writ, by the title of 
lord Durfley, and was foon afterwards fent out; under fit 
Cloudefley Shovel, to reinforce the fleet already in the 
Streights, commanded by fir George Rooke. At the 
ever memorable battle off Malaga, he was ftationed in the 
line as one of the fecondsto fir John Leake, and behaved 
with the greateft gallantry, the Boyne having fuffered 
more than any fhip in the fquadron, except that of the ad- 
miral, fixty-nine of the crew feeing either killed or defpe- 
rately wounded ; among the latter were the firft lieu- 
tenant, the matter, and the boatfwain. Lediard beftowS 
the following pointed and particular commendation on 
his conduct upon this occafion. " Among the actions of 
other brave commanders We muft not forget thofe of the 
gallant lord Durfley, commander of the Boyne, an eighty 
gun fhip, whcf, though then but about twenty-three years' 
of age, gave many memorable inftances of his undaunted 
courage, fteady refolution, and prudent conduft."' 

We do not find any particular mention made of ht$ 
lordfliip after this time till the year 1706, when he com* 
tnanded the St. George, a fecond rate, one of the fleet 
fent to the Mediterranean, under fir Cloudefley Shovel. 
He continued under the fame admiral, and on the fame 
ftation, during the following year, and diftinguifhed him- 
felf at the fiege of Toulon, in a way no lefs Angular than 
he had on every former occafion where an opportunity 
prefented itfelf. The particulars of this traniadUon are 
very modeftly related in the Gazette, No. 4361, where it 
is briefly ftated, as an article of intelligence from the camp 
at La Vallette, dated Auguft the oth, N.S. that " The 
lord Durfley, riding at anchor before one of the ifles of 
Hteres, on which Were three forts, he furprifed the 
ftrongeft, and then fummoned the two others, which fur J 
rendered at difcretion." On his return to England with 
admiral Shovel, in the month of Oftdber following, - he 
almoft miraculoufly efcaped being involved in the fame 
unhappy fate with him. His fhip aftually ftruck on the 
Jarae ridge of rocks with the Aflbe«rtJo» ; but the very

On the 26th of Jaiiqary 1707^8* he ^as piomoted* 
although at that lime flot i&ofie than'twe^tfy-feYen year* 
©M, to be vice* admiral of the blue, wbic% it is as fingplair 
as was his advancement to be an admiral at fo early an 
age, was the fifft appointment in thaft rank he eveit received; 
Having hoifted his flagon 1>oa^d the JBefwicfc, he was 
immediately appointed iecond, or, 'according .to other ao»: 
counts, third in command, urjder fur George JJyng* of the 
fleet equipped for the North Sea, to eppofe the Jpfcenehar* 
mament fitted out At Dunkirk tofupport the caufe oftthe 
Pretender. The moft-prominent and rematkabletranfacti* ' 
$n&of thisluccefsfulexpedition * have been already related^ 

The defigns of Louis the Fourteenth being baffted, the 
fleet retired into port about the end of March, and lord 
Dudley wae foon after this time appointed to command a 
fquadron in foundings. Being principally employed ia 
parting fuqh homewaird-'baund ihips as he fell in with 
into port,*and m protefiiing, to a fafe latitude, all the dif- 
ferent outward~bdund -fleets, he does not appear to have 
met with any extraordinary occurrence till the 26th of 
June. On that wday he fell in with three French fhjj/fo ;of 
war, jnountingftrpm fprty to fifty guns ; but thefe veflel? . 
baing juft come out of port, .and perfectly clean, while on 
the other hand, hid own 'had for the moft part been long off 
the ground, a&Lwcte vejy foul, the enemy made for their; 
own coaft, and were fortunate enough to effeQ: their 
cfcape. 

In the month of July he was directed to put himfelf 
again under the. orders of fir George Byng, who was in- 
verted with the chief command of a flr6ng fquadrori 
ordered toefefcrt abody of troopg, commanded' by general 
$rle, which was intended to alarm the coaft of ¥ radce* 
arid, if poflible, linduce the enemy to make 6>me conifi- 
deahle detachments from their army in Flanders. This 
armament failed from Spithead on the 27th of July, O-S. 
and came to anchor off Deal on *he aSth, .at night. The 
transports and (hips of war being much crowded with 
troops, it was deemed expedient and proper to fl>ift fotne

. Thii necefTary. fervice being completed by the laft day 
if July, the fleet And over to the eoaft of ricardy ontlfc 
iff of Auguft, and about noon came cojui anchor lit the; 
bay of Bologne. It wars im me di a t ely refolired to make a 
feint; of landing the troops ; ahdiaocordingly * upon a ftgi*4 
being rriade at two o'clock in the morning; of the ad* tho 
boats pf the fleet rendezvou fed near the Sags, and every 
preparation was apparently made for carrying, the abov.e-t 
Mentioned deftgn into execution, The enemy* n&Qch 
terrified at the Aippofed impending attack,, lined, the foot* 
with large detachments of troops. Thefe threatentejw 
were almoft daily, made, indifferent parts of the coaft, 
for upwards of a fortnight ; evert fpnall bodies- were octiafi* 
anally put anfbore, that the enemy might not be led tq 
flitter therrifetoes. thefe. hoftile appearances were merely 
intended fo* that parade neoeffary to excite alarm. 
* By this time, it was difco vered that the enemy had taken 
foch precautions to ftrengthen and fortify themfelves^that 
no real oreffeAual impreflion, could* be made. without 
hazarding a* lofs, to which even- fuccefs would not fee 
equivalent : andj moreover, the principal irrteattorrofth* 
expedition, which . Was to compel the French to detach 
from thew army in Flaaders, and; permit. the. duke of 
Mbrlfeorou^h' to carry on thefiege of LHle- Mtthdc&e&i 
being effected; lord Durfley parted from the fide* on ihe 
t6th, with *he Qrford, of feventy guns, bearing his SagV 
fix other (hips of the line, and fame frigates, with orders 
to cruife in foundings. The want of tiroes and-pr/fo- 
•vifions, as well as- the foulnefs* of his flaps,* compelled 
him, after a few days cruife, to put into Plymouth ^ Co 
that nothing farther was effe&ed by the force under»his 
coifimandy than the capture of a French raershant-fiiip 
bound to Placentia, which was taken by tht'Saliflmry. •. 
Every expedition being ufed to refit the fqtoadfbtH his 
lordfhip failed from PLyrnouth on the 28th of September 
with five (hips of two decks and forne frigates,. He was 
joined on the following day by the Hampfhire, of fifty 
guns, which being ready before the' other (hips, had been 
fent out to cruife> but had no other fuccefs than that of 
capturing a fmall French privateer. Thisfquadron con- 

.* tihued 
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tinued at fea till the 7th of November, when lord Dudley* 
himfelf returned into port, leaving three of his fmaller 
fliips under orders to continue out a fortnight longer. 
The fum of the fuccefs of this little armament, if it could 
be faid to deferve that name, from its firft failing to its 
final return into port, amounted to the capture of fix or- 
feven (hips of different defcriptions and of inconfiderable 
Confequence; that of the greateft note appears to have 
been a privateer belonging to St. Maloes, mounting 
twenty-four guns, taken by his lordfhip himfelf. 

On the aift of December following he wa* advanced to 
be vidre-admiral of the white ; and Campbell erroneoufly 
inakes the following remark on this promotion "That 
it was refolved to give him an extraordinary mark of her 
|najefty's favour, as a reward for his diligence*, by pro* 
moting him to the above rank. But though this was 
fomewhat retarded by the death of his royal' highncfs tho 
lord high admiral, yet it took place in the faring of the 
fucceeding year." On this we have only to remark, that 
prince George died on the a8th of Oftober, long before 
the promotion in queftion was in contemplation. Either 
On the day from whehce it was dated, or an that which 
immediately preceded h, his lordfhip again put to fea, and 
on the 29th had fight of two large French fhips, which 
at firft chaced him ; but on a nearer approach finding 
their miftake, hawled their wind, and crowded all the fail 
they could carry to effect their efcape. He neared them 
So much as at lad to get within gun-fhot, when the French 
captains lightening their lhips by throwing feveral of 
their guns, and other heavy articles overboard, were for- 
tunate enough to get clear. This undoubtedly gave his 

,* "The indefatigable diligence of his lordfhip, though it was not 
attended with any extraordinary fuccefs, gave great fatisb&ion to the 
merchants, as it hindered the French privateers from venturing near 
our coafts, as they bad done many years before, to the inexprefliblc 
damage of our trade, as well as to the prejudice of our reputation as a 
maritime power."

He farther adds the following eulogium, which appears to be a very 
juft one, by way of note. 

" What I have here advanced, is on all hands allowed, and even 
by bifhop Burnet himfelf, who confefles, that much greater care was 
taken of our trade, and the French privateers were more effectually 
regained, than is any year fince the war began,"

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lordlhip much concern, thefe veflfels being both equal it* 
jEnglifh fourth rates, one of them mounting fifty, th* 
other . fixty guns. After a ftiort cruife he returned into 

Eort having teen even more unfuccefsful thaa. before, for 
e met with no other prize than an inconfiderable velfel 
laden with fifti from Newfoundland. 

The (hips being cleaned his lordfhip again failed from 
Plymouth, on the r4th of February, with one third and 
three fourth rates*, and three days afterwards was joined 
by two other fourth rates and a frigate : as a dawning of 
fuccefs, he had fcarcely put to fea when two French pri- 
vateers mounting twelve guns each were taken by different 
ihips of his fquadron; and on the 22d,ha,ving then' only 
three, (hips with him, exclufive of the flag, he fell in with 
eleven ftrange fliips, about twelve leagues from Scilly : thefe 
were fuppoled to be monfieur du Guai Trouin's fquadron, 
a part of which did a few days afterwards engage captaia 
Toilet, in the Aflurancet: but his lordfhip loJing them in 
the night, flood in to Plymouth, where he found the 
Dartmouth, who had Jbeen fent in a few days before with 
a prize, and to ftop a leak, and had been chaced off the Start 
iy nine (hips, fuppofed to be a part of the fame fquadron. 
His lordjfhip having been fomewhat reinforced failed 
again almoft immediately, and on the 20th of March 
detached three of his fquadron to cruife off Breft, for the 
purpofe of gaining intelligence.. Nothing confequential 
nappened during the time thefe (hips were abfent, except 
that the Salisbury captured a very valuable flifp from the 
Weft Indies; and the principal part of her cargo was 
immediately taken out, the veflel being fo leaky as to 
induce apprehenfions of its foundering at fea. On the 
29th his lordfhip received orders from the admiralty boari 
to fee the outward-bound Lifbon fleet fafe td a certain 
latitude J. He had fcarcely fulfilled thefe inftru&ions, and 
parted

The fignal for a general chace was Immediately made 
fey his lordfhip* and with fo much fucoefs that tKe Briftol 
Vras very fooh recovered, but fajwing.received a ihotinher 
bread-room j foundered foon afterwards ; all the people* 
however, on board her were faved, twenty meri only ex- 
cepted. The purfuit being continued with much alacrity, 
the Glorieu:* was taken by the Ghefter, captain T. 
Math^Ws; and the Achilles alone had the good fortune to 
effect her e/cape, though very much (battered* In this en- 
counter the fquadron bed feventy men killed and wounded. 
Three or four other prizes* though of no confiderable con* 
fequence, were taken during the cruife* Provifions and 
water growing, fcarce, liis lordfliip was obliged to rerun* 
to Plymouth, on the 1 3th of May, with his fquadron, whic^i 
then confifted of eigfct two-decked fhip* and ibme fru 
gates. On his arrival he received the unwelcome news 
that the Sweepflakes frigate, of thirty *-tv/o guns, ope of his 
fcouts, had been taken fome days before by two largg 
French privateers,, each of which were of greater force 
than herfelf. 

In the month of July this noble lord was ordered to tak# 
Upon him the command pf a fmall fquadron collected at the 
Nore, and to proceed off Schouwen, in Zealand *, for the 
jpurpofe of intercepting fume ihips laden with corn, which 
were daily expefted from the northward. Thefe he w*M} 
not fortunate enough to meet with, and on his difappoint* 
ment put into Oofely bay, on the coaft of Yorkfliire. He 
repaired from thence to Plymouth, by land,; and refumed

which, mounting from twelve to forty-fix guns, were

He took two or three 
other inconfiderable prizes, and afforded the moft cpm+ 
plete prote&ion and fecurity to the trade of England*

" While his lordfliip was thus employed, there happened, in Che 
latter end of November, fuch an accident to One of the fltips of his* 
fquadron, as very well deferves our notice.

Lediard, in conjunction with Campbell, gj*es us the following mS- 
flutes relative to the leading tranfa&ions of this cruife.

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vice-admiral of the red : he was at this time at' fca, wW« 
ke continued with little or no interruption till the begin- 
ning of May, when he came into port and {truck hi* 
flag. 

After thistime he appears to have crtjoyed a retirement, 
of fome years continuance, from the fatigues of that trou- 
blefomc and laborious fervice in which we have lately 
found him engaged. By the death of his father, on the 
24th of September 17 10, he became earl of Berkeley, and 
was immediately afterwards conftituted lord lieutenant of 
the county of Gloucefter, as well as of the city of Briftol, 
and cuftos rotulorum : he was alfo appointed warder> 
of the forclt of Dean ; and on the aift of November fol- 
lowing, high fteward of the city of Gloucefter. His 
well-known zeal for the intereft of the hpufe of Hanover 
had fo highly recommended him to the notice of king 
George the Firft* that, knmtdiately on the acceffion of 
that monarch*, he was appointed one of the lords of hi* 
bedchamber, and reftored to the offices of lord-lieutenant 
of the county of Gloucefter and city of Briftol,, from 
which he had been, through the influence of party, re- 
moved in the year 1711 : on the 18th of December he 
was alfo reinftated in the office of cuftos rotulo*um of the 
eounty above mentioned from which he had alfo been 
difplaced.

. Collin? briefly recapitulating the great variety of civil

times one of the lotd* jiifticis of Great fcritaki tvKHt hi* 
majefty went to Hanover; and* being ele&ed a knight of 
the moft noble order of the garter on March 31, 171 8y he 
was inftalled on April 30, following, and placed in thtf 
fourteenth ftall at Windfor. 

" On September 15, 1727* hie was appointed: lord lieu- 
tenant of Lincolnshire by his late majefty ; and on Novem- 
ber the 10th, in that year, was conftitutect lord lieutenant 
of the county of Gloucester, and cities and 'counties of 
Gloucfefter and Briftol, as alfo of the county of Surry, and 
likewife ctiftos rotulorum of the counties of Gloucefter 
4nd Surry; moreover, on the 17 th of the fame month, he 
was appointed keeper of the foreft of Dean, and conftabld 
of St. Briavel's caftle; alfo vice-admiral of Great Britain, 
jmd lieutenant of the admiralties thereof, and lieutenant of 
the navies and feas of this kingdom, tie departed thitf 
life at the caftfe of Aubigny, a feat of the duke of Rich- 
inoridl's* near Rbchelle, in France (being there for thtf 
ifccovery fcf his health) oh the i^th of Auguft 1736, and 
tites buried at Berkeley; 

'* His Iordflrip married the lady Louifa Lenox, (eldeft 
•daughter to Charles firft duke of Richmond] wjib was ap- 
pointed, Oh 0&6htr 30, 1714, one of .the ladles of the 
Bedchamber to her late majefty,. queen Caroline, theit

*5, 1716-1% in the twenty-third year of her age; fhe was 
buried at Berkeley; leaving rffiie one Ton, Auguftus, fourth

Grange, in the county of Southampton, efq; elder brother

The perfonal influence and political confequence of thW 
jioMe perfonage wps greater, we not only fey than anvof 
his cotempoiaries, but had apparently more weight tnarf 
fliat of any fubjeft fince the revolution. We have in na 
inftance found the eftaHWhed rules of the fervice fo re- 
peatedly broken through as to hiake room for. his parti- 
cular promotion : when fcarcely thirty years old he was 
advanced to the high naral rank of vice-admiral of ike 
Wue, although there were at that Very time-many com- 
parers in. die navy who jbad> moft cbfervedLy, ©Stained 

the 
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4jie rtnk of captains feme years before this noble earl held 
* even the commifljon of a lieutenant^ .and yet, neyerthe- 
Lefs, were not advanced "tp be flag officers till twenty 
years after him; feme not till even a more remote 
period. 

This diftinftion and favour is the more extraordinary 
as we do not ever find it pra&ifed, except in the inftances 
of thofe fons of fovereigns who have made choice of a 
naval life. Let us, however, in juftice to his manifold 
virtues, his cool determined bravery, and fpirited intrepi- * 
dity, fo often difplayed, his ikill and knowledge in all 
concerns relative to the navy, his unquestioned integrity, 
and above all his firm and fteady attachment to thof? 
conjun& principles of liberty and good government, 
which are the gory and conftitute the true happinefs of 
Britain, confeis, that this exaltation, attended, as it was, 
with circumftances totally unprecedented, could not have 
been more worthily or happily beftowed. His merits 
filenced even the breath of envy; and the mod diftin- 
guiflied naval characters were content, without murmur, 
to ferve under a man, an imitation of whofe condu& and 
gallantry, was the certain path to honour, fame, and na> 
tional veneration. 

BERTIE, Peregrine,-— was the fifth fon of James, firft 
earl of Abingdon, xo created by king Charles the Second, 
on the 30th of November 1682. Peregrine was born on 
February 2, 1677; and having entered very early m life 
into the fea fervice, was, after patting regularly through 
-the different fubordinate Nations, appointed, on the 3d of 
March 1701, to command the Betty, a Anall armed fri- 
gate of war hired from the merchants. He was after* 
wards promoted to the command of the Panther, a fifty 
gun fliip, employed, during the year 1704, under fir G. 
Kooke,at Gibialtar*,and prefent at the well-known engage - 
ment with the French fleet, under the count de Thouloufe, 
This veflel being one^of the fmalleft two-decked fhips in the 
flept, ^vas ordered, together with the Swallow of toe fame

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force, commanded by captain R. Haddock, to lay fomd 
diftance to windward of the Britifh line, that, in cafe the 
enemy's van (hould attempt to break through with their 
gallies and firfefhips, the fmps juft mentioned 1 , with fome- 
frigates and firethips, might aft a? a referve to repel the 
mifchicf and diforder their irruption might othenvife have 
occafioned. Notwithstanding, he might be fuppofea*, f roni 
the peculiar titration in Which he was ftationed, to have? 
had but little concern in the aftion alluded to, this appears! 
to have been by no mqans the cafe. He bore a*verV 
diftinguiftied {hare in thb encounter, having fupplied the 
place of one of the thips belonging to his divifion which' 
was obliged to quit the line .for want of (hot ; in coofe- 
quence of which he had, during the" thprt time he was' 
fo fptritedly engaged, ten men killed and fixteen wounded." 

When fir Gaorge Rooke returned to England, leaving 
fir John Leake behind with a fquadron for the proteftiori . 
arid better fecurity of Gibraltar, captain Bertie was one 
of the commanders put under his orders ; and we find him 
detached by that admiral, about the latter end of No- 
vember, to reconnoitre the port of Cadiz, where the ener/i^ 
had, as it was reported, and as capttirn Bertie foiled to 
be true, collefted a very formidable naval forte, to attack 
the fquadron under fir John. 

The diligfcnt manner in 'which he performed this ferJ 
vice, and the accurate information he procured of the force' 
and difpofitlon of the enemy's fhfps, in all probability 
preferved the Englifh fquadron, which would dtherwife; 
perhaps, have been furpri fed. We find him continuing on 
the fame ftation during the greateft part of the yealr 1705 i 
but do not meet with any more remarkable irtention 
made of him, than his having, in the month of March, 
aflifted by the Expedition, driven on fhore and burnt, 
near Cape de Gatt, a French thip, of thirty guns, from 
the Weit Indies. • i ' 1 "■•'• *' ', 

Not long after his return he was made captain of th<? 
Ruby, a thip alfo of fifty guns. In the year 1707 he was 
ordered, with captain Balchen, in the Chefter, to convoy 
the outward-bound fleet- to Lifbon. They were to be 
protected to a certain latitude, by two thips of eighty and 
one of fevcnty-iix 'guns, under <?6mrnodore<£dwattte> but 

'■'Mi 
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had not cleared the Channel when they fell in with the 
united fquadroris of the count de Forbin and M. deGuai 
Trouin. A defperate a&ion immediately enfued, which . 
Unhappily ended in the capture and deftru&ion of the , 
■whole fquadron, except the Royal Oak, which contrived 
tadifengage herfelf and efcape in a very (hattered condi- . 
tion. Captain Bertie difplayed on this occafion all the 
gallantry that might naturally he expe&ed froqi a man of 
the ftficteft honour and higheft fpirit. Overpowered at 
laft by the fuperiority of his enemy, he furrendered to the 
marquis de Nefmond, who commanded a (hip of feventy . 
guns. . Being carried prifoner into France, he died in* 
captivity, near Rochfort, fome time in the. year 17Q9. 

CAVENDISH, Philip,— was the collateral defcendant 
of the very ancient and noble * family, whofe reprefen- 
tatives have, as it is welt known,, borne, for many genera- , 
tions, the titles of earls, and, in latter days, dukes of 
Devonshire. We do not find any mention made of thift; 
gentleman till he was, on the 17th of January 1701, ap-, 
pointed captain of the Feverfham frigate. He was after- 
wards removed into fome other veiTel of the fame defcrip-.» 
tion, and fent to the Mediterranean in 1 704, whh-the fleet . 
Mi\der fir Geqrge Rooke. . On the difmiflion of captain - 
Legge from the cp^ma/id ojf the Antelope, in the month. 

* This illuftrious family derive* its,defcent from a younger branch - 
of the Gernons, fampusjn Norfolk and Jfflex, fettled atCavendifh in. 
SjiJfoJk, and from thai feat and eft ate i^ere fbon diflinguifhed by thc : 
(umame they now bear. John de CavendUh was conftituted one of tiie* 
juftrces of the king's bench 1366, 39 Edward IH. and made chief jif- . 
rice of the fame court, by claufe. writ, 15 July, 46 Edw. IH. 1373.- 
Tn the next' reign he was continued in that honourable office, and had 
tfee grant of one hundred marks per annum, by* letters patent, 26 June, .

lord treafurer, and other chief miniuers. 

Of the fame family was the glorious feaman, captain Thomas 6a- 
vendifh, born in Suffolk, who fiaifhed his noble expedition round *the . 
w.orld in September 158?; and making another like attemjMo 1^9 1* • 
&cd in his. return, and defer ved a place among t be J^njjlil^ heroes. . 

' Q4 '■ tf 
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of January 1704-5* captain Cavendifti was promoted ta 
that fliip, and, continued to ferve on the Mediterranean 
ftation during the two enfuing years. The firft remark- 
able fervice we find him engaged in, was the redu&ioq 
of Terragona, in Spain, rfe was ordered .on this expe-' 
dition during the time the fleet lay before Barcelona, and 
Was completely fuccefsful. 

A letter from Genoa, dated the 29th of November fol- 
lowing, N. S. informs us of a very fpirited a&ion which x 
had juft before taken place between the Antelope and 3 
large French (hip of the line, mounting feventy or feventy- 
four guns. This a&ion is faid to have been maintained 
with the greateft fpirit, by the Englilh fhip, for upwards 
of two hours; when the French (hip, though fo much 
fuperior in force, thought proper to flieer off. Jn thi$ 
encounter captain Cavendifti is faid to have had twelve 
men kilta} and feventeen wounded, himfelf being included 
among the latter; although his hurt was of no other ill- 
confequence than producing a temporary confinement. 

We are fomewhat aftoniflied to find no mention what- 
ffvtt made by hiftorians of the preceding event, which 
\fre might naturally h*ve fuppofed was too honourable t<* 
the national chara&er to be omitted, and at the fame time 
fufficiently confeq'uential to have worthily entitled it to a 
place in the page of hiftory. We are particularly happy 
in having it in our power to refcue fo material and intereft- 
ing an event from oblivion, and the more fo in the pre- 
fent inftance, becaufe few perfons have ferved longer, and 
with greater virtue, although no man, perhaps, had ever 
lefs opportunity of acquiring that renown which is the 
confequence ot brilliant atchievements* 

During his continuance on the Mediterranean ftation 
he appears to have been employed in nothing more con- 
fequential after this time, than convoying ftores, provi- 
fions, or money, from Leghorn to Catalonia, for the ufe 
and fupport of the confederate army in that province s and 
in conformity, or rather proof of what we have juft ob- 
ferved, we do not find the fmalieft mention ever again 
made of this gentleman during the war, nor indeed for 
many years after it was, concluded* It is particularly 
wonderful that we find not even his name mentioned as 
commanding, rn a private ftation, any fhip of war in the 
* 9 many 
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many different fleets that were equipped for various pa* 
jcific expeditions previous to the rupture with Spain in 

In the month of December 1719, !>e was appointed 
.commodore of a fmqll fquadron ordered to cruife off Cape 
Vincent ; and while employed on this fervice, met with 
an encounter in which his reputation very undefervedly* 
fuffered, as will appear by an impartial ftatwnent of iu 
On the 7th of December, at night, this gentleman having 
then under his command only the Norwich, and Advice* 
of fifty guns each, with the Dover, of forty, and being 
about nine leagues to the weftward of Cape St. Vincent, 
fell in with three Spanifh fhips of war, mounting fixty- 
four, fixty-two, and fifty guns. Notwithftanding this 
very great fuperiority of force, after keeping fight of hit 
antagonists till the 9th, without being able to bring them 
to aftion, he engaged them on that day for upwards of 
three hours, although, as a di fad vantage in addition to the 
great inferiority of force already mentioned, the fea raji 
fo high that the Britifh (hips, which were to windward, 
could make no ufe of their lower tier of guns: finding 
It impoilible to fucceed in fo unequal an encounter, the 
Commodore prudently refolved to bear away for Gibraltar." 
The lofs of the Britifh fhips in the foregoing a&ion 
amounted to forty men killed and wounded ; that of the 
Spaniards to a much greater number. 

It is a very juft obfervation that popular opinion b fre- 
quently founded on the moft unjuft principles, alternately 
beftowing cenfure and applaufe on tranfadtions which merit 
neither, or which, perhaps, when truly weighed and 
examined, may prove entitled to a public reception dia- 
metrically oppoute to that they experience. Erroneous 
as it may be in its very firft principles, popular obitinacy 
difdains to confefs its miftake, and bafelefs as the 
foundation muft appear in the eye of candour, thofe who 
have been weak enough to lay it, continue firmly to fupporf 
the fuperftru&ure of capricious perfecution, or to fpeak of 
it in the mildeft poffible terms, an ungenerous, unmanly 
diflike. The conduft of the commodore in the foregoing; 
encounter, which fhouldhave entitled him to the heartfelt 
praife of all generous and candid men, unfortunately ex* 
perienccd* a very different treatment at the hands of the 

populace 
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populace aRfl their favourite leaders. The people hat) : 
peen accuftoaaed to behokj the Ejritifh flag triumphant, 
over that of Spain in every encounter; they had acquired; 
the habity and with little reafon, perhaps, of defpifing an 
eneir\y over whom they had for ages been vi&orious ; and. 
the kte deftru&iori of the fleet off Medina had not a littler 
contributed to ftrengthen this prejudice in favour of their;- 
own prowefs. 

They neve? troubled themfelves to compare the rela*- 
tive force of the enemy with that under fir G. Byng* 
wbofe natural gallantry had hardly any room to. expand 
itfelf in an encounter, that could not well be faid to deferve. 
that name, with an inferior and, fugitive enemy. '£hey 
regarded only the more fu^ftantiAl fruits of that eneipy/s 
defeat, and foreboded to themfelves, a fonilar good fortune- 
in every conteft that might afterwards tajke place. To, 
behold three Sp.aniih fhips engaging, an equal number, of 
their own natipn, and efcaping (for that was the de- 
grading and ignominious term they beftowed on this event), 
was a circufnftance that flruck then? with wonder ana 
aflpni#iment. Too fuperficial, too arrogant to feek for. 
caufesthat prefented themfelves almoQ without an enquiry* , 
they condemned Mi% Cavendifh for not havings in fpitc. 
both of the weather and his own inferiority, captured an- - 
tagoniftsj the bare refiftance of whom was a matter dif-.. 
playing confiderable gallantry, and whofedifcamfitureand^ . 
repulfe certainly entitled him to the higheft praife. 

Wc do not find any other mention made of Mr. Ca^» 
irendifh till, the 9th of January 1727-8, when be was: 
promoted tp. rear-admiral of the blue, as he was, on the. 
19th of July following* to be rear-admiral- of the white. 
On the death of rear-admiral Robert Hughes, he was,. 
advanced to be rear-admiral of the. red;, but ft ill does not, 
appear to have had any appointment to an adhi^l command 
On the 29th of June 1732, he was appointed vice-admiral, 
of the blue; and on the 26th of February 1733-4, of the 
red. Soon after his latter, advancement, haying hoifted 
his flag on board the Blenheim, he took upon him the, 
command of a fquadron, colle&ed at Spithead, confiding 
of eleven fhips of the line, eight of which were of feventy* 
guns and upwards. This afterwards formed a Jun&iqiv- 
with admiral .fir .John-Nxjrris, .who arriypcL Uot% K tfic, 
j .' ' * ~Down^ 
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Downs with a fleet ofj nineteen fail of the line and fix 
ihialler veffels. Whatever might be the objeft of equip- 
ping this very formidable armament, it appears to have. 
Been quietly accomplished, without rendering it necefiary 
to fend out the aboive-n^enjionegl fleet, which does not 
appear to have ever put to fea. On the 2d of March 
1735-6, he was (till farther promoted to be admiral of the 
bld£} but no* mention is made of his ever having held 
fifty command. On the 19th of March 1742, lib wa§ 
appointed one of the comtniffioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral ; a ftation he continued to hold tilt 
hfc death, which took place on the 14th of June 1743* 

HUDSON, Thomas. — This unfortunate man, for 
every perfon may be deemed fo, who enters into a pro- 
feffion or employment which he afterwards proves a fclif- 
grace to, was appointed third lieutenant of the Reftoratiori 
in the year 1695. We find no other notice taken of him 
till the 21ft of December 1701, when he was promoted to 
the command of the Scarborough. He was, not long 
afterwards, unhappily both' for himfelf and his country, 
promoted to the rendennis, of forty-eight guns, one of 
vice-admiral Benbow's Cquadron, in the ever-memorable 
and difgraceful conteft with Du Carte. The particulars 
of'this tnuch-to-be- regretted event has been already dated 
rax full length in the life of Mr. Benbow*; and the guilt 
of Captain Hudfon being prefumptively no lefs ftrong 
than that of Kirkby and Wade, he would in all probability* 
Rave received the fame juft, though ignominious fentenccl 
Death however took from the court-martial the power of 
punching this crime, by putting a period to this unhappy 
man's exiftence, on the 25th of September 1702, ten or 
twelve days before his. trial would have t^ken place. 

W ATKINS, Robert, — is fuppofed to be the fame 
perfon of whom a very ihdrt notice has been already taken, 
page '90. He is faid to have, been appointed captain of 
the Pearl on the 28th of January .1 700-1, and to have 
died in England fometimein the year. 1732. .

BOYS,, or BOYCE, Philip— We find this gentleman 
to have been appointed third lieutenant of the Royal 
William about the year 1695 : after which time we have 
HO information concerning him till 1 702, when he was, 
on the 20th of February, appointed captain of the 
Defiance. In the following year he was removed into the 
Nonfuch and fent to Jamaica, where his conduct in that 
which immediately enfued was much complained of in the 
addrefe prefented, by the hotife of lords to the queen, is 
the month of March 1707-8 *, relative to the mifmanage* 
ment of the affairs of the navy. In 1706 he was captain 
ef the Dunkirk's Prize, a finall frigate on the fame fta* 
tion, and one of the fquadron under commodore Kerr* 
No other mention, however, is made of this gentleman 
but what has been already related in the life of the com* 
pnodoret, npr is any notice taken of him in the fervice* 
He fell as it is fpppofed, fometime after this, under a 
melancholy derangement of mind, under the influence of 
which he unhappily put a period to his own life, at Stan* 
.more in Middlefex, on the 20th of January XJ2.6. He 
firft attempted to flioot himfelf, but that beiag prevented, 
lie afterwards tbiw himfelf out of a window and frafikured 
his flcull.

CAMMOCK, 
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CAMMOCJK, deorge,— was the defcendant of a very 
ancient and refpe&able family originally fettled in the 
county of Eflex, where it flourished about the year 1^85 ; 
riot long after that, a branch from it went over to Ireland, 
where it continued, and became poflefled 6f a conftderable 
property. Mr* Geo. Cammock having entered into the? 
naval fervice, was appointed firft lieutenant of the Loyal 
Merchant in the month of September 1692. This fhip 
Was one of thofe fent in the following year, under fir G. 
Rooke, to convoy the Smyrna fleet. His diligence, his 
ftrift attention to his duty, and his abilities as a feaman, 
Tfcere fpoken of in the higheft terms of commendatidn, by 
tfee different commanders under whom he ferved . In the? 
year 1695 he was promoted to be, a&ing captain of the) 
Intelligence Brigahtine, a ftnall Veflel, which, during that 
a& well as the following year, was conftantly attached to 
tjte fleet, ftationed in the Channel. On the acceffion of 

Jireen Anne he was appointed * commander of the Bonetta 
oop, and employed as a cruifer betweefa Cape Finifterre 
and Cape Clear t. 

: His general good conduft while in this Ration, procured 
him to be appointed captain of the Speedwell, a ftnall fri- 
gate, on the 6th of June 1702 ; in this veflel he appears to 
have continued many years, difplaying a very confiderablc 
ihare of aSivity ; which was accordingly happily rewarded 
with more fuccefs, and opportunities of drftinguilhing 
himfelf, than ufually fell to the lot of men holding fa

diftinguifhed himfelf in attacking and burning, in tfie 
harbour of Ba.fleterre, #t Guadalope, a large French pri* 
vateer ; an a& of gallant intrepidity which wonderfully 
terrified and alarmed the neighbouring inhabitants. He 
returned from this ftation ,in the enfuing fpring, being 
lent home particularly to efcort the Broughton galley, a 
vefiel from Guinea, having on board* a very , valuable cargo, 
and a confiderable quantity of gold dufh On his paffage 
he was neither ina&ive nor nnfuccefsful,,nayir\gcawtureo! 
two prizes, one of them a brigantine, bound to rJew- 
foundland, mounting fix guns. 

After his return he again was employed on the.Irifri' 
ftatiqn, but without meeting with any occurrence deferv-> 
ing particular mention till the rnonth of May 1 709, when 
he was ordered by the. earl of Wharton, at that time lord 
lieutenant, to put to fea from Kirifale in queft of two 
French privateers which had entered Bantry bay, aud fur- 
prized tnere the Ruth, of London, a very valuable fliip 
from the Weft Indies, fuppbfed to be worth 25,000 L 
Capt. Camrnock in confequence failed dire&ly for Beer- 
haven, at the entrance of which he had the fortune to 
meet with one of the enemy's fhips proceeding to France' 
witft her prize. The latter was immediately retaken ; 
and the captain, having fent his lieutenant with forty meit 
to take pofleflion, gave chace to the privateer. This he 
continued all night ; but finding at day break that his ex- 
pected prize had efcaped his vigilance,' by altering her* 
courfe, he flood for Ban try bay which he entered th$ 
next morning, and captured the other privateer*, which 
was manned chiefly with' Irifh . Thefe were fent to Cork 
to be tried for high treafon.

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." Campbell, who has given nearly the fame circumftan- 
tiai account of this affair, adds, " that * in about three , 
weeks after this time he had the good fortune to furprife 
a French privateer of twelve guns and ninety men, which 
Was on the Very point of capturing three merchant-fhips, 
richly laden, all which he brought fafe into the port of 
.Londonderry f. n On his return to England foon after 
this event he was promoted to the Monk J. 
. We do not find any mention made of this gentleman 
from this time till the year 1714; when, in confequencc 
of a mod improper attachment to the caufe of the exiled 
lioufe of Stuart, he was difmifled the fervice. Although 
the political errors of a brave man fcarcely. fail of being 
pitied at the very time they are condemned, yet the fUb- 
fequetit conduft df this unhappy man was fuch as, com- 
palfionately as we might be inclined, almoft takes from 
us the power of commiferation. He entered into the 
Spanifh fervice, and was appointed one of their rear-ad- 
mirals; in which eminent ftation, having his flagon board 
the St. Ferdinand, a (hip of fixty guns, he ferved in the

J We have the following account of a very meritorious, fervice per- 
formed by this getulemam in the month of April 1712, extracted 
from a letter dated on board the Monk, May the 9th. Captain Cam- 
tnock, commander of his roajefty's fbip the Monk, having intelligence 
that feveral of the enemy's privateers were cruizing off the Cape, 
let fafl on the 28th of the laft month, and the fame day took a pri- 
T^eer called the Salamander of fixteen guns and one hundred and 
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fleet, rjn&f admiral Caftaneta, which was fo meffiorably 
defeated by fir Geo, Bvhg off Medina •. Mr. CammocK 
himfelf efcaped out ot the battle and got into the neutral 
port of Malta, with three fliips of the line and as many

fifty men belonging to Havre de Grace. On the 29th the captain re* 
took a flrip called the Boyle Galley of about two hundred and fifty 
tuns, and of the value of eight thoufand pounds belonging to Cork* 
After this the captain met with the Oxford Galley, from jiarbadoes, 
and two other galleys, which he faw fafe into'Crookhaven, where he 
landed ten guns, made two batteries on each Ode the harbour, railed 
the militia, and intrenched each tide, fo that it wastmpoffible for them 
to be attacked; and thus fet fail in purfuitof the enemy. In the 
captain** abfence, one of the privateers of forty pins, fent his boat to* 
the harbour with a flag for the veflels there to Turrender or ranfom, 
but they firing both from on board and from the batteries on {bore, 
he foon left them. The next day the captain got fight of the fame 
privateer, and after rwo hours engagement took her. She is called 
the Count Giraldin of St. Matoes, of forty guns, and three hundred 
and fifty-five men, commanded by captain du Pre ; the enemy had 
thirty men killed and ten vwounrled, without the lofs of oric perfou 
belonging toiler majefty. The value of the (hips retaken and faved 
amounts to upwards the value of fifty thoufand pounds.

44 This unhappy man (lays be) was a native of Ireland, and being 
bred up to the lea had ratted himfelf to the poft of a captain, ana 
ferved in queen Anne's war with no bad character ; but aflbciatinc 
feimfeif with thole who were enemies to toe boufe of Hanover, and 
becoming obnoxious to the government, on the acceflion of that family 
to the crown he abandoned his country* and entered into the (ervice of 
Spain, where he was promoted to the rank of a rear-admiral, and 
lierved in that poft in the expedition againft Sicily. He had never 

. been noted to want courage, but in the action off Paflaro he ran away 
among the firft, and efcaped to Malta, affording an in fiance, how much 
a confcioofhefs of guih, and dread of punifhment deprefles the heart, 
mere than the rear of an enemy. He was a vain boafting man with a 
roving unfettled head, filled with airy fchemes and projects, without 
any judgement or discretion.

Notwithstanding thefe afferted extravagancies of temper, which we 
do not in the leaft< doubt his having exhibited, Mr; Corbet in fome ' 
jneafure contradict* himfelf, by attributing the defeat of the Spaniards 
as owing in great meafure to a neglect of his wbolefome advice. This'' 
has been literally tranfcribed by Mr. Campbell, who adds fome very . 
juft and ihterefting remarks on Mr. Camock, and his general character 
as an officer and ieaman. 

*■* Jt is agreed (fays he) on all hands, their admirals defended them*' 
felvcs gallantly, fo that, upon the whole, their defeat may be charged" 
upon their irrefolution at the beginning, and. their not taking good 
advice when it was given .them. 

"I mean that of rear-admiral Cammock, an Irifli gentleman, who had 
served long in our navy, and who was (to fpeak impartially) a much 
better feaman than any who bore command in the Spanifli fleet. Her 
knew perfectly well the ftrength pf both parties ; and faw plainly, that 
nothing could fave the Spaniards but a wife difpofition. Therefore, . 
in the Taft council of war held before the battle, nc propofed, that they 
ifcould remain at. anchor in the road of Paradife, ranging their fhips in 
a line of battle, with their broadlide* to the fea, which meafure would, 
certainly have given the English admiral infinite trouble to attack 
them, for the coaft thefe is to bold that thqir biggeft fhips could ride/ 
with a cable a-fliore ; and farther out the currents are fo various and , 
rapid, that it would be hardly practicable to get up to them, but im- 
poffible to anchor, or lie by them in order of battle. Befides, they 
might have lain fo near the fhore, and could have received fo great 
reinforcements of, foldjers from the army to man and defend them ; 
and the annoyance the Spaniards might have given, from the feveral 
batteries they could have planted along the fhore, would, have been 
foch, that the only way of attacking the fhips fecmed to be by boarding 
and grappling wltn them at once, to prevent being caft off by the cur* 
rents, which would have been an hazardous undertaking, wherein the" 
Spaniards would have had many advantages, and the EngliQi admiral 
have run the chance of deftroying his fleet, or buying & victory, if he fuc- 
ateded, very dear." 

Mrv Campbell very properly adds, in a note, " that fuch was the 
-opinion' of fir George Byng himfclf," and therefore we may reafonably 
conclude, be w>o gave the advice was a good officer. He conclude* 
his observations by faying, " The Spanifb admirals were too much per* 
fnaded of their own ftrength, and the courage of their feamen, or elfe 
tfcey foolifhly depended on their not being attacked by our fleet: what-* 
ever 'the motive was, they fligh tc* this falutarycounfcJy and were thereby' 
ttndont."

lax penetration and prudence. Mr. Caramock wrote him a. 
letter, fi&itioufly ftgned with the name of one of thecoma 
manders in the Britifh fleet, informing him that he was 
difpatched thither, by fir George %ng, to effort from [ 
thence the veffels laden with fuppli^ for MelafTp, whera 
the German army then lay encamped*

Even while in arms againft his 
countrymen, He had the mortification of 1 finding the! wife 
and prudent meafures he propofed for the benefit of his 
pew friends rejected by them, his councils defpifed, and 
the advice of others preferred, which brought on their 
ruin. He had the mortification of finding himfelf com 
manded by a man, for whofe condud, in every refpe<3t 
but gallantry, he. mud have entertained a thorough con- 
tempt, and whofe worfe judgment being followed, he 
himfelf was made the innocent facrifice to atone for thofe 
errors, which he had in vain endeavoured to prevent,. 
Such inftances- and fuch examples are perhaps neceflary, 
to gender mankind thoroughly acquainted with thedefe&s 
of human understanding, and deter them from falling 
into the fame.abyfs. 

CANNING, Richard, — was the fon of captain 
George Canning, a captain in the navy in the reign of 
Charles the fccond. Mr. Richard Canning himfelf is 
fuppofed to have entered into the navy, either before or 
very foon after thedeceafe of that monarch. His pro- 
motion in the fervice wasbut flow, fo that he was not ar*> 
pointed a lieutenant till .the year 1 691, and to what fhip 
does not appear. In the following year he was promoted 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Montague of 70 guns, one 
of the (hips, we believe, belonging uninterruptedly to the 
main fleet during the whole war ; it is not therefore 
much to be wondered at, that he neither acquired fame 
or procured promotion, having for fo many years con- 
tinued in a ftation, where his abilities and exertions could 
. be but little noticed. " 
* The general good opinion, however, which wa$ enter- 
tained of him, procured him at laft to be promoted on 
the o.2d of Auguft, 1702, to be captain of the . Tartar 
frigate, and in the following year he w^s advanced to fye 
captaia of the Aflbciation, of 90 gurjs, the'flag fliip of 
vice-admiral, fir Stafford Fairborjie. In this fliip he en- 
countered and wonderfully t £um a myriad pf 
difafters, that tremendous hurricane known by the name

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to the account of fir Stafford, and which nothing (hort of, 
' exertions almoft incredible, could have enabled them to ^ 
furmount the dangers of. He does not appear to have met : 
with any other opportunity of diftinguifhirtg himfelf,'^ 
during the time he held this command. In the month of* 
June, 1705, he was appointed captain of the Worcefter,' 1 
as fucceffor to captain Thomas Butler** This (hip was. 
employed principally as a cruifer in the channel arid^ 
foundmgs during the above year, as well as the enfuing ; ' 
and as no man could have been more aftive in fuch an ] 
employment, fo have few ever been more fuccefsful. \ 
During the period juft ftatedi 'he captured a confiderable , 
number of trading (hips, feveral privateers of no con- j 
temptible force, and the Valeur, a royal frigate, of 24 
guns. In the month of September, 1706, he had alfo 
the good fortune to capture a very fine privateer, new from 
the nocks, mounting fourteen guns, called the Marqtiis ; 
de Chiange; this vefler being a remarkable faft failer, 
had been, fent to fea for the piirpofe of procuring fome 
intelligence of her majefty's fleet, under fir Cloudeiley . 
Shovel. ' l 

We have no particular intelligence relative to captain 
Canning after this time,* notwithstanding we believe him to

Oh the rcttirn of the main fleet, under fir Qebrie 
Rooke to fifigbnd, the principal |art bf the deiach- 
Afem fcft for the Mediterranean ftrvice under fir John 
l^ake, failed for Lifbon to rpfi't. GSBtain Fothctbt ivij 
prb Wmpbre commfcntkrit of the fmra tiayat ttrffce left to 
Co-operate with tfiePrince of Hefle,ind aflitt in tRe dfcfencip 
of Gibraltar. Ih this fervice he was very delfcately ana 
critically fituated, for on the fourth of OftoBeir In th£ 
evening, an enemy's fquadron of nineteen fail ofdiiferenf 
rates, came Into the bay, for the purpofeof attaching that 
place briflcly by fe»> while a formidable land force ftirp* 
ported the attkek by a flmilir affatilt on Ihore; Nevcyr- 
thelfefc, fuch were the vprodentdifpofitions made in conceirj 
by the Prince and hithflblf, that the enemy ^as kep{ 
completely at bay, and fir J<*n hitnfeff airivlfik oh the 
twenty-ninth, the principal part if the enemy s naval 
force then before the place, was butiit fer d^ftrfryed. 

After this time -we believe him to have bfcert Inyajiabl^

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with the reft of his gallant cotemporaries, he had Utile 
opportunity of acquiring fame or popular favour; tho 4 
xpofl consequential fervice in which we find him engaged* 
was at the liege of Alicant, in the year 1706, he thenacked 
as major ofa/egiment of volunteer feamen, embodied as a 
reinforcement to the land army which was judged too 
weak forfo important an undertaking. No notice being 
ever taken of him in the fervice after this time, it is not 
known how long he continued to be employed, or what 
fhipshe commanded. He died in England on the lft of 
Auguft, 17 20. 

HARDING, William.— Nothing very interefting is 
known relative, to this gentleman : he was appointed) 
captain of. the Dunwich, a fmall frigate, on the '2$& of 
March 1702,. and ferit on the expedition againft Cadi^, „ 
a.s an attendant on the fleet under fir George Rooke. He 
was fent home jn the month of Tepternber, with the ac- 
count that the army under the Puke of Qrmond had 
difemb.ark^d. Nothing is' known of him after thjs time, 
for we' are even ignorant of the time of his death. 

TOUCHES, Richard. — We find this gentleman a£Ung 
as third lieutenant of the Queen, the (hip onboard which 
fir Cloudefley Shoyel hoifted his flag as admiral of the 
blue, in the. year, 1696. We find no notice taken of 
him after this tirne, till he was on the 19th of June 1702, 
appointed captain of the Triumph; although we believe 
him to have been constantly in corhmiflion, we do not 
meet with any mention made of him during the' whole- 
war, except that he was appointed captain of the Med way's 
prize in the year 1706. He was in that year fent to the 
Weft Indies, from whence he returned with a number of 
merchant (hips under convoy in the month of December. 
In the following year, the fame veflel being then alfo' 
commanded by captain Hughes, was again fent to the Tame 
ftation; and from thence, repaired to Newfoundland, 
where in the .month of Augufti he much- diftinguifhed 
himfelf under commodore Underdown, in .the attack and 
deftruflion of thq French fettlements on that ifland. 

After' the peace at Utrecht, we find him commanding 
the Plymouth of fixty guns 4 , and afterwards feveral other • 
ihips of the line in the different fleets^ fitted out for the , 
riumberlefs unintercfting expeditions, which took pla^ 
between the years 1714 and 1726. In the latter year he

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was captain of the Edinburgh of feventy guns, one of the 
fleet fent under fir Charles Wager to the Baltic, and was 
ftationed as one of , the feconds to fir George Walton, 
i^ar- admiral of the blue, andfecond in command of the 
Britifh divifion. . He was alfo employed on the fame fer- 
vice in the following year, under fir John Norris. la 
1 7 28, was made captain of the Cornwall of 80 guns, one 
of the fleet ordered to be again collefted for the purpofe of 
punilhing the fjtill unremitted depredations of the Spani- 
ards, and put, as that in the former year had been, under the 
command of fir Charles Wager, who hoifted his flag on 
board the fhip juft mentioned, # . ' : ** 

. When the fleet was difmantled, as was the cafe foon \ 
afterwards, captain Hughes retired altogether from this, line ■- 
of adive fervice, being appointed commiflioner of the- 
navy refident at Portfmouth. In this ftation he continued ' 
*iith all the credit naturally due to diligence and integrity, 
till the year 17549 and having then attained a very, advan-, 
ced age, he retired totally from public life on a penfion of 
400L a-year, which he enjoyed till the time of his death ; » 
this happened on the 1 2th of Nov. 1756 : he was fuc- \ 
ceeded a.s commiflioner of the navy, by his fon captain "] 
Richard Hughes. 

MARTIN, Stephen,— who afterwards took the name 
of Stephen Martin Leake, in compliance with thedefire * 
of admiral fir John Leake*, was the only fon of captain

* The author of the life of fir John Leake, gives us the following 
account of the friendfhip and connexion which fo long (ubfifted be- 
tween th'efe two gentlemen, and adds many interefting particulars of 
she early part of captain S. Martin's life, which we have thought it 
not improper to infert:— — He, fir John, devifed his eftate to truftees 
for the ufe of his fon during life, and after his death without ilfue, 
to captain Martin and his heirs. This was an extraordinary inftanes 
of fir John's regard for captain Martin and bis family ; but consider- 
ing all circumftances, it could hardly be otherwife, for betides that 
they had always had a brotherly ah?e£lion for each other, a frienduip 
haa long fubfifted between the two families, which ought to be re- 
membered. Captain Richard Leake, the father of fir John, having 
retired to Holland for fafety in the civil war, as related in the firft 
chapter of the firft book,' there met with captain Stephen Martin, the '

his hrother-in-law ciptain Leake, with whom he wafc it 
that time a&Ually in converiarion, and in the aft rf Mb 
etiving orders from him. At the deftru&ionof the enemy 'a 
fhips under Cape La Hogue, Mr. Martin, who not with* 
(landing his former wound, was not fiiffiriently difabtaf 
to prevent his going again into affion, commanded the 
G^b's boats, and feed ewe of the enemy's laigtft fliip** 
hjuides rendering other confiderabk fervice. 

On the 6th of March 1702% hewas promoted to the 
rack of captain, asd appointed to command the Mortar' 
bomb, in which veffel he accompanied fir George Rookef 
on his expedition *gjriftft Cadiz and Vigo, 2nd is faid to 
have very much dmtan&flfed himfeif. But the editor 
of fir John Leake's lite, who jnakes this obfervanon, 
which we believe very jnft, has not given us any particu- 
lar. On the return of the fleet to England, captain Mar- 
tin was . promoted to. be captain of the Lo w eftoffc fir- 
Ste, then ftationed as a cruiier ofFGuernfey. In this veflfel 
dBd not long continue, being pitched upon by fir Js 
Leake, who was iuft before promoted to the rank of rear* 
admiral of the bkic, to be his captain. Me was accord- 
ingly in* the be^infrTng of Jah. 1 702-3, appointed to com- 
mand the Royal William. It is a remark made elfewhere- 
highly to this gentleman's honour, that the family con* 
flections between the admiral and himfeif, haefnot fo great 
a fluke in influencing this choice as his own noble quali- 
fications* 

Mr. Leake fejng very foon afterwards advanced tobe 
Vice-admiral of the blue, removed his flag firft into the 
St. George, and afterwards into the Somerfet, a third rate* 
Into both tttefe ibrips Mr. Martin accompanied him, as 
he did afterwards into the Prince George of 96 guns, in 
which (hip he failed for the Mediterranean in the month 
of July, with the fleet bound- thither under the command 
pf fit Cloudefley Shovel. The events of this gentleman's 
life being ft> materially and clofely conne&ed with that of

almaft totally fo. At the hour when this difaftrous and ; 
melancholy event began, the Prince George was at anchor :

•The account given by Mr. Leake of this tranfa&ioq, is too curious 
and imerefling to be omitted. . 
. It was one or the long and dark nights of November, between tht : 
s6th and 27th, that brought forth this dreadful (torsi. The violence* : 
of it began about oiic o'clock, the wind blowing from the W. S.W. [ 
to the S.S.W. and in a fhort time- fpread deftrudion over the face of 
the whole kingdom; but as it feems.to have engendered in the 
Downs, fo it Ipent its fury there. That place, which the evening 
before appeared like a goodly foreft, in two hours was reduced to a * 
defart, hardly an objeQ being left to chear the fight, had the. dark-.: 
nefs of the night permitted. Vice-admiral Leake in the Prince i 
George, alone riding .fad in defpite of. the two contending elements, 
but with the expectation only' of being tfre laft to be f wallowed up. 
About, three o'clock, believing the ftorm to be at the worft, they , 
were encouraged to hope they might ride it out ; but juft then, they

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In 1 704,. he continued captain of the Prince, whkji h* 
commanded under fir John Leake at the battle off Malaga* 
*wbere he behaved in his accuftomed fpirited mariner. Mr« 
Leake, in hisaccount of the life of fir John, makes however * 
remark relative to Captain Martin and fir Cloudefley Shovel* 
which we cannot refrain from briefly commenting on, 
€i Sir John Leake," fays he, " difpatched captain Martin tot 
fir.Cloudefley Shovel, propofingtopufhthe enemy's Van, 
till he broke their line, or obliged their center to draw' 
off; but fir Cloudefley did not approve §f the pwpofali 
whereby the greateft partof our van remained fpe&ator$ 
only, during the reft of the engagement." , This ^ertainly 
implies a kind of charge againft fir Cloudefley,. which 
we feel ourfelves, in juftice to his chara&er, bound tq 
refift. Mr. Leake has- either been mifinformed, or was 
not aware of the force of his own aflertion. SirCloude-r 
fley, in the account given by him of the above encounter, 
very fufBciently accounts for hrs doling the line and! de-> 
lifting from pufhing the enemy *s beaten van: Sir<i. Rooke's 
divifion, which was rendered the weakeft in the fleet, oa 
account of feveral of the {hips which compofed it, being 
obliged to quit the line for want of (hot, was oppofed to 
the center of the enemy, which was in much greater force ; 

fate, w)richeveiy -minute threatened their deftru&ion. By the pro- 
digious drain, .their beft bower was Coon brought home, and -their 
fmall bower brought a-head, and in this manner they rode for. half™* 
bour, f, the longed half hour that ever they knew, for every minute 
feemeif to be the laft ; but when all human aids failed, and all- ex- 
pectations were vain, the invisible hand of providence relieved them, 
for whether, the cable of the Reftoration parted, or the anchor flipped^ 
they ltnew-not.; hut. (he drove away, and loon after was loft, wills.

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wmi theconfequence of that great ftperiority mighf hare 
been extremely fataJ, had not fir Goudefley prodently (fc. } 
•Wed on the meafures already flatedj, for the purpofe of aft 
Ifting the commander in chief; certamlytio man properly 
acquainted with his character, can hefitatea moment on 
attributing his conduft to that motive only. As to Mr; 
JLeake's propofed manoeuvre, and his arguments in fupport 
«f it, we cannot but totally differ in opinion from him. 
To have purfued the beaten van, would certainly have 
left the center a factifice; and the French, had not ttitf 
advantage been decidedly on their fide, would at leaft have 
had the glory of catling it a drawn battle; (b that Mr* 
JLeake's fublequent charge of incapacity againft Shovel, is 
at once illiberal and unjuft. 

To return to captain Martin : he was in the foregoing 
aftion (lightly wounded with a fpl inter, but happily in (o 
trivial a degree, as fcarcely to produce even a temporary 
confinement. Sir John Leake being foon after the ac- 
tion, appointed commander of the fmall fquadron left 
behind for the protection of Gibraltar, drifted his flag on 
board the Nottingham, and captain Martin foiled for 
England with the Prince George, which flood in need of 
a thorough repair* He returned to the Mediterranean ill 
theioHowingfprmg, with the fleet under admiral Shovel, 
and was prefent at the fiege and capture of the city of 
Barcelona. On the voyage to Lifbon^after the furrender 
of the above important place, owirynprincipally to the 
Relays occafioned by waiting; for the Dutch heavy failing 
ibips, the fleet was upwards of thirteen weeks on its 
paflfrge, and the fcurvy, added to afcarcitycf pftmfions* 
Ibdi^ced fo dreadful a mortality in the fleet, that it wa$ 
computed upwards, of three hundred men were thrown 
qwrboard f rom tho Prince George alone, from, the time 
that (hip left Portsmouth to the time of her laft arrival at 
Lifbon* Captain Martin continued in the Tagus during 
the winter, and having careened his (Jup,. failed in the 
mpnth. of April to 'join fir Jp^n, who had departed for 
thp Mediterraaean fome tim* before witb all the flap

.The firft operation of the naval campaign of thisyeaf 
1706, was the relief of Barcelona, which citv was rer

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aqd Alicant quickly followed, as afterwards did that of 
tile Uland of Majorca and its dependencies. Thefeiuc- 
eefies however were principally owing to the operations 
of- the land force, thole, of the navy being only fccbadaiyi 
andin fupport of a fenocewhich could not ipdeedhavebeeit 
carried on without fuck afliftance, but vyhicji-prefents u$ 
with, nothing interefting. After the latter fuccefs, tit* 
ieafoa being then deemed too. fa< advanced; for any other 
operations, captain Martin with the Prince George, re- 
turned for England. . During the following year, captain 
Martta ftill continued captain of the femefhip*-, as he 
dktduring the earlier part of the enfui ng. Si r John , *yhoh»$ 
fceen advanced, to be commander in chief in the Mediter- 
ranean, and confequently had the privilege of having two 
captains, appointed fir T. Hardy hisfirft, or captain of the 
fleet, Mr. Martin continuing to retain his original. fta- 
tion, b^ipg appointed to the Albemarle, which was 
chofen by fir John to be his flag ftiip. 

In this year the archduke's coniort being convoyed by 
the above Beet from Italy to Barcelona, and* taking her 
-taflage on board the admirals (hip, on her. arrival i|i 
pain ihepreftpntedcaptain Martin, as well a& fir Thomas, 
with a valuable diamond ring, as a teftimony of faef 
efteem as well as gratitude, for their attention to her* 
Nothing very material, or worth particular detail, took 
place during the courfe of this year. At the commences 
mcnt of the enfu6ig, fir John having in the interjnii 
returned to England, was appointed commander in chief 
in the channel," and captain Martin was accordingly. a^» 
pointed firft tQ the Royal Sovereign, and afterwards to, t)|e 
Ruflel of* 80 guns, into which fir John almott immedi- 
ately removed; The fubfequent events, especially thofe 
in whicj> the Ruiftl was particularly engaged, were too 
trivial to merit particular notice. 

During the year 17 16, fir John Leake having bee* 
fyccceiei in his command by adfniral Aylmer, Mr. Marl 
tin ferved merely as a private captain, but ift the month 
of January following, his original patron having raftmed

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his former ftation and command, captain Martin was ap* 
pointed captain of the fleet, to fucceed fir Thomas Hardy, 
who was juft before made rear-admiral of the blue. On 
the retirement of fir John Leake, captain Martin, who 
had for fo many years been his companion in danger, fired 
with a very prpper indignation at the highly, unmerited 
ill-treatment of his friend and patron, was no longer fo 
folicitous for a&ive employment, as he otherwijfe in all 
probability would have been. The enemies of fir John, 
en. their part, were perhaps little difpleafed at receiving 
no folicitations on that head, from a worthy man whom 
decency could not have fuffered them, to negled, but 
whofe worth, their own narrow minded policy induced 
them to envy and deteft. 

Sir John ls.faid, by the author of his memoirs, to have 
frequently remarked to him, that he fuffered on his ac- 
count, and advifed him repeatedly to make application 
for employment, that he might not appear to forego his 

J>retenfions to the rank of a flag officer: but, adds the 
ame author, he had too much gratitude and honour to 
quit his brother and his friend for any confideration. 

Captain Martin appears to have always lived in a 
peaceabfc retirement after this time. Among the funeral 
certificates preferved in the college of arms, we find one 
of this gentleman— " Stephen Martin Leake, Efq. one of 
the fenior captains in the royal navy, and fome time firft 
captain to the admiral of the fleet,, and one of the elder 
Ijrethreh of the trinity-houfe, departed this life on Mon* 
aay, January the 19th, 1735-6, in the 70th year of his 
age, at hishoufe at the Grove at Mile End, in theparifh 
of Stepney, and county of Middlefex. He was buried on 
the ioth of the fame month in the family vault, Stepney 
Church-yard. The heralds attending according to his 
degree." • . » 

$ MAYNARD, Henry Lord*,— was the third fon. of 
Banafter, third Lord Maynard, and Elizabeth Grey, only

daughter 
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daughter to Henry Earl of Kent. Having made choice 
of a naval life, he wa% on the 15th of January 1702, ap^- 
Jjojnted captain of the Charles galley. It is moft probable 
he did not long continue to be employed, as his name does 
not any where occur either in the fervice, or as com- 
manding any other fhip. On the death of his father, on the 
4th of March 17 17-18; hefucceeded to the title of Lonl 
Maynard, and dying unmarried on the 7th of December 
1742, was buried at Little Eafton. 

RANES, Edward,— was on the 14th of September 
$702$ appointed captain of the Fifedrake bomb-ketch, in 
which veifel he was unhappily loft on the<J2th of Oftober 
1703, he himfelf> together with his whole crew, pe- 
rifbing, 

SMITH, Charles,-^i-entered into the navy before the 
revolution. Soon after this memorable epoch, he was 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant, in which ftation we 
find him* in the year 1693, ferving on board the Berwick 
of feVenty guns. He continued to be thus employed or* 
board divers (hips of the line during the remainder of the 
war, and was not advanced to the rank of captain till the 
1 2th of O&ober 1702; when* being at that time lieu- 
tenant of one of the fhip* of war belonging to the fqua- 
dron in the Weft Indies, under admiral J&enbow, and 
having behaved with the greateft fpirit in the well-known 
and too difgraceful encounter with Du Cafle, he was ap- 
pointed to the Greenwich of fifty-four guns^ as fucceffor 
to captain Wade, whofe demerits on the fame occafion 
are well known. He continued to ferve as captain of 
divers fhips of. the line, and jirftly acquired all the repu- 
tation poifible to be gained by a man of honour, who 
never had any opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf but 
by his diligence and a&ivity/ 

After the peace at Utrecht he continued alfo to be em- 
ployed j as one of thofe truly valuable chara&ers who are 
lefs advanced in the fcale of popular opinion, only becaufe 
they have the misfortune of being fomewhat lefs knowfiu 
He retired at laft from the fervice, being appointed, oii 
the 27th of December 1728, fecond captain of Green* 
wich Hofpital. On the *6th of September 1737, he be- 
came firft captain, on the promotion of captain Tudor 
Trevor to be lieutenant governor; and on the death of

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that gentleman, was, in the year 17^0, himfelf advanced 
to the fame ftation; this he enjoyed till the tirhe of his 
death, ao event which took place on the 2d of, Auguft 
1750. 

THOMPSON, Robert,— was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy very foon after the Revolution ; and towards 
the latter end of the year 1692 was promoted to be firft 
lieutenant of the Dunkirk, a fourth rate,. one of the 
fquadron fent about that time to the Weft Indies, under 
the command of fir Francis Wheeler. He continued a 
lieutenant during the whole of that war and the fucceed- 
ing peace; but on the 24th of September 1702, was pro- 
moted to the rank of captain, and appointed to the Sun- 
derland of fifty guns. He afterwards commanded feveral 
fhips, nearly all of the fame rate ; and was employed 
principally in convoying different merchant fleets. 
In the year 1706 he was captain of the Woolwich, 
and was fent to India, frbrn whence he returned in the 
following year, under the orders of captain Thomas 
Smith*, in the Litchfield, having fix Eaft India fhips under 
their prote&ion. This is the laft fervice which we find 
any mention made of his having been engaged in. . He 
was put on the fuperannuated lift in the year 1 7 14, with a 
penfion of 91 1. 5s. per annum. The time of his death 
iocs not appear.

BOURNE, Sampfon,*— was appointed lieutenant of 
the Mermaid, a frigate of thirty- two gunfc, in the year 
1692. This veflel was one of fir Francis Wheeler's 
fquadron, fent in the month of December following to 
the Weft Indies. He continued to ferve in the ftation of 
lieutenant during the remainder of king William's reign, 
and attended fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, with the ar- 
mament fent to Spain, not having at that time had any pro-

motion* 
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motion. He was lieutenant of one of the fhips belong- 
ing to the fquadron detached under commodore Walker, 
after the mifcarriage of the firft part of the expedition - 
againft Cadiz, to the Weft Indies, where he was, on the 
25th of June 1733, promoted to the command of the 
Boyne of eighty guns. The fervices on which this gen- 
tleman was for fome years employed, were, unhappily, of 
fo littleconfequence, that we find not the fmalleft mention 
made of him till the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Newcaftle of fifty guns, one of the (hips on the Weft In- 
dian ftation. He had at that time an opportunity o{ 
difiinguifhing himfelf, which he improved by exerting 
himfelf in fo fignal a manner, that we muft, without a 
wifh of attributing to him the fmalleft degree of merit 
greater than what he is juftly entitled to, fairly conclude, 
the undiftinguifhed manner in which he compulfively 
paired the preceding part of his naval life, was confidered 
as great a misfortune by himfelf as it was 2. lofs to the 
public fervice. 

Campbell has given an account of the very gallant 
tranfa&ion to which we refer; this is taken from that 
given by captain Bourne himfelf, which is inferted be- 
low*, and which probably may bethought at leaft as fatis- 

fa&ory 

+ Extract of a letter from captain Bourne, commander of her majcfty's , 
(hip the Newcaftle, inCarlifle Bay in Barbadoes, July 17, 1711. 

41 On the 10th day of June laft, I met, off St. Pierre in Martinico, 
a French fhip of thirty-fix guns, a hag boat of twenty-four, two maft 
veffels, and nine privateer floops, having, as I have been fi nee in- 
formed, two thoufand men on board, in order to make a defcent on 
Antegoa. By the time I got within piftol-flioip it fell ftark calm, 
and they lay fo upon my quarter, that 1 could not bring a broadfide to 
bear; however, after about three hours engagement, they were fo mat- 
tered, that they endeavoured with the very firft breeze to return into 
harbour, in which they fucceeded, for I had two nine- pound (hots 
through my fore -maft, for which reafon I could not venture to carry . 
fail upon it; and all my rigging and fails were very much di fabled. 
On the Friday following I returned to Barbadoes; when the next 
day two exprcfTes arrived from the Leeward Iflands, deiiring our af- 
fiftance; hereupon I immediately refitted my mails and (hip, and failed 
on Sunday in the evening for Antegoa; but perceiving, by fignals 
made from the fhore, that the. enemy were not there, I continued 
my courfe for Montferat, where I arrived on Wednefday, and was ad- 
vifed by the prefident and council of that ifland, to proceed to Nevis, 
«s the place mod likely to be attacked. Accordingly I failed from 

Q a Montferat, 
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faflory than a more laboured and polifhed narrative. In 
the following year, this gentleman having been unhappily 
guilty of fome breach of orders or duty, the circumftanccs 
of which are not particularly explained, was difmiffed the 
fervice, and never afterwards reftored- Thus we fee 
that men, who on fome occaiions have behaved with the 
utmoft gallantry, and juftly acquired the higheft honour, 
are at orher times not exempt from that degree of hu- 
man frailty which brings on their ruin, difgrace and de- 
ftruclion. 

Captain Botirne went afterwards into the merchants* 
fervice, and died on the coaft of Guinea fome time in the 
year 1719. 

CAMPION, Thomas,— was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the Lumley Caftle of fifty-fix guns', about the end 
of the year 1692; we find no other mention made of him 
till the year 1703, when he was, on the 22d of Auguft, 
promoted to be captain of the Sorlings frigate*. His con- 
du& was fo reprehenfible, that he was difmiffed from this 
command by the fenteace of a court-martial, held on the 
31ft of March 1704. As an additional punifhment he 
was alfo ordered to be imprifoned for twelve months, and 
declared incapable of being ever again employed. The 
time of his death is unknown. 

CHAMBERLAIN^ Peter.— The firft information wt 
have of this gentleman is, that he was empfoyed as conj- 
rriander of the Spy brigantine, a fmail veffel, under the 
command of rear-admiral Dilkes, and attached to his 



Montferai about twelve at night, but bad hardly been gone three 
hours, before fifteen privateers landed fifteen hundred men on the* 
rfland. Immediately upon this a fmall ftoop found means to efcape 
with intelligence of it to me J which, when the enemy perceived, and 
having received affa ranee of my being at Nevis, they inuantly embarked 
again, and got off before my return, without doing any damage to the* 
ifland, and leaving feveral of their men prifoners behind them, 
Thefe men, upon examination, informed us that their firft defign was

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fquadron, on his expedition to Cancalle Bay, in the 
month of Auguft 1703. His exemplary good conduct on 
this occafion procured him a promotion, on the 13th 
.of the month above-mentioned, to be captain of the Or- 
ford prize, a fmall frigate, taken a fhort time before, byv 
captain, afterwards fir John Norris. He was again 
ftill farther advanced to the Litchfield prize, a frigate 
of thirty-fix guns. This veflTel was unhappily caft on 
fliore upon the coaft of Suflex, in the well-known 
hurricane which happened in the month of November 
following, but captain Chamberlain, as well as all his 
people, fortunately faved their lives ; and the veflel itfelf 
is faid to have been preferved. We believe him to 
have been conftantly employed during the remainder of 
the war, but on fuch unprofitable fervices, with refpeft 
to the acquifition of fame, that we do not find the leaft 
mention whatever made of him. 

After the acceflion of king George the firft, captain 
Chamberlain commanded the Hampshire of fifty guns ; 
we do not, however, findany thing worth recounting, ex- 
cept the mere appointment itfelf. He afterwards re. 
moved into the Mijford frigate, and was fent to the Weft 
. Indies, where he was unhappily loft, on the 18th of June 
1720, the veflTel being driven afhore on the north- weft 
end of the ifiand of Cuba, and the commander, as well as 
nearly the whole crew, perifhing with her. 

COW, John, — was promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
not long after the revolution; and in the year 1693 
ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Sandwich, a fecond rate. 
Through the intereft and recommendation of captain 
Cornwall, whofe efteem and favour his conduct highly 
entitled him to, he was, when that gentleman removed from 
the Sandwich into the St. Andrew, a vefTel of the fame 
rate as the former, in 1696, appointed firft lieutenant un- 
der himjof that fliip. He was advanced .to the rank of 
captairtm the navy on the 27th of September 1703, and 
was appointed by fir Cloudefty Shovel to command the 
Ranelagh, of eighty guns, under rear-admiral Byng, in 
confequence of the death of captain William Seally. He 
returned to the Mediterranean in the following year, un- 
der the immediate command of the fame gallant admiral, 
arjd^very much diftingnifhed.himfeif at the attack of 
Q.3 Gibraltar, 
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Gibraltar, which Mr. Byng commanded in chief. He 
was unfortunately killed a few days after this, at the very 
memorable engagement off Malaga ; having on all occa- * 
fions, during the fhort time fate permitted him to live, 
mod honourably maintained the chara&er of an able and 
gallant commander. 

DERING, Unton, — was the grandfon of fir Edward 
Dering, of Sufenden Dering, in the county of Kent, 
baronet*. He was appointed captain of the Arundel fri- 
gate on the 4th of March 1 703 : this veflel was principally 
employed during the whole time it was commanded by 
this gentleman, in convoying tranfports or fmall mer- 
chant fleets, fervices little calculated to raife the cha- 
ra&er of a brave and enterprifing commander. Captain 
Dering died, without having been removed into any othef 
fliip, on the 16th of November 1706. 

ELLIOT, Chriftopher, — was, on the 21ft of July 
1703, promoted to the command of the Dunwich, and 
dfed, without having been removed into any other fliip, 
on the 27th of December 1704. 

FAIRBORNE, William,— was, on the 10th of March 
1703, appointed to command the BUrford, of feventy 
guns : he did not long continue in this fliip, and it is not 
known into what veflel he afterwards removed. He died 
at Leghorn, on the 5th of Odtober 1708, being at that 
time captain of the Centurion. 

GREVILLE, the honourable Algernoon,— was the 
fecond fon of Fulke, fifth lord Brooke t, and Sarah,

• This family is of Saxon extra&ion, and has flour ifhed in the 
county of Kent long before furnames were in ufe, as plainly appears 
by the Doomfday Book, the Textus Roffenfis, and feveral 
Saxon deeds ftill in being. Tbe name Dering is a Saxon word, and 
/ignifies terror; and the norfe, which is the creft of the family, was 
the arms of the chief Saxons, and particularly of Hengift himfelf, and 
of all the kings of Kent fucceflively. In the Tcxtus ftoffenfis we 
find that Biering Miles was a witncfs to a deed, by which king Ethe- 
luff gave certain lands in Cucolaftone to the church of Rochelier, 
A* t>.

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daughter of fir Samuel Dafhwood, alderman of London. > 
He was appointed captain of the Garland frigate, on the. 
31ft of March 1703 : but few of his high rank have ever, 
been fo little noticed in the fervice; the only mention we. 
find made of him is, that in the month of November 1705, 
he commanded the Dunkirk, and was ordered tocruife in 
the Channel, where he had the good fortune to capture a- 
French frigate, of twenty-four guns. He is faid, by. 
rear-admiral Hardy, to have di^d rear-admiral of Great 
Britain, on the. 28th of April 1720: no notice is taken 
of this appointment by any other perfon ; but this cir-. 
cumftance does not fully authorife our difbelief of the 
truth of it, becaufe it is merely of a civil nature, and pro->, 
bably may, on that account, have been difregarded by ajl 
perfons who have written on affairs of the navy. 

GORE, Henry,— was of a very ancient and refpeSable 
family, which fettled in Ireland about the year 1600, and 
have fince acquired great pofleffions and honours there, 
its defcendants being at this day poffefled of two earldoms 
in that kingdom, ^Arran and Rofs. Mr. Henry Gore 
having entered into the navy about the time of the rev©- 
lution, was, in the year 1693, Appointed fifth lieutenant 
of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We do not find any. 
mention made of him after this time, till the year 1702,. 
when he was appointed a£ting commander of the Hound, 
a veflel which is ftiled a fmall frigate, but which we fup-- 
pofe to have been what we now call a (loop pf war : hav- 
ing difplayed a confiderable fliare of a&ivity in thisfta- 
tion*, he was, on the 29th of O&ober 1703, promoted to :

Thefe, and other authorities, together with the name itfelf, which 
plainly appears to be Norman, fumciently evince the great antiquity ' 
of this family in England.

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the rank of captain in the navy, and appointed to the 
Garland frigate; but the fervices on which he was, from 
time to time, employed, were of too little confequence to^ 
excite public attention. 

In the month of O&ober 1707, he was one of the mem-* 
bers of the court-martial held on board the Albemarle, 
for the trial of fir Thomas Hardy; and after this time wa 
are again in the dark as to any anecdotes relative to this 
gentleman's fervices till the year 171 1, when we find hirri 
captain of the Sunderland, of fixty guns, one of the fqua- 
dron fent under the command of fir Hovenden Walker, 
on the unfortunate expedition againft Quebec : no oppor- 
tunity occurred on thisoccafion by which he could diftin- 
guifh himfelf ; but to efcape deftru&ion, when furrounded 
by difficulties and dangers, implies a conduft and degree of 
attention meriting both praife ancl honour. We have no 
authority that warrants our afferting he held any cora- 
miflion iafter he quitted the command of the Sunderland, 
He appears to have retired, during the latter part of his 
life, to Ireland, where he died on the 14th of February

HANWAY, Jonas,-— was an officer in the navy at, or; 
very foon after the revolution. In 1 692 he was appointed 
lieutenant of the Prudence, a fourth rate, of forty-two 
guns, hired from the merchants, and employed 'princi- 
pally in convoying the coal trade ta and from New- 
caftle. No mention is ever made of him after that time, 
till he was, on the 29th of July 1703, appointed captain 
«>f the Lark, of forty guns. This gentleman, who was, 
without the fmalleft rifle of degrading |he chara&er of 
others by the comparifon, as gallant and as worthy an 
officer as ever attained to the rank of a commander, had 
fio opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf till the year 
1709, at which time he commanded the Plymouth, of 
iixty guns. 

Captain Han way was on his way to Plymouth, inordert* 
jepairfome damages he had received in a gale of wind,when^ 
pnthe 20th of September, the Deadman bearing N.W. by 
N. about feven leagues diftant, he fell in with a French 
(hip of war, mounting forty guns, but having ports for- 
fcrty-eight, called the Adriade. This vefiel was fitted out 
at pjunkirk purpofely as a cruifer, and was commanded 
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by the Sieur Jacques C a (hard, an officer of the moft ap- 
proved courage and profeflional knowledge. Captain 
(ianway, although the Plymouth was at that time by no 
means complete and fit for ad ion, hefitated not a mo- 
ment in giving chace, and after a purfuit of two hours, 
got near enough to engage. He attacked his antagonist 
with fuch fpirit and vigour as to compel him to furrender, 
after an a&ion of an hour's continuance. In this fpirited 
encounter the French commander, with fourteen of his 
officers and feamcn, were killed, and fixty or upwards 
wounded; while captain Hanway, on his part, had only 
feven men killed, and fixteen wounded* This engage- 
ment refle&ed a greater degree of honour on the Englifh 
and their commander, inasmuch as the Plymouth was fo 
ill manned, and in other refpe&s in fo bad a condition 
for fervice, that captain Hanway had it not in his power 
to make ufe of more gups than the Adriade herfelf 
mounted. 

Captain Hanway continued to command the Plymouth 
for a confiderable time after this*; but on his quitting 
this fhip, it is moft probable he retiree! altogether from 
the fervice, as we find no mention whatever made of his 
being appointed to any other. He died on the 1 ith of 
May 1737. 

HUBBARD, or HOBART, Henry— This gentle, 
man was appointed fifth lieutenant of the Sandwich about 
the latter end of the year 1692. This fhip was at that 
time commanded by captain Wolfran Cornwall, who 
entertained the ftriaeft friendfhip for Mr. Hubbard; a 
friendfhip encreafed by that gentleman's very meritorious 
Condu£t in the fubordinate ftation he then was, and which 
produced not only the unfhaken and lafting efteem of his 
commander, but his patronage and recommendation on; 
every poffible opportunity for promotion. Through 
captain Cornwall's intereft he was occafionally removed 
with that gentleman into eyery fhip he commanded dur- 
ing the courfe of the war; and in 1696 was, promoted ta 
be lecpnd lieutenant under him, on board the St. An- 



* In 1711 he accompanied fir Hovenden Walker*s fcuadron, at 
that time going on the expedition againft Quebec, till it had cleared 
the Channel. 

I drew, 
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drew, of ninety-fix guns. On the 8th of June 1.703, he 
was promoted to the command of the Ruby, of fifty 
guns* His having been principally Rationed in the Me-. 
diterranean, where he is known to have commanded feve- 
jal different fhips of war, will,, in all probability, rnoft 
fatisfa&orily account for our having nothing material to 
relate concerning him. He died in England fome time 
in the year 171 1, beifig at that time captain of the Not- 
tingham. 

LAWRENCE, Henry, or Humphrey. — We have no 
account of this gentleman, till we find him, on the 21ft 
of January 1703, appointed captain of the Mermaid fri- 
gate. Early in the following fpring, he was removed 
into the P enfance, and employed as a cruifer on the Irifli 
ftation ; from which veffel he was again quickly removed 
into the Coventry. He was taken by the enemy in that 
fhip on the 24th of July 1704 ; and his conduct on that 
occafion was deemed ,fo improper, that he was fentenced by 
court-martial, hejd on board a frigate in the river Thames, 
Jan. 5, 1705, to be difmiffed the fervice: he was, by the 
fame fentence, mulcted all his pay. It is aflerted, in rear- 
admiral Hardy's lift of naval officers, that he died in 
Fren& 9 on the loth of January 1737; but a memoran- 
dum, with which we have been favoured, and to which we 
give the preference in point of credit, informs us that he 
died, indeed, at the time above given ; but that having be- 
come deprived of all fupport, by the lofs of his commif- 
fion and half-pay, being alfo exceedingly infirm, he wa9 
leceived into Greenwich Hofpital as a private penfiener, 
and in that ftation paid his debt to nature. 

LAYTON, Charles, — was appointed a lieutenant in 
the navy very foon after the revolution; and in 1692 wa$ 
advanced to be third lieutenant of the London, or ninety- 
fix guns, the (hip on board which fir John Afhby hoifted 
his flag, in the beginning of the following year, as admi- 
ral of the blue fquadron. He continued to ferve in the 
fame ftation, 6n board different fhips, till after the accef- 
fion of queen Anne, when he was, on the 2d of March, 
1703, promoted to be captain of the Greyhound frigate. 
He died in this command on the nth of November 1704. 

LOWEN, John, — was alfo appointed a lieutenant very 
early after the commencement of king William's reign \ 

and 
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and in the years 1692 and 3, ferved in that ftarion oa 
board the Portfmouth, a frigate of thirty-two guns, be* 
longing to the main fleet. No other particulars relative 
to him are known, till the ift of October 1703, when he 
was promoted to be captain of the Content. A. memo- 
randum, added to his name, in rear-admiral Hardy's lift 
of naval officers, informs us he was difmifled the fervice 
in 1705, This is certainly a miftake, for in the month 
of November 1706, he commanded the Advice, a fourth 
rate, employed as a cruifer; and having met with a fleet 
of merchant-fliips, homeward bound from Virginia, in 
much djftrefs, and who had alfo parted from their convoy, 
he quitted his Ration, in order to efcort them into port. 
This aft, apparently patriotic in the eye of plain reafon, 
and in the, judgment of all impartial men, efpecially thofe. 
who are unacquainted with the laws and regulations of the 
fervice, will certainly appear as entitling him to the higheft 
praife; obedience to orders is, however, a point that can 
never be too ftrongly enforced, and it is neceflary on all 00 
cafions to punifh thefmalleft infringement of them, how- 
ever proper and praife-worthy fuch conduct may be 
thought, by thofe who are not acquainted with the ill 
confequences that might attend it ; and however compaf- 
fion may feel for the ftroke which rigid and unrelenting 
juftice compels us to inflict. 

Captain Lowen was accordingly brought to a court- 
rfiartial, convened at Spithead, on the 27th of Decem- 
ber following. His judges, influenced by the mo-* 
tives we have already dated, and by thofe ftern regula- 
tions, which admit of no excufe or palliation, were com- 
pelled to difmifs him both from his-command and from 
the fervice. Having thus done their duty, and acquitted 
their confcierices, captain Lowen was recommended by 
them to the lord high-admiral, in terms fo ftrong, that hi 
was reftored to his rank in the fervice, and consequently 
to his half-pay. He does not, however, appear to have 
been again employed; but in the year 17 10 was put on 
the fuperannuated lift, with a penfion equivalent to the 
pay oPcaptain of a fourth rate. He enjoyed this till the 
time of his death, which happened on the 30th of Sep- 
tember 1713. 

MATHEWS, 
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MATHEWS, Thomas. — This brave and unfortunate 
commander was the defcendant of a very ancient and re- 
fbectable family, long fettled at .Landaff, in the county of 
Glamorgan*. But notwithstanding the figure he after- 
terwards lived to make in the naval world, together with 
the high character he acquired, and which, furviving the 
jnalice and bafe afperfions of his enemies, he ftill contU 
nues to retain in the eyes of all candid and impartial 
men, we are unacquainted with all the earlier part of 
his fervice, even till we find him, on the 24th of May 
1703, appointed captain of the Yarmouth. He did not 
Jong continue in this fhip, having, moft probably, been 
appointed to it merely for the purpofe of giving him the 
rank of captain. Being made commander of a cruifmg fri- 
gate, fome years elapfed before he had that opportunity of 
diftingiiifhing himfelf, which his great activity of mind 
and intrepid fpirit always afpired to. In 1707, we find him 
captain of the Dover, and employed under commodore 
Evans, to cruife; during the winter months, in foundings. 
In this troublefome and difagreeable fervice, his greateft 
fuccefs was the capture of a French frigate, called the 
Bien Aime, of twenty- fix guns. He was, not long af- 
terwards, removed into the Chefter, a new fhip of fifty 
guns, built to fupply the place of one of the fame name, . 
captured in the month of Odtober 1707, by the Count de 
Forbin. 

We find him commanding this fhip as one of the 
fquadron cruifing in the Channel/ under the command of 
lord Durfley. In the month of March 1708-9, his lord- 
fhip had efcorted the Lilbon fleet into what he deemed a

good eftate, principally confiding of chicfries, being the femains of 
an ample fortune poflefled by his anceftors from time immemorial ; 
he was alfo poflefled of the town of Landaff, in the fame county* 
whence th^prefem lord, in whom it now vefts, takes his title,

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fafe latitude, and had fcarcely parted company with them* 
■when he fell in with the Achilles, of fixty guns, com- 
manded by that well-known naval partifan, Du Gue 
Trouin, the Glorieux, of forty-four, and the Briftol, of 
fifty guns, which they had, that very morning only, cap-- 
tured from the Englifh. A chace immediately taking 
place, captain Mathews, who had ran very far a-head of! 
his companions, came up with and captured the Glo- 
rieux, after a fhort, but very fpirited a&ion. After hav- 
ing returned into port, and refitted, he was, towards th* 
clofe of the year, lent upon the Weft India ftation, where 
he met with no extraordinary occurrence, except having 
capture^ one or two inconQderable privateers. In the 
following fpring he was ordered to America. In thfc 
month of May 17 1 o, inftru&ions were fent him from 
England to join captain Martin, of the Dragon, who was 
fent out to reduce Port Royal, in Nova Scotia. He was 
not prefent at the attack itfolf, being difpatched by the 
commodore before the fquadron, to intercept any rein- 
forcement or fupply the enemy might attempt to throw 
in. After this expedition was fuccefsfully concluded,, 
captain Martin, with fuch fhips as he had brought from 
England, returned thither, leaving the Chefter behind him, 
on the New England ftation. 

In the month of June 171 1, fir Hovenden Walker ar- 
rived at Bofton, with a ftrong fquadron, deftined for the- 
attack of Quebec ; and captain Mathews, who returned 
from a cruife in two op three days after admiral Walker 
reached that port, put himfelf under his orders. ' He waff 
difpatched almoft immediately to convoy fome tranfports 
to iSfew York*, and was ordered to proceed from thence 
to Placentia, between which place and Cape Breton he 
was to cruife till joined by the fleet, on its paffage to the. 
river St. Lawrence. The Chefter's ftern frame being, 
very rnuch fhaken by a gale of wind during the time he- 
was thus employed, the admiral fent captain Mathews' 
hack to New England before he entered the river Su 

* On his paffage thither he had the good fortune to take a French 
prize ; and appears to have taken infinite pains to procure the bcff 
intelligence he could from hisprifoners of the navigation of the river 
St. Lawrence, which he properly arranged, and *ook the earlieft op* 
gpxtuaity of conveying to the commander- in- chief.

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Lawrence, with orders that as foon as he had refitted his 
Jhip in the beft manner circumftances would permit, he 
ftould fail for England as convoy to the maft (nips. 

Peace being concluded at Ryfwic, foon after captain 
Mathews returned to England, we find no other mention 
made of him till the year 1718, at which time he com- 
manded the Kent, v of 70 guns, one of the fleet equipped 
for the Mediterranean, under the, command of fir George 
Byng. In the memorable engagement with the Spanifh 
fleet, off Medina, he very confpicuoufly diftinguifhed 
himfelf, having not only captured and taken poffeflion 
of the St. Carlos, of 60 guns, commanded by the prince 
de Chalay, but afterwards confiderably affifted .captain 
Mafter, in the Superbe, in taking the Spanifh admiral 
himfelf, in the St. rhilip, of feventy-four guns. In the 
month of January 17 18-19, ^ e was ' e ^ ty ^ e comman- 
der-in-chief, with a fmall fquadron, to cruife off Ponte- 
melia, in order to watch rear-admiral Cammock, who had 
taken refuge in Medina, and prevent his efcaping to the 
fouthward. So aftive and diligent was he in this fervice, 
that he drove on fhore, where (he was totally deftroyed, 
one of Mr. Cammock *s beft (hips, called tlje Santa Rofalia, 
mounting fixty-four guns ; the rear-admiral himfelf very 
narrowly efcaped being taken prifoner, in a few days af- 
terwards, by getting off in his boat, but the veffel in which 
Ke attempted to fly, being a frigate of twenty-two guns, 
fell into the hands of its purfuers. 

His aftivity did not grow torpid by repeated fuccefs, nor 
his zeal for the fervice and good of his country flag, as if 
fated with the honour he had already gained. He con- 
tinued to be employed on every fervice where ability was 
required; but from an enemy fo completely beaten, from 
a fleet fo totally annihilated as that of Spain, little reputation 
could be gained in addition to that which he had already fa 
juftly acquired. He appears, during the remainder of 
this expedition, to have been one of the perfons princi- 
pally confulted by the admiral, as to the pneafures h? 
fhould take according to the exigencies of his very com- 
plex and delicate command, and to have been, on all oc- 
cafions, one of the firft perfons employed to carry them 
into execution. On his return to England, after t{ie con- 
dufiOn of the war, he appears to have retired from the 
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Kne of a&ive fervice for a confiderable fpace of time, as 
we have no authority for faying he held any command in 
the number of fleets which were occaiionally, and almoft 
as a matter of courfe, annually equipped during the fif- 
teen fucceeding years*. 

On the 8th of January 1736, he was appinted commif- 
. fioner of the navy, refident at Chatham ; he held that 
office till the year 1742, when he once more returned to 
command, difdaining when his country was involved 
in war, to immure ignominioufly in peace tfaofe abilities, 
which, when called into aftivity, might he employed to fo 
much greater advantage. On the 12th of March 174.1-2, 
he was promoted to be vice-admiral of the red, which, in 
confequence of his having beforcthis time accepted a civil 
employment, and being on that account confidered as out 
of the line of promotion, was the firfl com million he ever 
had as a dag-officer. On the 25th of the fame month, be- 
ing appointed commander-in-chief in the Mediterranean; 
he hoilied his flag on board the Namur, of ninety guns ; 
and having failed on the 16th of April, with the Namur, 
Caroline, Burford, and Norfolk, arrived at Gibraltar, 
after a profperous paflage, on the 7th of May. When. 
he had joined the remainder of the force which was to be 
under his command, and was already in the Mediter- 
ranean, under rear-admiral Leftock, he exerted hioifelf 
with the utmoft diligence, as well to diftrefs and attack 
the avowed enemy againft whom he was purpofely fent to 
make wat, as to deprive them of the aid and affiftance of 
thofe friends who had not the ability and power of afford- 
ing their affiftance, otherwife than by a dangerous and 
clandeftine fupply of (tares or recruits. 

A variety of fpirited enterprizes, executed under his 
direction and command, convinced the Spaniards, and all 
thofe who fupported their defperate caufe, of the manifeil 
fuperiprity of the Britilh naval power. Early in the 
month of June t, having received intelligence that five 
Spaniih gailies had failed from Margaretta to St. Tropez,

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he detached captain Norris, with a fmall force, to block 
them up in that neutral port;/ but the Spaniards having 
forfeited their claim to its protection, by beginning td 
fire on the Engliih (hips, captain Norris immediately 
ordered captain Callis, of the Duke firefhip, to attempt 
burning them, this he very fpiritedly and fuccefsfully ex- 
ecuted as will be hereafter teen in the account of that 
gentleman. Admiral Mathews himfelf, with the main 
body of his fleet, repaired to Villa Franca", from whence* 
by keeping cruifers off Toulon and the ifles of Hyeres*^

«« Toulon, Auguft the 19th, 174B, N. S. — Part of the Englift 
fleet continues at Villa Franca, and others cruife off Toulon and the 
ifles of Hyeres, where there are always fome at anchor. There re- 
main but fix Spanifh (hips In our wet docks to finifh their repairs and 
careening.; the others got into the road again fome days ago. M. 
Court's Tquadron continues in its former fituatiori. Our forts and 
batteries of the road are well fup plied with men and every thing." 

" Marfeilles, Auguft the 20th. — We have ftill the Engli/h fqua- 
dron on our coafts, who fearch all fhips within their reach, without 
exception, to fee if there are no cfFcfts on board belonging to the Spa- 
niards. The fea-fhorcs every where round this place are well-guarded 
with cannon." 

from the concluding obfervations of thefe extracts, it js Very evi- 
dent how much the fpinted behaviour of Mr. Mathews intimidated not 
only the Spaniards, but their friends the French alfo. 

Admiral Mathews, when joined by rear-admiral Rowley, with a 
Arong reinforcement, had a very formidable force under him ; but it i* 
aflcrted by fome, that the combined force of France and Spain con- 
fifled of thirty-fix fhips of the line, which he confined to the port of 
Toulon, by detaching his two rear-admirals Rowley and Leftock to 
cruife off the iflands of Hyeres with twenty-four fhips. By cruifing 
on fhe coaft of Provence, and continuing at Villa Franca, he confi- 
. derably impeded the operations of the Spanifh army) for a letter* froth; 
Florence 1 , dated June the 16th, 1742, has the following paragraph : 
" By letters from Nice we underftand that they are making ail j>ofc 
fible preparations in that neighbourhood for oppofing the paffage of 
the Spanifh troops from Provence, and are greatly aflmed therein by 
the Engljfh vice-admiral Mathews, who continues to lay with a part 
of bis fleet at Villa Franca.'* 

While be lay in that port he gave a very ftrong proof of his Ariel 
attention to the honour of the Britifh flag. A French fhip of war 
palling by in fight of the fleet, and neglecling to pay the ufual apd ex- 
pected compliment, the admiral fired a gun as a figr.al for her to bring 
to ; this was difrcgarded, and Mr. Mathews ordered one of his fhips to 
flip and purfue her; the French commander continuing obftinate, waa 
immediately funk by a bxoadfide from the Englifh fhip.— Campbell.

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•as he took care conftantly to do, he was enabled to keep 
both the French and Spanifh fleet, which had taken refuge 
in that port, in complete check for the fpace of eighteen 
months, < 

In Auguft he detached commodore Martin, with five 
ihips of war, four bomb ketches, and as many tenders, 
to Naples; where, after fome little altercation, that^ 
gentleman compelled his Sicilian majefty to withdraw his 
troops which had joined the Spanifh army; and alfo to 
promife he would not in any degree interfere or aflift Spain, 
during the war. The towns of Mataro and Palamos, qn : 
the coaft of Catalonia, were bombarded foon after, this [ 
time. On reciting this tranfa&ion, Campbell breaks out . 
into a pathetic lamentation of the miteries, which he 
wl flies to prove were wantonly heaped on the unoffending^ 
inhabitants. But however we may commiferate the ruin 
of individuals, it is certainly one of the firft obje&s of a 
commander-in-chief to attack an enemy wherever he is 
found vulnerable; for that probable ruin, an<J the extent 
of that defencelefs ftate to which fubje&s are expofed, 
form the principal inducements that actuate all national 
governments to conduct themfelves equitably and peace- 
ably to their neighbours. It is therefore as ridiculous to t 
deprecate thefe horrors, as it would be improper to fuflfcr . 
a valuable fleet of merchant-fhips, belonging to your, 
enemy, to pafs unmolefted, becaufe their cargoes are not 
the property of perfons actually in arms. It is, we 
think, at lead a matter of doubt, whether it would not . 
ultimately tend to the advantage of mankind, that war 
(hould invariably be carried on in a way, civilized na- 
tions, from being unaccuftomed to the method, would 
lb udder at ? The miferies, though for a moment more 
violent, would certainly be fhortened ; and the only ques- 
tion to be aflced is, which of the two is preferable, a war, . 
in the mod extenfive fenfe of the word, for a few months 
continuance, or one lengthened to as many years, con- 
dueled in its gentler method? We have thought it ne- 
ceffary to make this fhort comment, left Mr. Campbell 
may have left c»n the minds of fome, an unfavourable idea 
of Mr f Mathews's humanity. 

. The vice-admiral being rejoined by commodore Mar- 
tin, in the road of Hieres, which was made the general 
Vol. III. R rendezvous 
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rendezvous of the fleet, .he detached him to Araffa, in 
the Genoefe territories, where he had information that 
confiderable magazines of corn had been formed, for the 
ufe of the Spaniards. The commodore arrived in the road of 
that place on the ift of September, and immediately fent 
officers on fhore, to make the neceflary fearch for the de- 
pots. Four confiderable ftores of barky being difeoVered, 
a party was fent to deftrby them, which they did very 
effectually, by throwing them into the fea. Mr. Ma- 
thews's fpirit of enterprife did not ceafe here, for having 
received intelligence that a Spanifh (hip of the line lay at 
anchor at Ajaccio, in the ifland of Corfica, he fent the 
Ipfwich, and another (hip of the line, with a firelhip, to 
take or deftroy her; but the Spaniards, to prevent the (hip 
from falling into the hands of the Britifh, made their efcapc 
on fhore, and then immediately fet it on fire. 
' The operations of the year 1743 were principally con- 
fined to the blockade of the port of Toulon, where the 
French and Spanifh fquadrons were kept completely fta- 
tipnary, while detachments from the Britifh fleet effectu- 
ally prevented the introduction of any fupplies into Italy, 
for the ufe of the Spanifh,army ih that country, and it wis 
therefore confequently kept in a ftate of inactivity. A 
variety of defultory attacks were alfo made on the enemy's 
coaft, which not only did them confiderable injury, but 
kept them in a continual ftate of alarm. The nrft of 
thefe was in the month of February, when captain Arri- 
brofe, in the Rupert, and captain Hughes, in the Fever- ' 
fham, being ordered to cruife on the coaft p{ Valencia/ 
hiade feveral valuable prizes, fome of which being ladea 
with ftores and- provifions for Toulon, the lofs of them 
was very highly diftrefling to the enemy. Several fettees, 
having taken fhelter under the town of Vineros, or 
Binarux, a fmall port bordering on Catalonia, the fame 
commanders refolved to attempt their deftruction, which 
they fuccefsfully effected, arid without any lofs to them- 
felves. 

In the month of April, admiral Mathews being then 
cruifing off Toulon, a party of Britifh failors were per- 
mitted to go on fhore at the town of Hieres, to recreate 
and refrefn themfelves. The French garrjfon refufed 
'them admittance ; upon which- a defperate fray took 

place; 

y 
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felace, ; and farther afliftance coming to eicli party, one 
hundred and fifty of the Englifti are, faid to have beert 
killed before the affair terminated. It is to be obferved,' 
that the French had on this occafion the advantage of be- 
ing armed, while the failors, not expecting any difpute, 
were totally unprepared. The French were fo alarmed 
at this event, which certainly could only be confidered as 
an unpremeditated accident, that they reinforced the gar- 
rifon with fix hundred additional foldiers; and the gover- 
nor of Provence wrote a very polite and flattering letter 
to the admiral, acquainting him, that as the preceding 
unpleafant affair could by no means be imputed to him, 
he would reprcfent it to his court in fuch a light as, he 
hoped, would prevent any national rupture. This is 
another proof pt the high refpeft, compulfively as it were, 
paid Mr. Mathews by the rrench. 

About the latter end of June, the admiral having re- 
ceived intelligence that fourteen xebecques, under the 
convoy of a Spanifh {loop of war, had been chaced by the 
Kenmngton frigate, into the port of Genoa, he himfelf 
failed from his nation off Hieres, and anchored in the road 
of that place on the ift of July, with fix (hips of war and, 
four bomb veflels. Deputies were immediately fent off 
to compliment him On his arrival, and civilly to enquire 
into the caufe of a vifit which was totally unexpected, and 
not a little difagreeable. The admiral anfwered with 
much firmnefs, " that he came there to demand that the 
Spanifh veflels laden with (tores fhould be forthwith ob- 
liged 40 quit the port; or that the republic fhould fequef- 
ter the artillery and warlike (lores till the conclufion of a 
general peace." After fome negociation, it was at length: 
agreed, " that the ftores fhould be put on board other vef- 
feb, and be tranfported to Corfica, under convoy of the 
Englifli fquadron, there to be depofited in the caftle of 
Bonifacio, and to be guarded by a Genoefe garrifon till the 
warterminated : that after thedueperformance of thisagree- 
rnent, the Spanifh veflels (hould have permiflfon to retire 
unmolefted." Thefe terms, fo mortifying to the Ge- 
noefe, who were fecret favourers of the Spaniards and 
their caufe, they were very reluflantly obliged to comply 
with ; alarmed at the horrors of an expected bombardv 
ment, in confequente of their reftifal: they had alfo the, 
It a additional 
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additional mortification of being compelled ta confent to 
have the (lores in queftion traafported to the only part of the 
world whither they would have wiflied them not to have 
been carried,, the ifland of Corfica, in. which they daily 
dreaded a revolution. Public, as well as private duplicity, 
is a crime ■, however, which rarely fails of meeting with . 
its proper, punifliment, and when infli&ed with the * 
utmoft rigour, is feldorri cornpaflionated. 

This bufinefc was hardly adjufted, when, in the month 
of Auguft, the admiral having information that fome 
veflels* with . ftores and artillery, had arrived at Civita 
Vecchia, he difpatched a detachment from his fleet in 
queft of them. On its arrival off that port, the commodore 
demanded that the enemy's ftrips and their cargoes ihould 
be immediately delivered up, or that he would bombard 
the. place. The ftores* and cannon had^.been privately* 
lapded, and. conveyed to the Spanifh army, before the ar- 
rival of thQ.Englifh fqtiadron; and the .governor, fearful 
of its refentment, as foon as this breach 6f neutrality' 
fhpuld be difcovered, fent.a courier to Rome, for inftruc- 
tions how to act ; he returned with orders to infift that the , 
Engl iih commodore and his fhips fhpuld, quit the coaft; 
and the- Spaniards taking the advantage of a fair wind ? 
and a dark night, made their efcape. T(ie Engliih corn- fc 
mander* doubly exafperated, firft r at the haughty tone of' 
the court of Rome, and fecondly, at the lots of an ex- 
pected prize, was abfolutely preparing to proceed. to the 
. extremities he had threatened, when admiral Mathews, 
at the intercefllon and entreaty of the king of Sardinia, . 
who promifed to procure fatisfaftion for this flagrant 
condudk on the part of the. Pope, fent an order. to the 
Englifli fjpjadron to retire;, and rejoinJiim. 

The remainder of the admiral's* operations during this 
year, were confined to tha affiffance he. gave the king of 
Sardinia, in or3er to enable him to repulfe the Spaniards 
at Chateau £)auphine. In aid of that monarch's caufe, 
he landed the greater part of his marines, and a confider- 
able number of cannon, at Villa Franca; by which 
means he fecured that important place from the enemy's

Dy that pafs during the remainder of the year. 

Earjy. in the fucceeding fpring^ the French court, weary 
of having their own fleet,' as well as that of their' friends, 
confined to the port of Toulon, fent M. de Court to tal^e 
the command oftHeTrThips," with orders to put to fea at all 
events, and ftipport the Spaniards to the utmoft of his 
power, in cafe they fliould be attacked. The force of the 
united fquadron^ confuted of twenty-eight fail of the line* 
and fix frigates. That under Mr. Mathews was, indeed, 
fomewhat fuperior in point of numbers, but had the dif- 
advantage of haying feveral of its (hips in a very indiffe- 
rent ftate of equipment, both with reipeft to men and the 
condition of the fhips themfelves, which had been a long 
time from England ; while on the other hand, the French 
and Spaniards were juft come out of port, and in as good 
a ftate for fervice as any fleet belonging to thjem that 
ever went to fea. M. de Court arrived at Toulon in the 
month of January ; and having hoifted his flag on board 
the Terrible, of feventy-four guns, aflumed the coromanfl 
of the whole fleet. Admiral Mathews, about the fame 
time returned from Turin, whither he had gone 
to concert the meafures ,neceflax,y to be puriued i& 
carrying on the war. Having received information that 
the combined fleet was a&ually preparing to put to fea, 
. he Rationed a fufficient number of cruifers to look out, 
and give him the earlieft intelligence of the enemy's mo* 
tions. On the 8th of February*, O. S. he learned from 
fome of his fl)ips which rejoined him, that the combined 
fleets would put to fea on the following day j he accord- 
ingly, with all the alacrity becoming a man of high fpi- 
rit, made every poffible oifpofitjon to receive or purfue 
them. 

The memorable aftiofi which enfued, and which fprrnjp 
fo prominent an event in the naval hiftory of Britain', be- 
came long the fubjeft of political difcuffion and party 
difpute; and it is difficult, even at this remote period, to 
coHeft the truecaufe of the mifcarriage, from thofe various

* We cannot, perhaps, do better than give the reader the feparatf 
accounts of this a&ion, publifhed by the courts of England and france. 
We (hall add a few remarks on thefe, a mode of treating this eveni 
which' may probably be thought more fatisfaclory, than it would be 
to give a laboured detail of it from oorfclves, which might be deemed 
by fome lefs authentic. 

" Whitehall, March si, 1743-4. Late laft night a courier ar? 
lived here with an account from admiral Matthews (dated the 29th 
of February, O. S. in Mahon harbour) of what pafTed in the engage- 
ment near Toulon, between his majefty's fquadron under his com- 
maodfand the combined fleets of France and Spain, together with his 
proceedings fubfequent thereto, which \% in fubftance as follows: 

•' That the Somerfet, Dragon, and Warwick joined the admiral 
the 3d inftant : on the 8th he received advice that three expreflts 
came to Toulon the day before, in a very (hort difiance of time, one 
after the other; he was likewife informed, that the conjunct 
fleet would put to fea the next morning. Between three and four 
that afternoon,' captain Marfh, of the Winchelfea, one of the (hips 
appointed to watch the conjuncl fleet's motions, made the fignal for 
fome of the faid fleet being under fail ; upon which he made the Serial * 
•for unmooring, and putting the (hips in a condition for action^ which. 
*ras done with the utmoft alacrity and expedition* In lefs tban 
fialf an hour they could fee Several of them from, their (hi pi; j^e, 
fignal was made by captain Marlh, before it was dark, For feeing ninct- 
teen fa;!; and about two in the morning he fent the admiral word, 
that they had anchored again under Cape Sepet. As foon as it was 
day they faw thofe that came out the night before under fail, aocl in a 
very little time the reft coming out, their number in all being thirty- , 
tout. The admiral then got under fail, the wind blowing very frclh 
wefterly, expecting they' would have come down to him; but he foon 
found they had no fuch intention, at lead for that day, for tbey kept 
flying to windward, though there was all the; appearance ot dirty % 
weather, and fome of the weathcrmoft (hips were, at night, hull-to- 
pe therefore flood to and fro in the bay till night/ and then an* 
chored^ having left cruizers out to watcji their motions ; during which 
"the Warwick touched the ground, but* by (tarting thirty tons ojrj water, 
was got off about nine that night, without any other damage J 

** .That by break of day the next rooming, our people feeing from 
the maft bead fifteen fail (the reft being hid by the ifland of forque- 
role) the admiral immediately got under weigh, having but little wind, 
and that at north, and made all the fail lie could to get to them, they 
standing at the fame time towards the Englim fleet with a light breeze 
Wcfterly. After an hoar or two's calm, there fprung tip a (marl 
freeze eafterly, by* which means they neared each other; at the: 
fcra^ume the Boync and Chicheftcr. appeared in fight from under

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equal; although the French, in their account of the mau 
ter, wifti to imprefs ai^ idea of their having been mam- 
feftly inferior; but M^.

Levant ifland, and the eaftcrly wind prevailing, they, and a tender 
with pro vi (ions from Mahon, foon joined the admiral, paving had the 
Rood fortune to fall in with the land to the ca It ward, without which 
they mud have fallen into the enemy's hands. The enemy brought 
to in a line of battle, but for want of wind, and having a very ugly lea, 
it was night before the admiral could get near them, having had the 
ilgoal out all day for the line of battle, which was kept out for tome time 
after it was night. At dufk he brought to, within a little more than 
three guns fhot of them, and ordered the Eflex to lie a mile to leeward 
of him, and the Winchelfea a good mufket's-fhot to leeward of the 
£flex, to watch their motions, and make the proper fignals, as well as tp 
Hand after them in cafe they (hould make fail; that they were fo hear 
he could count the enemy's fhips after the moon was down* but 
could not at the fame time fee vice-admiral Leftock and his fquadron, 
be having brought to fo far to. windward, that, when it was dawning, 
>and the admiral had made fail and the Ggnal for the line of battle 
a- bread, the vice-admiral was full five miles a-ftcrn of him. The 
enemy alfo made fail, and went with their top fails, and fometimes fet 
their forefai Is. 

" That about eleven the Royal Oak, and two tenders with provi- 
sions from Mahon, joined the fleet, haying luckily fallen into the 
ea ft ward. 

*• That rear-admiral Rowley led the van, but could never come 
near the French fquadroir, as M. de Court would fometimes .lie to as if 
he defigned (laying for them ; but when the Engliih drew near him he 
spade fail again, till at laft he had left mod of the Spanifh fhips a good 
way a-ftern of him. The admiral was then fully convinced he never 
would come to a general engagement, but judged his defign was, by 
his way of acting, to. (1 raw him down the (heights. About half an hour 
after eleven, the admiral made the fignal for engaging, and foon after 
pore down upon the Spanifh admiral, ordering the Marlborough to 
do the fame, The action began about one: the Norfolk engaged Den 
Alvarez (the Spanifh admiral's fecond) who foon bore away, and 
never fhortened fail whilft they could fee her; the reft qf the admiral's 
divifion a-heap* engaged rbofe of the enemy a- head; the Marlborough, 
driving a little too near the admiral, obliged him to fill his fails, to pre- 
vent her coming on board him; that during the little time Mr. Mat- 
thews was engaged, the enemy^greatlydi fabled his mads and rigging, and 
havjng but little wind and an ugly fwell, the mizen top-fail being handed 
to prevent the mads and rigging tumbling about their ears, hind red the 
crew from wording the (hip, though they reeved new braces three feveral 
times, fo that he coujej not give the Marlhoro' the affi (lance capt. Cornr 
wall wanted, whofe behaviour is mentioned by Mr* Matthews to merit 
all imaginable praife, and whofe unfortunate fate he. greatly laments, 
f no enemy were extremely well fejvcd with gunners, t(te French; 
R <} training 
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fhips of fifty guns, which were not put into the line, and 
might have lupplied the place of fuch as were di fabled 
during the a 61 ion. No perfon can doubt, but that, 

~owing 

training up a great number of them, and having exercifed them 
at a mark for upwards of three months before the engagement. 
The Marlborough's main -mad was brought by the board as if it had 
been but a twig; and the admiral's main-maft and his bow-fprit were 
fhot through and through, the former had only two (hrouds to 
Support it, and all his top-mads were wounded. The enemy fired 
chiefty at the mafts and rigging, for though the admiral engaged within 
piftol (hot he had but nine men killed outright, and forty wounded* 
His captain's arm was fhot off the fir ft broadfide, and the Spanifh 
. admiral's fhip, the Real, was totally di fabled, ^hen Mr. Matthews 
attacked her fecond, (he foon bore away and made all the fail (he had it 
irh her power to fat ; he then made the fignal for the Ann galley 
fire fhip to burn the Real, but her commander was fo tedious in 
priming her, and in coming down, that the four (hips a-ftcrn got fo t 
near her as to prevent her fuccefs, and by Come of their fhot, or ' 
fome other unlucky accident, (he blew up (being then within piftol- 
thot, or lefs, of the Real) with her captain and feveral of her men* 
and alfo the Spanifh admiral's great launch full of men, which had 
been fent to prevent the firefhip from boarding him. The admiral 
was himfelf at the fame time within mufk$t-(hot of the Real, and was 
afterwards engaged, within lefs than mufket (hot, by the fame four 
fhips, which had paffed by Mr. Leftock, which (hips the rear of the 
admiral's divifion engaged, but at too great a diftance. 

" That the Somerfet, Princefla, Dragon, Bedford, Kingfton, and 
Berwick engaged the reft of the Spaniards a-head; one (hip, of 
fixty guns, of the enemy's, fell into our hands; and, during this, 
time, M. de Qourt let rear-admiral Rowley come along- fide of him, _ 
when they had warm work for near three glafles, as had the Princefs 
Caroline; that after. that time M. de Court fct his forefail, and left 
Mr. Rowley, who was then engaged by the French admiral's two fe« 
conds, but not for above twenty minutes before they went off. 
There were but three of the Frencn fhips engaged, the reft kept their 
' wind in order to tack and weather us ; but our van keeping the 
wind of them, prevented their deHgns taking place. The night 
coming on, with little wind and a very great fwell, hindered our im- 
' proving the advantage, we had got. The Barfleur had eighteen 
men killed and thirty wounded. 

" That, notwithstanding the French tacked upon rear-admiral 
Rowley, they did not think proper to engage him ; they, however, 
retook the Spanifh (hip, it being impoflible to do any thing with her, 
as (he had not a mail /landing, and as it-was near dark and the whole 
French fquadron had tacked upon them. Thereupon captain Hawke, 
of the Berwick, left her, but could not get his lieutenant and twenty- 
three men out of her, his firft lieutenant having done all he could to 
pcrfuade the men to quit her, but in vain. 

"That 
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owing to fome caufe or other, an opportunity was 

toft of giving the navy of France and Spain a very 

fignal and decifive blow. What that caufe was, will, 

-"" perhaps, 

44 That about eieht at night the admiral Shifted his flit]) and hotted 
liit flag on hoard the Ruffel, captain JU>ng, not caring (fliould thcra 
-bean engagement the next moruiog) to rift, the falling of all hi* maftf* 
At break of day they faw ihe enemy's fleet again to leeward of 
them, and found they had towed the crippled (hips before the 
wind all night. The admiral chaced them again, the French lying in 
a line of battle to windward of the Spaniards, moft of them hull-to; 
4>ut as he drew near them (hey made fail, .and left the difabled 
fixty gun (hip. The admiral then Cent the £nex a- bead, and ordered 
captain Norris to burn the faid Spanifh (hip (not being able to (pare 
any of his fquadron to carry her to Minorca) which captain Norris did. 
She blew up about half an hour after nine at night, and there was 
great reafou to believe, if there had been any wind the French 
would have left the Spanish crippled lhips, as moft of them had fuffereid 
greatly. , 

" That in the afternoon captain Wat kins, of the Bur ford, joined 
the fleet; he had been in Hieres Bay the day before, where hearing the - 
reports of guns, and feeing the fmoak, he made dirc&ly for it. 

•' That at night the admiral brought-to that the fternmoft (hips 
migbt^et up with him; he faw the enemy again the next morning, 
-but at a great diftaoce. 

** Tliat after the admiral bad loft light qf the enemy's fleet, and 
•found all his endeavours to rejoin them, or to procure intelligence of 
thcm.ioeffieclual, (they being gone, as he fuppoicd, down the Streights) 
he laboured for feveral days,againft contrary winds and florins, to get 
.back to the bay of Hieres. This however he found impracticable, 
and was obliged to put into Port,Mahon, where he was at an anchor 
on the Hath pad, and propofed to get again out to. fea the fir ft mo- 
ment that the neceffarv reparations could be made of the damages 
fuftained by feveral of nil (hips, as well in the engagement with the 
.French and Spanith fleets, as in the conftant ftorms and foul weather 
be had fiace met with. 

" As the admiral had not then bad his returns from the feveral 
captains who were engaged, of the lofs they might fuftainin the aclion, 
be was not able to fend the particulars thereof by this courier, 

" AH that he mentions upon that head* beftdes wha: i$ abovey^*, 
that the Marlborough loft in the action forly^thaee men, her captain 
and maftcr included; had ninety wounded, who had been fent to the 
hofpital in Minorca; and thirty (lightly wounded, who remained on 
board and would foon be able to do their duty." 

The French on their parts puMifhed the following account, in which 
they appear to have been influenced by much more modefty than they 
ufualiy exhibit on fuch pecafianp. The exprcflion printed in Italits 
defcrai to be particularly noticed.

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perhaps, be afcertained with no little degree of precifion bj 
ierioufly and impartially confidering the characters, ar»4 
referring to the condu£t, both of Mr. Mathews and Mr;

•* The combined fquadron of France and Spain Went out of the 
road of Toulon the 19th of February; they were eompofed, viz that 
of France of fifteen {hips of the line, four frigates, and three fireihips; 
that of Spain of twelve (hips; four others having remained in the port 
pf Toulon for want of failors. The wind was very favourable on the 
soth for going up to the Englifh, whofe fquadron confifled of 45 mips, 
thirty whereof were of the line; and eleven of three decks, • We 
made ufc of the wind, but could not come up with them before night. 
Tbey put out to fea, and the wind fell. The calm continued during 
the whole day of the 21ft, which we paded, lying by in fight of one an- 
other. On the «2d the wind came favourable for the Englifh;' who 
ranged them fc Ives in order of battle, to attack the two fqua» 
drons : they bad the largeft ibrps in the center and front. The opa« 
nifh fquadron, which would have formed the avant guard, by the 
wind changing became the rear guard. The Engli/h did not come up 
vtrith all our line, or, to /peak wore property* did not begin to attack till 
fetween tweive and one o'clock the Spanijhjauadrm and the center of the 
French, leaving the rear guard free. Matthews, with five of his largeft 
fhips of three decks, attacked the Real, and Rowley the Terrible, 
with three three- decked fhips of his di vifion, but the fire of the French 
obliged him to retire. During the fight, which'continued near three 
hours, M. de Court made a ngnal for his avant guard to tack about 
and fuccour the Spaniards; but as it was at fome diftance, and the 
fmoak might not permit the fignal to be feen, the Terrible, with his 
di vifion; came to fuccour the Real. This motion caufed the fight to 
flacken, and compelled the Englifli to abandon the Spanifh fhip Poder, 
which had been obliged to furrender, being entirely difinafted. The 
Englifh kept off as tar as they could, without daring to follow the 
Real and the other Spanifh (hips, although many of tbem had been 
damaged in their mails, and efpecially the Real, the general commander 
of which had received two (light wounds, and the captain being mertaUy 
•^wounded. The fight continued till half an hour after five, and' the 
reft of the day, as well as during the following night the fquadron of 
France covered that of Spain, and fent carpenters and caulker* to the 
Real to repair her. On the 23d, at day break, M. de Court, upon the 
Doife of cannon, which he heard, went and delivered the Spanifh fbip, 
the Hercules, from three Englifh (hips, amongft which fhe had fallen 
• in the night, believing them to have been of her own fquadron. The 
French employed the reft of the morning- in taking between three an4 
four hundred Spaniards out of the Poder ; there were alfo ten or twelve 
Englifh who bad got into her to work her. They fet fire toner, and 
towards night fhe blew up in tjie air and funk. About noon the 
JEnglifh appeared in order of battle, but very far off. We watted for 
them, and it was all we could doy'bctaufe they were* to windward. 
The Spanifh officers will give a more circtimftantial f account of the 

v r ' ' top 
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Leftock, as well. during the former part of their lives, 3s 
their reciprocal behaviour to each other, while they were 
thus, unfortunately for the nation, connected in. com- 
mand. 

To return, however, for the prefent to fim pie nar- 
rative, the admiral, when all hopes of bringing the enemy 
again to action was at an end, put into Mahon, where 
he refitted his (hips; and having propofed fome queries 
to vice-admiral Leftock, relative to his conduct in the late 
action, which that gentleman did not anfwer to his 
fatisfactjon, he thought proper to fufpend him from hi-s 
command, and fend him to£ngland t on ooard the Salisbury, 
preferring at the fame tjme a fpecific charge of mifcon- 
duct on the foregoing occafion. ^he qeceflary repairs 
Of his (hips being completed, Mr. Mathews pqt to fea, 
in the hope of meeting the enemy once more, and obtain- 
ing fome advantage lcfs equivocal than his lad. In this 
wifh he was unhappily difappointed; but he neverthelefs 
Continued to exert himfclf to the utmoft while he retained 
Jus command, ant} tQcio every thing that could b,e expected 

ftips of their fquadrctn, which were engaged. M. de Court cqnftaotry 
covered theSpanifh fauadron, not only in the night between the 23a 
and 84th, but like wife all the day, during which a very cold N. E. 
wind arofe, and obliged the combined fquadrons to retire towards the 
coafts of Catalonia. They kept together and in readinefs till night ; when 
the general lay* to, and made ugnals by firing of cannon, (hewing 
lights, for the others to do the (attic . The French (hips perceived it, 
but the Spaniards followed their courfe, the St. Elizabeth towing the 
Heal. We faw them the day following before Barcelona, and have 
not fince had anyfarther account of them, though feveral frigates were 
fent to fee after them. We are however fully perfuaded that the 
Engliih did not chafe them, and that they have not taken any (hip of 
theirs except the Podcr. which they abandoned. M. de Court addi 
fome particulars in praife of the Spaniards; and fini&es by referring 
to the relation, which will be fent by their admiral, D. Jean Jofepji 
Navarro, whofe valour and courage be praifes extremely, aa well 41s 
that of all the captains of his fquadron . 

"We have had advice that the Neptune was arrived at Barcelona ; 
f|ie Conftant, the Hercules, and the Orient at Carthagena; and we 
expeft every moment to hear of the arrival of the Real, of the St. 
Elizabeth, and of the other (hips, with the relation of all. that pafled 
in the engagement, in which, as M. de Court fays, D. Navarro, 
and all the commanders of the king of Spain's Chips, (hewed great 
mar(t* of tjicir valour, each of them having been attacked by two, 
ftiree^ four, and five Engliflt (hips at once*" .•*.."'

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from an a£Hve and enterprizing officer, to diflrefs the ene- 
mies of his country t He was very fuccefsful in one qr 
two fmall expeditions which he projected and caufed to 
be carried into execution, by detachments from his fleet, 
but thefe will be hereafter with more propriety enlarged 
upon, in our account of the feveral officers who com- 
manded them, 

Mr. Leftock, on his arrival in England, thought proper;, 
in excufe for his own conduft to recriminate, and prefer, on 
his part, a charge againft his commandei>in-chief, to the 
following effeft : " that the night before the engagement, l\e 
brought to, in obedience to the admiral's night fignal ; but 
at break of day, by reafon of the wind's (hifting, and the 
indraught of the* tides,- he found himfelf at a greater dis- 
tance from the main body than he expected; that about 
eight he had an account from the admiral, by Mr. Jafper, 
his firft lieutenant, that he would lay by till he could joia 
him with his divifion, in place whereof the admiral made 
more fail, and fent lieutenant Khowles to order him tp 
do the fame, though he had then Crowded all he cou!4 
carry ; that he did all he poflibly could to get up with the 
fternmoft of the Spanilh fquadrbn, and even fired a broad - 
Jide at the Ifabella, being the hindmoft, but could hot pre* 
vent her going a-head of him ; that he did all that lay in. 
his -power to affift the admiral, whofe rajhnefs and precipi- 
tation in engaging the enemy before the line of battle was 
formed \ contrary to the rules of war, and the practice of ^ 
our beft admirals, rendered his attempts to fuccour and 
fupport him fruitlefs; that this conduct in Mr. Mathews 
was the more inexcufable, as he was under no neceffity of 
hurrying on the aftion, fince, by the difpofition of the 
French and Spanifh admirals, it plainly appeared they were 
refohedto fight. That it was unaccountable the admiral 
fhould take fuch precautions not to let the enemy efcape 
us, when pur fleet was not formed in order of battle, and 
they lay prepared for us before the engagement; sthd 
though we had the advantage of difabling fome of their 
ihips, and burning another, became of a fudden more 
cautioirs, by bringing to in order of battle at a much 
greater diftance, without fending out any caruLfcrs to obr 
Jerve their motions; therefore the fole mrfcarriage; was 
jchargeable on the admiral, who, by his imprudejvc% fh 
fighting at firft at. fucb a difadvantage, had endangered 
" -• the 
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the whole fleet emnifted to his command ; and after, by a 
quite contrary condud, fufFered the enemy to efcape out \ 
of his hands." 

*This mifcarriage, which men of all parties felt, foon 
excited af national clamour, not to be appeafed but by 
fome facrifice ; as a preliminary ftep to it, in confequence 
of Mr. Leftock's recrimination Mr. Mathews was re- 
called, and travelling through Germany and Holland, ar- 
rived in England about the end of September. On the 
meeting of parliament an enquiry was inftituted, and the 
honfe of commons uftanimoufly came to the following ' 
refolution, the truth and propriety of which, cojifidered 
generally, no man in the world can deny. " That as it 
evidently appeared to them, that the combined fquadrons 
were inferior to his majefty's fleet at the time of the en- 
gagement, the mifcarriage of that a&ion created a gene- 
ral refledion on the honour of his majefty's arms, and 
was equally detrimental to the national intereft, which 
mud be owing to the mifconduft and behaviour of fome of 
the commanders and officers of the fleet." 

This refolve being parted, they immediately addrefled 
his majefty, praying " that he would be pleafea to appoint 
immediately, courts martial, to enquire into the conduit 
of admiral Mathqws, vice-admiral Leflock, the captains * 
Burriih, Norris, Willianis, Ambrofe, Dilkes, and Frog- 
more, with the four lieutenants of the Dorfetfhire, in or- 
der to bring a condign punifhment on thofe whofe mif- 
cohduft had brought this difcredit on his arms, facrificed 
the honour of the nation, and trifled away an opportunity 
of importantly ferving the common caufe." Mr. Ma- 
thews and Mr. Leftock, being both members of the houfe 
of common^, were firft heard in their places, as is cufto- 
mary; but "although feveral witneffes were examined, it 
was not thought the truth could be fo'well inveftigated by 
ahy other means as by, a court-martial, to which decifion 
the matter was finally referred. 

Owing to the time it required to colleft the multitude 
of wkrteffes neceffary to thte inveftigation of fo intricate 
an affair, and the greater part of thefe being, at the time 
tfceir teftimony was wanted, employed on fervice in a dif- 
tant part of the world ; the .nation glfo being deeply en- 
g^ya in a war, which rendered it extremely difficult to 

call 
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call them home, as well as to colle& a fufficierit number 
of members totally unconne&ed with the parties and the 
' a&ion alluded to, the trials did not commence till the 
month of O&ober 1 745. Sir Chaloner Ogle being nomi* 
nated the prefident, this enquiry was at laft entered into, 
and after a long as well as tedious inveftigation # Mr. 
Leftock was honourably acquitted, and Mr. Mathews de- 
clared incapable of holding any farther employment in 
his majefty's fervice! 

This fentence, however it might calm the ftern fevere 
countenance of unrelenting juftice, was by no means 
equally fortunate in appeafing the tumult of popular 
opinion. The people, eipecially that part unacquainted 
with the rules and laws of the fervice, inquired for the 
perfon who had acquitted himfelf beft in the fplendid, 
brilliant, and ever favourite charadter of a gallant man. 
When they found their commander-in-chief aflively and 
mod fpiritedly engaged in the center of their foes, and 
when tney fearched in vain to difcover the admiral of a fqua- 
dron, under that commander, in the fame Situation, when 
they were told that/ while the firft was bravely employed 
in the manner ju ft mentioned, the latter was not even within 
gun-lhot, when they heard Mr. Mathews himfelf com- 
plain of being unfupportcd, of being left a facrifice to the 
private refentment ot an individual, and above all, of being 
deprived, by that condu&, of bringing into a Britifh port 
the Spanifh admiral Navarro in a (hip mounting one 
hundred and ten guns, they felt the immediate imptdfe of 
a generous indignation ; and thofe who were not feverej 
and violent enough to condemn the juftice of the court* 
were obliged to be content with confefling, that the code 
of naval difcipline was what they did not understand f. 

* Which continued, by adjournment, for a confidcrable time $ Mr. 
Leflock's trial not commencing till the month of January 17461 and 
not being concluded till the 3d of June Tollowing; and titer, of admi- 
ral Mathews not before the month of June 1747* 

t It is aflerted by fome, but with what truth we knew not, that the 
king himfelf was much diflatisfied at this deciOon, and with aH that 
open and generous love for gallantry which formed to firong a feature 
in his character, for fome time actually refufed to (ignify his approba- 
tion of a deciiion paffing (o fevere a fentence on a ma» who had ailed 
wish fo much acknowledged bravery*

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On whatever ground th* members who formed thip 
court founded their decifion, it certainly was not upon any 
part of the charge exhibited by Mr. Leftock ; that gentle*, 
man thought proper to make rafhnefs and precipitation 
the firft articles of it ; and in proof of them he urged, that 
Mr. Mathews engaged before his line was property, 
formed : to this We anfwer, firft, that if the commander- 
in-chief had waited till that had been effe&ed, no adioti; 
whatever would have taken place, and the terms, want of. 
fpirit and cowardice might, with the greateft juftice, havo 
fuppliedthe place of the Iefs ignoble charge his antagonift 
had the hardinefs to make. Mr. Leftock in his charge 
takes occafion to obferve, that' Mr. Mathews was under no 
neceflity of hurrying on the a&ion, as it plainly appeared 
by the enemy's difpofition that they were refolved to fight. 
The account given by Mr. Mathews, the truth of which 
has never been difputed by any perfon, Mr. Leftock ex- 
cepted, contradi&s this observation in dire& and pofitive 
terms. i€ Rear-admiral Rowley (fays Be) led the van but

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brilliant vi&ories and fucceffes have crowned their intre- 
pidity. We fliall defer giving any opinion on the charge 
preferred by Mr. Mathews againft the vice-admiral, till 
we come to give an account bf that gentleman. 

Much ftfefs has been laid by the enemies of Mr. Ma- 
thews on his former condoft and private behaviour to 
Mr. Leftock, a*s if, even admitting for a moment that to 
Wave been improper, it could in the fmalleft degree have 
jnftified any breach of public conduit in the latter. Mr. 
Mathews is faid to have been auftere, haughty and impe- 
rious, when in faft he was nothing worfe than a ftridt 
drfciplinarian, a rigid obferver of forms, and a man who, • 
when in a fubordinate ftation, as he had always paid 
the utmoft obedience to command, fo he now juftly 
thought he had every reafon to expeft and infift on a fimilar 
conduft in thofe whoa&ed in a fubordinate ftation under 
him. Hrs pride was not that of a vain upftart, ridiculoufly 
puffed up by an un^xpefted exaltation to an high national 
truft, but of a man who entertained a proper fenfe of his 
own dignity and command; moft feelingly alive to every' 
ffight and infult which he did not confider as merely per- 
fonal to him, for that, perhaps, he might have^ forgiven, 
but as indignity offered to his ftation and an injury to the' 
fervice of his country. 

Hrsteallantry has never' been queftioned, even by his 
bittereft enemies': and the heavieft charge thgy were ever 
able to adduce againfl him was, that he underftood the 
praftical part of his duty better than the theory of it ; or, 
in plainer Englifh, that he himfelf knew better how to 
fight than' to command others to do the fame* Moft hil> 
torians, in their obfervations on the foregoing tranfaftion, 
remark, that however Mr* Mathews might on fome ac-~ 
counts merit cenfure,the conduft of Mr. Leftock certainly, 
demanded an heavier punifhment. Each perfon may 
aflume to himfelf a privilege, which affuredly is undeni- 
able, of judging for him in all controverfies of this nature 
that depend in the fmalleft degree on opinion; but cer-

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tainly all perfons mtift unite in the fame judgement on the 
conduit of a man who fuffers private animoiity to influ- 
ence his public conduct even for a moment. 

Thofe^who have been ingenious in investigating firft 
caufes, have felicitated themfelves on proclaiming to the 
world the caufe of this unfortunate disagreement. This 
developement is rather an injury to the character of Mr. 
Leftock, for it deprives him of every private virtue, as his 
conduct in the line .of his profeffion had, in the opinion of 
many, bereft him of every public one. - His motives, fuch 
as they are, which are given us on this occafion, are, with 
more propriety, transferred to our account of his life* 
As to Mr. Mathews he -palled the Ihort remainder of his 
days in peaceable retirement, and died at lad confidered, 
by moll people, as entitled to their honourable companion, 
which is the tribute in degree next valuable to regret and 
public applaufe. The time of his death is not precifely 
known, but is faid to have happened fome time in the year 
175*. 

MEADE, Thomas, — entered into the navy before the 
revolution, and was, in 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Lumley Caftle, of fifty-fix guns. After this time we 
hear nothing of him till having accompanied Commodore 
Walker to the Weft Indies, he was, on the 3d of Ja- 
nuary 1703, by him promoted to the command 
of .the. Burford, as his captain, and on his return foott 
afterwards to England, captain Meade was removed into 
fbme other fhip. We do not find any farther mention 
made of this gentleman till the year 1707, when his name 
appears as one of the court-martial affembled on board 
the Albemarle, in Portfmouth harbour, for the trial of fir 
Thomas Hardy. As no notice is ever taken of him after 
this time, it is moft likely he quitted the fervice before 
the death of queen Anne, and not improbably foon after 
the year above-mentioned. He died in England fome- 
time in the year 1740. 

MIGHELLS, Jofiah, — was a collateral defcendant of 
the fame ftock with vice-admiral James Mighells, whofe 
grandfather was a merchant of eminence at J^oweftoffe, 
in the county of Suffolk, about the time of queen Elitfa* 
beth. Having, as well as his brave relation, entered into 
the royal navy at a very early age, he Was, about the year

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1693, appointed third* lieutenant of the Vanguard, a fecon4 
fate. In 1696 we find him firft lieutenant of the Nor- 
wich of fifty guns ; both thefe fliips were, during thofe 
years, attached t*> the main or channel fleet. He 
continued to ferve, with much reputation, in this ftation 
during the war and a part of the enfuing peace, and was, 
©n the 31ft of March 1703, very juftly promoted to the 
command of the Flamborough frigate. 

In this veffel he immediately afterwards accompanied 
fir Ckrodefley Shovel to the Mediterranean, and was, in 
the month of October detached, by the commander-in* 
chief, together with the Pembroke, Exeter, Tartar frigate, 
and one firefhip, to Tunis and Tripoli, under orders to 
tenew the treaties of peace with thpfe governments, arid 
to proceed from thence to Scandaroon to join cotamodore 
Jumper, with whom he returned to England in the month 
$f December. In what manner he was employed during 
the following year does not appear ; but in 1705 we find 
him captain of the Triton Prize, a frigate ot thirty guns 
ftationed in the Channel. He was not long after this 
appointed to the Lizard, another frigate employed th the 
feme line of fervice ; in which he appears to have had no 
opportunity of acquiring either wealth or fame. He died 
on .board this veflel in King Road near Briftol, on tht 
<joth of AugUft 1707 ; and was buried in Pill churdh. He 
ieft behind him three fons, who all died about the yeai* 
1710. 

-MORDAUNT, Hen. Henry,— was the younger fpn 
of the well-known Charles, third earl of Peterborough, of 
whofe family we (hall give fome account in our memoirs, 
of that brave and diftinguifhed character. This gentle- 
man entered very early in life into the navy, and was ap- 
pointed a lieutenant, not at fo early an age that his 
nigh rank might have been fuppofed to have in any 
dfegree aided his promotion, but after a meritorious fervice 
and exemplary difcharge of his duty in that ftation, for 
fcverai years. He was chofen, about the year 1695, re* 
prefentative in parliament for Brackley ; about which time 
we alfo believe he received his firft commiiSon as lieutt~ 
Bant. 

He was- not advanced to a command in the riavy till 
the 9«h of April 1703, being then appointed to the Mary

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gfettejr* We Jo riot, till 1706, find any ferther thcnriotf 
tnade of him, even by thofe * whom we may nattiraHy flip* «* 

Sofe to have made the ftri&eft enquiry relative to the pah- 
tulars of his life. In the hit-mentioned year he C6m* 
tnanded the Refolution, of Seventy guns, a fliip which hi. 
defended fooft afterwards with a courage werf worthy of 
a veffel fo named, and perfe&ly befitting a perfon of fa 
gallant a temper and turn of mind. On the loth ofi 
March 1706-7) O. S.t being on his paffage from Barce-

' Gazette, No. 4324. " The earl of Peterborough Ailed from 
Barcelona the 13th of March O. S. for Genoa, together with a gen- 
tleman, fcnt by the kins of Spain, irr the quality of his envoy to the 
duke of Savoy, oh board the Refolution man of war, commanded" by 
caf>tam Mordaunt, his fordfhip's fon ; with whom failed at the fame* 
time the Enterprfze and Milford frigates. 

" The 19th, being within fifteen leagues of Genoa, they fell m 
with fix French men of war, whereof two were of tighty» two of 
feventy, one of fixty-eight, and the other of fifty-eight guns, who 
chafed them; upon wfyich bis lordfhip, with the Spaniui envoy, went 
on board the Enterprize, got away in the night, and failed for Leghorn 3 
the Milford like wife made her efcape, and got to the ftme port. Th« 
enemy continuing to chafe the Refolution, one. of their flripsxaint 
about ten at night within gun-wot of her, but did riot begin to fire rill 
the 20th about fix in the morning; by which time the reft of the 
enemy's (hips, they being all clean ana newly come out of Toulon, 
were all come up with the Relblution ; then began fe very ftarp fight, 
which captain Mordaunt maintained, with great brave ry and refolution, 
till half an hour after three in the afternoon ; at which time, finding 
no poffibility of getting clear of the 'enemy, and bis fain being very 
much mattered, it was thought moft proper to run her a-Jhore, which 
Was done accordingly : the enemy ftill puifucd ber, and kept comi* 
nnally firing upon her : but finding by the captain's returning their 
, fire toat he would 'not quh his fhip, they fent out their boau to bum 
her ; but thofe were foon beat back. 

" The 21ft in the morning one of the enemy's fhipt, of eighty guns: 
came very near her, with a defign to batter ner ; but flic being full ox 
water, and the powder wet, it was refolved to bum her rather thin 
Jbe (hooW fall into the enemy's hands ; and, accordingly, by eleV^it 
tj)at morning, all that part of her which lay above the water was con* 
fumed. The captain and his Drip's company got fafe on ihore'witft 
what vrai moft valua^blg on her. . He was wounded in his thigh durin| 
tko jthgagement by t' cannon ball, but not dangeroufly."

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lona to Genoa, having his father the earl of Peterborough 
on board as a paffenger, together with a gentleman 
who had been juft before appointed, by his Catholic 
majefty, envoy to the duke of Savoy, he unhappily 
fell in with a fquadron of fix French fhips of the line, 
fell clean and .in the bed condition for fervice, being newly 
come out of Toulon. The earl rtiade his efcape, as is 
ftated in the account given by authority, and a moft fpirited 
encounter, though againft a force fo very unequal immedi- 
ately took place, for the particulars, of which we refer to the 
fame very circumftantial relation. Captain Mordaunt, in 
oonfequence of his wound, which proved much more 
dangerous than was at firft apprehended, found it necef-* 
fary to retire from the fervice till his cure ftould be 
£ffe£led. He was prevented from ever returning to it by 
a premature death, which happened at Bath on the 24th 
of February 171 o. 

* Boyer has taken more than ordinary pains in deferr- 
ing this unhappy event, and delineating the character of 
this truly noble perfon. " On the 24th of February 
(fays he) the honourable captain Mordaunt, fecond fon to 
Charles, earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, after he had 
languiflted for feverai days, died of the fmall pox, a dif- 
fejnper that became this year very fatal to feverai illuf- 
tripus and worthy perfons. This gentleman had the 
command of a company of foot in his uncle lieutenant* 
general" Mordaunt's regiment ; and having been alfo bred 
to the fe;a-fervice, he diftinguiihed himfelf there upon 
feverai occafiojis, particularly in the year 1707, when, 
being captain of the Refolution man of war, and having 
on board the earl, his father, bound from Barcelona to 
Genoa, with whom failed the Enterprize and Milford 
ftaven (frigates) they fell in with fix large French men of 
ivar, juft come out of Toulon. The earl, who had no 
feufinefs to fight there, went on board the Enterprize* and 
got fafe to Leghorn. The Milford Haven alfoefcaped; 
jbut the Refolution maintained a fight, with the enemy's 
fquadron, frorrv'fix in the morning till three in the after- 
n9on, with wonderful bravery; when the captain feeing, at 
laft, there was no poffibility of getting clear, ran his ihip 
on (hore and burnt her. He himlelf having been woilnded 
in the thigh, *he earl, his father, as fooo as he was able to 
1 travel, 
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travel, procured him a pafsto return home through France.- 
This noble, commander having fuffered much in the length 
of his cure, defigned to go to fea again, but was prevented 
by death, as aforefaid, and was as much lamented as any 
young gentleman of his time, being highly and.juftly! 
efteemed for his valour, affability, temperance, and other 
virtues." 

An anonymous heraldic author makes the following 
very honourable mention, of him. " Henry, fecond 
fon of Charles earl of Peterborough, was a gentleman of 
fingular accomplishments, and of an affable and 1 generous 
difpofition, by which he had procured himfelf a general 
efteem, both as a member of the common's houfe, and 3 
commander in her majefty's navy, where he had ferved 
with fome diftin&ipn ; and had undoubtedly appeared a 
future ornament to his country, had not death taken hint 
in the bloom of life, fome days before his brother, with this 
differing circumftance, of more regret, that he left no 
children behind him, being never married." * We cannot 
but regret the fudden and remarkable death of thofe two 
gentlemen in fo ihort a fpace of time* and by the like fa**' 
tal^liftemper, both as an unfpeakable grief to their nobla 
relations, and a very unhappy lofs to their country. 

PARTINGTON, Henry,— rentered into the navy foori 
after the revolution ;-and in. the month of March 1693, 
was appointed third lieutenant of the Stirling Cattle, a 
third rate of feventy guns, belonging to the main fleet* 
We have no other particulars irelatiye to his ferviqe ttfi 
the 20th of Oftober 1703, when he was promoted to the 
command of the Anglefea. We know nothing farther of 
him till the latter end of the year 1706, when we find him 
to have been mul&ed fix month's pay by the fentence of a. 
court-martial held on him, in the river Thames, for what 
is generally, called irregular condud, on the 12th of Np-i 
vember. As we find no mention whatever made of him 
we prefume him to have held no commifflon after this 
time. He j s faid to have died on half-pay, upon the 30^ 
of January 1737. 

PUDNER, Humphrey. — The firft information tve 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed fecon4 
lieutenant of the Royal Oak, a third rate of fcventy-fi^c 
guns, about the year 1695. Whether he held any com-? 

S3 miflipa 
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miffion previous to this w not known ; nor havfe we ihy 
farther information concerning him (ill 1703, when we 
atnd htm,, on the ioth of July, promoted to the command 
of the Experiment. The firft years of his fervfce, after 
his promotion to the rank of captain, parted on in the 
lame unnoticed routihe which obfcures the private hiftory 
of a multitude of worthy and brave individuals. We 
hear nothing of him till the year 1708, when we find him 
captain of the Sevesn, of fifty guns, *dne of the fquadron 
on the Jamaica ftation under the command of commodore 
Wager *• He there eminently fignalifed himfelf as a very 
ible and diligent officer, during a very long and tedious 
ftation off Porto Bello, to watcn the galleons t; and to his 
Very great attention to this duty, as well as his unremitted 
exertions in procuring the neceffary information, the com- 
modore, as he himfelf was candid and honourable enough 
to admit, was principally indebted for his fuccefs. 

• In the month of July we find him one of the members 
4f the court-martial held on bpard the Expedition, at 
Port Royal, for the trials of the captains Bridges and 
Windfor. K?thing material is mentioned as having oc«v 
curred during the time he continued in the Weft Indies, 
from whence he returned fome time in the year 1709. 
His (hip being refitted, we find him, in the month of 
September 1710, (till in the ifame command, and em* 
ployed, under the orders of captain Aldred, in the Roche* 
iter, in the attacks of the French fettlements on the coaft 
of Newfoundland £ After this fuccefs he was immedi- 
ately ordered for the Mediterranean, as a convoy for the 
jfhips belonging to the fifhery deftined for that part of the 
world. On his arrival there, hejmt himfelf, as inftru6led, 
under the command of fir John Norris, the admiral-in- 
chief on that ftation, and foon met with a frefh and more

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brilliant opportunity of dtftinguifhing himfclf than had 
hitherto perhaps offered itfelf to him. 

Captain Pudner being, on the 22d of March ijio-ti, 
in the bay of Vado, with the Lion and Lyme, cruifing off 
and on at fome diftance from the fleet, which lay at anchor 
within them, they got fight of four large (hips belonging 
to the enemy, of which they apprifed the admiral by fig- 
rial, who ordered them to chace, an4 feat the NaiTau and 
Exeter to fupport them. Before, however, the latter 
{hips could get up, a defperate action commenced, which 
continued two hours, during which the Severn was com- 
pletely difabled, and obliged to put back, having had 
three and twenty of her people killed and wounded, the 
greater part of them dangeroufly *. No mention is ever 
made of captain Pudner after this time ; and as we do not 
even find his name inferred as commander of any of the 
(hips put in commiflion during this or any of the_ fuc- 
ceeding reigns, it is moft probable he quitted the fervice 
foon after. He died at Canterbury, where be had lived ia 
retirement many years, on the 30th of November 1753$ 
having attained a very advanced age. 

RAYMOND, Baymont, ox Beaumont,— was another 
gentleman who had entered into the navy previous to the 
revolution ; and after ferving no inconfiderable time in a 
fubordinate Ration, was, about the latter end of the year 
1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Captain, a third 
rate, of feventy guns; from which fhip we find him re- 
moved, in the year 1695, to the fame ftation on board the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate. We do not find any other 
mention made of him till the ox ft of January 1703, when 
he was appointed captain of the Mortar Bomb* This 
veflel was one of thole unhappily loft in that tremendous 
hurricane, called, to diftinguifl* it particularly from alj 
others, the Great Storm, which happened in the month 
of November following. Lediard, Campbell, and all 
other naval hiftorians, have erroneouity ftated the captain, 
<as well as the whole crew, to have perifhed* Thus have 
they prqgjeifively, relying on the authenticity of each

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tother's information, continued to propagate a miftake 
which, as general hiftorians, they were not very likely to 
difcover. That it is a miftake, we (hall pre fentfy (hew, 
captain, Raymond's life having been prelerved, by fome 
means or other unknown to us, for we fliall prefentty 
fhew he furvived the dreadful misfortune which befel 
his (hip, on that occafion, many years. 

We do not, however, find any particular mention made 
of him after this time till the year 1710, when he com* 
manded the Exeter, of fixty guns, one of the Mediterra- 
nean fleet under the command of fir John Norris. Being 
ordered by that admiral to flip and purfue fome French 
fhips of war, difcoveredin the offing by captain Pudner, 
in the Severn, and other cruifing fliips, as already 
related in our account of that gentleman, he obeyed that 
order with the utmoft alacrity, and appears to have en- 
gaged, with much fpirit, for upwards of two hours, one 
of the French (hips, which afterwards proved to be the Pern- 
, broke, formerly taken from the Englim. The Exeter had by 
this time fuftained fo much injury in the encounter, that 
captain Raymond is faid to have quitted this antagonift ; 
but the account publifhed in the Gazette, aflerts only 
that the Pembroke made a running fight, and at laft got 
into the port of Spezza. He was fentenced, by a. court- 
martial held on him, in Barcelona road, on theiothot 
July 17 10, to forfeit three month's pay, for what was 
called, in the minutes, an error in judgment ; whether in 
confequence of his condufi on this occafion, or any other 
part of his fubfequent behaviour, is not itated. We 
believe him to have quitted the king's fervice foon after 
the acceflion of George the Firft*, and to have entered 
into that of the South Sea Company, one of whofe (hips, 
called the Prince, he died captain of, at Vera Cruz, in the 
month of May 1718. 

RICH, fir Charles.*— We find no mention rffatle of 
this gentleman in the naval fervice t till hi£ appointment, 

on

He died in England, on the 
17th of October 1706, being at that time, as it is faief, 
captain of the fhip to which he was firft appointed, or 
according to a private MS. memorandum, which we 
believe authentic, of the Falcon* 

RIDDLE, Walter. — Our firft certain acquaintance 
with this gentleman's hiftory commences with hi« ap- 
pointment to he captain of the Mermaid, on the 21ft of 

fioners of the admiralty, and ferved in fcvcral parliaments during the 
reign of king William, for Dunwich. Tbe family of Rich is of great 
antiquity <; they are fa id to have been originally of Hampmire, where 
John Le Rich, of Rich's Place, flourifhed about tbe time of Edward 
the Second. Robert Le Rich was his Ton and heir, living in tbe reign 
of Edward the Third, and who left iflue, John Le Rich* of Rich*! 
Place, who was alive the 13th of Henry the Fourth; he had two 
fons, Richard, and William. Richard Rich,, of London, efquire, 
fon of the gentleman lad mentioned,, was buried in St. Lawrence'* 
churcb, London, the fecond year of Henry the Fifth. 

The firft of this family we find mentioned bjr fir William Dugdale^ 
was Richard Rich, fon of the above named Richard Rich. He exe- 
cuted the office of iheriff of London in tbe year 1441, being tbe 20th 
of Henry the Sixth, and founded an alms-houfe at Hodefdon, in tbe 
county of Hertford; which Richard dying in the year 1469, left iflue 
John, and he a fon named Thomas. This Thomas was the father of 
Richard, who by degrees, enjoying fundry eminent employments, ar- 
rived at length to great wealth and honour. On tbe 24th of Henry 
fhe Eighth, he obtained the office of attorney-general of Waler^ and 
in the next year was conftituted the king's folici tor-general. Upon 
the diflblution of monafteries, he was made chancellor of the Court of 
Augmentation, by which he acquired divers lands and manors. On 
the death of Henry the Eighth, he was appointed one of the afliftanta 
to bis executors in matters of great conlequence ; and in the firft of 
Edward the Sixth, being advanced to the dignity of a baron of Eng- 
land, by the title of JLord Rich, was (oon after conftituted lord high 
chancellor. 

His grand fon Robert was, in the 16th of James the Firft, created 
earl of Warwick. His uncle, Edwin Rich, third fon of Robert, fe* 
cond lord Rich, was knighted during the Cadiz voyage. His fourth 
fon, Charles Rich, of Mul barton, in Norfolk, was created a baronet, 
in the Bjth of Charles the Second, with remainder to Robert Rich, 
of Slowdon, in EiTex, efq. fecond fon of colonel Nathaniel Rich, of 
the fame place; which Robert we have already noticed as the father 
•f fir Cbartcs, of whom we are about to fpcak.

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December 1703. We have, indeed, a fmafl memoran- 
dum, which afferts he was, in the year 1795, promoted 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Chichefter, of feventy guns ; 
but although it is highly probable he fenred in the above* 
mentioned rank, even before that time, the evidence 
before us is not fufficient to warrant our positively afiert* 
wgit. 

lhe firft part of his fervice, as a naval commander, 
was as barren of incident as pofiible: the veflels to which 
he was, from time to time, appointed, were of inconfider- 
able force, and their employments, as well as peculiar 
(fetion*,equaIly infignificant. We do not find any mention 
made of him till the year 1706, when he commanded the 
Jfabella yacht, ordered with fir Cloudefley Shovel, and the 
licet under his command, to the Mediterranean ; it being, 
at that time of day, always cuftomary to fend a veflel or 
two of that defcription with all great naval armaments, 
fo which, independent of the purpofes of ftate spid pa* 
geantry, which probably firft gave rife to their equipment 
on foch ocpaiipns* they ufually ferved as fcouts and adyice 
boats, being in general prime failers. 

He return^ with his gallant admiral in the month of 
O&ober 1707, but happily without being involved in that 
{peat and national misfortune which befcl him and fo many 
of his brave companions. His diligence and indefa- 
tigable attention to his duty and the fervice, while em- 
ployed in a (lation fo humble and diftreffing to $ man of 
an enterprifing turn of inind, procured him to be pro- 
moted, foon after his return, to the Falmouth, of fifty 
SBis. About the latter end of the year 1708, he was or- 
red forNew England 5 and, when on his voyage home- 
ward, in the month of May 1709, wi$h a number of 
lhips under his convoy, fignalifed himfelf in fo diftin- 
{guithed a manner, on being attacked by a French fliip of 
war of much ftiperior force, that we fcarcely know whe- 
ther moft to applaud his intrepidity and good conduft 
itfelf, or to rejoice *t the unalloyed fuccefe yrJwh at* 
tended it*.

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* He continued captain of the Falmoiifh for a confirjer- 
-ahletime after this, as In the year J^io we firid him tu 
the Tame fhip, acepmpanying captain George Martin* 
v4id then commanded the Dragon, on his fuccefsftrl ex-* 
^edition againff the French fettlement of Port Royal, lit 
Acadia, now called Nova Scotia. In the year 171 2, he 
ftill commanded the fame (hip, and was then (rationed off 
fhe coaft of Guinea, where, in company with captain 
Mahbot, of the Mary Galley, he had a very frjtrited 
engagement with two French (hips of war ; tne enemjr 
♦vere, however, fo fortunate as to effeft their efcape. 
This is tfae laft mention we ever find made of captain 
Riddle, no official lift or private account giving u$ tfcs 
imalleft information even of the time of his death. 

ROGERS; George, — is in the fame predicament widi 
the gentleman laft mentioned, on the fcore of innotoriety, 
during the early part of his fervice ; ^nd which, Hi the 
prefent inftance, continued nearly through his whole life* 
The firft information we have of him is, his appoint* 
ment, on the 8th pf July 1 703, to be captain of the Jetv 

— Her majefty's fliip the Fak 
month, of fifty guns, commanded by captain Walter Kvddell, in her 
paffage front New England, with fome ihips loaden with malls, an4 
fttkefe, under her convoy, wat, en tie 18th of this month, attacked 
by a french Ihifa of wa;r of fixty giuty about twenty-fpur leagues front 
ScilW ; and captain Ryddell perceiving that the enemy did intend to 
tioard him, he filled his head-fails, and laid her on board under her 
boltfprit direclly athwart her hawfe, and rated her fore and aft with 
Mis cannon.

leg, and federal other hurts; and the fecond lieutenant, and Mr. Law 
fence, one of the volunteers, were (hot through the body.

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fey. The ftations on which he was employed, 4nd the 
quality of the veflels which for a number of years he com- 
manded, were fuch as prevented him from having the 
fmalleft opportunity of diftinguiftiing himfelf. His rife 
in the line of fervice, to whatever caufe it might be ow- 
ing, was wonderfully flow; for in the year 17 10 he had 
no higher command than that of the Seaford, a fmall 
frigate, ftationed as a cruifer in the Irifli Sea. The 
remainder of his appointments are as little diftinguifh- 
able ; and though we believe him to have been often corn-* 
miflioned during the almoft annual naval equipments in 
the reign of Geprge the Firft, yet as none of them appear 
to have been {hips of the line, no mention whatever is 
made of him till the year 1727, when he was appointed 
to command the Naifau of feventy guns, as fucceflbr 
to captain Morris, or Maurice, who had juft before 
been promoted to the rank of a flag-officer. He ac- 
companied fir John Norris to the Baltic, during the en- 
fuing fummer; and on his return to England, quitted the 
Naifau, and, in all probability, retired from the fervice, 
as we have no proof of his having received any commif- 
lion afterwards. He died on the 24th of O&ober 1729. 

SAINT LOE, Edward*, — is no where mentioned till 
he was appointed, on the 9th of September 1703, cap- 
tain of the Pendennis. This gentleman, among thofe 
who have had the misfortune to b£ leaft diftinguifhed, 
has laboured under the fame difadvantage, and even in a 
fuperior degree, during the firft years of his fervice. 
^fo man, however, appears to have more deferved the 
good opinion of his countrymen, theefteem of thofe with 
whom he ferved, and the applaufe of his fuperiors in 
command, than himfelf. ' Care, diligence, attention, and' 
a&ivity, were all eminently diftinguifnable in hisconduft; 
and nothing appears wanting to the character of a great 
man, but the opportunity of acquiring that celebrity un- 
fortunately fo fleceflary to the perfect completion of it. 

The firft notice we find taken of him *s in the year 
X720, at which time he was captain of the Prince fre T . 
deric^i under rear-admiral Hofier, who was juft before ap-

pointed 
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pointed third in command of the fleet fent under fir John 
Morris to the Baltic* He ferved on the fame ftation dur- 
ing the expedition in 1721, and under the fame admiral, la 
the month of April 1723, he was appointed to the North* 
umberland, in which fhip he continued during the two 
following years, but without being employed on any 
memorable fervice. In 1726 he was commiffioned to 
the Superbe, and ordered for the Weft Indies, with rear*, 
admiral Holier, who had the chief command there. Air* 
St. Loe, at the time of this appointment, appears to have 
been promoted to the rank of commodore, with a captain 
under him. The operations of, as well as the diftrefles 
experienced by this armament, have been already related at; 
length, in the life of the brave and ever to be lamented 
admiral*, who fell an inglorious facrifice to the chagrin 
occafioned by them. 

In the year 1727, Mr. Hofier having thought proper to 
divide his fquadron, for the purpofe of blocking up the 
harbours, both of Porto Bello and Carthagena at the fame 
time; the fhips deftined for the former fervice confid- 
ing of four fourths, a fifth, and a fixth rate, were of courfe 
put under the orders of Mr. St. Loe, who failed from 
J amaica on this fervice foon after Chriftmas. Misfortune 
and difappointment were, however, the conftant attend- 
ants and never relenting foes, which baffled the indefa- 
tigable efforts of thefe two brave men. After an unfuc» 
cefsful cruife of feveral month's continuance, he returned 
to Jamaica about the middle of June; but as foon as his 
ihips had taken on board a fupply of water and provi- 
(ions, he again put to fea, and flood over to Carthagena. 
On the death of Mr. Hofier, which happened on the 23d 
of Auguft fpllowing, he affumed the chief command of 
this fluttered and diftreffed armament. 

He continued at fea, cruifing and effe&ually blocking 
up the galleons, according to* the laft inflru&ions which 
he had received from the deceafed admiral, till the; 6th of 
September, when the Spanifh veflels being all unrigged, 
and he having received certain information, that they 
ft/ere fo miferably deficient in ftores and provifions as to 
be incapable of returning to Europe till the enfuing fea-

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fon, he retnrrifedfo Foit Royal, wlfere fit? arritttf dri ff» 
17th of September and rejoined the remainder of hfo 
lijtiadroto, feveralof his flrips having befen obliged to put 
into port before him, through want of provnioni and 
other rteceflaries. Captain St. Loe immediately dif- 
fatched the Happy, a fnow floop of war, for England, 
With the melancholy intelligence 6f his admiral's de&th, 
and defiring farther irtftruftions as to what manner he was 
afterwards to aft in. 

In the interim he took care to refit his fliips 
in the beft manner circumftances would permit; and hav- 
ing recruited his ftock of provisions and water, put to fea 
<a?ly in the month of Ottober. Finding, however, that 
tRe extreme cautioti of the enemy prevented hifti from 
Having- any Other opportunity ofdiftreffing them than by 
blocking up their Wbours, and the advanced feafon of 
tHe'yeaf iterideri hg that employment no longer neceflary, far 
atr relatedto the galleons^whlch were his prindjia!,and,in« 
dfcetf, only object, he returned, after a flioit cruife, to pot 
hfe fhips once more m the beft* coriditioii in his power for 
fervjce. againft the enfuihg naval campaign^ and tlfe 
arrival' of viCe-tfdmiral Hbpfon, who was foon exuded 
from Europe. <That gentleman getting into Port Royal 
on the 29th Of January, found the fquadfon there* 
through the care and indefatigable attention ctf Mt. Stv 
Loe, iri a much better ftate than could' pofltbly havd 
Iteefh expe&ed, fo that he was enabled to fait from thenci 
with hte whole force, on tlief 4th of Februatyfollowing, tti 
crtiife off the Spanifli coaft with the fatafe intent as in the 
former year. 

The admiral dying at fea, as has been alteady related^ 
after an illriefs of five days, on the 8th of May following, 
the command of this unfortunate and unfuccefsful fqua* 
^ drbfi devolved, a fectortd time, on Mr. St. Loe, who again 
experienced the feme want of opportunity to diftinguifti 
hinlfelf, which had attended him during the former period! 
tte himfelf, aboot eleven months afterwards, fell a viftim 
to the fanie unhealthy climate which had before proved 
fetal to the two admirals under whom he fetvefd. He tjfot . 
on the Mdof April 1729, tiaVing been, on the» 4th of 
Mareh* preceding, promoted, at home,- to • the "rank* of 
rear-tadmiral of the blue. Hfe (fid not t however, live long 

enough • 
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enough to receive the intelligence of this juft and wdU 
merited advancement. 

SANDYS, Jordan. — We have no account of this 
gentleman till we find him, on the 12th of March 1703, 
appointed captain of the He&or. He is exadly in the 
fame undiftinguiflied fituation with many of his brave 
cotemporaries, for we meet with no other mention made 
of him till the year 17 15, when he commanded the Bur- 
lington, of fifty guns* one of the fleet fent, under fir John 
N orris, to the Baltic. He continued captain of the fame 
(hip two/ or three years, employed annually on the fame 
ftation, under the different commanders-in-chief who 
were honoured with fo uniaterefting an employment. As? 
we find no mention made of him after he quitted this fhip, 
4 we naturally conclude it is highly probable he retired front 
the fervice : but no notice is taken of this circumftance, or 
of any penfion being granted, as is generally done in cafes 
of this fort. He died fome time during the year 1734. 

STfUKELY, Charles, — is alfo unknown, till hr 
was, on the ttt of July 1703, made commander of the 
Loweftoffe frigate ; and we have no account of his : being* 
appointed to any other ihip. He died ih England' on the 
3d of April 1720. 

TAYLOR, Jofeph. — Although this gentleman iff 
equally undiftinguiflied till he was, on the 15th of Fe- 
bruary 1703* appointed captain of die Charles galley, a- 
frigate or thirty-two- guns, fortune did,, however, foon 
make hinvamends for. this poverty of adventure, as few 
men became afterwards more diuinguifiied in the petite 
guerre. The vefiel to which he was appointed, as above* 
mentioned, was employed, during the year 1703, , as ft 
cruifer ; in which fervice he met with much fuccefs, hav*» 
iiig captured feveral prizes, among which was a French' 
fipqp of war. In the year 1704 he accompanied fir G. 
Roofce on his expedition to Lifbon and the Mediterranean,' 
Wherehis diligence and a&ivity were highly ferviceable*

*¥a|4or, the fame who had been difpatched from Lifbon, came on 
Ward the admiral, and gave him information, that in his voyage ht 
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and defervedly applauded by the commander-in-chief. 
Soon after his return to England he was promoted to the 
Triton, of fifty guns, in which ftrip he was, during the fol- 
lowing year, employed to cruife in the Channel, His fuc- 
cefs ip this fervice was almoft unprecedented, not fo much 
on account of its magnitude as its frequent repetition, he 
having captured one frigate of thirty guns, taken after- 
wards into the fervice, and called the Triton's Prize; and 
three of twenty-four guns each, called the Fox, the Crul- 
ler, and the Enterprize*. No mention, however, is made 
of him after thefe happy fmiles of fortune, the juft reward 
of activity and good condudt ; and we are even ignorant of 
the time of his death. 

WINDSOR, Edward, — was, on the i 2th of February 
*7°3> appointed captain of the Milford. IJe continued 
to be employed as captain of divers (hips of war, which 
were not engaged in any diftinguifhed fervice till 1708^ 
in which year he was captain of the Portland, of fifty 

funs, one of commodore Wager's fquadrqn in the Weft 
ndies. His improper conduct in the a&ion with the 
Spanifti galleons, off Baru, induced the commander-in- 
chief to put him under an arreft immediately on his re- 
turn to Jamaica. Being tried by a court-martial held on 
board the Expedition, in Port Royal harbour, on the 33d 
of July, he was found guilty of the charge preferred againft 
him ; but, in confederation of fome favourable .circuin- 
fiances in his cafe, was only fentented to be difmiffed from * 



oame in with the whole French fleet; which chafed him to the fouth- 
ward of Cape Spartel; but they Toon lofing fight of him, he made the 
beft of his way for the Streight's mouth ; and the next morning, as far 
jM he coukl fet from his. top-mail- head, he could difcern but two or 
three fail of the fleet, which he made the day before to be at Icajt 
forty, and many of them very great fhips."

letter, dated Plymouth, Aprifthe 17th, 1705.

CONEY, William. — This brave, and, as it will ap- 
pear by the fequel, unfortunate man, is no where men- 
tioned till his appointment, on the ift of April 1704, to 
be captain of the Sorlings frigate. After having conti- 
nued for fome time in this vefiel without meeting with 
any opportunity of diftinguilhing himfelf,^ he was pro- 
moted to the Romney, of fifty guns; in which (hip we 
h find him on the Mediterranean ftation in the year 1706. 
In the month of December he was detached from the 
fleet, under fir Cloudefley Shovel, to cruife in company 
with the Milford and Fowey Frigates ; and having put 
into Gibraltar he there received intelligence, on the 15th* 
O. S. that a French privateer, mounting fixteen guns, with, 
nearly thirty pieces of brafs cannon on board, which had

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been fiflied up from the wreck of the Magnanime, a 
French, fliip of war driven on fhore about a twelvemonth 
before, was then laying at anchor under the cannon ofMalaga. ' 
Nothing intimidated by the probable danger of attacking 
a veflTel fo protedted, he immediately proceeded for that 
poft ; and having, the better to deceive the enemy till the 
laft moment, hoifled French colours, flood clofe into the 
town and came to an anchor within piftol-fhot of his 
hoped-for prize. The enemy littJe expecting fuch a vifitor, 
and lulled moreover into complete fecurity by captain 
Coney's artifice and fubfequent conduct, were little pre- 

Ejed to repel him; fo that, after receiving two or three 
oadjides, the crew abandoned their veffel and made for 
the fhore. The batteries of the town were, however, 
not fo remifs : but, although a fire from upwards of 
fifty pieces of cannon was immediately opened on the 
Romney and her prize, captain Coney was happy and 
dexterous enough to get them both out, without having 
fuftained any damage in this very dangerous and unequal 
encounter*..

u Qibraltar, Dec. 29, N. S. This day a French prize was brought 
in here by her majefty's (hip the Rumncy, captain Coney; the Foy, 
captain Laiftock; and the Milford, captain Stanhope, commanders;' 
they having intelligence of a French fhip, failed to the eaftward the 
26th inflant. The next morning they made the bay of Tctuan, and 
thence made -the beft of their way to Malaga, off which port they 
appeared about eight o'clock in the morning on the 28th, under French 
colours. The fhip they had intelligence of being clofe hawled up to 
the mole, and under command of the cannon of the town, captain . 
Coney refolved to go in with his own fhip and fetch her off; ac- - 
cordingly he entered into the bay under a French jack and pendant, and 
afterwards proceeded up to the fajd (hip and dropped anchor within 

piftol- 
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Following .the authorities of Campbell, Burcher, ang 
Lediard, we (hall add the following account of this gen* 
tleman's fubfequent condufh " On the 26th of the lame 
month (December, lays Campbell) he chaced and came 
up with another French (hip, called the Content, that car- 
ried fixty-four guns ; the captain of her/ inftead of at- 
tempting to fight the Engli(h (hips, got, as foon as he 
could, under the cannon of a little cattle, about eight 
leagues weft of Almeria, where he crept as clofe as pof- 
fible to the (hore. Captain Coney anchored before him, 
and ordered the Milford and Fowey to do the fame ; the 
one a-head, the other a-ftern. They plied their guns for 
about three hours very brifldy, and then the French (hip 
took fire, blew up, and was entirely deftroyed, with moft 'of 
her men. This (hip had been detached by Mr. Villarsto , 
bring the before-mentioned (hip from Malaga. Some-* 
time after captain Coney took another French (hip, called 
the Mercury, of forty-two guns, which the French king had 
lent the merchants, and which, at their expence, was fitted 
out as a privateer." 

Campbell adds, in a note, that Mr. fecretary Burchet 
afferts, this happened on the 8th of July (which, probably, is 
a typographical error) : but Mr. Lediard conje&ures very 
rightly, that inftead of July it (hould have been January ; 
and fo it appears by the account we have of this tranfa&ityi 
an the Gazette, Nq. 4304, where the article is dated from 
Lifbon, Feb. 9, N. S. He adds, this is one proof out 
of many of the wretched incorreftnefs of this Naval 
Hiftory, as to dates ; in which one would have expeded, 
from its author's ftation, remarkable regularity and ex- 
a&nefs. 

Ndw it fo happens that Campbell himfelf, thpugh right * 
in the corfe&ion of the dates on which he arrogates to

piftol-fhot of her: while be prepared to fire into her, there came off 
the (hank's boat to compliment him as a French captain ; and he'feized 
upon the crew, which was commanded by the Teniente de guards - 
major, and then fired a broadfide into the Frenchman, and after that 
two more, which obliged moft of the Frenchmen to quit the fhip ; fo 
he fent bis boats on board her. All the cannon of the town ke)>t 
playing on him, which were about fifty : however he brought off the 
inip in fpight of all their fire, and without the lofs of one man. She 
proved to be a prize of coofiderable value." 
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fcimfelf fo much credit* is, in common with other 
naval hiitarians, by no means juftified in attributing the 
fuccefs already ihentioned to captain Coney, from the 
authority of the Gazette, on which he appears folely to 
reft. The words of the official account we (hall fimply 
ftate. After giving a relation of Captain Coney's exploit in 
the harbour of Malaga, it proceeds thus— " two other 
of our frigates chafed a French man of war, called the 
Content, which, without making any defence, ran a-fhore 
at Cape de Gatt, where the commander and his crew 
quitted and faturnt her. She carried lixty guns, and was 
reckoned the bed failor they had. Our men of war have 
taken a French frigate of forty-two guns, called the Mer- 
cury, and brought her into Gibraltar ; the French captain 
and eight of his men were killed in the engagement." 

Nothing therefore appears in the above that warrants 
our placing the captures laft-mentioned to the account of 
captain Coney : on the contrary, there feems to be much 
preemptive evidence that he bore no (hare in them. It 
is, we mud confefs, very extraordinary, that all hiftorians 
ihould have agreed in any circumftance of this nature, that 
we fliould in after days have occafion, or even the power 
to doubt of; and we can in no way reconcile the ap- 
parent variation 'between their reiterated accounts 
and the official report delivered to us, but by fuppofing 
the latter to have, by fome unknown accident, been incor- 
rett, and that fubfequent authors have been too delicate, or 
negligent to tell us fo. Whatever may be the real ftate 
df thefe particular tranfa&ions, the conduS of captain 
Coney, in iiiftances placed by the tnoft uncontrovertible 
teftimony beyond the poflibility of doubt or cavil, prove 
him to nave been a man happily endued with the mod 
fpirited gallantry,- joined to the htgheft profeflional judge- 
ment, addrefs, and general ability* 

Returning to England in the month of O&ober 1707, 
with fir Cloudefley Shovel, he was unhappily involved in 
the fame calamitous fate with him. Driven on a reef of 
rocks, called the Bifhop and Clerks, off the Scilly iflands, 
on the 22dof Odtober 1707, the Romney was totally loft, 
not a fingle perfon being faved out of her whole crew. 

DOLMAN, or DOLEMAN, George, —is fuppofed 
to have entered into the navy at or immediately after the 

revo- 
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revolution, for in the year 1693 we find him third lieute- 
nant of the Edgar, of feventy guns ; and that he hdd ferved 
in that Ration for a confiderable. fpace of time before the 
date of our information. We do not hear any thing 
farther concerning him till he was, on the 19th of January 
* 7°4>- promoted to be captain of the Lyme. Not long 
after his appointment he was fent to the Mediterranean, 
where he was unhappily killed in an engagement with a 
French fhip of war on the 23d of May 1705. 

FANE,, George. — Our information relative to this 
gentleman commences with his appointment, on July 14, 
1 704, to be captain of the Lizard. Nothing farther has 
come to our knowledge concerning him, except that he 
died in New England on the 9th of April 1709, being at 
that time commander of the Loweftbffe. 

HARLAND, Robert.-rOf this gentleman we know 
nothing till his appointment, on the 24th of March 1704, 
to be captain of the Severn ; and are again equally igno- 
rant concerning him till the year 17 10, when we find him 
commanding a fhip of two decks, called the Salisbury's 
Prize, one of the fquadron employed, during that and the 
enfuing year, in the Weft Indies, under commodore Lit- 
tleton. On the 27th of July 1 7 1 1 , he diftinguifhed him- 
felf in a very confpicuous manner, by engaging fingly the 
vice-admiral of the Spanifh galleons, who was in a (hip 
mounting fixty brafs guns, for a confiderable time before 
the reft of the fquadron could get up ; and to his fpirited 
exertions on the above occafion the capture of that veftel was 
primarily owing. In 1 7 1 4 he commanded the Chatham, 
of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, under fir John Norris, 
for the Baltic. We believe him to have retired from the 
fervice after he quitted this fhip, for we do not again find 
him mentioned as holding any commiffion. He died in 
England in the month of March 1 750-1, leaving a fon, of 
whom hereafter, and. a daughter, marri£4> firft, to — — • 
Ellis, of Bury, in the county of Suffolk, Efq; and, adly, 
to fir William Gage, bart. of Hengrave, in the above 
county. 

HOWARD, Charles.— The name of this gentleman 
is no where given in the lifts of naval commanders ; ne- 
vertheless, as we are perfuaded that it is an omiffion, we 
Aajl venture tp jive him a place here. JJe was th$ fe*

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cond fon of Philip Howard, feventh Ton of Thoitias, firft 
carl of Berkflnre. He was born May 13, 1681, and 

, named after his godfather, king Charles II. Having en- 
tered into the navy he rofe to the rank of captain, and had 
the command of the Swan frigate of war, in which he was 
loft about the year 1705. He married Elizabeth, fecond 
daughter of Edward Batten, of Portfinouth, in the county 
of Southampton, gent, and by her (who died of the fmall- 
©ox, June 171 1, and was buried in St. James's church, 
Weftminfter) had one fon, and a daughter Mary, born, 
at Winchefter in 1700, maid of honour to queen Caroline, 
when princefs of Wales* She was, firft, married to Henry 
Scott, earl of Deloraine, and, after his deeeafe, to William 
Windham, of Earfham, in Norfolk, efq; preceptor to 
William, duke of Cumberland. 

HERRIT, or HERRIOT, William — Nothing is 
known of this gentleman except that he was, on the 14th 
of November, appointed commander of the Oeyhound. 
He is faid to have died fometime in the year 1735, his 
name/never again occurring in the fervice. 

HUTCHINS, Stephen- —This gentleman is alfo 
unknown in the fervice till his appointment, on the 25th 
of April 1704, to be captain of the Scarborough. He con- 
tinued in the fame (hip, without appearing to have had 
any opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf, many years; 
for in the month of July 1708, we find him (till in the 
Scarborough, and under the command of commodore 
Wager, in the Weft Indies, where he was one of the mem- 
bers of the court-martial, held on board the Expedition in 
Port Royal harbour, for the trials of the captains, Bridges 
and Windfor. Thfc latter was captain ot the Portland; 

# and on his difmiffion from the command of that (hip, as 

^already ftated in our account of him, captain Hutchins 
was promoted to fucceed him. * In the month of January 
1709, he was Ordered by the commander-in-chief, to 
convoy fome merchant-(hips, bound to England, through 

. the windward-paflage. When on his return to Jamaica, 
after having executed this fervice, he had the good fortune 
to make prize of a French (hip, near Cape StJ Nicholas, 
worth upwards of fix thoufand pounds. 

Early in the month of April he Was again ordered put, 
but on a different fervice, being inftru&ttl te ctaife off the - 

coaft 
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eoaft of Hifpaniola for the prote£toon of the trading floops. 
Having arrived off the Baftimentos, near Porto Bello, he 
N received advice on the 15th, that four large fliips were 
laying at anchor there. Early on the morrow he flood 
clofe in to reconnoitre them ; and, as he approached, the 
enemy warped their (hips into a line and hoiited French 
colours ; two of them appearing to be of fifty, and the other 
two of thirty guns each. Not deeming himfelf juftified 
in hazarding an attack againft a force evidently 10 much 
fuperior, and not willing on the other hand to re*- 
linquifh his prize or forego a glorious opportunity of diftia- 
guifliing himfelf, and rendering eflTential fervice to his 
country, he difpatched a canoe to procure him farther in- 
telligence, while he flood away to fome diftance,- in hopes 
that this feint might induce the enemy to come out and 
affordhim forrie opportunity of attacking them to ad vantage. 
His boat returned to him on the 22d, with intelligence 
that the two lafgeft ihips were the Coventry, a foilrth rate, 
formerly taken from the Englifli, atnd the Mignon of 
nearly the farne force, both lately arrived from Guinea, 
and intending to put to fea very foon, a& the other two 
veflels had done the day after captain Hutchins appeared 
off the port, one of them being a French merchairtNfhip 
of thirty-fix guns, the other a large Dutch fhip, which the 
veflels firft mentioned had captured off the Baftimentos. 
On receiving this information captain Hutchins returned 
to his former ftatioh, and on the 27th anchored off the 
Baftimentos. On the ift of May his boat, which he had 
again difpatched on the look out, returned with advice 
that the Coventry and her confort had failed the night 
before. He immediately weighed anchor and flood to 
the northward; On 'the 3d, about eight in the morning, 
the enemy were difcovered frorh the rnafl head, and by 
noon were vifible from the deck. The, French Ihips 
being to windward, and confiding in their apparent fupe- 
- riority, bore down with much appearance of refolution, 
and as they pafied, fired fome guns, but at too great a dif- 
tance to do any execution. The enemy immediately 
wore round as if they wererefolved to engage immedi- 
ately : they, however, kept their wind, preferving a dif- 
tance from the Portland too great to decide the conteft at. 
Captain Hutchins, determined they ifeould not efcape if 
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it were poflible to prevent it, tacked at fix o'clock, and 
kept fight of them all the night, ufing every poflible en- 
deavour to get more to windward and to near them. 

Between feven and eight, on the niorning of the 4th, he 
had got up within half piftol-ihot' of the Mignon, and 
immediately began to engage her to leeward, his ports 
being fo near the water that he would otherwife have 
been incapable of ufing his lower deck guns. The French 
fliips, indeed, being higher built and in lighter trim, were 
enabled to fight theirs although they had the weather-gage. 
After he had been fometime engaged with the Mignon, 
the Coventry got on his lee-bow and fired very briflcly, her 



guns being pointed high with an intention to difmaft the 
Portland, but happily without producing that effe£L Cap- 
tain Hutchins finding the fire of the Mignon flacken, and 



that he had evidently, the advantage of her, was refolved 
not to be diverted from the objed of his firft attack till he 
had fo far difabled her as to prevent her doing him farther 
mifchief. Purfuing this plan, he redoubled, if poflible, 
his fire on the Mignon; but a fliot from the Coventry 
having carried away his main-top- fail-yard, the enemy 
■were "enabled to get a-head of him : he neverthelefs pur- 
fued them with all the fpeed his crippled condition would 
permit him, exerting himfelf to the utmoft in fplicing his ; 
rigging, bending new fails, and putting his (hip in the bed 
condition he could for fervice. 

About three the next morning captain Hutchins difco- 
vered boats perpetually pafling and repaying between the 
Mignon and Coventry. They continued, at intervals, 
thus employed during the whole of the next day, and 
caufed him naturally to conclude the former (hip had re- 
ceived fo much damage in the preceding encounter, as, 
•alarming the enemy for her fafety, had induced them to 
fhift the moft valuable part of her cargo on board the 
Coventry, as the leaft difabled fhip. A continued calm, 
added to the damage he had fuftained in his mads, pre- 
vented him however, during the whole day, from getting 
near enough to re-engage the enemy, or even difturb their 
operations. Having fecured his marts, and repaired his 
rigging, as well >as circumftances would permit, • by ten 
o'clock at night, he made every poflible effort to clofe 
with the enemy a fecond time; but continuing to be ftill 
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baffled by light winds, was not able to effcft this before 
feven o'clock on the morning of the 6th, when, having 
neared the Coventry fo much, that the ^nemy found it 
was impoflible for them to avoid an a&ion any longer, 
that fhip hauled up her main- fail and brought- to for him, 
the Mignon laying at feme diftance and firing as fhe found 
an opportunity, but happily without doing him any mate- 
rial damage. It was the intention of captain Hutchins to - 
have boarded the Coventry ; but perceiving her on ja, 
nearer approach to be too well manned to juftify fuch & 
kind of attack, he defifted and continued his cannonade 
with the greateft fpirit and brifknefs till near twelve o'clock 
at noon, at which time the main-maft of the Coventry 
being (hot by the board, her fire gradually decreafed. The 
enemy continued to make the bed refiftance they were 
capable of, till near one, when, incapable of farther con- 
ted, they were content to furrender*. The Portland 
was too much difabled, as well as occupied in fecuring the 
Coventry, to pay any attention to the Mignon, which con- 
trived to efcape during the confufion, though in a very 
fluttered condition. 

Captain Hutchins unhappily did not long furvive the 
honour he had gained in this very long and unequal en- 
counter,, dying on the 24th of Auguft, at Jamaica, on 
board the fhip he had fo ably and gallantly commanded. 

KEMPTHORNE, Thomas. —We fuppofe this gen- 
tleman, from reafons ftronger than that occafioned by a 
fimilitude of names to have been a collateral defcendant of 
the renowned fir John Kempthorne, who was vice-ad- 

* Her fir ft captain < was killed, the fecond wounded, and about 
feventy men killed in both the enemy's (hips, the Mignoo's men 
feeing put into the Coventry, and no more left in her than to carry 
her into the firft fafe port. The firft captain of the Mignon was taken 
in the Coventry, into which (hip he had removed having received many 
wounds on board his own. The latter was fo much difabled that they 
judged (he could not proceed to France, having not twenty men on 
board her, befides- negroes ; on which account they removed the trea- 
fure into the Coventry. In this aclion captain Hutchins had no more 
than nine men killed and twelve wounded, having not above jwo hun- 
dred and twenty on board, fervants included, befides twelve negroes, 
when he began the attack. The money he found amounted to about 
twenty thoufaad pieces of eight, a great part of which was found about 
the French feamen. . 
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miral of the blue fquadron, and afterwards commiffioner 
of the navy at Portfmouth, in the reign of king Charles ' 
the lid. We do not hear any thing of this gentleman 
previous to his appointment as captain of the Roebuck, of 
forty guns, on the 31ft of March 1704. He proceeded 
foon afterwards for the Mediterranean with the fquadron 
under fir Cloudefley Shovel, who was fent thither to re- 
inforce fir G. Rooke. On the return of that admiral with 
the principal part of the fleet, after the battle off Malaga, 
captain Kempthorne was left with the detachment under 
fir John Leake, who was appointed to command, during 
, the winter, on thejLifbon and the Mediterranean ftations. 
Being ordered, in the month of December, to aflift in 
efcorting fome tranfports with troops intended to reinforce 
the garnfon at Gibraltar, they had the' ill fortune to meet 
Mr. Pointi's fauadron, and with the greateft difficulty 
avoided falling into his hands ; the Roebuck and Green- 
wich, with three of the tranfports, being forced back to 
Lifbon ; but the remainder, being feventeen in number, 
got fafe into Gibraltar, one only excepted, which the 
enemy made prize of. 

The rules of the fervice rendered it neceflary this fai- 
lure fhould be inveftigated by a court-martial, at which 
iiv John Leake himfelf prefided. The enquiry ended in 
captain Kempthorne *s honourable acquittal. He conti- 
nued to command the fame fhip, without changing flation 
for feveral years. After his return to .England we do 
not meet with any mention made of him again for a con- 
fi derate time, as a naval commander, even till the year 1 7 1 6, 
when he commanded the Worcefter, at that time one of 
fhips employed on the Mediterranean ftation. In 17 17 
we find him appointed captain of the Royal Oak, of feventy 
guns, one of the fleet equipped for the Baltic, and intended 
to be fent thither under the command of fir Geo. Byng ; 
but feveral of the fhips not being equipped in time, a part- 
only proceeded thither, of which number the Royal Oak 
is believed to have been one. Continuing in the fame 
fhip during the following year, he accompanied his for- 
mer admiral, fir George Byng, to the Mediterranean, 
under whom he was prefent at the memorable engagement 
*vith the Spanifh fleet off Cape Paflaro, being one of the 
feconds to rear-admiral Delaval, in the Dorfetfhire. Soo» 

after 
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sifter this a&ion, he had the good fortune to capture a 
Spanifli frigate carrying between twenty and thirty guns,' 
*which appears to have been the only opportunity he met 
'with of effe&ing any material fervice. 

After his return from the Mediterranean * he appears to 
Jiave retired altogether from the line of aftive fervice ; and 
in the year 1722 was appointed commiflioner of the navy 
xefident at Chatham. He continued to hold this very 
refpeftable office till the tinte of his death, which hap- 
pened on the 12th of July 1736. 

LAWRENCE, Thomas, — was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy foon after the revolution. During the year 
1692 and 3, we find him ferving in that:ftation as fecond 
en board the Monk, of fixty guns; from which fliip 
he removed, in 1694, into the Devonfliire, a third rate, 
of which "he was appointed third lieutenant. Having 
continued to ferve jn this capacity for tnany years, he was 
at laft, on the 18th of Oftober 1704, promoted to the 
command 4 of the Bridgewater. This veflel appears to 
have been wholly employed as a cruifer, and captain 
Lawrence continued in tne fame command for a confi- 
- derable time. In the month of May 1707, we find him 
on the Irifli ftation, where he very eminently diftinguiflied 
himfelf in an a&ion with a French frigate and a privateer 
of the fame nation, of which we have the following par- 
ticulars. 

Having received intelligence that two or three French 
privateers were at that time hovering on the coaft to the 
very great interruption of commerce, he failed in queft of 
them, from the harbour of Kinfale, on the 16th of May, 
and about midnight fell in with three (hips, one of which 
proved to be the Affair, a French frigate of twenty-four 



* There is a traditional report among naval people, whether well- 
founded or no we cannot pretend to determine, chat, during the time 
of his being employed either on this or the former occafion upon the 
Mediterranean ftation, he mo({ eminently diftinguiflied himfelf in an 
encounter withji very fuperior force, which he refilled with the com- 
pleted fuecefs, ahhoukh the odds orally, delivered to us might, if re- 
lated, be thought,. by Come, tp favour more of romance than hiftorical 
truth. We can fay nothing farther, as we have not been able to af* 
certain, with any degree of predion, either the particulars of the event, 
or the time when it took plict. 
' A guns 
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guns and two hundred men, commanded by a captain Le 
Blanc ; a fecond, which was a privateer called the Cocarde, 
of twelve guns and ninety men ; and the third a prize 
they had taken. 

Captain Lawrence engaged the two (hips of war for 
two hours and an half ; after which, they crouded all the 
fail they could carry in order to effed their efcape, which 
they accompli (hed: but their prize, which was a ihip be- 
longing to Briftol, was not fo fuccefsful ; aijd with this 
partial fortune captain Lawrence was obliged to be 
content. 

Singular as it may appear, we find no mention made 
of him, in the fervice, after this time ; nor dare we even 
aflert he was ever commiflioned to any other Ihip, On 
the 1 8th of Auguft 1743, he was appointed fecond cap- 
tain of Greenwich-hofpital ; in which ftation he conti- 
nued till the 16th of December 1745, when he was ad- 
vanced to be the firft captain on that eftabliflimeht ; an 
honourable retirement, in which he afterwards remained 
till his death, which happened on December 8, 1747. 

LEGG, Thomas, — was appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Rupert, of fixty-fix guns, in the year 1693. After 
this time we hear nothing of him till his promotion, on 
the 15th of Auguft 1704, to be captain of the Tartar, 
of thirty-two guns, one of the frigates which accompa- 
nied fir George Rooke on his expedition to the Mediter- 
ranean* Mr. Legge was, as we believe, one of the lieu- 
tenants of the Royal Catherine ; and having behaved in a 
very exemplary manner in the memorable encounter with 
the French fleet off Malaga, was mod defervedly rewarded 
with the appointment already noticed. He was never how- 
ever fortunate enough to meet with an opportunity of 
diftinguifhing himfelf fufficiently notorious and prominent 
to raife him above that undiftinguifhed multitude of brave 
men whom the fame degree of ill-fortune has wnhappilys 
involved in the fame fituation. He died at Barbadoes, 
commander of the Anglefea, on the 2Qth of February 
1711. 

MONEYPENNY, James. — Nothing roatei ial is 
known of this gentleman till his appointment, on the 
1 6th of Auguft 1704, to be commander of the Kent. He 
hall accompanied fir George Rooke 00 his expedition to 

the 
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the Mediterranean, in the capacity oflieutenant ; and, in 
confequence of his meritorious condu& in the memorable 
engagement off Malaga, was promoted to the fliip above- 
related, as captain to rear-admiral Dilkes. In the year 
1706, having in the interim been removed into fome 
other fhi{>, he was involved in a very ferious difpute with 
a Mr. Brierwood, his lieutenant. He had juftly thought 
it incumbent on him to confine this gentleman tor a neg- 
le& of duty he had been guilty of; but there are unhap- 
pily fome perfons fo impatient of reftraint, that every 
exertion or due authority is by them moft ftrangely an4< 
wickedly reprefented, as an aft of tyranny and oppreffion ; 
of this clafs of men Mr. Brierwood was one. Not fuffi- 
ciently checked by the proper exertion of difcipline on the 
part of his commander, he broke through every regulation 
not only of the fervice but civil fociety alfo, ana challenged 
captain Moneypenny as a man who had wantonly offered 
him the groffeft injury, and which the vague and ill-defined 
laws of honour compelled him to feek atonement for, by 
an encreafed breach of honour itfelf as well as duty and 
decorum. 

For this offence he was quickly afterwards brought to a 
court-martial, of which fir John Leake was prefident, and 
moft defervedly fentenced to be difmiffed the fervice. 
Captain Moneypenny continued to be employed princi- 
pally, as we believe, ou the Mediterranean flat ion, where 
we find him, in the year 171 1*, commanding the Superbe, 
a fhip of fifty-fix guns, taken from the French in the 

E receding year by captain Johnfon, ia the Kent. We 
aye not been able to procure any farther information 
relative to him, except the mere date of his death, which 
happened on the 23d of Oftober 1723, he being at that 
time in England and unemployed. 

PARSONS, Charles. — We believe this gentleman to 
have been appointed third lieutenant of the Royal Oak 
about- the year 1696 ; but find no other mention made of 
him till 1704. On the 6th of April, of that year, he 
was promoted to be captain of the Haftings, and was, not 
long afterwards, rfemoved into the Fowey ; in which fhip 
he was unhappily killed, in aftion with a French fhip of 

* On the 18th of Oftober captain Moneypenny brought into Leg- 
horn a very rich prize, which he had taken coming from the LeVant. 

war, 
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war, on the I ith of February 1705 : but we have tjot been, 
able to recover any particulars relative to the encounter. 

SCOTT, Thomas, — was, on the 2d of March 1704, 
appointed to the comrnand *>f the JVfary galley. In this 
veflel he continued, for a confiderable /pace of time, on 
the Mediterranean Ration ; though, owing to caufes 
already explained in the lives of many others, his brave 
cotemporaries, little to the advantage either of his fame or 
fortune. We find him, in the month of July 1 7 10, cap- 
tain of the .Romney, and employed in cruiiing off the coaft 
of Portugal. In this occupation he was rather more fuc- 
cefsful, having /raptured a flout privateer, belonging to 
Dunkirk, mounting twenty guns; and feveral other veflels 
of inferior confequence and fmaller value. He continued 
captain of the Romney feveral years, as we find him her 
commander in the month of November 1714, being then 
ftationed in the Mediterranean. 

Soon after his return from thence he was promoted to 
the Burford, of feventy guns, one of the fleet fent, in 
1717, to the Baltic, under fir J. Nojrrjs. He did not remain 
long in the fame command after the conclufion of that ' 
expedition ; and we are ignorant in what manner he was 
employed after this time, till the year 1720, when he wa$ 
left, by fir George, commodore of a fmall fquadron, con- 
fining of three ihips qf fifty guns and a frigate, which 
were ordered to continue in the Mediterranean, for the 

frotedion of trade, after the departure of the main fleet. . 
n 1 724 be was appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron 
fent to Jamaica. He died there, having his pendant on 
board the Dragon, the 15th of September 1725. 

STANHOPE, Philip,— was the third fon of the ho- 
nourable Alexander Stanhope, only fon to the right ho- 
nourable Philip, earl of Chefterfield*, by his fecond lady, 

* This family is of very great antiquity and honourable extraction* 
The learned Camden, in his account of Nottinghamfbire, mentions 
Shclford, the feat a£ the famous family of Stanhope, knights, wnofe 
flate and grandeur in thofe parts is eminent, and their name renowned. 
Jn his difcourfe on fir names, heobferves "them to be denominated 
-from a place of their own name, the town of Stanhope, near a foreft 
fo called, in Darlington Wapentake, in the bi (hop rick of Durham, of 
which they might be owners, for it is certain their cefidence was in 
thofe parts before they came into Nottingham (hire, as is fully attefted - 
by Glover, Somerfet herald; Vincent, Windfor herald; Dodfwortjy 
and others."— ^-Collins. 
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Anne, daughter of fir John I*akington, a privy-counf^llor 
and favourite of queen Elizabeth. Captain Philip Stan- 
hope was promoted to the command of the Haftings fri- 
gate, as fucceflbr to captain Charles Parfons, on the 7th 
of November 1704. Towards the latter end of the 
following year he was appointed captain of the Milford ; 
in which (hip we find him, in July 1706, ferving, 
under fir Stafford Fairborne, at the fiege of Oftend; and 
chofen by that commander to bear to England the news 
of its furrender. 

He was fent, not long after, to the Mediterranean, 
where, in the month of December, we find him employed 
under the command of captain Coney, as already related 
in our account of that gentleman. He continued in the 
fame command during the remainder of his life ; which ex- 
ceflive gallantry, added to a degree of fraternal love almoft 
unequalled, rendered, alas! too fhort. Frequent men- 
tion is made of him both* in hiftbry and the private jour- 
nals of officers ufiore particularly connected with him in 
fervice and command, as a very a£Hve, diligent, and in- 
telligent officer; neverthelefs it isneedlefsto defcend more 
into particulars, as thefe notices contain nothing more 
interefting than being generally conducive to the feftablifh- 
ment of an highly-to-be-envied chara&er. 

Being left, in the month of Auguft 1708, at Barcelona, 
under tne command of captain Hubbard, by fir John 
Leake, who had juft before failed for Leghorn, it was de- 
termined, at a council of war held onboard the Elizabeth, 
at the requeft of the king of Spain, that the York and 
Milford fhould aflift in convoying the tranfports, which 
kad on board lieutenant-general Stanhope and a ftrong 
body of troops from Catalonia to Minorca. The reduction 
of this ifland was not only become a very favourite ob- 
jeft with the king of Spain, but-was alio confidered as 
likely to be mpft eminently conducive to the fuccefs of 
the allied caufe. General Stanhope, who commanded 
the land forces deftined for this expedition, was the elder 
brother of this gentleman ; and, as we have already re- 
marked, the ties of confanguinity appeared to encreafe 
the thirft of glory, and ftimulated the latter to (hare with 
the former in the danger, as, though a younger, he ap- 
peared a fcarcely lefs ambitious candidate for fame and 
military glory. Attending the land-forces as a volunteer 

at 
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at the affault of .the Spanifli lines at Port Mahon, he there 
fell, in the hour of vi&ory *, on the 17th of September, 
N.S. 1708. 

/ STEWART, Honourable Charles,— was the fifth fon 
of fir William Stewart, of Aughentea and Newtown- 
Stewart, in the county of Tyrone. This gentleman was 
afterwards, on the 19th of March 1682, created baron 
Stewart of Rimalton, and vifcount Mountjoy ef the king- 
dom of Ireland. Being zealoufly attached to the Prote- 
ftant intereft, although at the fame time entertaining the 
higheft fentiments of true loyaltv for king James as his 
rightful fovereign, he undertook a journey from Dublin 
to Paris in the month of January 1688-9, * n hopes of in- 
ducing that monarch to yield to the neceffities of the times, 
by acceding to any equitable terms that (hould be pro- 
>pofed to him, and preventing thofe evils of maflacre and* 
civil war with «which the Proteftants of that kingdom 
were then threatened by their Catholic brethren. 

This noble lord's moderation and honourable intentions 
were, however, ill received and ill requited by James, 
who earned him, on his arrival in Paris, to be committed 
prifoner to the baftile, where he remained confined till the 
year 169a. Being then releafed, he attended king Wil- 
liam to Flanders, and there loft his life at the battle of 
Steenkirk. Charles, his fifth fon, as already ftated, was 
brought up to the fca fervice. Almoft his very entrance 
into it was marked with misfortune, he having, in the 
year 1697, being then only fixteen years old, and not 
having attained even the rank of lieutenant, loft his right 
hand in a&ion with a French fhip off Dover, Being 
afterwards promoted to that rank, and having ferved on 
board divers (hips in that capacity with the higheft repu- 
tation, he was, on the ift of December 1704, made 
captain of the Falcon frigate. He was not long 
afterwards advanced to the command of the Panther ; in 
which (hip he ferved, during the year 1706, on the Medi- 

* Collins gives us, as the date of this event, September the 28th;

happened on the 9th. The confulion of ftyles may, probably, have 
encreafed this perplexity. Campbell is ftill more erroneous, having

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tecranean ftation, under fir John Leake. We find* no 
particular mention made of him till the month of OSobct 
1707, when he fat as one of the members of the courts 
martial, aflembled on board the s Albemarle, for the trial 
of fir Thomas Hardy. We have now a much longer in* 
ter.val during which no notice is taken of him, for we are 
totally ignorant of any circumftances relative to him till 
the year 1715 ; when he was, in the month of Q&ober, 
eleded reprefentative in parliament for his native county, 
Tyrone. 

In 1720 he was appointed commander-in-chief of a 
fquadron fitted out to cruife againft the Salletines ; and 
was at the fame time nominated minifter plenipotentiary 
to fettle a treaty of peace with the emperor of Wtorocco .*• 
He acquitted himfelf fo well in the above employments*,

* He pubh'lhed a relation* of this embafly, and therein informs us, 
.that be failed from England 24 September, arrived at Gibraltar 26 
-October, failed witji his fquadron to Tetuan bay 22 December, an* 
there agreed to the articles of peace with the bafha of Tetuan, which 
were ugned and exchanged 17 January 1720. On 3 July 1791 he 
'arrived at Mequinez, and the 6th had his fir ft audience of the empe- 
ror; when, delivering the articles of peace, he told him they were 
-figned by the king hit mafter ; and denred he would pleafe to €gn m 
counterpart to carry to England.

-ence; when the emperor ordered all the Englifh captives to be drawn 
up in his palace, and told him he (hould have all his countrymen ; 
and then waving his hand to the captives, bid them go home with the 
ambaflador into their own country. Whereupon they fell proftrate, 
crying oitf , " God blefa thy power," and were going out of his pre- 
sence ; when the emperor caufing them to flay, further faid, •' that he 
loved the ambaflador and all the Englilh, becaufe he knew. they loved 
him, and his houfe ; and that there (hould not be an Englifhman a flave 
in his empire, for he would fet them all at liberty, in what part foever 
they were ;" then waving his hand again to tm captives they went 
away. And the, ambaflador returning the emperor thanks tor the 
honour he had done him, told htm, " that he (hould always regard hit 
intereft when he was gone out of his dominions." To which the 
emperor faid, " that he (hould then fee how well he deferved the 

Srefcnt be had made him that morning; that he would not have him 
ay an hour in Mequinez." And wifhing him fafe into bis own 
country! faid. fevcral times, " Qod blcfs you;" and. turning hit 
Vol. III. U bQrfe, 
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«hat, ih coftfideration of his pad fervices, as well as the 
fafe of his hand, a penfion of 300 1. a year, for life, was 
{fettled on him, December 14, 1 725. Intelligence having 
Jurrived in England, towards the end of the year 1729, 
that rear-admiral St. Loe had died at Jamaica, comman- 
der-in-chief on that ftation, Mr. Stewart was, on the 9th 
t>f December 1729, advanced to be rear-admiral of the 
Mue, and fent out thither, in the l^ion, as his fucceffor. 
lie returned to England about the year 1731 ; and oft 
the 29th of June 1732, was appointed^ rear-admiral of 
the White. On the 26th of February 1733, he was con- 
ftituted vice-admiral of the blue, and hoifted his flag on 
^oafd the Devonfliire, a third rate, as commander of a 
divifion in a fleet, equipped in that year to reftrain, by 
' *he terror? of war, thole depredations lyhich the Spa r 
juards had long been in the habit of committing. A 
temporary apology, and a vajn. promife of more -pacific 
Jcond«& averted the bjowwlth yrhiqh they w«fie threatened* 
and prevented the fleet, as it is believed, fr^rti *ver p*fc*. 
Ming to fea. in the folkwirtg yfear, havltig Jioiftfcd hi* ti&k 
fcn board t^ Edinburgh, of fevientygnns, he ferved as fecono 
in command of the fleet under fir J. NorrU, which t sujv 
j>ea?$ however* during that feafon, never «> have proceeded 
&rther thhn Sprthead, On Match 2> 1735-6, he was a&» 
yanked to fee vice-adtmral of the white ; and 6n the ifcth 
bf Febftiafry in the following year, was ele&ed reprdfen* 
Jative in parliament for the town of Portfmouth, He 
jfgtained this honourable ftatkm till his death, which hapj» 
{MMifcdOn ithe jth of February 1 740. He dldd unmarried. • 
. TEATE, Matthew. — This gentleman entered Into the 
ftavy immediately after the the revolution, and wa* ait the 
latter end of the year 1692 appointed fecond lieutenant of

TROTTER, John.— Nothing is known Ay us tff'tbk 
gentleman but that he was appoirired'Captain'cffthe Wto^ 
fchelfea on the 7th or* February 1704, -and is faid tofhaxfe 
Sited in England Fometime in the year t'j4J. We ffieit 
•wWh no mention made of him which induces us to beltevfe 
ht ever held any command after Ws'firftafppoimlhe'rft. 



• BARTER, Jdhn.^-This gentleman w*s apporrtWU 
Third-lieutenant of *hc Waifpight in 1 692. This appttate 
to have teen the frft commrflion he ever bore: He was, 
SfflKiorrg afteTwatfls, promoted t6 be fecrind ^lieutenant of 
tme of the firfl rates, and continued to ferve in fttft 
ftation dtrrirfg the remainder of the war. 'Be was ndt 
'Advanced to me rank of captain tiH the rft df May tyojj, 
When he was appointed to the Obfport. He islftid to have 
' %een fujpended in the year 1706, on what accotint is hdt 
fcnown ; and no other infbrmatiori can betrolldfted relative 
to him, that of his death excepted, Which happened on 
the 13th of December 1708. 

CASTLE V 5<**V — was, on -the 17th t>f September 
1705, appointed captain of the Wincheife& frigate. This 
veffel Was, on the 6th of June 1706, captured by the 
tjrretrrv. The death of captain Caftle, who gallantly, 
thougti fruittefsly, exerted himfelf in the defence of his 
fcti>* contributed to enhance the misfortune. 

COLEMAN, Robert. — Nothing is known df'thfe 

«ntleman previous to his being appointed, on the 25th of 
ptettiber tjoj, captain of the Elephant ftore-fhip. He 
Continued In this vefiel till the month of April following, 
*Wl|cn iie Mras removed into a frigate. Notwithftandfrrg 
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*re believe him to have been conftantly in commiflkm 
during the remainder of queen Anne's reign, we have 
not been able to inveftigate the particular fervices in 
which he was engaged, or even the names of the different 
ihips he commanded. We have been more fortunate 
after the acceflion of king George the Firft, but do not 
.find him appointed to any (hip till the year 'I717, when 
he was made captain of the Cumberland, a third rate of 
eighty guns, ordered to be equipped for the Baltic as one 
of the fleet intended to be fent thither under fir J. Norris. 
It appears, however, a matter of doubt, whether captain. 
Coleman adually proceeded on this fervice, owing to the 
fliip not being ready for fea when the fleet was ordered to (aiL 

In the year 1720 he commanded the Buckingham, of 
feventy guns, fent on the fame ftation and under the lame 
admiral, as he was again in the following year. The 
difpute between the Ruffians and Swedes being finally 
adjufted by the treaty of Nieftaih, the Britifh fleet was 
di (mantled foon after its return to England; and captain 
? Coleman had no other appointment till the year 1723, 
when he was re-cotnmiffioned to his old (Hip, the Cum- 
berland, one of twelve ordered to be got ready for fea, about 
the month of April. The caufes of this armament re- 
trains a fecret, which the adminiftration of that day did 
not ever think fit to difclofe, nor the politicians of later 
times have deemed fufficiently copfequential to attempt 
the developement of. Captain Coleman continued to 
command the Cumberland for fome years, as, in 1726, we 
find him in the fame (hip accompanying fir C. Wager 
to the Baltic, as captain to rear-admiral fir George 
Walton, who commanded one of the divifions of the 
fleet. . When this armament returned to England, the 
Cumberland was ordered to Chatham and put out of 
.xx>mmi(Iion. 

Captain Coleman was not, as we believe, appointed to 
any other (hip till the month of July 1728, when he was 
made commander of the NaiTau, of feventy guns, one of 
. the ihips which the depredations and infults of the Spa- 
niards compelled the Britifli government to keep. always 
in a itate fit for immediate fervice. During the early 
part of the enfuing year he appears, on account of ill 
health, to have quitted the above command : he however 

fo 
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fo far recovered, as to be enabled to refume it ih the month 
of June : but the formidable fleet which was coile&ed at 
Spithead, under fir Charles Wager, and was joined in the- 
month of June by a Dutch fquadron of nine ftiips of the 
line, befides frigates and fmall veflels, never appears to have 
put to fea. ft certainly is no (lender proof of the pru- 
dence and fpirit of a government, when the terror of its 
arms prove fufficient to avert the ufe of them. In the 
month of O&ober the Naffau, with eleven others that 
were among the largeft (hips, were ordered into port to be 
laid up. 

Mr. Coleman does not appear to have ever held anycom- ' 
miflion fubfequent to the above time ; and it is molt probable 
that, on account of his age as well as his long fervice, he 
retired foon after on a penfion : this circumftance we are 
however not fully warranted in aflerting. He died at , 
Portfmouth on the 30th of November 1739. 

FISHER, George, — was, as early as the month of 
December 1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Royal 
Oak, fir George Kooke's flag (hip during the enfuing 
year. After the return of that commander from the un- 
fortunate fervice of convoying the outward-bound Smyrna 
fleet, Mr. Fifher was, through his intereft and recom- 
mendation, advanced, in the rank of lieutenant, to be 
fecond of one of the flag- {hips, we believe his own. He 
was not promoted to the rank of captain till the 1 8th of 
January 1705, when he was appointed to the Tartar ; in 
which fhip he unhappily died on the 18th of Auguft 
following. # 

GORDON, Thomas.— -Having been unable to colleft 
any particulars relative to this gentleman while he conti- 
nued in the ftation of a lieutenant, we muft begin with his 
appointment to the Edinburgh, his commiflion for which 
fhip bears date November the 7th, 1 705. The life of this 
gentleman is as barren of incident, and, confequently, as 
uninterefting as that of any perfon who ever attained 
the rank of captain in the critifh navy. We are led to 
make this remark here, in juftice to his character both as 
a man and officer, his fubfequent condud, after he had 
ceafed to be a Britifh commander, proving him well 
e ( ndued with all thofe (tuning qualities neceffery toconfti- 
tute that of an able and worthy man, 
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Captain. Gordon tad*, unhappily! for hiarfrif andt his. 
country, imbibed principles and an attachment to the 
exiled houfe of Stuart* which were very, property, dcemetfc 
dangerous, and incompatible with, his beiogr continued: in. 
the BmtiA fervice afier the deceafe of queen Anne*. He 
theaentercaiinta that of the celebrated Pet«r the thijri,G2ar' 
of Mufeovy% who gave him the appointment of a. vice- 
admiral, and ever continued to hold: him in the bigheftt 
efteem; as> did aUb the . Cfcarinav his fucceflon His. 
opinion was always confulted in affairs of moment ; amd he 
had invariably the fatisfa&ion of finding his advice fol*. 
lowed* not only to the advantage of his new friends, but 
without, in any degree,. exciting their difappcobation* Of- 
tfeis a fingqlax proof was given in the year 1726*. when a. 
IJfitifh fleet was fent into the Baltic, under the command: 
ojfffir Chajrles Wager. The court of Ruflia.was exceedingly* 
irritatecf at its appearance, and was, as it is.faid, refolvedx 
t^ hazard an aftion, rather than endure its continuance 
i>ere. Vice-admiral Gordon,, howeyer,, very wifely, re^. 
presented to the council, that the Ruffian fleet was by no» 
jnaajis in ^condition to venture an engagement with thaft 
of Gf#at Britain* and orders were consequently givem foc» 
laying it upland fecuring, itu& thebefrniannerpoflifilft from* 
bring injuitedt The time of his death is- unknown, as we< 
i^no.Hientioci whatever made ofi him after the above cvemv 

GRAY, William,— This gentleman is. to be norieedr 
only as having- been appointed, captain of the Wineheifeat 
pp. the. 29th of April 1705* 

HICKS, Edmund,— is no where mentioned till hist 
appointment* on. the iSth of March 1.70?, to be captain 
of the Adventure*; nor have we been able to procure any* 
ctfher information concerning him, except that he died* 
commander of the Crown on the 25th of, September 1708* 

JONES, \yilliam f -r* was appointed a lieutenant! 
Ikefore the revolution ; and after a. progrcflive promo- 
tion i*ti trmt rank was about the end of the year 1692, 
i&ad? firft lieutenant- of the Cornwall, a third rate off 
eighty guns, one of the (hips belonging* during, the wholoi

* He continued to commaud the. abovc*>HKjntioneA (hip duiifl^ 
the following year; and in the month of July was. ordered*, wifh cap- 
tain Rieirara xeake, 'in the Tartar, to convoy the trade bound' to 
Hamburgh. On their rotund from theses they <?«pt wed a ftoall^frW 
pto, waging twenty-four gun*, oajled the Child's Play, 
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war, to the main fleet. He wa$ not promoted to the ranlf . 
of captaiain the navy till the 15th. of February 1705, 
when he was appointed to the Dunwich. In consequence . 
of forrie irregularities in the line of fervice he wa$ tried by 
a court-martial, held in the river Medway, on the 18th- 
of December 1705* and fined three months pay. Being 
afterwards made captain of the Winchelfea, and ordered, 
to the Weft Indies, he died at Barbadoes on the 29th q£ 
Auguft 1707. 

NESTLE, or KISTAL, Francis,— was, on the 12th 
of December 1705, appointed captain of the Kmfale; 
and being fent to the Weft Indies, died there oil the 19th 
of December 1706. 

LEAKE, Richard, — was the only fon of admiral fir 
John Leake, The editor of the father's ,life has takerr 
rather uncommon pains to blacken the charadter of his 
fon, whether influenced by a rigid regard to truth, or ia - 
gratitude to the memory ot fir John, for having left the 
reverfion of his whole eftateto captain Martin Leake, 
after the death of that fon, we cannot pretend tG deter* 
mine. Be that, however, as it may, wc cannot help 
thinking it would have been, at lead, more decent to have 
fnpprefled many of the remarks there made, than to have 
wantonly brought them forward, a$ he has done, to the. 
notice of the public. 

Captain Leake having entered early in life into the 
Davy, under the aufpices of his father, was, at the age of 
twenty-four years, appointed, on the 24th of Auguft, 
1705, to the Tartar frigate. In this (hip he continued a 
considerable time, but employed only in the undiftin* 
guiihed fervices of cruifing, and occasionally convoying 
merchaxiNlhips to and from the Baltic, and Hamburgh* 
In one of thefe expeditions, as has been juft related ia 
the life of captain Hicks, he had the good fortune, ia 
company with that gentleman, to capture a French frU 
gate of twenty -four guns. The fervices in which he con- 
tinued to be employed during the whole of his life, appear 
to have been all of the fame unnoticeable kind, for we 
never find his name occur, either iri public hiftory *r in 
any private memoir. Mr. Leake, in his life of fir John,* 
obfer ve*,Shat in a very few years he got qaore money by 

Sites, tbah his father did in the whole conife of his life, 
e in all probability was a young man extremely prona 
V4 * 
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t<> diflipation, carelefs both of the honour of his profefllon 
ahd his own intcrcft : neverthelefs we cannot but think 
this information, confidering the degree of connexion 
which fubfifted between the families, comes with a very 
bad grace from Mr. Leake, who takes occafion to ob- 
ferve, with much apparent afperity, that captain Leake 
was, unhappily, of liich a natural bad difpofition, that he 
feems to have been born to afflift his father, fir John. 
He adds a very ridiculous tale, that bis grandfather caft 
captain Leake's nativity at his birth, and pronounced he 
would be very vicious, v^ry fortunate, and very unhappy. 
He obferves, that without concerning himfelf with the 
truth or falfehood of aftrological prognoftics in general,, 
this prediction was remarkably fulfilled; for that 
while fir John was gaining never-fading laurels, his fon 
was countermining his reputation by inglorious aftions ; 
and, to finifh the man, married difgracefulJy : fo that his 
father, who had retired from the world to pals the remain- 
der of his life in eafe and tranquillity, was difcompofed 
by his fons repeated follies; who, by this time, having 
fpent his all, depended upon him for fupport. Peace be 
to his afhes ; may his follies and extravagancies be buried 
in oblivion. Death put a period to them, and his life, on 
the 24th of February 1719-20. 

MAN, Thomas, — was, on the ift of November 1705, 
appointed captain of the Briflol *. No other mention is 
made of him, except that he died in England on the 19th 
of April 1 719. 

PADDON, George,— was, in 1693, appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Archangel, an hired (hip of war, mount- 
ing forty-eight guns, fent in the above year with a con- 
voy to Virginia. We have no other intelligence relative 
to this gentleman till we find him, in 1703, commander 
of the Vefuvius fireihip. In this veflel he had the misfor-. 
tune to be wrecked, being driven from his anchors at 
Spithead, on the 26th of November, in that tremendous 
tempeft, ufually denominated the Great Storm. Th^* 

• He was tried by a court martial, at Sheernefs, on the 2 id of 
O&ober 171s, and adjudged to ifcake fa tisfaft ion to the 'queen, bv 
paving for a quantity of provisions which he had difppfed of. at bit 
own pleafurc, and to the purfer of the Portfmouth, which fliip he 
then commanded, for fome be had caufed to be improperly and jrre* 
jularly expended. 

fervicef 
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fervices in which he wai for a feries of years concerned 
Were fo trivial, that we do not find any mention whatever 
made of him till' the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Windfor of fixty guns, on the New England Ration. He 
appears, while thus employed, to have been particularly 
a&ive and fortunate, having captured many very confider- 
able and valuable prizes; one of them a French (hip of 
War, called the Thetis, mounting forty-two guns*. He 
was taken from this fhip, in the month of Auguft, by fir 
Hovenden Walker, commander-in-chief of the armament 
deftined againft Quebec, to command the Edgar of feventy 
guns, the flag (hip, under him during the above-mentioned 
expedition. The melancholy cataftrophe which* put an 
end to it has be«n already defcribed at full ; and that very 
misfortune afterwards proved the caufe of captain Pad- 
don's own difmiflion from the fervice. 

We cannot help thinking, to fpeak candidly, that fir 
Hovenden himfelf, in his account of the drfafter alluded 
tot, infinuates a kind of impropriety in captain Paddon's 
condu£t on that occafion ; but it is alfo certain, that the 
degree of culpability, if any, was deemed fo trivial as to 
render any enquiry into his conduct unneceflary. On his 
jeturn from the Weft Indies he was appointed to fome 
other fhip of the line, and ordered for the Mediterranean, 
where we firid him, in 17 13, commodore and plenipoten- 
tiary to the emperor of Morocco, for' the purpofe of re- 
newing the truce with Great Britain, which was then on 
the point of expiring. He appears to have aded in this 
very delicate bufinefs with all the warinefs of a politician 
happily united with the true gallant fpirit of a Britifli 
commander. A negociation for peace is, as it is well 
known, more difficult to be concluded and carried into 
efieft with the Moors, than with any other people in the 
univerfe; a thoufand arts and fubtleties are jpra&ifed as 
the complexion of their affairs appears to fuggeft ; nor 
could, particularly at the time of which we are now 
fpeaking,< any certainty be had of the conciufion and rati* 
fication of a treaty, except neceility compelled it.

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Captain Paddon appears to have been perfe&ly awtr* 
of the genius and tamper of the people with whom he 
waft to negociate, for the Moors, wider pretence tha* the* 
titce waa egpited, having feized a fiaall EngHfti veflel at 
©ran* he immediately ordered the (hips of hi* fquadron to 
make reprisals, a condikl which quickly brought then* 
feto a more pacific temper. The term* of the pea** 
appear to- have been adjufted and finally concluded in the 
month of March following, the emperor having, as » 
(ubftantial proof of Mooriflt friend&ip, given orders for 
the relftafe of fixty Englifh captives, which had unhappily 
fallen into* the hand* of his corfaurs. He continued on th* 
fone ftation for a canfideraMe time after this; and fir 
James °Wifhart being, in the month of ©ecember 1713^ 
14, feat ,to take the command on the above-mentioned 
ftation, captain Paddon continued to ferve under him as. 
lone a* that admiral remained there himfelf. 

On the aeceffion of king George I. and the very exten* 
five difmiflion of perfona holding employments, as well 
civil and military, which took place in confequence of it, 
captain Paddon, together with hUconunander-in-chief, was 
^called from the Mediterranean* His former misfortune* 
for it Scarcely deferred a term more harfh, wa6 now con- 
verted into a ferious offence and criipe ; and, after having 
pafied unnoticed for fuch a length of time, it wasfubje&ed 
to the opinion of a court-martial, the members of which 
thought it incumbent on them to fentence him to b* 
difinifled the fervke. On the treatment of fir Hovenden, 
his admiral, at the time alluded to, we have already taken 
qccafion to animadvert Efficiently ; and the rancorous 
anunefity with which men, who were unhappy enough to 
be of. one particular party and perfuafion were purfuedi 
would induce us to wonder but little at even a mote flagrant 
violation of the forms of juftice, or rather of its principles* 
than that we here allude to* 

Captain Paddon* after his dtfmiffion, went into the 
fervice of Peter the Third, furnamed the Great, Czar of 
Mufcovy, and died in that country, as it is faid, early ill 
the year 1717. 

PETERBOROUGH, Charles Mordaunt* Earl ©fi- 
ts entitled to a place here from his having Been, in the

early- lm> we have little occafion to be diffufe, as- welt be-' 
caufe it has been fufficiently enlarged upon by others, a* 
that, from the peculiar circumftances attending his com- 
mand, wo do not apprehend fuch> an account at ^11 con- 
fiftent with our profent plan. 

Suffice it therefore briefly to fay, that the firft of thir 
family, noticed by hiftorians or heralds, was Ofliert le 
Mordaunt, a Norman knight, pofleffed of Radwell in* 
Bedfordshire, by the gift of his brother, which ho himftlf 
had received of William the Conqueror for his own fer— 
vices, added to thofe of his father at the time of the Nor- 
man invafion. , 

Charles, of whom we" are now to give fome account* 
was the third earl of Peterborough— his grandfather,' 
J»hn, having been advanced to that dignity on the 9th of 
March 1627-8. He appears, indeed, to have had a pre*- 
diledion in favour of the naval fervice, having, in hi* 
early youth, accompanied fir John Narborough and vice- 
admiral Herbert to the Mediterranean, where he conti** 
qoed. during the wars with the different piratical ftates oif 
thecoaft of Barbary. Gn the 4th of June 1680, he em- 
barked, as a volunteer, with the earl of Plymouth, for 
Africa, and very much diftinguifhed himfelf at Tangier a*. 
the time it was befieged by the Moors. This noble perw 
fonage and his uncle, who was at that time earl of Peter* 
borough, were of very different perfuafions and principles 
both irt religion' and politics, the latter having always- 
been the ftrenuous; adherent to king James, to whom he* 
is faid to have carried his attachment fo far, as to have' 
teen reconciled to the church of Rome*; while the for- 
mer conftantly. appeared equally zealous in fupport of that'

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fyflem which produced the revolution. Being confer 
quently very uneafy under the government of James, after* 
having ftrenuoufly oppofed the repeal of the Teff A£b in 
the houfe of peers, he thought it moil prudent, as well as 
moft fatisfa&ory to himfelf, to withdraw from ajpourt, 
whofe meafures he at that time found tt in vain to oppofe, 
and retire to a country where he could live under a go- 
vernment more congenial to his ideas and withes. He 
therefore foltcited from his natural fovereign, James, 
permiflion to enter into the fervice of his fon-in-law, the 
prince of Orange, which the former, no doubt fecretly 
pieafed at fo good an opportunity of getting rid of a pow- 
erful opponent, moft readily granted. 

Soon after his arrival in Holland, which was early in 
the year 1687, he was appointed commander of a Dutch 
fhip of war, mounting forty- eight guns, called the North 
Holland, and fent commodore, or admiral, of a fmali 
fipiadron of (hips of that nation, to the Weft Indies. It 
4oes not clearly appear what was the intended objcft of 
this armament ; that which is moft apparent and probable 
is, that it was fent thither to try the temper of the Englifh 
colonies, and their attachment to the then reigning love-* 
reign. . The pretended objeft, indeed, was, a quantity of 
trcafure, which many adventurers, particularly a company, 
or fociety of Englim, with the duke of Albemarle, then 
governor, of Jamaica, at their head, were endeavouring, 
' and tyith fome fuccefs, to recover from a Spaniftt wreck.. 
Into this money-hunting project the Dutch pretended to. 
eater, and the Engli (h nation ealily trufting to the truth of the 
avowed ci>je<S of an expedition,which appeared fo perfectly 
congenial to the natural genius of their neighbours, readily 
gayelbe credit to their pretended intentions. Lord Mor- 
daont, as he ws^s then called > dpes not appear to have con-, 
cerned himfelf any farther than merely by reque fling of fir 
J.Narbdrougb*at that time the Engli fh commander-in-chief. 
in the Weft Indies, jand actually employed on' the fame: 
errand, his permiflion to fend two or three officers to fee 
truTwreck. This requeft was readily grantedT him *, andT 
hffoon afterwards returned to Holland.

to obferve, that by the death of Henry, fecond earl of 
'Peterborough, on the 19th of June 1697, Tiis lordftnp 
Tucceeded to that title, by which, as beitig the morfc ancient, 
lie was always afterwards known. 

Soon after the accdtion of queen Anne it was propo'feii 
to fend his lordfliip to the Weft Indies as captain-genera! 
and -governor of Jamaica, as well as commander-in-chief 
'of the fleet and troops afterwards Tent thither under com- 
modore Walker, when the fleet was on its return from 
Cadiz. But this intention was laid afide, and the earl was 
not called into public fervice till the year 1705, wlienlie 
was appointed, with fir Cloudefley Shovfc!, joint-admiral 
and commander-in-chief of the fleet Cent to Spain. His 
eminent fervices in that kingdom are almoft too notorious 
to need repetition. The editor iof the life of fir John 
Leake has, indeed, taken tmctfrnmtm pains to-be fottiewhit 
more than fervere on Iris lordfliip, and affetts rattier 
boldly, that he ^endeavoured to divert the attention of the 
allies from Barcelona, and transfer their attack to Italy. 
" This (adds he) was a very <early attempt w> irifltierKtetifoe 
fleet, by means of lanfd councils, fregfttihe fervice -offht king 
of Spain, for which they were principally designed,; and a 
flagrant huftance of the -folly, if not treachery, in appoint- 
ing lord'Peterboroiflgh joixvt-odnncal, but it was veryJhqppy

attack, in oppofition to the opinion of all the general 
officers. 

The enterprise in queftion being it laft refohred on, 
its glorious termination is well known to all ; and not- 
withstanding the author above-quoted infifts that the earl 
took all the pains in his power to obftruft the councils, 
yet he is reluftantly, as it were, compelled to admit, that 
his fpirited conduft in putting himfelf, immediately after 
the prince of Heflfe feu, at the head of the detachment 
which, under the command of his highnefs, had ftormed 
fort Montjoui, or Momjuich, had principally caufed the 
ultimate fuccefs of the affault. Mis gallantry on thisoc- 
£afion was, indeed, ^eftabltfhed by a teftimony, not to be 
overturned by the bare aflertion and infinuation of art 
hiftorian, lingular encomiums being beftowed on his lord- 
thip's particular behaviour in the account publilhed by 
authority, which may be found in the Gazettes, No. 4.164 
*nd 4167, the length of which prevents us from tranf- 
eribingthem. 

The eat! appears to have quitted his naval command 
fluting the whiter, and ix> have confined himfelf to tha 
exercife of his land fun&ion of general, in which he dif- 
played fingtrlaf ^droitneTs as -well as gallantry, having, 
with a force almoft contemptible, when compared with 
that of the enemy, not only kept them completely in 
tileck, but obtained feveral coftfequential advantages over 
them, atid in particular having ahnoft entirely fubdued the 
kingdom of yalentia. The nrft operation of the enemy 
in the enfuing Tpring, was the attack of Barcelona ; and 
in- the hope of re-poSefling themfelves of it by a coup 69 
main thfey made it in a manner totally unprecedented and 
tmj uftifiable , xm the ibbre of military prudence. They 
leftLerMa and other confequential towns behind them, 
unaffaulted ; a £ofcdu& which, although perhaps the moft 
impolitic they could liave purfued, was fuch, neverthelefs, 
as completely deceived the earl of Peterborough, and en-* 
afbted them to carry the firft objeft of their expedition 
into execution, and invejt the city in form. This event 
was totally unlooked for by his lordftip, who ufed 
exertions almoft incredible for its relief? he collected, 
with the utmoft expedition, a corps of near three thou* 

fand 
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fend men in Valentia, and in dcfpite of the formidable 
army of the befiegers, fucceeded in throwing a very con* 
fiderable part of them into the town, which, till then was, 
owing to the kind of furprize already dated, very thinly 
garriioned. With the remainder, which confided chiefly 
of Miquelets and irregular troops, he took pod in the 
mountains, from whence, by fallies and defuitory fkir- 
rni flies, he daily har rafted the enemy and impeded their 
attack. At length the combined fleet arrived* the com- 
munication with the city by fea being confequently 
open *, the earl went immediately on board, and taking 
the command of the troops that were conveyed thither by- 
it, landed the fame afternoon at their head. 

The event might eafily have been forefeen, the 
enemy raifed the fiege with the utmod precipitation in a 
few days afterwards, abandoning all their artillery and 
(tores, together with their camp itfelf, in which was found 
fo immenfe a depot of ammunition, and every other ne- 
ceflary requifite for a fiege, that it was wittily faid by the 
vi&Qrs, their enemy had left them fuch a booty to make 
them fome amends for the trouble and anxiety they had 
fruitlefsly occafioned them by their vain and ill-condu&ed 
attack. 

The author of fir John Leake's life has, according to 
his wonted, cuftom, taken wonderful pains to depreciate 
the (hare borne by his lordfhip in this affair, and at the 
fame time to attribute the entire caufe of its happy iffue to 
the conduct of fir John Leake, who commanded the fleet 
fent on the above fervice from England. Here alfo, as 
well as in other indances, relative affe£tion and prejudice 
appear to have hurried his zeal beyond that prudential 
attention to candour and impartiality no hiftorian ought

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of Peterborough, to extricate him from the enthralflteftt 
and fupinenefs into which the intrigues and artifices of 
the prince of Lichtenftein, and other Germans immedi- 
ately about his perfon had plunged him, was fruft rated; and 
the whole of thofe exertions which had been made for his 
fervice, both by the Britifh nation and other powers that 
adhered to his jntereft, were confequently thrown away. 

The earl was in all probability induced, by this mortis 
%ing behaviour in the king, to quit Spain before the end 
of the campaign ; but fome perfons, who have pretended 
to an extraordinary knowledge and political difcernment, 
as well as to be better acquainted than their neighbours 
with thofe fecret fprings which influenced the conduct of 

Sreat men about that time, have afenbed it to the inor- 
inate ambition of the earl, who could not brook ferving 
under the earl of Galway who was an older officer, and' 
had headed that part of the army which had marched 
from Portugal. We cannot help briefly remarking, that 
fiich condu&t is by no means xonfonant to that degree of 
magnanimity the generality of mankind admit the earl to 
have pofleflcd. He returned to Spain in a few months 
afterwards, but does not appear to have, in any degree, in- 
terfered with the command of the army, otherwife than 
by offering his bed advice as to the meafures njoft propel 
to be pu rfued for the general advantage of thecommon caufe«* 
In the month of April he again departed for Italy, being 
appointed envoy to the duke qf Savoy from king Charles, 
who was probaoly glad of fo good an opportunity of get- 
• ting rid of fo faithful, though dilagrceaWe a monitor* 
On his paflage he very narrowly efcaped falling into the 
hands of the enemy, the Refolution; on board which 
he had embarked, which, fliip was at that time com- 
manded by captain Mordaunt, his youngeft Ton, being 
attacked bra fquadron of fix (hips of war, and afterward* 
deftroyed by her commander's own order, merely to pre- 
vent her being captured. - 

The earl, however, being, at that titne^ngaged- in -a 
fervice very different from that of fightings had the prti-

+ «• His driving the duke of Anfou, the late Philip V. king of 
Spain, and the French army out of Spain, which confided of 85,000 
men, though bis own troops never amounted to 10,000; the poGeflion 
he pined of Catatonia, of the kingdoms of Valencia, Arragon, and 
Majorca, with part of Murcia and Caftile, giving opportunity to the 
earl of Gal way of advancing to Madrid without a blow, are undent* 
able proofs ot his great valour, prudence, and conduct in military af» 
fairs. His wonderful vigour in the execution of thofe, and feveral 
other a&ions during the war, furprtzed moft men at that time, for 
which fervices he was declared general in Spain by king Charles III : 
and that war being looked on as likely to be concluded, he received 
her majeftv's commiffion for ambaffador extraordinary, with powers 
and ioitru&ons for treating and adjufting all matters of (late and traffic 
between the two kingdoms. Whatever were the caufes of his being 
recalled from Spain, it is certain that our affairs there, were foon after 
in a very ill condition, by the lofs of the battle of Almanza, oil 
April 9^, 1707, N.S. Rouvigny, earl of Gal way, then commanding 
the BritiCh troops. The earl of Peterborough came to the duke of 
Marlborough's camp at Genap, on Auguft &a, when he left the 
camp at Sotgnes, in his journey to Holland, there being then little 
appearance but the remainder of the campaign would be as inactive as- 
dic preceding part of it. I iball farther take notice, that on his return 
to England, having brought on the examination of bis conducV in 
parliament, after the ftrideft enquiry, there were no objections made to 
any Dart of his behaviour, but all nis adions appeared fuitable to the 
dignity of his charader— the boufe of peers voung, Jan. is, 1710-ti, 
that, during the time he had the command of the army in Spain, he 
performed many great and eminent fervices, for which he bad the 
thanks of their boule; and the lord chancellor expreffed himfelf in 
the Arongeft terms* In his fpeecb to him he faid, there was no enquiry 
into the nature of any fervice upon a more mature deliberation, or with 

£ eater juftice, than at this time to his lordlhip. Such (added he) is your 
rdfhip's known generofify and truly noble temper, that I affure my* 
(elf, the prcfent I am now offering to your lordlhip is the more ac- 
ceptable as it comes pure and unmixt, and it unattended with any other 
reward, which your lordlhip might juftly think would be au alloy to it.

" Had more days been allowed me than I have had minutes, to 
call to mind the wonderful and amazing fucceft which perpetually at- 
tended your lordlhip in Spain (the efreft of your lordihip's perfonal

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The character and conduft of this nobje carl having

SAUNDERS, Sir George,— is no where mentioned in 
any naval manufcripts, or lifts, till the 1 ith of January 
I7°5> when he was appointed captain of the Shoreham # . 
In this veflel he did not long continue, being in a few 
days removed into the Seaford, a frigate of the fame force 
as the former, and fent as a (lationed (hip into the Irith fea t 
He returned back into the Shoreham in the month of 
April, and continued to be employed as above-mentioned 
for three or four years, not improbably till near the 
end of the war* While thus occupied, lie difplayed con- 
fiderable aftivity and merit in the only lino the nature of 
the fervice permitted him, having been Angularly fortu- 
nate in the capture of a number of privateers, who very 
much infefted that coaft* But no other mention being ever 
made of him during the remainder of the waf,it is mow pro-

The privateer fleered to the Wel(h coaft; and a gale 
arifibg at W.N.W. about eleven at night the privateer got into 
Carnarvon bay, and the man of war came fo near ma u to moot his 
fore-maft by the board j and after having fired a broadfide, fent his 
boat on board and took him, and the 7th, at night, brought him into

He continued on the fame ftation for a eonfiderable fpace of time 
after this, principally employed in convoying the trade bctweeaEng- 
land and Ireland.

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babfe he never had the good fortune to meet with any of 
thofe opportunities of diftinguifhing' hintfelf, through 
whidi he afterwards very honourably procured fo much 
celebrity and popular favottr. ' 

His firft introduction, as it may be called; into notice, 
was effefted through that great and eminent commander 
Sir George Byftg, who having obferved in him all thofe 
qualities which he thought neceflary for a man holding 
that ftatkm to which he procured his appointment, 
nominated him for his firft captain at the time he took the 
command of the fleet fent to the Mediterranean, againft 
the Spaniards, in the year 1718. Through the whole of 
this expedition he was treated by fir George as a friend, 
in whofe advice he placed the utmoft confidence, and to 
Whom he always trufted the mod difficult and delicate 
negotiations. As Toon as the fleet arrived off Meffinaj 
captain Saunders was fent, by the admiral, with a letter 
to the marquis de Lede, inviting him to a conference, and 
ufing every poflible argument to conciliate matters and 
prevent the difpute, between the courts of England and 
Spain, from being referred to the final decifion of arms, 
If any thing could have contributed to fo defirable an ar- 
rangement, it would have been the mild and calm difpo* 
fition of captain Saunders as a negotiator, who, to all the 
firmnefs which is the natural conference of intrepidity, 
knew well how to join the moderation of a man, who 
juftly confidered war as a national evil, of all others mod 
to be avoided* The marquis, however, foon put a flop 
to this pacific attempt, by declaring, in the moft unquali- 
fied terms, that he had no power to treat, and that he 
would purftie his orders, which Were to (eize Sicily* 

The fiibfequent events, of which the total defeat of the 
Spaniih fleet, under admiral Caftagnetta, is the moft me- 
morable, are well fcnown to . all ; and the conduft of 
captain Saunders in that encounter in particular, as well 
as the eflential fervice he rendered his commander-in- 
chief, who failed not to make the moft • honourable 
mention of him, fo recommended him to die notice of 
king George the firft, that, in the year ?7?o, immed|<r 
ately after his arrival in England, he received the honour 
of knighthood.

DELAVAL, Robert, — was the younger brother of 
admiral George Delaval, of whom we have already given 
fome account* This gentleman Is no where mentioned 
in the fervice till his appointment, on the 30th of April 
1706, to the command of the Falcon frigate.

{previous to that promotion lieutenant of one of the fliips 
ent to the Mediterranean under fir J. Leake, who ad- 
vanced him to the ftation juft mentioned* as a reward 
for his own intrinfiq worth, and as a well-deferved com* 
pliment to his brother George, who was fent home as a 
paflenger on board the Falcon, with the important newa

Captain Delaval returned to the Mediterranean ; and, 
having unfortunately contracted the fmall-pox, died, in 
his original command, at Genoa, on the 39th of January 
1707-8. 

DOILEY, or DORLEY, George, r- was, about the 
latter end of the year 1705, appointed lieutenant of the. 
Tartar frigate. He continued to ferve in this ftation till 
die 10th of July 1706, when, having confpicuoufly ex- 
erted himfelf at the capture of the Childs Hay frigate, of 
twenty-four guns, he was, very defervedly, promoted td 
the command of that prize. This commiflion was im- 
mediately confirmed by the admiralty from the date of tho 
capture ; and captain Doiley foon afterwards was ordered 
to the Weft Indies. He thej* unfortunately perHhed, his 
fliip being loft in an hurricane, off St. Chriitopher's, on 
the 3©th of Auguft 1 707. 

GRANARD, Sir George Forbes, Earl of,*— was the 
third fon of fir Arthur Forbes, fecond earl of Grapard, and

• Arcbdale gives us the following curious etymology of the name, 
of Forbes; and we havcadded to that, an abridged account, from the 
fame author, of the genealogy of this ancient family. 

<* This family, fays the ancient Scotch biftorian Bocce, as mjote4 
by fir David Dairy in pic, were originally called Bots ; but one of the 
family having killed a mighty bear that infefted the country, they 
aflumed the coat of armour they now ufe f and the name of Forbcs r 
This celebrated pet Ion was the (on of Alexander Bois, lord of the 
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Mary, cldcft daughter of fir George Rawdon, of Moira, 
in the county of Down, baronet. Having entered very 
early in life into the navy, he was, on the 16th of July 
1700, promoted to the command of the Lynn; but no 
notice js taken as to the particular fervice or ftation on 
which this ftiip was employed. In 1708 we 6nd him to 
have been promoted to be captainn of the Sunderland, a 
fourth rate, of fixty guns. Some have aflcrted he conti-

M Alexander Forbes, tbe fon of Alexander Boss, loyally adhering 
to king David Bruce (fon of the faid Robert) againft Edward Bah'oC 
who, by the afliftance of king Edward III. had ufurped tbe crown of 
Scotland in 1331, was killed in the battle of Duplin the year after. 

" To him lucceeded fir John Forbes, his fon, who was knighted by 
king Robert II. fucccflbr to his uncle David (in whofe fervice his father 
was killed) and being feated at caflle Forbes, was ftiled fir John Forbes 
of that ilk (a term ufed in Scotland, when the name of a family and feat 
are the fame) and acquiring from Thomas, earl of Mar, feveral lands in, 
the county of Aberdeen, was confirmed therein by tbe charter of the 
laid king, in 1393 ; and in 1 395 appointed judiciary within the bounds of 
Aberdeen, and coroner of that (hire. He married Elisabeth, daughter 
of— Kennedy, of Dunure ; by whom he bad three fons, fir Alex* 
under, his heir; fir William (who married Margaret, daughter and 
heir to fir William Frazer, of Philorth, with whom having the barony

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fuccefs ; but the wind flattening to a dead calm, the aflault 
m$ obliged to be deferred, and doe? not appear to have 
been ever afterwards re-attempted. 

A oeflation of hoftilities took place in the month of 
June; but the fquadron did not return to England till 
after the final arrangement and conclufion of the articles 
of peace. It is not, however, in any degree neceffary to 
attempt recording the feveral uninterefting occupation? 
in which this part of his lordfhip's fervice was confumed 
in common with the reft of his colleagues. He returned 
home in the month of April 1 728, and does not appear to 
have gone to fea any more till the year 1731, when he 
commanded the Cornwall of eighty guns. This (hip 
>j was one of the fleet fent to Cadiz, under fir Charles 
Wager, to fettle the difference between the Spaniards and 
die emperor^ which was accommodated under the media* 
lion of Britain, as already related in the life of that brave 
admiral*, who commanded the expedition. After his 
return to England his lordfhip was, in the month of April 
1733, appointed minifter-plenipotentiary to the eknperor 
of the Ruffias, and embarking on the 9th of May, arrived 
fafe at Peterfburgh on the 21ft of June following. 
During the time be was employed in this very honourable 
fervice, he was, according to Hardy, Archdale, and fome 
Others, promoted, on the 1 1 th t of May 1 734, to be rear- 
admiral of the white $• He received the information of 
this promotion on the 25th of June following, and letters 
of recall almoft at the fame time. The Czarina, at 
his audience of leave, after exprefiing the utmoft fatis- 
fadion at his conduct, and higheft fenfe of his merit and 
abilities, presented him with a diamond ring of very con* 
fiderable value, which flie took from her own finger; (he 
at the fame time honoured him with her pt&ure elegantly 
let with diamonds, and ordered him a purfe of fix thou- 
iand ruble* in fpeck. .

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By the death of hit father, on the 24th of February 1734, 
he became earl of Grartard ; and purfuing the information 
of Archdale, Lodge, and others, we have to add, " he was 
made rear-admiral of the red on the 17th, or, rather, 
1 6th of December 1734; and on the 30th of April 1736, 
Was promoted to be vice-admiral of the blue*. In the 
month of June "1738, he was appointed pommander-in* 
chief of a fquadron of (hips intended for*the Weft Indies, 
which he very foon afterwards refigned, and does not ap* 
pear to have accepted of any command afterwards. " lie 
was regularly ana progreflively promoted in the rank of 
admiral, till he attained the higheft port, that of admiral 
of the fleet, which he held for (bine years t before his 
death, an event which happened on the 29th of O&ober 
1765, he being then in the 80th year of his age." 

In 1 741 his lordfhip was ele&e^ reprefentative in par- 
liament for the boroughs of Air, Irwin, &c. in Scotland. 
He was nominated one of the members of his majefty's 
privy council, and governor of the counties of Weftmeath 
and Longford, which he refigned in 1756 ; and was fuc- 
ceeded in that of Longford by his eWeft fon on the 8th of 
Odober in the fame year. He married Mary, eldeft 
daughter of William, firft lord Montjoy, and relid of 
Phineas Prefton, of Ardfallah, in the county of Meath, 
efq. 

JACKSON, Roberta— Of this gentleman we know 
nothing, till we find him, on the nth of February 1706, 
appointed captain of the Sorting* frigate* No particular 
notice is taken of him, and he never attained any very 
confequential command in the fervice, from which he 
was difmifled, by the fentence of a court-martial, held on 
him at Greenwich, on "the 14th cf February 1709. 
Rear-admiral Hardy places this circumftance in the year 
1 715, and one private memorandum we have met with 
makes it as late as the year 1725, while another ftates it. 
to have happened in the year 1711. The account 
firft given we believe mod to be relied on; his offence is

JAMESON, William^entered into the navy irfemev 
diatery after the Revolution ; and after a proper 5 firofap.

year 1692. We do not find any. farther mdittton nude of 
trim-daring the reign of king William', or, indeed* *rte>~ 
wards* tiMis promotion, on the r^th of January fj-6& f rie> 
be captain of the Experiment. He died, as we believes 
in the. fame coumarid, towards- the 1 end of the fimc 
Jcar. 

LBSTOCK, Richard,- *— • was the .Ion of eaptat*. 
Richard teftock, of whom a fhort account is given 
in tha fitft volume*. We haarte been aoabkr to mi 
Veftagate any particulars relative lo his ! earlyi.fervioe^ the 
Itrft" information we havSe* concerning him being his ap* 

53mtanerit, on the* 29th of April 1706, to ber captain of the? 
owey. He was at that time on the MetHterraaetti 
ftation ; from whence he was fent, in the month of Sep- 
tember, with the important news of the . furrandei* of 
AHcant. He returned back immediately; and in the 
month of December following we find him employed 
with the (iaptmns Gone* and Stanhope, as jtift now related 
in the Hves of thofe gentlemen. 

Hk next command, that k particularly noticed* was 
that of the Weymouth, in which 0rip we mid him* ill 
1 7 1 1 , fcrving^ firft, on the American ftatiofr ; from whence 
he afterwards^ towards the end of the faramcr, went to the 
Weft Indies', where he remained under commodore Lit* 
tleton. He here acquitted hirafelf highly to the firtidfao* 
lionet his comrnander-in^tokf as'well as of all his cot 
temporaries and colleagues, having,. on every occafion,. dif- 

ded the character of an aftivc and diligent officer* as 
i as of a gallant man. His fuctiefleis* while this

employed, 
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tmployed, confifted of one or tw<? ftnaU, 7 Rji % ¥atRers c^>- 
tared oy himfelf, with the Thetis, a, French ftipgf war.of 
forty- four guns, and feveral other fliips pf inferior note, 
in the taking of which he was aififtedby the Windier. 
Peace being foon afterwards concluded, no farther oppor- 
tunity preiented itfelf to this gentleman of diftingutfting 
himtelf till the year 1717, when he commanded tne Pan- 
ther, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent to the Baltic un<Jer 
fir George Byng, for the purpofe of overawing the Swedes, 
who appeared very reitlefs, and were at that very time 
actually projecting an inva/lon of England in favour of 
the Pretender. The Panther was ordered, by §r George, 
tocruife off* Gottenburg, and other ftips were, at the fame 
time, detached to fuch different ftatjons as were judged 
moil likely to diftrefs the enemy, and bring them to reafon, 
the road of Copenhagen being made the general rendez- 
vous of the fleet. Captain Leftock h<*d at le«tft his ihare 
in the trivial events and fuccefs which took placejn cqn- 
fequence of the above arrangements, having eppturedtwo 
or three of the enemy 's privateers, befides rendering other 
fervice, which, although from its trivial nature, may £e 
confidered as by no means raifing the character of a pl- 
iant officer, may certainly be allowed highly conducive to the 
•eftablifhment of that of an active one.. 

This trait in his character did not pjafs unnoticed by fir 
George, who from that time, on all poflible occaiions 
during his life/ warmly efpqu fed his intereft,. and in th* 
following year particularly, procured him tp be appointed 
to the command of the Barfleur, the (hip on board which 
he was to hoift his flag, as commander-in-chief in the Me- 
diterranean, on the expedition a^unft the Spaniards. His . 
fubfequent conduct while they were thus connected in 
fervice, appears to have fully juftificd the gopd opinion 
entertained of him by fo able a commander ; but after he 
returned to England, on the evacuation of Sicily and tfie 
conclufion of hoftilities, he does not appear to have h*d 
any naval appointment till after the acceffion of ting % 
George the Firft. ,In 1728 he commanded the Princefs % 
Amelia, of eighty guns, one of fifteen (hips of the line 
ordered. to be equipped for immediate fervice; but he is 
not known ever to nave gone to fea as her commander. 
In the following year we find him captain of tho Rpyal

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Oak, of feventy guns, one of the fleet ordered to be equip- 
ped for fea, under the command of fir Charles Wager, 
in confequence of the reiterated infults and depredations 
of the Spaniards, but which, on account of their early 
fubmiflian, never put to fea. The anti-mi nifterial party 
of that time were loud in their clamour againft the expence 
in which the nation was, according to their opinion, wan- 
tonly involved by an armament, which, as they (aid, rendered 
• no fervice. Thefe ill-founded and illiberal philippics 
were beft anfwered by the following epigram. 
" E pOrtu non eft ut folvat claflts : Iberis 
Inftruflsc et jun&ae fama futura fat eft'. 
Sic aquilam fimul ac pennas extendere conftat, 
' Continuo imbellis tefta Columba petit." 

Mr. Leftock remained captain of the Royal Oak, which 
continued to be employed as a guard-Chip, till the year 
1 731 . He was then lent with fir C. Wager on his expedi- 
tion to the Mediterranean ; but during that period, as it 
was merely of a conciliatory nature, Mr. Leftock was con- 
cerned in nothing interefting. From this time^till after 
the ferious re-commencement of war with Spain, we find 
no mention whatever made of him. He appears, but on 
what account we know not, to have, during this interval, 
in fome meafure retired from ;the fervice, as many com- 
manders, who were juniors to him as captains, were pro- 
moted to the rank of admiral many years before him*. 
It is not improbable that the remembrance of this eir- 
cumftance, continually (harpened by the very violent im- 
petuofity of temper he was known to poffefs, might have 
contributed to encreafe many extravagant points in his 
conduct, which his enemies' may have reprefented in their 
moft glaring colours, but which his warmeft friends have 
never been able to refute or defend. 

Early in the year 1740 we find him commanding the 

Boyne, a third rate of eighty guns ; on 'board which fhip 

he afterwards hoifted a broad pendant as an eftabliflied 

commodore, and commander of a divifion of the fleet fent 

' out under fir Chaloner Ogle, in the morith of November, 

-to reinforce vice-admiral Vernon, who was then in the 

fc Weft Indies. The firft operation of their united force, a

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force infinitely more powerful than had ever before been 
feen in that part of the world, was the attack of Cartha- 
gena. But pafling over the general detail of events which 
took place during this unfortunate expedition, we fhali 
here confine ourfelves to fuch only as, Mr. Leftock was 
more immediately concerned in. The fleet arrived in the 
bay of Playa Granda on the 4th of March, but no fhow of 
attack was made till the 9th. The commodore with his 
divifion was left at anchor, while the two other fquadrons, 
_ under Mr. Vernon and fir Chaloner, proceeded to attack 
the feverai forts and batteries which defended the entrance 
of the harbour of Carthagena. On the 23d Mr. Lef- 
tock, with five fhips of his fquadron, was ordered to get 
under weigh and attack the fea- front of the caftle of Bocca 
Chica, the moft formidable of all the defences the Spa- 
niards poflelfed, the fort of St. Lazar, which was the ci- 
tadel of Carthagena, excepted. The commodore executed 
the fervice allotted to him with the greateft activity and 
fpirit, but apparently with little other fuccefs than that of 
.having created a temporary diverfion, and thereby, in fome 
degree, facilitated the aflault from the land fide. The at- 
tack was renewed on the following day, and with the fame 
« kind of fecondary fuccefs, for the land-batteries effected a 
.breach during thefe combinations of affaults, which hav r 
ing encouraged the Britifh to make the neceflary difpofi- 
tions to dorm the fort, the Spaniards avoided the mock, 
by evacuating their works at the inftant the aflailants were 
prepared to enter the breach. 

In all the fubfequcnt operations of this unfortunate ex- 
pedition Mr. . Leftock appears to have had little or no 
concern ; and after its final failure was, according to the 
inftru&ions the admiral had received, ordered for England 
with twelve two-decked (hips and five frigates; thofe 
which remained being a force adequate to the fervice of 
the Weft Indies, after the hopes of conqueft were reluct- 
antly abandoned. Having removed his broad pendant 
into the Princefs Carolina, he failed from Port Royal on 
the 20th of June, with a fleet of merchant-fhips under hi$ 
protection, and arrived in fafety, with fuch fhips as were 
bound for England, the latter end of Auguft. Soon aftef 
his return he was ordered for the Mediterranean, where 
he arrived in the month of February 1741-2, and ferved 
for a fhort time under admiral Nicholas Haddock, whom 

Y2 he 
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he was fent to reinforce. During this period he exhibited 
fome*proofs of that impatient temper, and improper pro- 
felfional pride which afterwards becoming infinitely more 
apparent, xannot but be condemned even by thofe who 
are fo warmly attached to him, as to infift no part of his 
conduft was ever injurious or prejudicial to the caufeand 
interefts rf his native country, which employed him* On 
the 13th of March following he was promoted to he rear- 
admiral of the white*, which was the firft flag he ever 
hoifted. Mr. Haddock's health being in a very pre* 
Carious (late, and compelling him to folicit his recal, Mr> 
Mathews wag purpofely advanced to be vice-admiral' of 
the red as his fucceffor : and Mr. Haddock being obliged, 
for the reafon juft ftated, to give up his command, Mr. 
Leftock was left in that truft during the fhort period which 
intervened before the arrival of the former* * 

Short as was this opportunity of difp laying the leading 
features of his mind incoloursmore ftrikingthan heperhaps 
had before been able, he failed not to avail himfelf of it in 
its utmoft extent. The circumftance particularly alluded 
to will be found hereafter in the life of commodore Bar- 
net. It is a ftrong indication, and, indeed, proof of that 
too common human frailty which influencing the minds 
of men, not poflefled of principles moft truly ftoblc, 
induces them to exact obedience in terms Which poiitenefs, 
or, perhaps, decency can hardly excufe : although when 
themfeives reduced to a fubordinate ftation, they knotv. 
but ill how to bend, and conform themfelves,on any terms, 
to that behaviour, their country's welfare, and the well- 
known principles of military regulation unequivocally 
demand. Mr. Mathews arriving in the Mediterranean 
about the month of May, took upon him the command of 
the fleet. Mr. Leltock is faid, by thofe who wifli moft

A curious circumftance took place relative to thefe promotion's.

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to cxcufc his conduft, to have conceived a difguft * at being 
thus fuperceded, and to have retained it during the whole 
time the cauft of it continued, which certainly was till he 
was fent home prifoner to England by his commander-la* 
chief, as will be prefently feen. 

To offer any remark on the propriety of fo flrange a 
defence, would be only to aggravate the lbame attached, in 
the opinion of many, to the memory of a man whofe error* 
may be now forgotten, as the evils, if any, they occaGoned, 
have long ceafed to be felt. To the brighter fide of his 
chara&er, as a man of general ability and gallantry* we 
ought only now to turn, as a pleating profpeft ought eve* 
to engage the attention of the human mind more than 3 
terrific one. We fhall therefore only brieflyobferve, there 
are fon>e advocates who materially injure the cauie an4 
defence of their clients by offering, as an excufe, circurrvr 
fiances, which if true, aftually enhance, inftead of palliating 
criminality. Mr. Leftock was, in the firft inftance, not 
of a rank in the lift of admirals Aifficiently exalted to entitle 
him, with propriety, to expefi fo exlenfive a command* 
and if he had, he could by no conduct have proved himfelf 
fo little qualified for it, as by betraying the fmalleft <fif- 
content at not having obtained it. Whatever private fcud$ 
or animofities might have taken place between men on 
whofe cordial confidence in each other the fervicc of thcif 
country fo much depended, they fhould in theqifelves uc* 
have been violent enough to come to an open rupture, suad 
they would at leaft have obtained the negative praife of no* 
having permitted their quarrel to reach a dangerous height. 
Some, who are moil loud in their cenfure of Mr. X>«> 
ftock, infift that he purpofely and cautioufly avoided be- 
traying the fmalleft difpleafure or refentment againft Mr. 
Mathews, till he congratulated himfelf with having founa 
an opportunity of completely undoing him.

meeting; and what was flill wore , mortifying, the* cqnmajrfaojt 0/ 
K'Pft *P^ feveral foreign generals', were prefent.

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The circumftanccs of the aflion itfelf, as well as its 
conftquences, have been already given at # fome length 
in the life of Mr. Mathews, whofe former difapprobation 
of his colleague's conduct "received no fmall addition by 
his behaviour on the latter occafion. On their arrival 
at Port Mahon thefe feuds appeared rather to encreafe 
than abate, and ended not, but in Mr. Leftock's fufpenfion 
from command. He was fent to England as a kind of 
prifoneroh board the Salifbury, and Mr. Mathews prefer- 
red a charge againft him to the following cffe£t. 

" That he, not obeying his fignals, and falling too far 
a ftern the night before the action, was incapable of aflift- 
ing,'by which the enemy efeaped. That he might have 
flopped the rearmoft (hip of Don Navarro's divifion, but 
neglected attacking them ; which (hips coming up to at- 
tack the admiral, he was obliged to quit the Real, which 
he had difabled, and would otherwife have taken. That 
the vice-admiral had, on this occafion, vifibly facrificed the 
honour of his country to gratify his private rcfentment. 
That while he nicely pretended to obferve the rules of dif- 
cipline, he fhamefully fet an example of defertion and 
cowardice ; the neceflity of circumftances arifing from 
linforefeen events, is a fuperior direction to any ftandihg 
fules. That it was the duty of a good officer when he faw 
fiis admiral in danger, and fo ill fup'ported by his own 
divifipn, to crowd all the fail he could carry to his afliftance. 
That no poffible plea can be offered for a man, who fees his 
commander expofeel at a diftance without itirring to his 
relief. That the admiral was under the neceflity of engag- 
ing $s he did, Otherwife he would have loft the opportu- 
nity of engaging at all, as the enemy's fquadron were all 
plean, and could fail three feet to our one 4 and though the 
iadmiral did his duty by attacking the Spanifh fquadron 
(the only part of the' enemy's fleet he could come up with) 
he had the mortification neither to be feconded by his own 
diyifion nor that of Mr. Leftock's, who was therefore 
jttftlv chargeable with the difgrace of the day." 

This wa^ fucceede.d; as we have before ftated in the life 
jaf Mr. Mathews, by a rejoinder of the fame nature againft 
Jura. The tedious depifions of the different court-martials 
concluded the quarrel ; and if thefe were not fo fuccefsful 
fs to convince the world in getferaj of Mr. Leftock's in- 
nocence 
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nectnce and perfeft propriety of conduit, they at leaft 
afforded a proof of the impertinence of mankind in arro- ' 
gantly pretending to prejudge points which they do not 
underftand, and which it feeins they ndt unfrequently 
are led to mifconceive. 

Mr. Leftock being, by the judgement of the court, le- 
gally reftored to the (ervice, was, on the 5th of June 1746," '* 
promoted to be admiral of the blue, and appointed to ^ 
command a ftrong fquadron, which had been originally * 
intended for the redu&ion of Canada ; but that expedition " 
being too long delated, was at laft obliged to be abandoned, ' 
as the French, in confequence of the dilatory manner in'* 
which the firft equipment was conduced, had fufficient k 
time to fit out a force infinitely fuperior and foRy com- ' 
petent to. counteraft that of England. The ftorm of war * 
then took a new diredtion, and was deftined to fall on the 
coaft of France ; port L'Qrient, the grand depot of the ' 
French Eaft India company, being the firft objeS of 
attack. The ftrength of the armament was judged by all 7 
parties fully equal to the undertaking, for it confided of ; 
no fewer than fixteen (hips of the line, eight frigates, and' 
two bomb-ketches, having under their convoy a fleet of : 
tranfports and ftorefhips, with all the implements and ftoresV 
neceflary for a fiege, together with aland force confiding 
of 5,800 effective men. * 

A variety of delays, which appeared unaccountable to v 
all who were not properly acquainted with" the cauie of 1 
them, (till prevented the execution of this long- concerted j 
ftroke ; a ftroke aimed at the very vitals of France, and 4 
from which it was hoped we fhould derive complete ratif- 
fa&ion for that infuh to the nation, and the injury to indiVl- * 
duals, occafioned by the fupport given by the enemy to th£* 
Pretender in the preceding year ; not as a perfon whom they : 
really and cordially wifhed to fuccecd in his enterprize,but* 
merely to make a wanton ravage of the country, and create ' 
fome diverfion in favour of thejr army in Flanders by thfc 
mod horrid of all expedients, involving a nation in a civil 
war. At length, on September 14, the fleet failed fromj 
Plymouth, and arriving in fafety on the coaft of BritannyV 
anchored in Quimperly bay on the 18th. But, as if time 
fufficient had not been already wafted, or as though it was t 
thought derogatory to the gallantry of a warlike nation^ 

Y4 to 
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to attack axi enemy unprovided, four days mdft elapfed 
before the army approached the city. Hoftilities now 
appeared to be commencing in carried ; arid, late as the 
feafpn then was, the greateft hopes of fuccefs rrfight have 
been formed, ewn by thofe who were far from fanguine in 
their expectations: out after a fhort defultory attack, con- 
duced in a manner fufficient to have convinced the befieged 
that their aflaitants Were littTe in earned, even this trivial 
appearance of warfare ceafed ; it ceafed at the very inftant 
when the enemy were preparing to propofe terms of fur- 
render: fuch being the wretched ftate of the garrifon, iit 
refpecl to its fortifications, that the governor' and the few 
troops under his command, deemed it abfolutely unten- 
able! 

The troops reimbarked on the 28th unmolefted by the, 
enemy; but as if it was intended to make them ibme 
recompencc for having caufed fo vain ' an alarm', four 
pieces of cannon, a mortar, and no inconfiderable ftock of 
ammunition was left behind. Various attempts have been 
made to account for, and explain the caufe 01 this retreat, 
a- retreat ahnoft unprecedented, when we take into confix 
deration the feveral circumftances that accompany it, 
$Toft people, but they are not friends of NIr. Leftock, in- 
,fift that the general was induced to take this difgracefut' 
ffcp it* confequence of the want of co operation from the 

Set, it being a part of the plan of attack that the admiral 
t Quid force his way into the harbour, which fome hatfe 
been bold enough to infift he never even attempted. 

. Mr. Leftock is faid to have alledged in his defence*, that 
the enemy had blocked up the entrance ir> fuch a manner a& 
to render it impo0ible for him to get in. To do the admiral 
proper jufljee, it does not appear that his conduS really was 
tbe caufe of the failure, for if the operations of the army 
had been conduced with any energy, all extraneous 
affiftaiice wonW have been needlefs. The principal, and, 
indeed, only lofs fufhined by the enemy, in this expedi-* 
tion* was tne deftru£tton of the Ardent, a fhip of fixty- 
Ibur guns, driven on {We and burnt by the Exeter, -

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after a very defperate encounter. The fleet fearing talcep 
on board the troops, and fuch ftpresa-s the Englifh thought 
proper to preferve from falling into the hands of the ene- 
my, quitted the coaft of France on the 8th of Odober, 
and arrived fafe without having fuflained any lofs during 
the expedition. The miniftry wa* diflatisfied, the people 
murmured, but both were content with reciprocally che- 
rifhing their griefs by relating them to each other, without 
taking any fatisfa&ion on the authors of them. 

This was the laft command ever entrufted to Mr. 
Leftock, who did not long furvive the mifcarriage, dying 
on the 13th of December 1746*, as foot* fay, of mere 
chagrin at the above failure, or, *rhat is more probable* 
of rage occafioned by that negle& and indifference 
with which he found himfelf treated, and which Mi 
haughty fyirit was little able to broak. Of all men who 
have been unfortunate enough in their conduit to render it 
the fubjeft of party controverfy, none appears to have been 
lefs qualified for fuch an undertaking than this gentleman ; 
unconciliating in his manners, auftere when in command, 
reftlefs when in a fubordinate ftation, he had fewer friends 
than fell to the lot of moft men, and that number, which 
was gradually diminiihing, his behaviour never appeared 
of a nature to recruit. His perfonal courage we believe 
to have been undoubted even by his enemies, and hit 
abilities were of a clafs, if properly di reded, to have raifed 
him to the pinnacle of fame, and eflentially to have bene- 
fited his country. Confiding too much in them, and 
demanding both from his equals and fuperiors in com- 
mand a deference which all men are ready gratuitoufly to 
offer, but pay mod relu&antly on compulsion, he found 
himfelf, on many occaiions, in the irkfome flrate of being 
neither loved nor feared. His life, however, affords this 
ufeful leflbn to mankind, that neither abilities nor gallan- 
try, even when connected together, are fufficient to form 
a good and revered commander, unlefs true benevolence 
of heart accompany them, 

LONG, Heriry. — We have no lecount of this gentle* 
man previous to his appointment, on the 17th of Septenft- 
1>er 1706, to be captain of the Dolphin. In the follow-

ring the time that gentleman held the Weft India com-

The circumftances of their fervice being To materially and 
indiraately conne&ed with each other, it would be aufelefs 
repetition to add any thing concerning him during the 
above period* We find no mention made of him in the 
fenrfce after his return to England, go* is k evea known 
whether he ever was appointed to any other (hip. In con- 
fequence either oCfome private difcontent, or an unhappy 
temporary frenzy, he put a period to his exigence, by 
fltooting himfelf. This fatal accident happened on the 
13th of December i7 2 3> 

LUMLEY, George, — was the defcendant of a very 
ancient and noble family long fettled in the bifhoprick of 
Durham. Having entered into the navy, and pafted re- 
gularly through the neceflary fubordinate (lations, he was, 
ca (he 17th of September 1706, promoted to the command 
of the DunwLch frigate ► He was principally employed* 
while captain of this (hip, in cruifmg off* Dunkirk and 
the coaft of Holland, for the protection of the coafting 
trade. In a fervice, generally ipeaking, fo undiftinguiftV 
able, little could be expe&edfrpm. it ; but infignificant as it 
might be, he appears to have. rendered it as refpe&able and 
confecjuential as the nature of it would permit, having, by 
his diligence and activity, afforded con fiderable protection 
to the commerce of that particular quarter, by capturing, 
feveral of the enemy's fmall privateers. Being removed 
fometime in the year 1708, into the Burlington frigate, 
which was Rationed as a cruifer in foundings, he died 
captain of that (hip, on the 20th of September 1710, 
. MARTIN, George (2d}.— The name of this gentle- 
man occurs as having been /appointed captain of the Charles 
galley on the 23d of March 1706. We are, however, 
perfectly fatisfied he is the fame perfon that we have 
before given a feort account of*; to that, however^ we 
{hall, on the prefent occafion, beg leave to make a fmall

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addition. The Dragon, the (hip captain Martin com- 
manded in the expedition againft Nova Scotia in the year 
1710, was loft on the Gaflcets, on the nth of May 1711, 
he being at that time her commander. Himfelf and his 
crew preferved their lives ; and this providential efcape 
might probably induce him to retire from the fervice. 

PAUL, John, — entered into the navy foon after the 
revolution, and early in the year 1696 was pro- 
moted to be third lieutenant of the Chichefter. He 
does not appear to have met with any fignal opportu-. 
hity of diftinguiftiing himfelf during the reign of king 
William; but foon after the acceflion of queen Anne, 
having been appointed firft lieutenant of the Kent, he 
difplayed the moft Angular gallantry in the attack of three 
French corvettes, which had taken fhelter with a fleet of 
merchant-fhips in a bay near Mount St. Michael. Rear- 
admiral Ditkes, who was ordered out with a fmall fqua- 
dron for the exprefs purpofe of deftroying the enemy's 
coafting trade, having received intelligence of this expected 
prize, and finding them hawled in fo clofe to the fhore as 
to be out of the reach of his larger fhips, ordered all the 
boats of the fquadron to be manned and armed, and fup- 
ported by the fmaller veflels,, which drew little water, to 
attempt cutting out, or, at worft, deftroying them. One 
of the corvettes, called the Joyeufe, mounting fourteen 
guns, was burnt by the boats of the Kent, which were 
commanded by Mr. Paul, who was defperately wounded 
on this occafion, by a mufquet (hot, through the lower 
jaw. A confiderabte time elapfed before he fo far reco- 
vered his health as to be In a condition to return to the fer- 
vice, a circumftance which, in fome meafure, retarded his 
promotion to the rank of captain, which did not take place 
till the 1 2th of September 1706. He was then appointed 
to the Mary galley, a command in which he appears to have 
Tiad no opportunity of encreafing his already juftly acquired 
charader, as a man of gallantry and condu & *. 

In the year 1709 he was promoted to the Haftings, a 
frigate ordered' on the Irilh ftation, where he was very

' fortunate, 
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fcrtaaate, hwngmade many very valuable pjizes*, and 
eminently contributed to the p^teSion of commerce by 
fcourircj the coaft aud keeping it clear of the enemy's, 
pmaieers^ His. other occupations were thofe of convoy- 
ing the outward-bound (hips fo far to the wefiward as to 
let theon cfear of danger, ajid of oecafionally accompany- 
ing thofe of inferior value, which fi.ifta.ined the commerce 
Ictween Great Britain, and Ireland., He continued in the 
feme line of fervice for many year*, never* having changed, 
cithez his flup or ttation, as we believe, during the war- 
We do not find him- to have received any coramiffiort 
aficx the acceilion of George the Firft, as no mention, is 
made in any of the admiralty papers or lifts we have feen, 
c*en of his death. We learn, however, from a private 
lueqaorandum,, that he died in England on the 3d of April 
1720, 

ROBERTS, John.— We know nothing of th* gemle- 
3>aji till he was, on the 19th of April 1736* appointed 
captain of the Elephant ftoreihip. His advancement m 
the fervice was remarkably flaw, and the fervice.s on which 
lie was employed IhtfcrCpzifequenrta] : acau-fe moft probably 
accidental in itfclf, but unhappily ipoft commonly pro- 
4o£Uve of a uniforip effect. We 'find no mention what- 
ever made of this, gentleman till the year 1728, when 
Ive commanded the Argyll of fifty gum. In this (hip he 
continued till 1731, when he was promoted to the Nor* 
folk, 3, third rate of eighty guns, one of the fleet ordered 
ftr the Mediterranean, under fir Charles Wager, fox the 
purpofe of accommodating the difference between the; 
emperor and the king of Spain ; and that the fame kind of 
ill-fortune might continue to attend him, no particulars, 
worth relating fell to his fhare during the time he held 
either of the above commands. He foon afterwards re- 
tired from the fervice on a fmall penfion, arid died on the* 
nth of February 1744.

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* VERNON, Edward,— *is .a -defcendajit p^the very a*w 
cient and honourable family of the Vernoas # , who we$e 
perfoas of the higheft truft in the reign of William, off 
Normandy, fi fawned the Conqueror, with whom they 
came into England, and obtained very oonfidercibCe 
landed poflfeflions as a reward for their fervice*. 
Mr, Vernon having made choice of a naval fife, was, ©a 
the 22d of January 1 706, after having previoufly npaffcf 
through the feveral fubordinate Rations and ranks in tic 
fervice, promoted to the command of the Dolphin frigate,

It appears from Doorofdav Book, that this Ah> 
chard De Vernon, firft baron of Shipbroke, held the lands and manors 
of Anon, Piclon, Shipbroke, Crew, Hetune, CocbeftaW, Wioe, 
Mataterae, Waintuoe, Devcnham, Doveftock, Adeline, Boetbarpy, 
and others. He was a benefa£ror, with Hugh Lupus, to the abbey -of 
St. Werburgb, in Chefter; and in temp. Wm. lid, gave tythes »f 
Eafton and ri&on, to that abbey. He was fucceeded byhiselde'ft 
fon and heir, William De Vernon, whofe fon, Hugh De Vernon, 
Jiving in 1119, was alfo lord of Northwyk, and with Richard, «ari,«of 
Chefter, likewife a great benefactor to the abbey of St. Werhunrh, 
He married the daughter and heir of Richard De Bail lot (or Magdipl) 
lord of Erdewick and Helgrave ; by whom he had iffue inter alios, 
Wartne Jpt Vernon, fourth baron of Shipbroke, living temp. Hemr 
Hid; whofe eldeft Ion, Richard De Vernon, living 37 HcviylU^ 
bid a grant of the cudody of the cattle aod manor of the Pocke j ami 
dying before his father, left ifltie four font* whereof William, the 
third, was chief juflice of Chefler; and Warine,thec1dtR, marriedAajSa, 
third daughter and one of the co-heirs of William Mai bank, baron of 
Wkh Malbank, now Namptwich, fn the county of Chefter (defcemje* 
from William Malbank, baron of With Mafbaqk, in -tto Wm. lift) 
with whom he acouired a great number of manors in tfcet^coonty, mid 
Was the father of Worine de Vernon, baron of Shiptaokc*"

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At the timfc above-mentioned he was employed on the 
Lifbon and Mediterranean ftatiofcs, under fir John Leake, 
who foon afterwards appointed him to the Rye, and dif- 
patched him for England, in the month of Auguft follow- 
mg, with news of the furrender of Alicant. He returned 
back to the Mediterranean in the fame (hip, and conti- 
nued there till the end of the year 1707, under -the com- 
mand of fir Cloudefley Shovel. He returned fafely to 
England, with the major part of the fleet, in the month 
of O&ober, having efcaped the melancholy fate which 
befel his admiral, and others his brave companions. He 
wasalmoft immediately after his arrival promoted to the 
Jerfey, a fourth rate, and ordered for the Weft Indies, in 
-the month of May, under the command of captain John 
Edwards, who went thither with a fmall reinforcement 
for the fauadron already there under fir C. Wager. 

Mr. Vernon arrived there about the end of July, and 
the hurricane feafon then approaching, no mention is made 
of his having been ordered for fea till the month of Janu- 
ary following. The alarm of an expe&ed attack on Port 
Royal, by a ftrong fquadron under the command of the 
well-known French partifan Du Gue Trouin,having then 
in a great meafure fubfided, the Jerfey, and feveral other 
fliips of the fquadron, were ordered out on feparate cruife * 
as the moft effe&ual mode of injuring the commerce of 
the enemy. Captain Vernon was exceedingly fuccefsful 
in this employment ; and though his good fortune was of 
a nature little calculated to encreafe his fame, or enrich 
him in that extent many have experienced, yet if neither 
of thefe ends were accompliftied, by fo much is he, per- 
haps, more entitled to public favour, that his diligence may 
not by one means or other appear to pafs unrewarded. 
He continued to command the Jerfey, and remained in the 
Weft Indies nearly till the end of the war ; but fuch was 
the poverty of naval occurrences in that part of the world, 
during the above period, that we find no other mention 
made of him, except that, in the month of May 171 1, he 
bad the good fortune to take a ftout (hip, mounting thirty 
guns, bound from the French Weft Indies for Breft, and 
was principally employed, by commodore Littleton, dur- 
ing the remainder of the fummer, in watching the motions 
pf the cpemy's fquadron at Carthagena. 

' The 
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The peace at Utrecht took place foon after Mr- 
Vernon's return to Europe ^and a mod uninterefting 
period of naval hiftory fucceeded, continuing for the fpaoe, 
as k is well known, of nearly thirty years. The opera- 
, tions of this interval were principally, and, indeed, almofi 
without exception, confined to the frequent equipment of 
fleets, which in all probability prevented the (mothering 
embers of war from burfting forth ijito a flame. The 
only commands in which we find Mr. Vernon, are, that 
of the Afliitance,.of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent to the 
Baltic, under fir John Norris, in the year 1714*; and, 
fecondly, of the Grafton, a third rate of feventy guns, 
one of the armament fent, under fir Charles Wager, in 
1 726, to the fame quarter, for the purpofe of co-operating 
with a Danifli fquadron, and reprefling any attempt from 
Ruffia to difturb the peace of northern Europe, a projeft 
that nation appeared to have flrongly in agitation t- 

In civil life, however, captain Vernon was much more 
a£Uve. During a confiderable part of the interval jufl: al- 
luded to, he ferved as reprefentative in parliament for the 
town of Ipfwich, near which he pofleffed no inconfider- 
able landed property. Being a man of ftrong natural abi- 
lities, and pollened of a fluent and ftrong, though coarfe, 
f and fometimes improper mode of delivering his fentiments, 
he was confidered by minifters, to whom he was con- 
stantly} n oppofition,at leaftas one of their moftdifagreeable 
antagonifts. It was natural, therefore, for them to feize, 
with fome degree of avidity, the earlieft opportunity of 
removing him, by any means, from their immediate pre- 
fence. He had a natural impetuofity in argument not ta 
be reftrained by prudence, fo that he was not unfrequently

betrayed into affertions men of greater deliberation would 
have hefitated to make. In one of thefe paroxyfms of 
oratory, after arraigning moft bitterly the torpid mea- 
fures of adminiftration, againft which there was, in all 
probability, a ground of complaint too well founded, he 
proceeded, in very ftrong terms, to infift on the facility 
with which the moft valuable and formidable of the Spanijh 
pofleflions in the Weft Indies might be reduced, under 
the dominion of Britain* In particular he aflerted, not 
only that the town of Porto Bello might be reduced by 
a force not exceeding fix fliips of the line, but that he 
himfelf was actually ready to hazard his life and reputa- 
tion by undertaking fuch an enterprize, which he would 
anfwer with both, fhould terminate with fuccefs. 

Thishafty, and, perhaps, far from ferious opinion, was 
inftantly and eagerly clofed with by adminiftration *. He 
was advanced to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue t on 

"the 9th of July 1 739, and appointed to the command- 
The force he had demanded being colle$ed ana 
equipped with the utmoft expedition, having hoifted his 
flag on board the Burford, of feventy guns, he failed on 
the 20th of the fame month, and, after a long paflage, 
arrived fafe at Jamaica on the 23d of O&ober. Eager to 
repair, as mueh as poffibTe, the inconvenience of Ms for- 
mer delay, he ufed the utmoft diligence in refitting his 
Ihips, fo that he was enabled to fail from Jamaica on the 
5th of November with the following fhips, the Burford, 
of feventy guns (the flag fliip) ; the Hampton Court, pf the 
fame force, commodore Brown and captain Watfon ; the 
Worce.fter, of fi.xty guns, captain Main ; the Louifa and 

'Strafford, of the fame force, captains Wajierhoufe and 
Trevor ; and the Norwich, of fifty guns, captain Herbert. 
Contrary winds retarded his arrival at Porto BeHp till the 
2oth ; and being apprehenfive of driving top far to the 
eaftwatd, ftiouW he continue under fail during the night,

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tie tame to ah anchor about fur leagues from the ftbre. 
Early in the morning of the 21ft he got under weigh and 
worked into the bay with the fquadron, which was led by; 
Commodore Brown in the Hampton Court, the admiral 
htmfelf being in the center. The Attack erf the Iron Fort* 
whkh particularly defended the entrance, commenced as 
the fliips could work up, and was conduced bjrthe feverat 
commanders with fo much fpirit, that the Spanifli foldlers 
in feveral parts of the fort flew fffflft their gtinsj nor couUt 
they be prevailed upon by all the rhetoric of their officers 
to return i 

The admiral obferitfng this defertifcn made the figfial 
for the boats of the different (hips to land the marines and 
jfeamen, who were ordered to hold themfelves in readineft 
for thatpurpofe: there was indeed ttiu£h fpirit, but little 
prudence* in the above order* for as yrf ho breach was 
made, and if the enemy had behaved With any degree of 
nefotation, the affiulants would, in all probability, have 
feverely repented of their temerity. Providence, how- 
ever, frequently favours the attempts of the brave* 
fcVen though they are alloyed by raflmefs* Thd 
(ailors having, with that fpirit of impetuous enttfpfize! 
which is fo much their chara&eritfic, fcaled the wall of 
the lower battery, affifted the foldiers in afcending aftetf 
them, and, without farther difficulty, took poffeflidfi of th^ 
fortifications, oft Which, their former defenders taking tit 
flight, they immediately hoifted Englrfh colours* Ther* 
iiii remained an interior and higher work ift pofleffkm 
of the enemy ; bat that part of the garrifoft whidt in 
the beginning of the *ffafclt confifted, in the whole, of 
about three hundred men, feeing the irrefiftible ardouf 
of the aflailants, and terrified alio at the flight of theif 
comrades* hoifted the White flag as a fignal of fur rendering 
at difcretiori. 

The Gloria Caftie, which more immediately <tefeiid(ed 
the town, now began to fire on the iiurfbrd, feeing the* 
(hip rnoft expo fed, as thofe which had worked in ahead 
of the admiral had fallen to leeward. It fortunately^ 
however, fuftained no other damage 4 than a flight injury td 
its fore-top-*maft, hotwithftanding the fort continued its 
fire till night. Mr. Vernon returned this cannonade tvfth 
briftnefs; and one of his fliof having paffed over the forf 
above-mentioned, and through the very houfe of the 
Vol. IIL Z governor, 
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governor, he was Co intimidated by that, in addition to 
the preceding events, that, early on the next morning, he 
propofed articles of capitulation for the town and all its 
dependencies, which were figned and concluded in the 
courfe of the fame day. 

' Thus was this important conqueft eflfefted with an eafe 
and expedition aim oft unprecedented, and contrary, per- 
haps^ to the expectations of the admiral's friends, or the 
hopes of thofe who were of the oppofite defcription. 
Though we muft on one hand pay the higheft tribute not 
only to the admiral himfelf, but the gallantry alfo of thofe 
he commanded, yet we cannot but, on the other, confefs,that 
the irrefolution and want of fpirit on the part of the defen- 
ders, contributed almoft in an equal degree, to facilitate the 
conqueft. The newsof this fuccefs was received in England 
with a degree of extacy fcarcely to be defcribed. Mothers 
even taught their children to lifpout the name of Vernon as 
an hero whofe deeds ftood far beyond all competition ; and 
by one fingle a<3ion he acquired an universal popularity 
which other men, not fo fortunate, have in vain offered 
the lefs dazzling, but, perhaps, not lefs valuable a&ions 
of a long and well-fpent life without being able to 
obtain. 

His cohduft to the Spaniards after the above conqueft 
was effe&ed, although lefs fpoken of even by his moft 
zealous admirers, was not lefs worthy of admiration than 
that which had more efpecially attracted their notice. He 
difplayed a moderation, a tendernefs and humanity for the 
conquered, truly confonant to the charafter of a brave 
man pofleffing a great and generous mind. Influenced 
by his authority and example, the conduft both of the 
Juiglifh failors and foldiers rather refembled that of friends 
than conquerors ; while a ftrikmg contraft to that beha- 
viour was difplayed by the crews of two large Spanifti 
guarda coftas, and a (loop of war which were then lying 
in the harbour, who fpent the night preceding the 
furrender, in plundering the inhabitants, and committing 
outrages not exceeded by thofe experienced from an ill- 
difciplined and ferocious army on the capture of a town 
by a&ual aflault. The adaiiral was not flow in reward- 
ing the merit of his people, generoufly diftributing among 
them ten thoufand dollars in fpecie, which had arrived for 

2 the 
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the payment of the Spatiifh garrifon a few days before the 
town was taken. 

Another circumftance which redounds highly to the- 
admiral's honour muft not be omitted. Knowing that 
feveral of the fa&ors, and other perfons employed under 
the South Sea company, had been very unjuftly feized, 
rigoroully treated and imprifoned, he wrote, immediately 
after the furrender of Porto Bello, to the prefident of 
Panama, in whofe cuftody they were, infilling, in very 
ftrong and peremptory terms, on their immediate releafe, 
and the Spaniard, not chufing to irritate a conqueror 
whofe rapid fuccefs he had fo lately beheld with difmay, 
endeavoured to pacify him by immediately caufing the 
perfons he demanded to be conducted to Porto Bello. 

The joy of the nation had a better foundation on the 
feveral circumftances attending the conqueft, than the 
mere aft of wrefting a poffeffion, in itielf little valu- 
able, from the hands of the enemy. The harbour of 
Porto Bello was the principal rendezvous of the Spanifh 
guardacoftas which had forfuch a feries of years committed * 
depredations little fhort of actual piracy ; and there was no 
fmall degree of fatisfa&ion as well as national juftice in 
caufing an enemy to feel the firft exertion of Britifh 
refentment in the* very fpot from whence Britain 
had been moft infulted. As it never was intended by 
government to retain poffeflion of their new conqueft* ■ 
the vice-admiral immediately proceeded to talce on board 
the different fhips of the fquadron all the cannon, ammu- 
nition, and (tores, that were worth removal, and to de- 
ftroy the remainder, together ' with the fortifications. 
Thefe different fervices being completely effected by the 
13th of December, the admiral failed on that day for 
Jamaica, where he arrived in fafety, immediately begin- 
ning to refit and revi&ual his fhips in preparation for a 
new expedition. 

Thefe duties being accomplilhed, the vice-admiral 
failed from Port Royal. on the 25th of February 1740, 
and arriving off Carthagena bombarded that city for three 
days, a fpecies of attack in itfelf little calculated to reduce 
a place, or caufe any other effect than that of infutting 
and terrifying an enemy. Mr. Vernon failed for Porto 
Bello on the 10th of March, and again quitted.it on 
Z 2 the 
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the 22d, having refitted his fmall craft and completed the 
water of his fquadron. The next object of his attack 
was the caftle of St. Lorenzo,fituatedat the entrance of the 
river Chagre, a few leagues diftant from Porto Bello. 
The Stafford, which was at that time the admiral's (hip, 
having fprung her fore-too-fail-yard when going in, could 
not come to an anchor till ten o'clock at mght, by which 
time the fire of the fort was coafiderabty reduced, altho' 
h continued to refill till the morning of the 24*h, 
Campbell cenfures rather warmly Mr. Vernon's condiuSfc 
in not fbifting his flag, and going on board the leading (hip* 
immediately on the above accident taking place. There 
does not, however, appear to be any real ground of com- 
plaint on the above occafion ; the obje£t of attack was, in 
Itfelf, remarkably infignificant, capable, in all probability, 
of being reducea, though with more trouble and difficulty, 
by a fingle (hip of the line ; and the gallantry of the ad- 
miral, which nrnft be admitted by all to have been re- 
markably confpicuous on a former occafion, cannot fuffer 
any impeachment, by (o trifling a miftake in duty, on one 
of fr> much inferior confequence. 

The caftle having, as we have juft mentioned, furren* 
dered on the 24th, the admiral proceeded, as he had done 
at Porto Bello, to remove all the ordnance and ftores that 
were of any value* Thefe being fhipped, together with 
4300 bags of Peruvian bark, and feveral other articles of 
merchandise found in the cuftom houfe, he next: hegan to 
demoliih the fort. This being laid completely m ruins, 
the admiral having ordered two guarda coftag, which he 
found in the harbour^ to be deftroyed, once more returned 
10 Porto Bello, where he arrived on the x ft of April. The 
remainder of the year was confumed in fervkes fo little 
confequential as to pafs ynnoticed. But Mr. Vernon's 
fuccefo having coniiderably encouraged the miniftry to 
projeft a more confequential expedition againft the moll 
fonpidable of the Spanifh fettlements in that quarter of 
the world, and the nation colle&ively appearing to fecond 
the attempt by jbe applaufe they beftowed on the bare 
rumour ot the intention, a firong reinforcement was ac- 
cordingly equipped and put under the order of fir Cha-. 
loner Ogle. It was the moft formidable ever fent from 
Europe to that part of the world, confiding of twenty- 
five 
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five fhips of the line, including the Litchfield, of fifty 
guns, and a proportionate number of frigates, with a fleet 
of tranfports, having on board a large body of land forces, 
confifting of twelve or fourteen thoufand men, under the 
command of lord Cathcart. Three Qiips of this fleet, 
the Shrewsbury, Tor bay, and Superbe, went no farther 
than the latitude of Lifbon, where they put in ; and the 
Buckingham, of 70 guns, received fo much damage in * 
gale wnich overtook the fleet foon after it failed, as to be 
obliged to return to England. The remainder, after water* 
ing at Dominica, arrived at Jamaica on Januaiy 9, 1741/ 
and having joined the fquadron already there under Mr. 
Vernon, he had now a moil formidable fleet, confifting of 
thirty mips of the line. From the application of fuch a 
force, what might not have been hoped for ? JBut it was 
the fate of Britain to have perfons by no means united in 
opinion at the head of each department of this armament. 
Lord Cathcart, the original commander-in-chief, a noble- 
man of the higheft chara&er, as a foldier, and a man of 
honour, unfortunately died at Dominica, of a dyfentery^- 
After his deceafe the command of the army devolved 
on general Wentworth, a man, as it is faid, poflefled nei- 
ther of experience or ability fufficient to conduct an ex^ 
pedition of fuch confequence. His defefls, whatever 
they might be, were rendered ftili more injurious to the 
public fervice, by the total want of cordiality and friend- 
fhip between Mr. Vernon and hrmfetf ; the general dis- 
liked the admiral, and the latter defpifed the general. A 
confiderable fpace of time is faid to have been vidiculoufly 
wafted at home in the equipment of the fleet, a circum- 
ftance, if true, unpardonable ; and which was, perhaps, 
as detrimental to the expedition as any other circiiHiftance, 
which is generally fuppofed to have impeded and prevented 
fuccefs. 

The admiral had re-vi£hialled and equipped his fleetJtar 
the end of January; and he himfelf Is charged, both djt 
Campbell and other hiftortans, with a wanton delay in 
that bufinefs: it being however accomplished, the 
armament at length put to fea. A fecond charge now 
arifes again ft the admiral, who is faid to have wilfully de* 
termintd to beart up along the coaft of Hifparriola inftea<f 
of fleering for theHavannah, which he might have reached 

£3 »» 
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in three days, and where he might have allured himfelf 
immediate fuccefs, as that city, though the mod confe- 
, quential of all the Spanifh fettlements in that part of the. 
world, was by no means provided with the means of 
withftanding fo formidable an attack. In a council Of 
war, held off Hifpaniola, it was determined to attack 
Carthagena, for which port the fleet accordingly fleered 
and came to an anchor, in the bay of Playa Granda near 
that place, on the 4th of March *. The fleet continued 
there, and for what reafon is not known, totally ina&ive, 
till the 9th ; when the admiral, with his own divifion and 
that of fir Chaloner Ogle, got under weigh, followed by 
all the tranfports, and brought-to off the fort of Bocca 
Chica, which defended the entrance of the harbour. 
The troops, together with a proper quantity of cannon 
and (lores, were landed, and the attack of the fort juft 
mentioned, appeared to be commenced in earned, A 
variety of miftakes, are faid to have been committed by the 
general, which the admiral certainly on his part laboured 
with the utmoft diligence, on every occafion, to repair and 
remedy t. The caftle of Bocca Chiea being abandoned by 
the enemy, it fell into the hands of the aflailants on the 
25th, as did another fort alfo, called St. Jofeph, which the 
garrifon deferted, as it were in a kind of fympathetic 
terror. 



* On the 12th of that month he was promoted to be vice-admiral 
of the white. 

t The foldiers being terribly incommoded by the fire of a fafcine 
battery on the ifland of Varu, which enfiladed the whole camp* The 
admiral ordered arconfiderable detachment of fea men, under the com- 
mand of captain Bofcawen, to florm the battery in queftion. This 
they immediately carried into effect notwithstanding it mounted 
twenty twenty- four pounders, all which they fpiked and rendered as 
unfit tor fervice as they were capable of doing. The admiral after- 
wards fent commodore Leftock with five fhips of the line to canno- 
nafe the fea- front of the Bocca Chica fcaftle on the 2&d, and 
again on the 24th, a mealure which, by making a mod powerful di- 
verfion, much facilitated the attack from the land fide. The Spa- 
nairds having in fome degree repaired their fafcine battery, it was a 
fecond time ruined by a detachment of failors. And, lafrly, when it 
was dc t rmined to ftorm the caftle, captain Knowles, with the boats of 
the fleet manned and armed, was ordered to menace an attack from 
the feaward, in order tp divide and diftratt the attention of the enemy* 

The 
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The latter was taken pofleflion of folely by the failors ; 
and the admiral refolving to purfue his good fortune, on 
perceiving the enemy were preparing to fink a number of 
their (hips of war which were moored to defend the en- 
trance of the harbour, ordered the feamen to board and 
take. pofleflion of as many as they could/ This could not 
be carried into execution Jo quickly but that the enemy 
had time to fink two of them, and burn a third ; the 
Gallicia only, which was the admiral's fhip and mounted 
fixty guns, Falling into the hands of the Britifh. The 
failors next proceeded to cut a boom which was moored 
acrqfs the channel, and without much difficulty fucceeded 
afterward in opening a paifage through the funk (hips, fi> 
that the flept was enabled to pafs into the inner harbour. 
So highly dkl fortune and the fears of the enemy fecond 
and promote the bold attempts of the aflailants, that the 
Spaniards abandoned a formidable fort, called Caftillo 
Grande, which mounted fifty-nine guns, and, had it 
been properly and fpiritedly defended, would have ren- 
dered the approach of the Englifh (hips to the town ex- 
tremely difficult, as it completely flanked the entrance jufl 
mentioned. 

Thus far fuccefs had fo rapidly followed every motion 
made both by the fleet and army, that to have doubted of 
the entire reduction of the city would have been deemed 
one of thofe vifionary paroxyfms of infidelity and political 
fcepticifm which burft forth even in the hour of conqueft 
and glory, in deterioration of the honour and confequence 
of the moft brilliant yi&ories. So Aire did Mr. Vernon think 
himfelf of acquiring a fecond wreath in addition to that 
beftowed fo munificently on him by the public for his con- 

Jueft at Porto Bello, that he difpatched an exprefs to 
England, by which he announced his good fortune in terms 
fofanguine, that it was received by the whole nation with 
a joy almoft exceedingthat on the former occafion, and con- 
(idered by all as the certain forerunner of complete fuccefs. . 
Here, however, the tide of conqueft turned againft tnis 
hitherto fortunate man, fort St. Lazar, the Citadel of 
Carthagena, and the moft formidable of all its fortifica- 
tions, (till remained to be reduced. Mr. Vernon and 
general Wentworth differed in their opinion as to the 
propereft mode of attack, and mutual contempt for the abi<- 

Z4 lities 
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Uties of each other followed that difagreejpent like caufe 
a#d efie$« 

General Wentwortlj on his part thought it would be 
attended with much hazard, difficulty, and the. loft ef s| 
jaaultitudp of lives to make the attempt by any other means 
than thofe ufually pra&ifed in a regular fiege. The ad- 
miral on his fide, valuing himfelf, perhaps, highly on his 
(kill in reducing forts, encouraged by his extraordinary 
Jiiccefs at Porto Bello, thought no naeafures fo expedU 
tious and certain as an immediate aflault. The adtxriral 
I idiculed the timidity, as he was pleafcd to term the cau^ 
tym of the general ; and the latter complained of a want 
•f due fuppojrt from the admiral. At length, to convince 
Jhe latter of the impropriety of his propokl, brigadier- 
general (juifp was ordered, with a detachment of i£qp 
arcn, to attempt the fort by fcalade at break of day 
en the 9th. Tne complete failure of the ent&prtae in 
fame meafure confiriqeg the propriety of the general's dif- 
approbation of the mode of conducing it, am| the lofg 
(attained, happening to the flower of th$ whole army, 
How much reduced, though more by ftcknef* than the 
fword of the enemy, it was rpfolved in 3 general couacjt 
ef war, held immediately (ubfequ&it to the above failure, 
to. 4efift fixjm any farther affaujt, Mr. Verngn, as an atw 
iempt to convince the general hw much he wronged hin% 
$b ppmplainingof a want of co-operation on his part, order-

•This experiment dpes npt, however, appear to hafe 
been in any degree fatisfa&ory ; many perfons pofitively 
afierting^ that in a different part of the harbour there was 
fufifrjent room a*><i depth of water for four or five fliips of 
the }ine to have lata with their broad fides within pi{iol~ 
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(hot of the walls. Campbell, on this occafion, quotes 
Smollet, who, it is well known, was prefent, and 
whofe teftimony of the proof of the above aflertion, ap- 
pears to have great weight with him. We (hould not, 
perhaps, be perfe&ly ready to place a full confidence irt. 
what is advanced on this occafion, did the aflertion . reft 
en no other evidence than that of Mr. Smollet? that

fraps,. tends as much to enfure fuccefs as the fpirit and 
ardour of the feamen and (oldters who attend them. The 
experience purphafod by this misfortune would not bo 
thought, perhaps, by the nation, too dearly bought, pro* 
vided that, experience prevented any repetition of it m 

ftature.

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. forts, and batteries, which had fallen into the hands of the 
Britifh, the fleet returned to Jamaica, where it arrived on 
the 19th of May with the miferable remains of this once 
powerful army. The admiral ufed the utmoft diligence 
in refitting his fhips ; and having received orders 
from England to retain no greater force with him than 
was neceflary for the protection of that quarter, or to 
cover fuch inferior defultory expeditions as might be un- 
dertaken without any confiderable hazard, he fent home 
commodore Leftock with eleven two- decked (hips and five 
frigates. Others were ordered out to the different ftations, 
where it was thought they could render the mod effectual 
fervice againft the enemy ; and the admiral himfelf, with 
fir Chaloner Ogle, put to fea on the ift of July with a 
force confiding of eight (hips of the line, one of fifty guns, 
twelve frigates, fire fhips, and fmall veffels of war, having 
under their convoy a fleet of forty tranfports and ftorefhips. 
It had been previoufly determined in a general council 
of war, held at Jamaica on the 26th of May, to make an 
attack on St. J ago, in the ifland of Cuba, as foon as the 
fleet and army fhould be in a proper condition to under- 
take fuch an expedition. This,poft, which was at belt of 
no very great importance though confidered as a prelimi- 
nary ftep to the conqueft of the ifland itfelf, was to be firft 
attempted. But as if fuccefs would have been too certain 
if fought for by the means on ordinary occafions deemed 
neceflary to enfure it, it was, as though determined to put 
as much to the hazard as poflible, refolved to land the 
troops at a diftance of upwards of fixty miles, ove? land, 
from St. Jago, in dead 01 affaulting the place itfelf, which 
being of no very great ftrength, would, in all human pro- 
bability, have fallen an eafy conqueft to the cordially 
united abilities of Mr. Vernon and general Wentwortb. 
The troops were landed on the 18th, and, as if the admiral 
was himfelf thoroughly fatisfied the complete conqueft of 
the ifland was as good as effected by that fingle effort of 
hoftility, he immediately changed the name of the port 
which he ted thus taken pofl^ffion of, without oppofition, 
from Walthenham to Cumberland harbour. The news 
of this ftep was immediately tranfmitted.to Britain, where, 
with that ardent and fanguine enthiifiafm fo natural to

Englifhmen, it was confidered as the certain forerunner 
of the moft important advantages *. 

A very fhort time convinced them of the extreme folly 
of this delufion. • General Went worth, after having con- 
tinued on fhore till the 5th of Oftober totally ioa&ive, 
except fending out fmall reconnoitring parties fliould be 
confidered as one of the greateft efforts of a warlike mind, 
on that day informed Mr. Vernon, that he feared it would 
be impoflible for him t© penetrate by land. This opinion 
was confirmed by a council of war, compofed of land 
officers only, held on the 9th; and after continuing in the 
fame camp for fix weeks longer, equally ina&ive, the 
troops reimbarked on the 20th of November, and returned 
difpiiited, and in a condition very unlike that of Conque- 
rors, to the fame port, from whence they had failed a few

The reafons given, by Campbell, for the admiral's conduct, which 
muft certainly appear extraordinary to all who are not thoroughly 
convinced of the propriety of itscaufe, tend very much to exculpate 
him; and although we do not entirely give our aflent to the truth of 
his argument, it would be uncandid to fupprefs a (ingle fy/Iable that 
could contribute to raife fo well known a character in the public 
cfteem. 

" The ifland of Cuba is not only the largeft of the Antilles, but 
. it is alfo faid to be the moft fruitful and healthy of any in the Weft

'* There were, at this time, twelve Spanifh fhips of the line aff thfe 
Havannah, a populous city on the weft fide of the ifland, where the 
governor refides, and where there were ftrong fortifications and a 
numerous garrifon ; for thefe reafons, though the conqueft of the 
whole ifland was ultimately intended, it was thought advifeable to 
begin with St. Jago, a lets confiderable city on the eaftern Coaft. 
Walthenham harbour lies about eleven leagues fouth-weft from St. 
Jago, and diftant by land about fixty miles, on which fide the city is 
almoft entirely defencelefs. Its fortifications to the fea were not for- 
midable; but the entrance into the harbour is (o extremely narrow, 
and the navigation fo dangerous, that nature has fufficiemly fecured it 
from a naval attack: on thefe confiderations it was refolv'ed, in a 
general council of war, held on board the admiral, on the 20th of 
July, to land the troops immediately, and take the city of St. Jago by 

months 
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months before, vainly flattering themfelves with the hope 
of efFe&ing a complete conqueft of all the Spaniih Weft 
Indies. 

Mr. Vernon, after his return, did every thing in his 
power to render the force under his particular command 
as ferviceable as poffible againft the enemy. By his pru- 
dent difpofition, aided by the a&ivity of the different 
Commanders, a confiderable number of prizes were made 
Ijoth of force and value. On the 15th of January a long 
expe&ed reinforcement of two thbufand marines arriving 
at Jamaica, under convoy of two mips of fifty guns and a 
frigate, the hopes of obliterating from the memory of their 
countrymen all their former difgraces and disappoint- 
ments, appeared once more to revive in the hearts of the 
few brave furvivors. Before the conclufion of the month 
it was refolved, in a council of war, to land at Porto Brflo, 
and, marching acrofs the ifthmus of Darien, to attack 
Panama, a rich town fituated on th<* South Sea. Two 
months, however, unavoidably elapfed before the fleet was 
in a condition to fail. At length, every difficulty being 
overcome, the admiral put to fea about the middle of 
March with eight Alios of the line, five fmaller veflels, 
and forty transports, naving on board a corps confifting 
of three thoufand effedtive men, befidcs a body of five 
hundred negroes raifed for the expedition by governor 
Trelawney, whc himfelf accompanied it. 

This armament anchored in the harbour of Porto Bello 
en the 28th ; and the Spanifh governor having immediately 
on difcovering the fhips, marched for Panama with all the 
troops under his command, which confifled of Qnly thro* 
independent companies of Spaniih troops and two of 
mulattoes; the admiral was fanguine enough to think no 
dbftacle now remained that could prevent the troops from 
commencing, and continuing their march unmoiefted to/ 
the defired objeft of attack. 

It appears that Mr. Vernon on this occafion placed 
greater confidence in the promifesand refolves of a cooncil 
of war than they truly feem to haw -defer ved. He was 
not yet fufficientjy taught by .the event of the former ex-? . 
pedition to doubt of fuccefs, where it depended on march- 
ing a body of troops for fp con fide r^le a distance in an 

enemy'* 
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taemy's country, a country too remarkably unfavourable, 
and, indeed, 'deftruftivc to european constitutions. The 
vice-admiral was a man moft undoubtedly pofleffed erf a 
very ftrong and intrepid kind, of a temper habituated to 
the contempt of diffkulties^thinking that no obfhele was 
Unfurmountable when oppofed by fpirit and aftivity ; but 
with the nature of the operations of an army a&ing at a 
diftance from his fliips, he certainly could be but little ac- 
quainted, and was, perhaps, too apt to coniider a pruden- 
tial attention in the general, to the lives of his foldiers, as 
the effect of timidity. The ill fuccefs which attended 
every enterprize unoertaken during this ill-fated expedi- 
tion, is a convincing and irrefragable proof, that a wane 
-of perfedt harmony and good uhderftanding is as defini- 
tive to public fervtce as any other want that can occur in 
it. 

The fanguine and eager temper of the admiral received 
a dreadful {hock from the refolution of a fecond council of 
war, compofedof land officers only, held immediately after 
the landing of the troops. Theadvanced feafon, the force of 
the army reduced by ficknefs, and the feparation of fevcral 
of the tranfports with troops, added to a report that the gaf - 
rife*! of Panama had received a confiderabie reinforcement 
independent of that which had retired from Porto Bell o, were 
. deemed reafons unanfwerable for not purfuing the expedi- 
tion any farther. Ml Vernon was far from fatisfied with the 
conclusion drawn from fu«h premifes, but was reludantly 
obliged to fubmit to an opinion he held in utter contempt. 
The army reimbarked and failed from Porto Bello early 
in the month of April, but did not reach Jamaica till the 
15th of May. After this time we do not find any expedi-' 
tion to have been undertaken during the time he continued 
to command on the Jamaica ftation. Miniftry were at 
length convinced of the extreme impropriety of continuing 
jwo men of fuch jarring tempers any longer in the fame * 
command. An order of recal, which had been often 
folicited in vain on the part of the vice-admiral, was fen* 
out, by captain Fowke, in the Gibraltar frigate ; and that 
veffel arriving at Jamaica on the 23d of September, on the 
18th of O&ober the vice-admiral failed for England, re- 
figaing his command to fir Chaloner Ogle. 

Mr* 
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Mr. Vernon, after his arrival in England, continued to' 
be unemployed till the year 1745, but in the interim wasr, 
00 the 9th of Auguft 1743, advanced to be vice admiral of 
the red* His retirement appears to have been compulfive

•* As we that live retired in the country often content ourfelves 
Vuh the information we derive from newspapers on a market-day, I 
did not fo early obferve the advertifement from your office of the 23d 
of this month, that, in purfuance of his majedy'a pleafurc, the right 
honourable the lords commiftioners of the admiralty had made the 
following promotions therein mentioned, in which I could not but' 
obferve there was no mention of my name amongft the flag officers, 
though by letters of the 10th inftant you directed to me as vice-admi- 
ral of the red, and (by their lordffiip's orders) defired my opinion on 
an affair for his majefty's ferv ice, which I very hoQeftly gave them, as 
I judged mod conducive to his honour, fo that their lordfhips could 
not be uninformed that I was in the land of the living. 

" Though the promotions are faid to be made by their lordflup's 
orders, yet we all know the communication of his majefty's pleafdre 
mud come from the fir ft lord in commiffion, from whom principally 
his majefty is fuppofed to receive his information on which his royal 
orders are founded; and as it is a known maxim of our law, that the 
king can. do no wrong, founded, as I apprehend, on the perfuafion 
that the crown never does fo but from me mifinformation of thofe 
whofe refpe&ive provinces are to inform his majefty of the particular 
affairs under their care. The fir ft fuggeftion that naturally occurs to 
an officer, that has the fulled teftimomes in his cuftody, of having 
happily ferved his majefty in the command he was intruded with to his 
royal approbation, is, that your fir ft com mi (Doner muft either have 
informed bis majefty that I was dead, or have laid fomething to my 
charge, rendering me unfit to rife in' my rank in the royal navy, of 
which) being iofenfible myfelf, I defire their lordfhips would be pleafed 
to inform me in what it confifts, having both inaction and advice, always, 
to the beft of my judgment, endeavoured toferve our royal mafter with a 
zeal and activity becoming a faithful and loyal fubjecl,and having hither* 
to received the public approbation of your board » I confefs, at mjMimo 
of life, a retirement .from the hurry of buGnefs, to prepare for the 
general audit, which every Chriftian ought to have perpetually in hit 
mind, is what can't but be definable, and might rather give me oc- 
cafion to rejoice, than any concern, wl?ich (I thank God) it does very 
little ; yet that I might not by any be thought to be one that would 
decline the publick lervice, I have thought ©roper to remind their 
lordfhip's I am living, and have (I thank God) tjie fame honeft zeal 
reigning, in my bread, that has animated me on all occafions to ap- 
prove myfelf a faithful and zealous fubject and fervant to my royal 

mafter i 
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by him to Mr. Corbett, who was at that time fecretary to 
the board of admiralty. Whether or no it was the immediate 
caufe productive of the defired effect: we cannot pretend to 
determine, but after having two or three times amufed him- 
felf in a fimilar manner by arraigning the conduct of mini- 
flers, as well as by making them the general theme of his 
reprobation in the houfe of commons, he was, on the 23d 
of April 1745, promoted to be admiral of the white, and 
appointed to command the fleet ordered to be equipped for 
the north Tea, in confequence of the impending invafion of 
Scotland in favour of the Pretender. It was at one time 
in contemplation to have appointed him prefident of the 
court-martial aflembled for the trial of the admirals 
Mathews, Leffock, and the reft of the officers accufed of 
being concerned in the mifcarriage off Toulon ; but this 
idea was prefently abandoned, and we muft confefs, not 
improperly, when we confider the impetuous temper of the 
worthy admiral, which appeared but little calculated for a 
ftation requiring fo much patience, coolnefs, and delibe- 
rate judgement. 

In the month of Auguft he had his flag flying on board 
the St. George in Portsmouth harbour ; but his fqnadron 
being foon afterwards equipped, he removed into the 
Norwich and failed for the Downs, where he continued, 
the intervals of cru;fing excepted, during the greateft part 
of the enfuing winter. This period of his command was, 

Eerhaps, the moft interefting of his whole life ; and it is 
ut bare juftice to his memory to confefs, no man could 
have been more diligent or more fuccefsful in that parti- 
cular fervice to .which the neceffities of his country called 
him. The prudent difpofition of his cruifers totally 
prevented the introduction of any confequential fuccour, 
and the ferment as well as fear of that part of the nation, 
fartheft removed from the fcene of action, was confider- 

mafter; and if the fir ft lord commiffioner has re pre fen ted me in any 
other light to my royal m after, he has acled with a degeneracy unbe- 
coming the defcendant from a noble father, > whofe memory I rever- 
ance and efteem, though I have no complements to make to the 
judgment or conduct of the fon, &c. &c.

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ably allayed by the firm confidence all tanks of perrpl* 
placed in the circurafpeftion and diligence * of this very 
popular character. 

This was truly the zenith of his glory * and a continued 
propriety of condu& might have enfured to him that lad- 
ing fame which neither the obloquy of party, nor the en* 
tious malice of hiftorians attached to it, would ever have 
been able to traduce. It was not, however, in the nature* 
of Mr. Vernon to be content with acauiring honour by the 
ordinary methods. His impetuofitv had ailumed a power 
of a£ting, on all occafiohs, independent of every control or 
oppofition ; and this principle, which never failed to dif- 
play itfelf in every tranfa&ion of his life, was t in all 
human probability, the bane of that fuccefs which his own 
gallantry, had it remained pure and unalloyed, would no* 
nave failed to have procured, on every occafton, where it 
was exerted.

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The admiral failed from the Downs, on a criiife, the 
latter end of December, having his flag on board the 
Moniiiotith, of feventy gUnS, with three (hips of fifty guns, 
two of forty, five frigates, and fifteen tenders, the greater 
part of them privateers^ which the admiral had taken upon 
him to retain in the fervice; The daemon of popularity 
had infefted him, and fome very new and extraordinary 
regulations which, ill confequehCe of that mania* he had 
taken lipoh him to make, being difapproved of by the board 
of admiralty, produced a remonftranee on their part, and 
a paflionate reply on that of Mr. Vernon. 

He returned to the Downs in a very feVr days after- 
Wards and ftruck his flag, which he never again re-hoifted, 
fie himlelf not chufing to fubmit to the trammels of rules, 
regulations, and common ufage, and administration not 
being over anxious to entruft a command With a man whom 
they found they muft never prefume to control. The 
admiral, as is eiiftomary in all political difputes, was ex- 
tremely violent : he appealed to the public ; and, as his 
laft refort, burft forth in paper attacks on the meafures of 
adminiftration; and the immediate condu& of minifters to 
himfelf The people read ; fome few pitied and thought 
him ah injured man ; a greater part more feriou fly judging 
his cafe,- from his own fiatement* condemned him ; but by 
far the greateft number turned from the difpute as a matter 
in which they felt no fort of concern # .

full moorr, of which nothing could give me greater pleafure, than 
having rendered fuch effectual fervice to his majefty,.and my country, 
jthough I have been treated in that contemptuous manner in your 
letters. 1 have given captain Hill the orders, you have inclofed a copy

*' As I am confeious 1 have done notning ever juAfy (o forfeit that' 
good opinion that engaged* your grate to honour me wif!h your pa- 
tronage and friencifhip, I entertain too good an opinion of your grace. 
to think I have not the continuance of it, notWithft.mding the late 
incident of my being hunted out of my command by the operative 
malice of fome malicious and induftrious agent, that is too well 
Screened over for my being able particularly to difcover him, and 
point out who it is; fo that muft remain to me a fee ret, till fome*** 
happy providence in courfe of time may more clearly difcover it, not 
being neverthelefs in my own mind doubtful, but I can trace the ori- 

final caufe of it, and gueCs pretty nearly a* who may be the concealed 
ire&or of it. As the pen of the Secretary of the admiralty conveyed 
thefe bitter (hafts that were levelled at me, I thought it right to fffggeft, 
that his pen might be tinged with a gall flowing from his own mind, 
beyond the direction he might receive from it, from which I thought 
it my duty to acquit hftn on a gentleman -like^apology in regard to tn> 
p£oe, which I was no ft ranger to its bring his duty to obey, and on an 
aifurance of a good will he had always profefled, and I well know I , 
tad never given him occafion to attar the fentiments of a profefled 
friendfhip for me. 

" One of the occaMons taken to juftify this condu& toward* 
xne has been, that I had, within the Channel of England, on a 
ihip's fervice being immediately wanted for proceeding to fea, and 
being without a gunner (certainly a neceflary officer for her defence) ' 
and which I could not think myfelf jiuuified in permitting to go to 
fea without, pre fumed, as it is called, to warrant a gunner to her, for 
to proceed to fea in her, as I judged it to be abfolutely neceflary for 
his roajeuy^s fervice, and the defence of the (hip. 

" Having now ftated the fac"t, my fentiments are, that to fupport the 
neceflary command of the officer the king had appointed, it was the go- 
vernment's intereft that the coramandcr-in-chiet (houfd name all officer;* 
that fell vacant, and has not been denied while the depending fervice 
was effential, but pretences have been made from the admiralty,' that 
the (hips were not aflcinblcd, or not under orders, and as cheeks ai% 
in their power, they have contradicted it, though always to the pre- 
judice of the crown's fervice; for when the people ot the fleet fete: 
their commander in chief can neither fupport their pretentions of 
merit, nor his own authority over them, they muft natural lyio&k after 
thofe who are no judges of their fervice, and renders the comnfander 
contemptible to the fleet ? this power is known to have been abfolutc 
in the comraanderVin chieT in the Channel, and to one who has- ad- 
ded honours to your grace's family y and when that power has been 

wanting, 
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believe to have truly been the caufe of his being ftrucjc 
off the lift of admirals, which was done on the nth of 
April ; but he himfelf voluntarily, and, indeed, wilfully, 
quitted his command three months before. From this 
time he lived almofl totally in retirement, troubling him- 
felf but little with public affairs. After a temperature of 
mind for eleven years, which he would never have expe- 
rienced had he continued a public character, he died in 
an advanced age, at his feat at Nacton in Suffolk, on the 
30th of Odober 1757. 

Of all men who have been fortunate enough to obtain 
Celebrity as naval commanders, few appear to have taken 
greater pains to fully their public fame by giving full fcope 
Aoall their private feelings : yet probably, for this not very 
uncommon reafon, he rofe the greater favourite of fortune, 
in the minds of the people, to that pinnacle of popularity, 
the height of which was, indeed, great enough to dazzle 
and diftraft the firmeft minds; fo that to the infir- 
mity of human nature may, in fome meafure, be afcribed 
that extravagance of conduft which might otherwife be 
more condemned. To fay he was a brave, a gallant 
man, wouftf be a needlefs repetition of what no perfon 
has ever prefumed to deny him. His judgement, his 
abilities, as a teaman* are unquestioned ; and his charac- 
ter, as a man of ftridt integrity and honour, perfectly 

wanting, it has, I believe, been always found prejudicial to the fervice 
of the crown and profperity of the kingdom. 

" I fhajl now only add, that I am at prefent detained here for hav- 
ing my baggage embarked For proceeding to Harwich in one of the 
armed veflefs vice admiral Martin has been fo obliging to affign me, 
tO s carry it to my houfc on the Ipfwich river. 

' " 1 propofp at pre feat being jn London j>y Tuefday or Wednefday 
night ; whenever it is Ilhall be at your grace's doqr thfe next morning 
after my arrival, in order to pay my duty to your grace ; and after-

How mud we lament then that points fo 
brilliant ftiould have their luftre, dimmed by the dark 
fhade of obftinacy, vanity, and intemperate folly ! Yet 
when we really find there feveral heterogenous qualities' 
ftrangely mingled in one perfon, we lhoufd, thinking hu- 
manely of his failings, confider them as foils ufed to en- 
creafe the luftre of the virtues which are fet on them, and 
lament that the brighteft jewels which can adorn the human 
mind fhould need fuch extraneous aid to render thetn moft 
confpicuous *. 

WALPOLE, Galfridus,— was the youngefl fon Of 
Robert Walpole, efq. reprefentative in parliament for the 
borough of Caftle Fifing. His family was one of the 

' * The force under Mr. Vernon when he (ailed from Spithead on the 
expedition againft Porto Bello, confifted of four {hips of feventy guns, 
three of fixty, one of fifty, and one of forty ; of thcfe be left three of 
(eventy gunsj the Lenox, Elizabeth, and Kent, to cruife off Cape 
Ortugal for thirty days, in hopes that they might fall in with the 
Azogues mips which were daily expeded in Spain, ordering them to 
return to England at the expiration of their cruife.

The firft commiflion he ever received as a naval officer we believe to * 
have been that of fecond lieutenant of the refolution, one of the (hips 
fent, in 1702, to the Weft Indies under commodore Walker. In 
this ftation he is faid to have acquired that complete knowledge of the 
Weft Indies which was afterwards fo ferviceable both to himfelf ancj 
liis cpuntry. In the year 1704 he ferved on board the fleet, under fir 
George Roojce, which convoyed the king of Spain to Lifbpn. He 
there received from his majefty's own hand a valuable diamond ring, 
and a purfe of one hundred guineas. He was afterwards prefent ana 
very much diftincuiflied himfelf at the battle off Malaga; as he did 
alfo in many of the moft honourable naval events fubfeqqent to tjiat 
iifne, and prior to his promotion to the tank qf captain.

Another Henry de Walpole, probably fon of the former, was a. 
perfon of much eminence, adhering to the barons in the reign of 
ling John, and being taken prifoner, he was obliged to pay a fine 01 
one hundred pounds (an immenfe fum in thofe days) before he could 
obtain his deliverance. This appears from the, king's . mandate to 
Peter de Maule, dated at Lincoln, Sept. 18, 1216, in which he figni- 
fies having received fatisfadion for the faid fine ; and commands hinV 
to releafe the faid Henry from being his prifoner, he giving feeurity,'by 
oath and by his charter, faithfully to adhere to the king, on the forfeiture' 
of all bis lands, if he fhould again revolt. 

The family of Walpole hath ever fince flourifbed in the fame place,\ 
(Houghton) many of them having been of the degree of knights, and 
returned to different parliaments as representatives for the county. 
JLdward Walpole, the grandfather of Galfridus, was ele&ed reprefen-' 
tative for the borough of Kings Lynn, in the parliament which beganj 
at Wefrminfier April 25, 1660, and voted the restoration of king 
Charles the Second. He himfelf and his father joined with fir "Ho-, 
ratio Townfhend in fortifying the haven of Kings Lynn, and raifing 
forces for his majeftv's reception in cafe he had not been peaceably 
reftdred; for which ferviccs he was created one of the knights of the 
bath on the 19th of April 1661. This fir Edward was a man mofV 
highly, efleemed; and the corporation of Lynn had fo high a fenfe of 
his integrity that they prefented him with a noble piece of plate, as a 
tefiumony of that good opinion.

appointed captain of the Lipn, of fixty guns. , Me war 
foon afterwards ordered to the Mediterranean, where, in 
the month of March 1710-11, he diftinguifhed himfelf 
very remarkably in an a&ion with four French flaps of 
war, mounting, as it is faid in the Gazette, No. 4837? 
fixty guns each. 

Captain Walpole had been flattened by fir J. Norris, 
at that time cpmmander-in-chief in the Mediterranean* 
with the Lyme frigate, and Severn, of fifty guns, under 
the orders of captain Pudner, who commanded the latter 
(hip, to Sruife off the bay of Vado, while the main fleet 
lay there at anchor. 

When the enemy's (hips were firft defcried, captain 
Walpole and his companions were in fight of the fleet; 
and on a fignal made by them, fir John Morris detached 
the Naffau and P^eter, and afterwards the Dartmouth 
and Winchelfea, to thejr afiiffance. The a&ion had, 
however, commenced, and, indeed, nearly ended, before 
even the (hips firft <lifpatched could get up. The Severn 
was fo much di fabled as to be obliged to quit the conteft 
and put back into Vadq road, attended by the Lyme f 
Captain Walpole, encouraged by the fight of the (hips 
which the admiral had ordered out to fupport him, con- 
tinued the chace and afti on notwithftanding this misfortune 
and the fuperior force. of the enemy. His gallantry 
did not, however, meet with the reward it very juftly' 
merited. After a very fpirited conteft, in. which he him- 
felf was unfortunate enough -.to lofe his right arm, and to 
have upwards of forty of his people killecl and wounded, 
his (hip was fo much difabled as to prevent him from 
continuing the aftion, which neither the accident he had 
perfonally fuftained, nor the daughter among his people, 
would have been inducements fufficient to have made him 
defift from*. 

Captain Walpole after his recovery continue^ to com T 
mand the fame fl>ip, and remained alfo on the, fame flat ion 
till the conclufion of the war, but without meeting jwith. 
any other occurrence memorable enough to be refcltfd&H^^ ^fl 
except having, in the month of January 1711-12, captured 
a large French privateer, mounting forty-four guns, and

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two or three infignificant trading veflels. He does not 
appear to have ever gone to Tea after the conckifion of tfye 

1>eace of Utrecht ; and his retirement was in all probabi- 
lity occafioned merely by the accident -which Jiad befallen 
him. He was chofen reprefentative for the borough of 
J^eftwifhiel, in the < fir ft parliament called after the accef- 
fion of king George the Firft ; and, as an honourable kind 
of iinecirte,' was appointed captain of the Peregrine yacht. 
He was^iot long afterwards made treafurer of Greenwich 
hofpital*; and, on the 8th of April 1721, was nominated 
joint, poftmafter-general, and commiflioner fo Aie regu- 
lation of the pod office. In this ftation he continued till 
his death, an event which took place on Augiift7, 1726. 
■. WILLIAMS, John, — entered into the navy very foon 
after the revolution ; and, in the year 1693, was appointed 
third lieutenant of the Cornwall, of eighty guns. No- 
thing farther relative to him has come to our knowledge 
till his appointment, on the 25th of September 1706, to 
be captain of the Experiment. He was afterwards pro- 
moted to the Dover, wljich (hip he commanded, being 
ftationed as a cruifer at the entrance of the Channel in 
the month of June 1709 ; and appears to have been very 
a&ive and fuccefsful in capturing feveral prizes, though of 
no confiderable value and confequence. He was after*, 
wards made captain of the Firrae, in which flup he died 
pn the 6th of November 171 1. ' 

WINDAR, or WINDER, Jofcph.-rW* do npt find 
any mention made of this gentleman till his appointment, 
on the 1 ft of December 1706, tq be captain of the Arun- 
del frigate; and are again ignorant of any particulars 
concerning him till the year 171 1, when he commanded 
the Kingfton, of fixty guns, one of the fquadron fent f 
under the command of fir Hovenden Wal.ker, pn the un- 
fortunate expedition again ft Quebec. While the fqua- 
dron was on its paffage to Bofton, the Kingfton was de- 
tached to New York with orders to efcort from thence 
fuch ftorefhips and victuallers as had been collected for 
that expedition. Captain Windar followed fir Hovepden 
into thQ river St. Lawrence, but does not appear to have 
been with the fleet at the time the fatal accident befej it, 
which put a period to the expedition.

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We do not find him mentioned as captain of any ftjp 
after the. peace at Utrecht till the year 1718, whim ho 
commanded the Rochefter of fifty guns, one of fir George 
Byng's fleet, then ordered for the Mediterranean, in thii 
fhip he was prefent at the memorable engagement with 
the Spanifli fleet off Sicily, being ftattoned to lead the 
fleet on the larboard tack After his return to England, 
at the conclufion of the war, it is tnoft probable he retired 
from the fejvice, as we do not find him commander o£ 
any other fhip till the year 1734, when he was appointed 
to the Lctiox, of feventy guns, a command he refigned 
frimoft immediately afterwards, probably on account of ill 
health* We have not been able to colled* any other in- 
formation concerning him, except that he di*4 tyi the 19th, 
of March 1737-8, 



BOWLER, Robert,— was, in the year 1696, ap* 

S»nted fifth lieutenant of the Royal WiMiam, a firft rate, 
fter having ferved with much reputation in a fimitef 
Ration on board different fhips, he was, on the 28th of 
January 1707, appointed captain of the Experiment, by 
commodore Kerr, who had, at that time, the command of 
the fquadron at Jamaica. Captain Bowler is mentioned 
in the addrefs prefented to queen Anne, by the houfe of 
lords, irtthe* month of February 1 707-8, againft Mr. Kerr, 
and is there charged as a party involved in* the fame de-t 
tenquency, which was punifhed with the dfftniffion of thai: 
gentleman : Mr. Bowler mod probably was deemed un- 
cenfurable from the confideration of his a&ing in only 3 
fiibordinate ftation, for no farther notice was taken of this 
matter far as he was concerned. We do not, however^, 
find any other mention made of him during the war ; nor is 
it ftated that he held any command till 1720, in whicl* 
year he' was appointed to the Bedford^ of feventy guns, 
one of the fleet ordered for the Baltic, under fir John 
Non;is.- He continued to command the fame ihip during 

th<* 
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the following year, and was alfo employed on the fame 
fervice as in the preceeding. No other mention^being 
jpade of him, it is natural to conclude he retired from the 
fervice when he quitted the Bedford, which he did at the 
conclufion of the year 1721. He died on the 22d of July 
1734. 

^ CHILLEY, or CHILLY, John, —was appointed a 
lieutenant in the navy very foon after the revolution, and, 
in 1692, ferved on board the RufTel, of eighty guns. He 
Was not, however, promoted to the rank of captain till 
the 1 8th of July 1707, when he was made commander of 
the Mermaid frigate. His name does not again occur in 
the fervice, from which he altogether retired in 1722, 
being appointed mafter-attendant at Woolwich. He re- 
' tained this office till the time of his death, which happened 
on the 27th of September 1734. 

CLARK, Robert; — No mention is made of this gen~ 
tleman previous to his appointment, on the 28th of May 
1707, to be captain of trie Crown. He was foon after- 
wards removed into the Adventure, and fent to the Weft 
Indies, where he was unhappily killed on the ift of March 
1708 !, gallantly, though fruittefsly, attempting to defend 
his fhip againft the enemy ; which, notwithftanding hit 
exertions, aided by thofe of his people, was compelled te» 
furrender foon after he fell. 

COCKBURN, John,— was, on the 14th of November 
I707, appointed captain of the Looe. The different 
fervices on which he was for fome years employed were 
fo little diftinguifhable, that we find no mention whatever., 
made of him till the year 1711, when he commanded the 
Sapphire, of forty guns, one of the fhips of war employed 
on the American ftation. Having been ordered to join 
fir Hovenden Walker, off Cape Breton, he attended that 
unfortunate commander into the river St. Lawrance, and 
after the lamentable difafter which befel that fleet, was 
difpatched for Bofton to carry intelligence of the failure. 
He did not afterwards rejoin the fquadron, being left be- 
hind for the protection of Annapolis. In 1718 he com* 
jnanded the Salifbury, one of the fquadron fent, under 
jfir John Norris, to the Baltic ; but no mention is made of 
Jam after this time till the year J 7 27, when we find him 
captain of the Suffolk, of feventy guns, one of the fleet fitted 
for the Baltic, and alfo put under the command of fir John 
Norris, \n 
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In the year following he was captain of the York, a 
fourth rate; and, in 1728, of the Guernfey, a ftyp of tfyc 
fame force. >Jo naval occurrence, however, worth com- 
memorating, took place during the time he held either of 
the above commands. Being, in 1730, appointed captain 
of the Lark, of forty guns, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
)>e died at Barbadoes on the 29th of April 1731-. 

DUFFUS, Kenneth Sutherlapd, Lord, — was the 
eldeft Jbq of James, fecond lord Duffus, and the lady 
Margaret Mackenzie, daughter of Kenneth, third earl of 
Seaforth*. Having attached himfelf to a Maritime life 
lie was, after having fcrved a fufficient time in the fubor> 
dinate ranks, promoted, on the 7th of April ,1707, to 
command the Portfmouth. He did not long remain in 
this fhip, being afterwards appointed to the Advice, ia 
Vhich veifel he had a very fignal encounter with a (quadrat) 
of French privateers belonging to Dunkirk, The particu- 
lars of thip action are related with fome degree Qf precis 
Hon in a letter from that place, dated July the 2d, 1711. 

* The great aod illuftrknis family from which this nobleman is 
^efcended yields to none in the whole kingdom of Scotland for antU 

2uity. Hiftorians, making mention of thanes and earls of Sutherland, 
s foon as thofe dignities were known there, the Sntherlands are faid- 
t6 be fprung from a warlike people called the Moravii, who camo 
from Germany in the reign of king Corbed the Firft, and afforded 
kirn great affiftaoce in his wais againft the Romans. That monarch 
rewarded them nobly; and gave them large pofleflionsin the northern, 
parts, where they fettled. From them the coqnty of Murray had its 
name; and their pofteritv became proprietors of all that large tracl of 
cotmtry now called Murray, Rofs, Sutherland, Caithnefs, «c. ' 

The firft immediate anceflor of this family, noticed ly fir Robert. 
Jordan of Gardonftawn, wft o has written its hiftqry, is A Han, thane 
of Sutherland, a man of high rank and confiderable authority, who 
fTourifhecj in the reigns of Duncan, and Macbeth tte Ufurper. His 
elder), fori, Walter, was created earl of Sutherland by king Malcolm 
the Third, in the year 1067, foon after he had obtained pofieffion of 
his throne, and is mentioned as among the firft per foas in the king* 
«lom who ever obtained that dignity. 

The ford Duffus was lineally defcended from Nicholas, fecond fan; 
©f Kenneth, fixth earl of Sutherland, who, in the year 1380, obtained 
a grant from his brother William, feventh earl of Sutherland, of 
certain lands ; which grant was afterwards confi< med by a charter 
onder the great feal from king David Bruce, the faid lands beiug 
creeled into a free barony. This Nicholas married Mary, daughter 
and heirefs of Reynald de Cheyne, with whom he received the lands 
and barony of Duffus, which afterwards became the family title. 
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*« On Wednefday niorning, the 27th of June, the Ad^ 
Vice, a fmall fourth rate of forty-fix guns, commanded by 
the ldrd Duffus, fell in with eight privateers of the enemy 
off Yarmouth. One of the bed failers came clofe up with 
him, but not thinking it convenient to engage fhortened 
fail till the others were up alfo. About half an hour pad 
ten five of them came clofe alongfide and hoifted. French 
colours. About eleven they engaged, mod of them lying 
always upon the quarters of the Advice, relieving each 
other while the reft kept aftern, fo that they maintained a 
continual fire. In half an hour the fails of the Advice 
were torn to pieces, and not a brace or bowling left. Her 
tnafts were alfo much wounded, and moft of the fhrouds 
cut : however, lord Duffus continued the engagement, dill 
keeping his (hip under way. But the enemy plyed their 
guns and fmall lhot fo warmly, and overpowered him fo 
much by their numbers and ftrength, that he was, after a 
very vigorous defence, wherein he himfeif received feveral 
wounds, and many of his men were killed and wounded", 
obliged to furrender." 

Campbell adds to this account, " that his lordfhip had 
received five balls in his body, and that two thirds of his 
men were killed and wounded. He was carried with • 
great triumph into Dunkirk, where the captors moft in- 
humanly ftripped both officers and private men of their 
wearing apparel, and, but for the kindnefs of the inhabi- 
tants, had left them in a manner naked/' 

His lordfhip does not appear, after his return from 
captivity, to have been re-appointed to any other (hip. In 
all probability he retired into his native country, Scotland, 
where, in the year 1715, he was fo imprudent as to en- 
gage in the rebellion, but made his efcape beyond feas, 
and was attainted by parliament. He wa% fhortly 
afterwards, apprehended at Hamburgh, and com- 
mitted prifoner to the Tower. An a& of grace being 
paifed in the following year, his lordfhip was included in it ; 
neverthelefs, having by his offence not only forfeited his title 
and eftate, but all "hopes and pretentions to any future enw 
ployment in the line of his profeflion, he withdrew inttf 
mediately after his releafe to Ruflia. He was received 
there a very welcome vifitor, as might naturally be ex- 
pected when we confider the enthufiaftic attachment qf 
the Czar Peter to his navy, and his eagcrnefs to entertain 

8 ia 
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in his fervice all foreigners, whofe judgement add expe- 
dience he deemed likely to promote or improve the dar- 
ling objeft of his reign*. He was, almoft immediately 
after his arrival, honoured With the rank of a flag-officer, 
and Was always held in the higheft efteem. The parti- 
culars and time of his death are, on account of his having 
eftranged himfelf to his native country, unknown to us. 

Douglas, his countryman, gives us, the following ho- 
nourable, and at the fame time ftriftlyjuft account of his 
lordfhip. « f The genius of Kenneth, third lord Duffus', 
leading him to a feafaring life, he foon acquired fuch great 
Ikill and knowledge in maritime affairs, that her rriajefty, 
queen Anne, gave him the command of the Advice, a fifty 
gun fhippf war; in which ftation he fo remarkably dif* 
tinguifhed himfelf in feveral expeditions, that he did ho- 
nour to himfelf and his country by his condud, undaunted 
Courage, and refolution."' , 

We cannot avoid pointing out a curious political cir- 
cumftance which arifes from the conduct of his lordftiip, 
and that of his noble relative, the earl of Sutherland. The 
latter, as well as all his defendants, have conftantly dif- 
tfnguifhed themfelves in a moft remarkable manner by 
their fteady attachment to the houfe of Brunfwick, white 
ford Duffus appears as a mifguided alien to the principles 
of his family, and relinquifhed fame, title, and fortune in 
fupport of a vifionary projeft too ftiallow for any but 
v thofe men who unfortunately laboured under an infatua- 
tion bordering on frenzy to hope fuccefs from, and which, 
had it proved fuccefsful, would have been produftive of 
the ruin and down fat of their native country. The bravefl> 
the wifeft, the bed of men, have, at different periods, 
fkllen vifiims to political madfiefs. 

FAULKNER, William, — was appointed fourth lieu- 
tenant of the Royal William in the yekr 1695, and we 
"fcdieve continued to ferve in the fame ftation during the 
temainder of the war. On the 17th of March 1707, he 
Was promoted to the rank of captain, and appointed to 
the* Torbay. Hef was foori afterwards removed into & 
frigate, and in 171 5 was appointed to command the 
Cumberland, of eighty gtfns, under fir John Ndrris, who 
hoifted his flag on board 'that (hip as commander-in-chief 
of the flee4|fent to the Baltic. He rerriained in the faihe 
yelSd three or fotif yeafs;* and in 17 a© conaftianded *lfe 
r: Sandwich, 
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Sandwich, pf ninety guns, on the feme fervice, and under 
the fame admiral* In 1722, he was appointed mailer* 
attendant of Woolwich yard, but did not ? long 
continue in this ftation, having, in two or three month* 
afterwards, been appointed one of the captains of Greert- 
wich-hofpital. In this honourable retirement he conti* 
tiued till Ills death, an event happening on the 28tH* of 
February 1724-5. 

HADDOCK, Nicholas,— was the third and yaungeft* 
Ion of fir Richard Haddock, knight, comptroller of thd 
navy, ancl for fome time joint-admiral of the flfeet, in the 
reign of king William*. Purfuing the fteps of his brave 

„ and worthy parent, he went very early in life to feai and? 
having much diftinguifhed himfelf in the ftation of a 
lieutenant, as well by his a&ivity as his conftant an* 
afliduous attention to his duty, was, on the 6th of Aprit 
1707, being then little more than twenty years old, ap* 

, pointed captain of the. Ludlow Caftle. He was immedi- 
ately ordered into the North Sea, or German Ocean, as a 
cruifex, on which ftation he continued a confiderable. 
time. On the 30th of December he had the good fortune 
to fall in with the Nightingale and Squirrel, two frigates 
wliich had formerly been in the Englilh fervice, but being 
^apturtd by the enemy were at that time fitted out from 
Dunkirk as privateers. Notwithstanding their united 
force was much fuperior to his own, captain Haddock 
hefitated not a moment in .giving them chace, and about 
eleven at night came up with and took the Nightingale* 
The captain of the Squirrel perceiving the fate of his 
comrade, took the opportunity of making his efcape while- 
captain Haddock was bufied in fecuring his prize t. 

The remainder of the war pafled on without affording' 
to captain Haddock any other opportunity of acquiring' 
additional honour, than by that uniform propriety of con» 
du<a, and ftrift attention to his duty, which, known onlf 
to a few, is confequently lefs attra6tive and popular, though* 
little lefs valuable than the public fame of the moftbrifc 
li^nt, and. glittering tran(a6Hons. Till the year 17 17 no 
mention is made of him, but we then find him to have 
been captain,of the Shrewlbury , a third rate of eighty guns,*

year he was removed into the Grafton, which was alfo, a 
third rate, though mounting only 70 guns; tn this fliijp he 
accompanied his former admiral , fir George* to trie Mediter-_ 
ranean, and diftinguiihed hinofelf very confpicuoufly in the 
well-known a&ion with the Sparjifh fleet off Sicily, His 
fliip> together with the Orford, being excellent failors> led . 
the van of the Brttifh fleet into a&ion. After having, for 
a confiderable time, engaged the Prince of Afturias, 0^70 

rs, in which fhip was rear-admiral Chacon, difdaining 
vafte longer time in fecuring a veffel fo completely dis- 
abled, that it was very evident (he muft fall a very 
cafy prey to the next affailant, captain Haddock left her 
a prey to the next fhip that came up, and purfued a 
fliip of fixty.guns, which, during his preceding engage- 
ment tyith the rrince of Afturias, had kept up a very warm 
fire on his ftarboard bow. Mr. Corbet, iri his account o( 
the expedition to Sicily, concludes his relation of the: 
above a&ion in the following words. " The fhip that 
iuffered moft was the Grafton, which being a good failor* 
her captain engaged feveral (hips of the enemy, always 

Sur firing the headmoft, and leaving thofe fhips he had 
ifablea or damaged to thofe that followed him *." 
He continued in the Mediterranean during the remainder 
of the war; and, in conjunftion with captain Winder, in 
the Rochefter,funk aSpanifli fhip of war mounting feventy 
guns: they alfo drove another/mounting fixty, afhore in 
Ae bay of Catania. Captain Haddock took feveral other 
prizes of ponfequence, in particular two tranfports, with 
fix hundred Swifs recruits on board for the Spanifh army* 
After his return to England he was, in 1721, appointed 
captain of the Torbay, of eighty guns, on board which 
ihip lir Charles Wager had hoifted his flag as com- 
mander-in-chief of the fquadron intended to be fent to 
Lifbon for the purpofe of procuring fome public fatisfac- 
tion for the infult that nation had offered Britain, by the 

" * In the particular relation of this afclion the following honqorable

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imprisonment of Mr. Wingfield and Mr. Roberts. The 
impotence of the Portuguefe nation fhriink, with prudence^ % 
from the conteft ; and a proper as well as immediate concef* 
fion faved fir Charles the trouble of ever putting to feal 
Whether the Torbay was -kept in commiffion during the 
whole of the intermediate lime, we have bedn unable ib 
afcertain with any degree bf precifion ; but in die year 
1726 we again find Mr. Haddbck commanding, her* ahtf 
klfo as captain to fir C. Wager, who tfras admiral of the: 
fleet ferit. into the Baltic. Nothing, however, ih- any d£* 
gree worth relating took place, at leaft as far as Mr. 
Haddock was concerned*. He continued 'to command 
the fame fhip after the return of the fleet into port, and, 
very early in the ye*r -1727, was ordered to take wider 
his command the roole firefhip* and convoy to Gibraltelc 
fifteen t ran fports, with tworeeimehts of troops on board* 
deftined as a reinforcement for that garrifon.

4th of May 1734, he was protEoted to be rear-admiral of 
the blue, and immediately hoifted his flag on board the 
Namur, of ninety guns, as third in command of the fleet 
coUe&ed, under fir John Norri*, at Spithead*. During 
that year the fleet never proceeded to fea, but in 1735 
/ailed for Lifbon, in conlequence of the Portuguefe na- 
tion being threatened by the Spaniards. The very ap- 
pearance of fi> formidable a friend was fufficient to avert 
,the impending attack ; its arrival was accordingly confi- 
dent and treated, both by the fovereign and his people, 
as a kind of providential interference, and prefervation 
from the moft imminent danger. This bufinefs being 
peaceably and amicably adjufted, the fleet returned home 
indivifions, after remaining fome -confiderable time in 
the Tagus* In 1738, the depredations of the Spaniards 
continuing in fpite of every mild and pacific remonftrance, 
the BritiQi miniftry were induced to require fatisfa&ion for 
fuch repeated infults and injuries ; and, in order to give the 
greater weight to fuch anunpleafant demand, it was deter- 
mined to difpatch Mr. Haddock, on the aad of May, to 
the Mediterranean, with a fhuadron of nine (hips of the 
line t. The appearance of the Britifli fleet produced the . 
fameefFefi on this occajjon that it frequently has done 
on others. The Spaniards immediately profefied the 
wanneft difpofition to negociate; but their piratical in* 
fults in the diftant parts of the world were not as yet in 
any degree restrained. It was therefore judged neceflary 
to give (till greater weight to the juft rej>refentation*,of 
.Britain, by ordering out a fquadron of four (hips of war, 
; and three bomb-ketches well provided with (hells and other 
^warlike (lores, to reinforce Mr. Haddock, who, by thefc

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twid other intermediate aids, which he had received, flow 
Commanded a fquadron confiding of twenty-one (hips* 

This powerful armament, together with the profpeft 
of its continuing during the Winter at Port Mahon, as th* 
Spaniards were given to underftand would be the cafe, pro* 
duced no fmall eflfefi: upon their counfels. The king of 
Spain ratified the preliminary articles of the treaty, but 
had artfully and uirreptitioufly added fuch a number of 
reftri&ions relative to trade, and the right of Britifh fhips 
to board or vifit Spanifh veflels df any defcription, that 
the people of England, when informed of this piece of 
chicanery, contrived merely for the purpofe of gaining 
time, were unanimoufly clamorous, calling aloud for war 
as the juft, and only means of obtaining true fatisfa&ion 
from thofe- who had aggravated infult by impofition. 
This condudt produced the well-known convention with 
Spain ; which being far from fatisfying the mindS of the 
people, as indeed it was far from affording the repara- 
tion they had a right to exped, tending rather to inflame 
their minds with a more eager defire for war, than to 
quiet them, or avert their former intention. 

To this end Mr. Haddock was among other comman- 
ders, in different parts of the world, ordered iri the year 
1739, to make reprifals on the Spaniards* In this fpecies 
«9f warfare which, even confidered in a national point of 
view afie&ed them moft ferioufly and fenfibly, he was 
remarkably fortunate* Among his prizes were two ihips 
from the Caraccas, fuppofed to be worth two millions of 
dollars, befidesfeveral others of very great, though inferior 
value to the foregoing, and a considerable number of 
privateers. In fhort, it is remarked by many hiftorians, 
that " no fquadron had for many years been fo fuccefsful." 
He continued on the fame ftation, during the year 1740, 
with an uninterrupted repetition of the fame (pedes of 
good fortune* The Spaniards, not having it in their 
power during that time to colleft a naval force fufficient 
to meet the Britifh fquadron in fair conteft, they were 
compelled to confine their larger ihips within the limits 
of their own harbours, and permit the ruin of their com- 
merce to pafs on unmolefted and unrevenged ; except, 
indeed, by the paltry ddiial captures made by their priva^ 
teers, or fome of tneir fmaller ihips of war, who were 
hardy enough ttf venture out*

fleets (fays he) on the Gibraltar and Minorca ftation,;the 
firftcommanded byfirOolonerOgfe, confifting of twelve 
feil, the hitler by rear-admiral Haddock, were only em*» 
ployed in cruifing on the coaft of Spajtn and Italy, "with- 
out any attempt to attack or annoy the enemy, except fay 
now and then feizing a poor defenceless fly thatibappencdl 
unfortunately to fell into their «reb» The reader needfer 
not be informed that I allude to the capture of unarmed 
trading veflels by ihips of war. A contemplate aniad, 
Teflefting on thefe maritime depredations* is naturally jetf 
to enquire, by what law of nature, or of nations, or on 
•what principle of juftice, princes at war thus iei?e the 
private property of each other's fubjeds, in trading to> 
other kingdoms ? This procedure feems more extraor- 
dinary, when we confide* that their land forces generally 
^©bferve a different condi&t. A general, tn tnardiing 
through an enemy's country, fo 'far from robbing and im- 
prifoning every peafant he meets, gives pofitive orders,. 
that the perfon and property of individuals, nofin arms, 
'fhall not be molefted; tie makes waragakiftthe^prince,. 
and not againft the people individually. A* admiral,: on 
the contrary, takes every trading veflcl he meets, robs the 
owners of their property > and 'fends the crew home to be 
confined as prisoners of war. ^Here then is a heavy jrcu 
nimment intiifled on perfons wbohad neither intention; 
nor power to commit any offence, or in any wife to injure 
thofe fey whom the punifnment is mfli&ed." 

There is fo great a degree of abfiardity in the foregoing 
piece of argument, that it is ifcarcely neceflaryito <ay : a 
pliable in anfwer to it r whether 'the cuftom is proper or 
confiftent with the rules of juftice, is by no. means the 
queftion, bat it is whether that cuftom is umver&ity pflac- 
tifed by nations, or princes at war with each: other? tff 
it is, and that muft be admitted to be the fcafe, it becomes 
a matter of ftate ncceffity to*c»m^Iy rmthandipurfaettias 
one of the mofteflfeftual mode* qf procuring, a return of 
peace. Mr.* Haddock was not, however, merely occu- 
pied in this* predatory kind of war during the whoaeof the 
year 1 740 ; his fitcctfc had raifed him to fuck aish^reet of 

.... 'SlrP4w<k~ 
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flotation* and Caufed the pedplc at large to enter into 
tlie torar' with fa much fpirit, that the Spaniards exerted 
every nerve to «nfe a force fufBcient to face hint. By 
making a- feint to recover the ifland of Minorca, they 
Succeeded in drawing off Mr. Haddock from before the* 
port of Cadiz, and embraced that opportunity of -flipping 
out with nine fhips of the line and two frigates, which- 
got into Ferrol, where o&er flrips were ready to j oin thetrw 
intelligence of thefe meafures being received by the Britifb - 
jftiniftry, Mr. Balchen was ordered «out to reinforce hitd 
with a fquadron of fix ihips of the line. One of the 
principal obje&s of the expedition was to intercept the 
Affbgue ihips, wjiieb were daily expe&ed from Vera 
CniB at Cadi*. This., having failed through the ex- 
treme caution of the Spaniards *., and other ihips being 
jfent out to Mr. Haddock, fo that he had a force lufficient 
to block up the enemy's fleet in the liasbour of Cadiz, 
Mr,. Balchen returned to England, leaving him again 
<K>mrnander-4n- chief on the Mediterranean ftationu 

The events of the year 1741 weaee, towaud the con- 
llufion'of it, infome degree more interefting^ than thofe 
4rf the preceding* Mr. Haddock, who on* the nth of 
March was promoted to be vice-admiral of the blue, con~ 
tinjied, during the fummer, to Mock the pprt of Cadiz, 
and oreyent #ie junction of the jSpanilh (hips there with 
vlhe Tookm fqtadron, and a large fleet of tranfports col-- 
lefted at Barcdona for the purpofe of eonvoying a for- 
midafete *rmy into Italy, intended for the attack of the 
y&etn of Hungary's (dominions. So highly jy'as the 
admiral effeemed, topompiete wasthefatisfadiofiffordcd 
>yhki condud in eyery department, that the Italian mer- 
chants, early in the year f 741, addrefled the lords of the 
admiralty, Hanking them in the wara»e0 and handfotneft • 
terms for the extraordinary protection afforded to their 
Commerce jby the fi^uadrcm under Mr, Haddock, and' they 
pafled alfo a very hjandfome vote of thanks to the admiral 
hkttfelf, prelecting him, as a mere &bftamial poof of 
their efteem, with a very magnificent gold cup.

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Mr. Haddock continued tp keep the fea, cruifing bfh - 
tween Caoe St. Mary and Cadiz, till the beginning of the. • 
month of November; when the -tempeftuous weather com-? . 
Delled him to put into Gibraltar to refit. The Spaniards 
nad completed the embarkation of their troops at Barce- 
lona, to the number of fifteen thoufand men, into Italy ; 
and on the 24th of November the fquadron, commanded 
hy Don Navarro, taking advantage of the darknefs of the 
night, put to' fea from Cadiz in hopes of getting through 
the (heights of Gibraltar unobferved v in this, however, 
they were difappointed ; a ftrong eafterly wind arifmg on 
the morning of the 25th, drove them back in fight of 
Gibraltar, and detained them two day$ in that fituation ; 
a favourable breeze then fpringing up, enabled them to 
effeft a jundtion, off Malaga, with De Court's fquadron, 
from Toulon. 

AdmiraF Haddock was in the interim ufing every erw 
deavour to refit his fquadron, which having, by ajmoft 
incredible exertions, effefted by the fecond of December^ 
he quitted the bay of Gibraltar in queft of- the 
enemy. In a few days he got fight of the combined, 
Jquad«ons, which were drawn up in a regular line to 
receive him ; but, as he was bearing down on the Spa- 
niards, and almoft on the point of attacking them, the 
French admiral, De Court, fent a flag of truce, with a 
meffage, to inform Mr, Haddock, u that as the Spaniard^ 
and French •yvere at that time engaged in a joint expedi- 
tion, he muft obey his orders and protefl his matter^ 
allies." Mr. Haddock immediately deemed it neceffary, 
on this®xtraordinary event,' to call a council of war, as ; 
well on account of the nature of his inftru&ions, and the 
extreme delicacy of his fituation* 3s the great fupcriority 
of the combined fquadron, which, confined of near fifty 
veffels of different defcriptions, yrhile his own force 
amounted not to thirty *. Jt was unanimovifly decide^

that the fcjuadron (bould repair to Mahon, and wait there ' 
for the reinforcement which was expe&ed from England, 
under the command of commodore Leftock: before, 
however, this could arrive, the French and Spanifli fleets; 
had repaired to Barcelona, and, on the 24th ©1 December, , 
proceeded from thence for Italy, with a fccond embarka- 
tion of troops. 

The vice-admiral was joined by Mr. Leftock on the. 
I ft of February, and made all poffible difpatch in getting 
ready for fea, in order to fcour the coafts of Italy and pre- 
vent die introduction of any fupplies, or reinforcements, 
for the Spanifli army under the duke of Montcmar. Before, 
however, the fleet was in a condition to fail, the vice-ad- 
miral was unhappily attacked by fo fevere an indifpofition, 
that he was, very rehidantly, compelled to refign the 
command of the fleet to Mr, Leftock, and return in the 
Roebuck, a forty gun fliip, to England, where he arrived 
on the 26th of May. This indiipoiition of the worthy; 
admiral's is faid to have been of the molt melancholy and 
afieding nature, an extreme dejection of fpirits, occafi- 
oned, as fome infift, by mere chagrin at not having had it 
in his power to ftrike fome fignal blow which might 
eventually lead to the termination of the war. He never 
took upon him any command after his return to England, 
but was, neverthelefs, mod defervedly promoted, on the 
9th of Auguft 1 743, to be vice-admiral of the white ; and, 
en the 7th of December following, to be vice-admiral of 
the red. On the 19th of June 1744, he was farther ad- 
vanced to be admiral of the blue. After having attuned 
this very elevated rank in the fervice, and lived univerfally

was difmiiFed the fervice in 1714. Rear-admiral Hardy 
indeed, in his lift of admirals, informs us, that he 
/broke the boom at Vigo f and* alfo that he died oq the 1 ith of 
Tune 17483 but we have; no collateral information of 
either of thefe events. , 

PIGPTT, Walter, -^-was, bn the 13th of November 
1707, appointed captain of the Bridgeware! * frigate. 
Extrabnnnarv as it may appear, no other particulars have 
/come to our ^nowlege, except that he died in England oa 
tjie 1 Oth of May 1754. 

SHADES, John,— was, on the 21 ft of November 1707, 
made commander of the Rye. fie is not mentioned after 
this time till the year 17 15, when he was captain of the 
(Severn, of fifty guns, one of the fleet font to the Baltic 
under fir John Nor r is. He continued in the fame fliip 
two or three years, and In 1717 was again fent on the 
fame fervice under fir George Byng. He was afterward* 
jerooved into the Hamf (hire*, a fhip of the fame rate, and 
ordered for the Mediterranean, from whence he did not 
/etum, dying aj Palermo on the 24th of April 1720. 

TUDOR, Abraham, ~ was, on the 5th of Auguft 
I207> made captain of the Dolphin. He was very loon 
afterwards promoted to the Afliftance, of fifty" guns \ and, 
in the month of February 1708, was ordered for Kinfale 
to convoy from thence the trkde bound to England. On 
Bis return he joined captain Toilet, who was then em- 
ployed on the fame kind of fervice: from Cork. Captain 
Tudor jvas 1 , indeed, ordered to put himfelf under the com- 
mand of Mr. Toilet, in confeqUence of intelligence, which 
had been received at home, of a French fquadroii, under 
the well-known Du Gue Trouin, faid to be cruifing in 
the Channel.

** ©ik the 14th of April I was, by vice-admiral 
Baker's orders, to fail with her majefty's fhip Lynn, 
joined by captain Field of the Ludlow Caftlc, to fee the 
trade into Oporto and Viana; in performing which fer* 
vice, I took a fmall fhip laden with canary and fnuff. The; 
weather was fuch as fjprung the Ludlow's mizen-maft, 
and fplit moil of her fads, which obliged me to put into 
JLifbon to refit* where I made little ftay, but proceeded 
with the two (hips to Gibraltar, and there joined the Royal 
Anne Galley and Port Mahon with four fhips r I on the 
joth inftant got fight of feven fail of {hips, five Gavilans 
and two Cettees, off Eftapona. The Royal Anne Galley 
I fent to ftretch to the weftward, to prevent any getting out 
of the Streights, Four fhe forced into Ceuta road undec 
their cannon, and the others weathered him and got away!

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into Eftapona road three Martinico flaps, a Cettee and 
^jfavilan, and a Spanifh man of war, carrying thirty-fir 
guns, two hundred and fifty Teamen, and one hundred 
foldiers, defigned for Cadiz. The Ludlow Caftle wea- 
thered the man of war, who, to avoid our boarding him* 
cut his cable and run aihore ; all which (hips I in th$ 
morning fummoned the governor to deliver me up, which 
I readily believe he would have been done, had not colonel 
Forbes (who commanded the man of war) vigoroufly op-^ 
pofed it ; but, after eight hours cannonading them with our 
other four (hips, the man of war, and the Cettee her prize, 
and one Martinico man, they fet on fire, anqther we funk, 
who, with the fwift of the fea, turned bottom up. Ji$ 
the morning I again fummoned the governor to deliver 
me the fhips and Gavilan left undeftroyed in the road, 
having found it not pra&icable to burn or bring away the 
fame in the night, the more being lined with horfe and 
foot to prevent the fame. By the return of my fummons 
I found the fhipp to be fupk and turned bottom up, the 
Gavilan! laden with rufh and tile, they fired, whofe cable 
burning fhe drove a-fhore and bulged on the beach. Our 
damages were little ; the Port Mahon loft one man, three 
were wounded flightly in the Royal Anne Galley, and lome 
fmall damage received in our rigging." 

We have not been able to colleft any other particulars 
concerning him, except that he died on the 28th of Sep- 
tember 172$. 

' BROOKS^ Gasfar,— was, on the 24th of July 1708* 
appointed captain of the Dolphin. In the Liftpubliflied 
by rear-admiral Hardy, as well as in fome others that are 
in manufcript, his firft commancf is faid to have been that 
of the Affiftance. We believe, however, thefe to be 
erroneous, as well as that which in the fame lift ftates him 
to have been killed in an adtion, on board the Pearl, ojq[ 
the 2d of March 1708-9. We believe this event to have, 
taken place on the 31ft of December 1 711, but have not 
been able to colleft any of the particulars attending it. 

CONST AJ3.HJ, Charles. — This gentleman was, ort 
the i$th of O&ober 1708, appointed to the command of 
the Chichefter. In the following year he was made 
captain of the Falcon, a frigate of thirty-two guns, and 
font to the Mediterranean, where, being ordered out on a 
^< • • ° cruift 
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crolfie in tfie*moirth of December, accompanied by the 
Pembroke of fijcty-fbur guns, they had the misfortune, on 
ttte 29th of that month, to fall .in with five fail of (hips, 
*hich they at flrft apprehended to He a part of fir Edward 
Whhaker's fquadron. On nearing them atod difceyering 
they had French colours, they made the private figna! 
^pointed by fir Edward, which was immediately anfwered 
by the enemy, two of their fhips hoifting Englifh, and at 
third Dutch colours; die other veflels having parted com- 

Jafly jurt before, flood towards Antibes. The tng* 
fk captains were not, howeveT, to be eafily deceived; 
but finding on a nearer approach the fhips to be very 
httsfi, flood from them with all the fail they could make. 
There being unfortunately very little wind, the 
energy's fhips neared them faft, having the advantage 
of a fmart breeze, which .reached them long before 
the Englifh fhips could derive any afliflance from it. The) 
epemy, whofe force confifted of one fhip of feventy guns, 
one of fixty-fix, and one of fifty, firft came pp with the 
Pembroke, which, after a fmart a£tion in which her <com^ 
inahder, captain Rumfey was killed, overpowered apd toefc 
her. The two fmaller fhips then purfutd the Falcon, 
which captain Conftabfe did not coptent tp furrender till 
he himfelf was dangerouflv wounded by a fhpt through the 
jftoulder, and till, as it is faid, he had 170 mote than fixteei^ 
Unwounded men left but of his whole crew. 

Soon after his. return from captivity, and recovery from 
the effe&s of his wound, he was promoted to the Panther, 
and ordered out oh z c^ife ; in which fervtce he met with 
very remarkable fuccefs, having, dpring the month of. 
February 171 2, captured a French frigate mounting 
thirty guns, and two very large as well as valuable njer* 
chant mips. The peace taking place foon afterwards, no 
other mention is made of captain Conflable ejtcept that he 
died at Barbadoes fame time in the year 1716, being at 
that time captain of the Roebuck. 

COOK, Ifaac, pr, according to fome, James,-^was*f>* 
pointed firft lieutenant* of the Archangel, of forty-eight 
guns, in the year 1692. We find no farther mentro#

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made of ;him during the reum of king William; but he 
was, not long after the accemon of queen Anne, advanced 
from the rank of lieutenant to that of commander of the 
Terror bomb-ketch. This veffel was unfortunately de- 
ftroyed at Gibraltar by tnonf. Pointi's fquadron : but the 
eondu& of captain Cook was fo proper and exemplary, 
that he was moil honourably acquitted by the court-martial 
held for the purpofe of inveftigating the., circumftances 
attending the above acqident. lie was not, however, pro* 
moted u> the rank of.captain till the year 1708 ; when he 
was, on the 1 8th of O&ober, appointed to the Garland. 
In 171 1 he commanded the Leopard, of fifty-four guns, 
one of the North American fquadron. Having joined fir 
Hovenden Walker, who commanded the expedition fent 
- ^gainft Quebec, he was fent home to England with the 
melancholy news of its failure. No other mention is 
made of him, except that he died on the 1 8th of December 
£7,1;;. .Rear-admiral Hardy makes his death to have hapr 
jetted on the 26th of November 1 724, but we decidedly be- 
lieve that to be a miftake. 

<GOODHALL, John, — was, on the 25th of September 
J708, appointed captain of the Milford. Nothing far- 
ther is known of him except that he died on the coaft of 
Guinea on the 16th of February 1729, being at that time 
commander of the Feverfham. 

GUNMAN, James,— was the youngeft fon of captain 
Chriftppher Ganman *, of Dover in Kent, and Catherine, 

daughter of Alderfey, efq. an eminent Hamburgjh 

.merchant. Being intended for the fea fervice by his 
.gallant father, whom he had the misfortune to lofc when; 
.only liir^e years old, he was, in conformity to that refolu- 
,|ion, fept out under the ptotedion of captain Pickard, 
who^was his uncle. His entrance into the fervice was 
.difaftrous, the Happy Return, the (hip he went on board 
.of, being foon afterwards taken by the enemy. Having 
.immediately, on being exchanged, returned to the fervice, 
I he was, in the month of June, promoted to be third lieu*, 
t tenant of the Boyne, of eighty guns, commanded by cap- 
tain Good, being one of the (hips belonging to the main 
.fleet. He. remained in the fame ftation during the waj* 
ffitud is not knpjvn to have received any other appointment

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till the ift of Auguff 1703, when he was madethircf lieii* 
tenant of the Royal Catherine ; from which fliip he was, 
in the month of September following removed to the 
fame ftation on board the Royal Sovereign. After having 
remained in that (hip Tome confiderable time, he was at 
laft noticed by fir Cloudefley Shovel, whp, when he failed 
for the Mediterranean, in the year 1706, took him as his 
firft lieutenant in the Aflbciation, and very foon promoted 
him to be Commander of the Wfcazle (loop. He returned 
from the Mediterranean, with his admiral, in' the month 
of Oftober 1707, and happily efcaped being* involved in 
the dreadful difafter that befel him and fome of the fhips 
under his command. 

He continued commander of the Weazle during the 
enfuing fumfiier; and, on December 20, 1708, was very 
defervedly promoted to be captain of the Lyme frigate. 
He remained in this fhip for a very confiderable time, we 
believe till the conclufiorr of the war, employed on a 
variety of fervices, unfortunately fo infignificant, that they 
afforded him no other opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf 
as a valuable officer, than by that ftri£t attention to his 
. duty, which, though it demands the higheft praife and vene* 
ration, in general pafles on clifregarded and unrewarded 
by the fmalleft attentive hiftorical tribute. We find him, 
between the tim6 of his appointment and the year 171 1, in 
the Weft Indies, and in the North Sea, employed as a 
cruifer, and afterwards fent with an outward-bound convoy 
from Milford to Newfoundland. During the time he 
continued off the latter ifland, mod probably for the pro- 
tection of the fifliery, he had the good fortune to capture a 
large French merchant-fhip,, which is the only luccefs 
we have any intelligence of his having met with from 
his firft appointment to a command. From New- 
foundland he failed for the Mediterranean with fuch mer- 
chant-Slips as were bound thither ; and on his arrival there* 
put himfelf under the orders of fir John Norris. In the 
month of March following he very much diftinguifhed 
himfelf in an a&ion with four French fhips ©f war ; and 
although we already have given fome account of the en- 
gagement, both in the lives of captain Pudner and captahv 
Walpole, who were alfo parties in the conteft, we fliali 
venture to infert the following authentic account of this 
fpirited little encounter, as extra&ed from the journal of 
captain Gunman himfelf* «« March 
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« 

tc March 22, 1710-11. At Half paft two A. M. t 
Weighed out of Vado road in company with the Severn 
and Lion, At a quarter pad five we few four (kips 
brought to and made a fignal to the admiral. At half 
paft five we gave chace to them; and at "half paft eight 
came up with and engaged them 9 they proving to be four 
French (hips of war from fixty to forty guns each'*. We 
engaged them at half gun-fhot diftaiice. At eleven ther 
made all the fail they could and ran away. We made all 
the fail we could after them. At noon the Severn made 
a fignal to leave off chace, fhe being much difabied in her 
mafts and yards. I had fix men wounded in the a&ioa» 
three of whom had their legs (hot off." 

We have to lament, that no-other particulars are known 
relative to the fervice of this gentleman, except that, ia 
the year 1732, he commanded the Northumberland guard- 
•ihip : he was afterwards, in 1742, appointed treasurer of 
Greenwich-hofpital, an office he held till the year 1754; 
when, having attained the advanced age of feventy-feveu, 
he refigned it in favour of fir Charles Saunders, and had 
a penfion of equal value granted, as a recompenfe for, 
and proper teftimony of, his very meritorious conduct as 
a naval commander : this, however, he unhappily did not 
long enjoy, dying on the 27th of June 1756, being then 
in the 79th year of his age. 

HEMMINGTON, James,-- was, on the 12th of 
November 1708, appointed captain of the Experiment. 
Few gentleirien have continued in the fervice for fiich a 
feries of years and have been fo little known ; for although 
he muft have enjoyed many Intermediate appointments we 
do not find any other mention made of him, except that be 
commanded tne Princefs Amelia, of eighty guns, one of 
the fleet under fir John Norris in the year 1740; and 
afterwards accompanied fir C Ogle on the expedition, 
againft Carthagena. On the 15th of July 1747* he was 

footnoted to the rank of rear-admiral, and was put on the 
iiperannuated lift, in purfuance of an order, made by 
his majefty in council on the 3d of June preceding. He 
. died^ on the 26th of December 1757. 

HOLLAND, Edward, — was', on the 23d of Jtilv* 
.promoted to the command of the Scarborough. We

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bear rjotjiing farther of him till the year 1720, aft wfiicnt^ 
time he commanded the Gloucefter, of fi&ty guns, one of 
the fleet ordered for the Baltic under fir John Norris* 
He continued in the fame (hip* employed on the fame fer- 
irice, and undej the fame commander-in-chief, during the 
following year. We have no farther particulars concern- 
ing hint, except that he died in England on the 24th o( 
February 1724. 

JOHNSON, Sir Robert,— was, on the 3d of February 
1708, appointed captain of, the Experiment. He was 
before the conclufion of the year removed into fome other 
ihip ; but the fervices on which he was employed were fo 
little confequeritial* that we find no mention made of him 
previous to the year 1716 ; he then commanded the Au- 
gufte, one of the fleet fent to the Baltic under fir John 
Korris. A violent ftorm arrfing on the 9th of November 
the Augufte was unfortunately ftranded on the, iilaftd of 
Annout ; but fir Robert, as well as the officers, and the 
principal part of the crew, were faved. In 1 719 he com- 
manded a frhall ftjuadron which attacked and deftroyedthe 
fortifications of port San Anthonio, on the coaft of Spain r 
together with three fhips of the line which were on the 
flocks, and an immenfe depot of timber, as well as other 
naval ftores, fufficient to have conftru&ed and fitted five 
or fix rliore. Captain Johnfon at that time commanded 
the Weymouth ; and in the month of September, fubfequeat 
to the foregoing enterprife, attacked) in conjunction with 
the Winchefter, two Spanifh (hips of war in the harbour 
of Ribades near Cape Ortugal 5 when, notwfthftanding 
they were protefted by a battery, fucceeded in fetting them 
botn on fire, and brought off a merChant-ihip of three 
hundred tons wJiich lay near them. For thefe very con- 
spicuous a£s of gallantry he is fuppofed to have received 
the honour of knighthood. He was, after tht year 1 726, 
appointed Jo the Exeter, a lhip of the line, and fent to the 
Laft Indies under commodore Mathews* Some part of 
Jus conduft, the particulars of which are unknown to w f 
being difapproved of that gentleman, he diftnifTed him 
from his command. When on his return to England; in 
theJUilabie Eaft India {hip, he was unfortunately drown&I 
at the Cape of Good Hope on the 5th of June tj&fr 

LAWSON, Henry,— was, on the 31ft of July 170!, 
appointed captain of the Pearl frigate. No particular*

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bi hi&iejcvjce are known, except that he died fome time ia 
the year 1^34, being at that time commander of the 
£>ublui yacht. 

MASSAM, Wiliianj, — was, on the 17th of May 
1708, appointed captain of the Terrible frigate, or, ac- 
cording to others, of the Falcon : being ordered for the 
Mediterranean he there moft unhappily put a period to 
his own exiftence, by (hooting himfelf, on the ^d of Oc- 
tober 1708.. The caufe of this rafh a&ion is not even 
fiiggefted, 

MEADE, Samuel,-*-entered" into the navy very foon 
after the revolution, and was, as early as the year 16a?, 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Prince of Orange, Jp£ 
forty-fix guns. We know nothing farther concerning 
him till his appointment, on the 20th of September 17089 
to. be, captain of the S weepftakes, a frigate of thirty-two 
pnns^ In this fhip he had the misfortune to be captured 
ia the month of April 1709. He is (aid, by Campbell, 
tp have fallen a pri^e to two very large privateers, each of 
which were of force far fuperior to that commanded by-> 
Mr. Mead, neverthclefs his condud was deemed fo re- 
pjehenfible by the £QUrt-martial| convened for the pur-. 
pofe of enquiring into the above accident, thaj he was' 
fentepced to he difnxiflfed the fervice. This decifion wgs • 
aftenfajds, hpwever, thought fo rigid, thaf he .was rein- . 
ilated in the lervice, and appointed to take r^nk as 4 pofi ; . 
captain from the 13th of February 1 7x3, on which d$y hq 
w£s cojmniffiohed to command the Sucoefs frigate. N9 
othej particujars relative to him are known, except t^X M 
he died fome time in the year 1725. 

M1GHELS, John, — might be Cippofedi frpm fji& 
flipilitude of fp extraordinary a name, to have been a re- . 
lative or defendant^ from vjce-adraifal James Mighels, . 
who has been already noticed. This does not, however, 
appear to have been the cafe; and we h^xe n? informa- 
tion whatever relative to thisjemleipan, till we $nd hjtp, 
oa the j>ft of March 1708, appointed captain of the 
Chicheftf r. He was jfhortly- afterwards removed into the 
Medwav, a fourth rate, a (hip Rationed as ? cruifer in the 
Irifh Cnannel, where he had the §ood fortune to capture 
a large French privateer, mounting upwards of thirty 
gpns. This is the mod coqfequential njention we fipa 
made of him fox fome years, for fit if yery lingular we

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never meet with him as commander of any flbip, in aity of 
thofe fleets fo frequently equipped during the reijjti of 
George I. In the month of November 1733 he watf ap- 

?>ointed captain of the Hampton Court, a third rate of 
eventy guns; in which (hip he continued two or three 
years. This appears to have been his lad command ; and 
we fuppofe him, after he quitted it, to have retired from 
the fervice on a peniion. 

' NICHOLS, George, — was, on Nov. 17, 1708, ap- 
pointed captain of the Arrogant, a fliip of fixty guns, taken, 
in 1705, 2t Gibraltar by the fqtiadron under fir J. Leake* 
Captain Nichols was not fortunate enough to enjoy his 
promotion, the Arrogant foundering at fea on the 5th of 
January 17 69, the captain, and we believe* the whole of 
the crew peiHhing with her. 

OGLE, Sir Chaloner, — was the defcendant of a very 
ancient and refpefltable family long fettled in thecoftnty 
erf Northumberland. * This gentleman was firft appointed 1 
a captain in the navy on the 14th of March 1708, he 
fefeing then promoted from the Wolf (loop of war to the 
Tartar frigate. Many years paffed on without his having 
teen fortunate enough to meet with a fingle opportunity 
df diftinguifliing hhnlelf. He continued captain of the 
Tartar dtfrmg the remainder of the war, ftationed prin- 
cipally in the Mediterranean, where he had the good for- 
tune to take one or two very valuable prizes; by which, 
if he did not acquire fame, he had at leaft the fatisfa&ion 
<ff acquiring wealth. Some time after the accefliort of 
Gworge the Firft, he was appointed to. the Worcefter, a 
fourth rate of fifty guns, one of the fleet ordered for the 
Baltic in the year 1717 ; but the circamftance which firft 
eftablifhed hre reputation wa$ the capture of Roberts the? 
pirate, together wfth hb whole fqnadron, in the month of * 
April 1722. * 

Captain Ogle at that time comtifertcfed the Swallow, a 
fourth rate, and was cruifmg off the coaft of Africa in 
ieatch of the pirates, when he received intelligence 
they were in a toy clofc to Gape Lopez, Captain 
Ogle h^iftediateiy took every method pouible to dHguife 
hi* (tepj fo that it might pais on his defperate aritagonffts 
for % merchant vefiel. On ftandrngin for the (hope he 
difcavered the (hips he was in queft of, the largdl being' 
that commanded by Roberts himfelf, mowturog fbrty* 

guns; 
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gdns; and the fmaifelt, carrying twenty -fbur* were lying . 
high tip in the bay, on the heri, cleaning theii bottoirts* 
Captain Ogle's ftratagem was fo completely executed that 
the pirates were deceived into a belief that tfce Swallow, 
was an unarmed (hip, or at moft a Vsffel of inconnY*rable 
force. Robert?, the commahder-in?-chief/ made a iigpal 
for the only (hip which.was in a condition for immediate 
feryice to flip his cable and ran out after the Swallow. 
This mounted thirty-two guns/ and was commanded 
by one Skyrm, a ifiafrr of much refolution and intrepidity. 
Captain Ogle pretended to fly, and, in uHort, ccrfidufled • 
Mmfelf through the whole of this difficult bufinefs with fo - 
much fpecious timidity, that he decoyed the pirate to a 
diftance at which the report of the gunscouldinet be heard . 
by his comrades; x He then tacked Upon his antagonift 
and brought him quickly to aflion; but although Sk?rtrt * 
himfelf was wonnded by the firft broadfidc, fuch was the • 
defperation with w^hBch hrs people fought, welt knowing 
the ignominious death which awaited them if takeft, thjfft * 
they AH not furrender t31 after an a&ion of an hour and- 
all half 's continuance.- 

Captain Ogle, after having taken poffefliori of hi* prize, 
hcifted the piratical colours over thofe of the king, ana 
returned to the bay, where he had left Roberts and hie 
companion. Thefe having in the interim righted their 
(hips, and being deceived bf the plaufible appearance of. 
fuccefs wtiieh Mr. Ogle's deception had flattered them 
with the hope of, immediately ftood out of the bay, 
thinking to congratulate their companion on his c<mqu£fl* 
Their joy, however, was* of very ftort rotation, for tb« 
Swallow, bringing their (hips to afltrori, captured them 
both, after a conteft of two hours continuance, in which 
Roberts himfelf was killed. The three prizes were car- 
ried into St. Thomas's, and the prisoners to Cape Coaft 
Caftle, ttjiere they were tried. Seventy-four received 
fentence of death, of which number fifty-two werf 
executed,the greater part of them being afterwards hanged 
in chains along the coaft, as a terror to future depredators 
of the fame clafs. • 

This fuccefs, with its feveral contingent circumftances, 
redounded fo much to the credit of captain Ogle, that, 
immediately on his return to England, he received the 
honour of knighthood. But we do not again find him in

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any command* ti!l the year tjlty wheir he commanded 
the Burford, of fev enty guru, one of the fleet which ren- 
ddsvoufed at Spithead under the command of fir Charles 
Wager ; as he did, in 1731, the Edinburgh, alfo a feventy 
gdn (hip, one of the fleet font to the Mediterranean under 
fir Charles Wager. After this time lire find no parti- 
cular mention made of him till his promotion, on the 
nth of JflTy 1739, to be rear-admiral of the blue. A 
rupture with Spain w*s then daily expeAed,- and fir Chat- 
loner, hiving hoifted his flag on board the Augufta, was 
ordered tor Gibraltar with a fqoadron> of twelve ihips, 
having 6rders either to aft ieparately, or to put . 
hitnfelf tinder the command of Mr* Hadaock, who was 
already in the Mediterranean* with * ftout ftpiadron, aff 
ciccumftance* fhould arifl. After his return from the 
Mediterranean, whetie no occurrenbe worth relating took 
plate, he was appointed third in oofaband of the fleet 
nftder fir John Norris, which waY fehfr out for a fhort 
eAfife, dnrirtg the latter parr of. the fbmfner, in the year 
i74t. On hit return into pott, he ^Was oidered to take 
upon him the command of the fleet, and convoy deftmed 
for the' Weft Indies, as a reinforcement to Mr. Vernofc, 
a A<f intended to effe& the complete cboqneft of all the Spa- 
nffH fittfenieds there. Having removed his flag from the 
Sfcrewlbury, of eighty guns, to the Ruffel of the fatpe rate, 
fie failed frort Spithea* an the a6th of Odc/ber with a

They had Scarcely cleared 
the Lands End when they were overtaken by a dreadful 
gale of wind, ,a circurnftance which alarmed the whole 
nation lor their fafety ; but though they did not perfe£Uy 
efcape without injury, they faftained much lefs damage 
-than could reafonably have been expe&ed, one of the (hips 
*f war being the only veffel forced back, the tranfports, 
though fome of them were rather in a crippled ftate, pur- 
filing their voyage to Jamaica, where, after having watered 
at the neutraUfland of Dominica, they arrived, without far- 
ther accident, onthe 9th of January 1741-2. The fubfe- 
quent events of this unfortunate expedition have been 
already given * at fome length in the life of -Mr. Vernon ; :

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nor did a (ingle circumftarice, in any degree worth relat- 
ing, take place afterwards during the time thefe two gen- 
tlemen continued conne&ed in command. 

After the return of Mr. Vernon to Europe, fir Chaloner, 
who was, on the 9th oif Auguft 17431 promoted to be 
vice-admiral of the blue, and on the 7th of December 
following to be vice-admiral of the white, was left com- 
mander-in-chief on the Jamaica ftation; and. government 
being fenfible of the difadvantages which had attended a 
diviiion of command between land and Tea officers, en- 
deavoured to remedy the inconvenience in figure, by giving 
the admiral an abfolute authority over the marines, or 
any other foldiers that might be embarked on board the 
fleet. His conduit gave the moft univerfal fatisfacHon, 
for a private letter, dated at Port Royal, April the 20th, 
1744, beftowsthe following encomium on him. " The 
inhabitants of this ifland begin to recover their fpirits ; 
the lofs of admiral Vernon is if* great meafure compen- 
fated for by the vigilance and good conduft of fir Chaloner 
Ogle.'* On the 19th of June VJ44, he was advanced to 
be admiral of the blue. He remained in the Weft Indies 
till the following year; but neither the Spaniards nor the 
French having, any naval force fQr hijn to contend with f 
and he himfelf having neither a land force fufficient to 
fiipport, nor irtftruttions to undertake any enterprife 
againft their fettlements, the whole of the period, during 
which he was commander-in-chief on the above ftation, 
was confumed merely in crujfing for the proteftion of 
commerce, if we except the unfortunate attacks made, in 
X743, on the harbours of La Guira and Porto Cavallo by 
commodore Knowles, an account ot which will be found 
particularly given ia the life of ihat gentlemaru 

He arrived at Spithead early in the rnonth of June in 
the Cumberland, whh three other two- decked fliips and 
a fmall convoy of merchant veflels. In trie month of 
September he was appointed prefident of the court-martial 
aflembled on board the London, in the river Medway, for 
the trials of the admirals Mathews and Leftock, with the 
captains and other officers, againft whom different chargfs 
were made relative to the milcarriagein the a&ion off Tou- 
lon. He continued to hold this ftation only till the conclu- 
fion of the trials of the lieutenants and captains, f he court 

'.. *wk« 
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vas afterwards removed to Deptford, and ,iir Gfraloner 
"Ogle .was fucceeded by rear-adfairal Mayne. He doei 
not ever appear to have either gone to fea, or concerned 
Wmfelf with public life after this time. . . He was, on Julj 
15, 1747, advanced to be admiral of the white fquadron; 
and to the dill higher rank of admiral of the fleet, on the 
10th of July 1749. The latter advancement he did not 
long enjoy, dying fome time in the year 1750. * 

PERCY, orftERCY, Francis, — was, in the vear 
1706, appointed commander of the Firebrand fireftiip. 
On his return from the Mediterranean with fir Cloudefley 
Shovel, in the month of Oflober 1.707, lie had the mi& 
fortune to be involved in the fame calamity with 
his admiral, far as the lofs of the (hip fee com- 
manded. He was, however, fortunate enough to 
preferve his own life, together with thofe of part of hit 
crew, which, together with the captain, got to the {bore in 
th^ boat; and five others fayed themfelves on a part of the 
week. On the 1 2th of February 1 708, he was apjpointed 
captain of the WincbeHea. We caja find no £ertam proof 
of his having held any pommand after this tirjie till the 
year 1 7 18, when Jie commanded the Windfoj, one of the 
Baltic fquadron,. In 1 727 * he was appointed to the Med* 
vrty, of fixty guns, one of the fquadron alfo defigned for the 
Baltic under fir J. Norris ; as ne*vas, in the saonth of De- 
cember 1733, to the Torbay, of eighty £uns, one of the 
fhips ordered to be equipped in consequence of an appre* 
henfion that the flames ot war, which then appeared to bt 
fpreading over Europe, might ultimately extend to Britain 
itfelf. We have not been able to prociw my farther 
information relative to this gentleman, except tfc?t we 
believe him to have retired frpm the ferviee loon, if ntft 
immediately after he quitted the Torbay; and $at h?dieft

RAMSEY, George,*— entered jnto the r#vy foon ftftf* 
the revolution; and, in 1692, was. appointed lecond lie*** 
tenarit of the Hampton Court.

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concerning him till he was, on the nth of 0&ciberi7'o8 f 
appointed captain of the Diamond. No other notice is 
taken of him in the fervice, except that he was fined fix: . 
months pay by the fentence of a court-martial, held on 
lum in the river Thames on the I2th of December 1710, 
for ill-treatment of his crew. By a fubfequent court- 
martial, faid to have been held on the 2od of the fame 
month, he was fined a farther fum, alfo equivalent to fix 
months pay, for running away from the e'riemy. "No 
other notice is taken of him except that he is fetd tb have 
died oh the 1 ith of Auguft 1717. 

ROBINSON, Sir Tancred,-~-was die defcendant of a 
very refpe&able family which fettled at York in the reign 
pf queen Elizabeth. William Robinfon, who is the fir ft 
perfon we find noticed, was a Hamboroueh merchant; 
?nd, after having refided for feveral years at Hamborough, 
laibeck, and other Hans Towns, came over to England, 
was twice chofen lord mayor of the city of York, and 
reprefented it in Parliament during two- fe/Bons. His 
creat-grandfon, William Robinfon, was created a baronet 
in the firft^year of William and Mary. SirTancredwaa 
the fecond fQn of William above-mentioned, and Manr, 
daughter of George Aiflabie, in the county, of York, edj. 
Having betaken himfelf to a naval life, he; was,' on tfe 
ith of January 1708, after having pafTed through the 
Iieceflary fubordinate Rations, appointed captain of the 
Gorport. - No farther mention is rria'de of his having held 
any naval command till the year 171 7, when we find him 
captain of the Dreadnought, of fixty guns, one of the 
ihips ordered for the Baltic under fir" George Byni, but 

Jyfcieh, it is believed, never > proceeded thither. In the 
bilowing year Tie ferved the office of lord mayor ofYork ; 
and he does not appear to have held any other oaval com* 
miflbn till the month pf December 1733, when he 
was made captain of the Kent.

ROWZIER, fttohardi-^was, on fk »i «tf 'Oftaber 
1 708, appointed captain of the Falcon. This .gentleman 
experiences a f ate fo common to * -number *«Mhfe bravt 
cotetnporarie*, that we do not find any particular tnentioa 
ttiade of 4iim till the year 17 18, when he commanded the 
Effex df ft verity guns, one of thef fleet, uwierthe commaiid 
tof -fir George fJyng, which defeated that of Spam in the 
*ii«ito<miMe engagement off Cape PaflTaro. He behawed 
hlmfelf with very great gaUorHry, and had the good forttme 
'** capture 1 the Juno, a (hip of forty gows. In vpy we>ftfd 
1iim captain of «the 'Portland, of fifty gum; in which fiiip 
"he continued'flareral years, annually attached iw<he differ- 
ent fleets Whfch wcreequipped and colte&ed, but wfcilh 
•alfo appear never to have gone to fca flaring* thejperiod 
eWuded to; except in the year 1731, when fir 4 Oharlts 
Wager was oitlered for the Mediterranean, to inv^ft 
'the infant Don Cartas with his newly bequeathed 
^f rttory • TFis 1 woft ' probable he retired front Hie feiwe 
•foon after hfe'return, as he never Attained the rank 'of «a

ROYDHOUSE, Jofiah,— is known only as having 
been appointed captain of the Elephant ftorefhip on the 
14th of June 1708. fie died fojne time iji the courfe of 
the year' 1709. 

"SAMSON, or SAMPSON, Michael,— was, as it is 
fuppofed, the grandfon of rear-admiral Samfon, who fell 
in the memorable engagement with the Dutch fleet in the 

?*car i$66.' |ie was made a lieutenant before the conclu- 
ion of the war with France in the reign of king William, 
and in the year J706 was made commander of the Phoenix 
firefhip. He returned from the Mediterranean in the 
following year with fir Cloudefley Shovel, and was at one 
And'Uhe feme time both unhappy and fortunate: he had 
the misfortune to ftrike on the fhore at the time his ad- 
miral was lp(t, and was afterwards fo fuccefsful as to fave 
9 not 
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not only the crew but even the vefiel,itfelf. On the 141I1 
. of January s 7089 he was promoted to the command of the 
JLymc frigate* Nothing farther is known of him j except 
that he died in England on the 3d of November 1711, 
being at that time captain of a fixty gun (hip called the 
Moor. 

STUDIXY, Robert,— had entered into the navy be- 
fore the revolution. In 1692 he was appointed iecond 
: lieutenant of the Forefight. We hear nothing more of 
: hira till his promotion, on the nth of February 1708, to 
.be captain of the Experiment. In this veflfel he did not' 
. long. continue, being advanced, in the month of Novem- 
. bpr .fallowing, to the icoramaqd of the Norwich, a fourth 
txate. We fii?d no other mention m*de of him during 
-the Wgn of queen Anne, otherwife than as having been 
."occasionally employed in convoying fleets of coafting 
% ; veffels from port to port, or to and fropi Ireland. After 
;the acceffion of Georgp the Firft, he was made captain of 
; the Weymouth, of fifty guns, and fent, in the year 1715, 
: to the Baltic under fir John Norris. He hejd no com- 
^miffion after thi$ ; but being at an ^dv^nced age, not 
having been prompted to the rank of captain till very Ute 
. in life, and haying loft his fight, he, immediately after his 
return, retired from the fervi.ee on a penfion as a fupeff- 
annnated commander of ? fpufth rate? lie di$} on thq 
33d of Auguft 1717.
